Hereas the Loꝛds and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, have beene 
credibly tnfozmed that great fozces are now marching from Oxford to- 
0 wards the Counties of Bucks, Bedford, Herts, and Counties adiacent, 
to the great terroꝛs.aſtrightment, and amazement ot his Paieſttes good Subiecs, Jn- 
habiting in the Counties afveſatd, and having taken the ſame into their ſerfous Conſi⸗ 
deration, doe (foz the pꝛeventton of all Incurũ ons of enemyes, avoiding of all Rapines 
and Plundzings, oꝛ other miſchie vous adions) ozder and oꝛdaine, that there ſhall be a 
ſpeedy ratiſing of large and conſiderable ſums of Money foz the levying and paying of 
Forces,foztifying of Townes, and buping of Arms, Ammunition, and whatſoever elſe

may bee ſubject unto,as late experience hath manifeſted, youare therefore hereby required and 

. with all diligence and care to put the ſame power in execution, from time to time, 
as you ſhall finde cauſe according to the Cuſtome of Warr in that behalfe. 

And whereas in this time of imminent danger, ſupplyes may bee made from forraigne 
parts, of ſhipps, ſouldiers, armes, ammunition, &c. to bee "hes into this Kingdome, and 
inployed againſt the Parliament, or to bee brought into the Kingdome of Ireland, for the 
ſervice of the Rebells there, againſt his Majeſties good Subjects in that Kingdome. 

You are therefore hereby required and fully authoriſed, in caſe you meete with any for- 
raigne forces, ſhipps, or veſſells, as Spaniards, French, Danes, Dunkerkers, or any other 
whatſoever, making towards the Coaſts of England,freland, or any other of his Majeſties 
Doninions, that you ſhall according to the uſuall manner, command them to ſtrike their 
flags or topſailes, and ſhall cauſe them to bee examined, and ſearched whether they have 
any ſouldiers, Arms, Ammunition, or other proviſions for warre, in them, that are likely to 
bee imployed to the prejudice of the Parliament, and this Kingdome, or his Majeſties good 
ſubiects in the Kingdome of Ireland. and in caſe of refuſall on their part to ſuch your com- 
mand, that you then compel! them there-unto by force of Arms, and ſurpriſe and take all 
ſuch ſhips and veſſels as ſhall ſo withſtand and refuſe you, or otherwiſe to burne, ſinke, and 
deſtroy them. 

And you are hereby authoriſed to grant the like power unto all and every the Captains, 
Commanders, and Maſters of ſhips and veſſells, under your Command as you in your

And laſtly you have hereby full power and authority to doe all ſuch other thing or things 
as ſhall tend to the good of this ſervice and the better diſcharge of the great cruſt commir- 
red unto you. 

And you and all Commanders, Officers, Souldiers, and Marriners obeying your Com- 
mand in this ſervice for the ſafety ofthe Parliament, this Kingdome and the Kingdome of 
Ireland, and all other his Majeſties Dominions, ſhall for your, and their indempnity, bee 
protected by the authority of the ſaid Houſes of Parliament.

ſhould lend any moneyes towards the ſpeedy making up of the ſum of chree- 

ſcore thouſand pounds then defired, for the ſupply of the Army, ſhould be re- 
payed the ſame with conſideration for the ſorbearance thereof, after the rate ofeight pounds 
per Cent, out of the farſt moneys, to be raiſed out of the weekely Aſſeſſeinents by vertue of 
the late Ordinance of both Houſes of Parliament. And whereas the ſaid ſumme not being 
fully advanced, the Lord Major and Aldermen of London, upon the motion, and deſires of 
divers Members of both Houſes of Parliament, did cheerefully and unanimouſly conſent 
to engage themſelves for forty thouſand pounds, to be advanced forthwith, fer the ſupply

E your Majeſties moſt humble and faichfull Subjects, the Lords and Com- 
\ / mons in Parliament aſſembled, having in our thoughts the glory of God, your 
| : Majeſties honour, andthe proſperity of your People, and being moſt grie- 

vouſly afflited with the preſſing miſeries and calamities which have over- 
whelmed your two Kingdomes of England and Ireland, fince your Majeſty hath by the 
petſwaſion of evill Counſellors, withdrawn your ſelf from the Parliament, raiſed an Army 
againſt it, and by force thereof protected — from the Juſtice of it, conſtraining 
us to take A rms for the defence of our Religion, Laws, Liberties, Priviledges of Parliament, 
and for the fitting of the Parliament in ſafety, which fears and dangers are continued, and 
increaſed by the raiſing, drawing together, and arming of great numbers of Papiſts, under 
the command of the Earle of Nemcaſtle likewiſe by making the Lord Herbert of Ragland, and 
other known Papiſts, Commanders of great forces, whereby many grievous Oppreſſions, 
Rapines, and Cruelties have been, and are daily exerciſed upon the perſons and eſtates of 
your people, much innocent blood hath been ſpilt, and the Papiſts have attained: means of 
attempting. and hopes of effecting their miſchievous deſigne of rooting out the Refor- 
med Religion, and deſtroying the profeſſors thereof. In the tender ſence and compaſſion 
of theſe evils, under which your people and K ingdome lye (according to the duty which 
we owe to God, your Majeſty, and che Kingdome, for which we are intruſted) doe moſt 
earneſtly deſire, that an end may be put to theſe great diſtempers and diſtractions, for the 
preventing of that deſolation, which doth threaten all your Majeſties Dominions.

14. That Your Majeſſy will be pleaſed to reſtore ſuch Members of either houſe of Par- 
liament to their ſeverall places of Services, and Imployment out of which they have been 
put ſince the beginning of this Parliament; That they may receive ſatisfaction, and repa- 
ration for thoſe places, and for the profits, which they have loſt by fuch removals upon the 
Petition of both houſes of Parliament: And that all others may be reſtored to their Offices 
and Imployments, who have been put our ofthe ſame upon any diſpleaſure conceived as 
gainfi them for any aſſiſtance given to both houſes of Parliament, or obeying their Com- 
mands z or forbearing to leave their attendance upon the Parliament without licence, or for 
any other occaſion ariſing from theſe unhappy differences berwixt your Majeſty and both 
houſes of Parliament upon the like Petition of both houſes. 

Theſe things being granted and performed, as it hath alwayes beene our hearty prayer, 
fo ſhall we be enabled to make it our hopefull endeavour; That your Majeſty and your 
people may enjoy the bleſſings of Peace, Truth and Juſtice ; The Royaltie and greatneſſe 
of your Throne may bee ſupported by che Loyall and bountifull affections of Your people; 
Their Liberties and Priviledges maintained by your Majelties Protection, & Juſtice ; And 
this public ke honour, and happineſſe of your Majcſty,and all Your Dominions, Communi- 
cared to other Churchcs, and States of Your Alliance, and derived to your Royall Poſteri- 
ty, and the future Generations in this Kingdome for ever.

His Ma jeſties Anſwer to the deſites and Propoſitions of both Houſes. Feb. 3 1642. 
Received at a Conference with the Lords, February the ſixt 1642. 


1 F his Majeſty had not giyen up all the faculties of his ſoule to an earneſt endeyour of 2 
Peace, and reconciliation with his People, or if he would ſuffer himſelfe by any Provo- 
cation to be drawne to a ſnarpneſſe of Language at a me, when there ſeemes ſome what like 
an Overture of Accomodation, hee could not but reſent the heavy charges upon him in the 
Preamble of theſe Propoſitions, and would not ſuffer himſelſe to be reproched with protect - 
ing of Delinquents by force from Juſtice, (his Majeſties qeſſre having always bin, that all 
men ſhould be Tryed by the knowne Law, and having been refuſed ic )with railing an Ar- 
my 2gainft his Parliament, and to be told that Armes have been taken 2 —— him for

the defence of Religion, Laws, Libertics, 9 of Parliament, the ſitting -

the Parliament in ſafety, wich many other particulars in that Preamble, ſoften and ſo ſul- 
ly anſwered by his Majeſty, without remembring che world of the time, &circumſtances of 
raiſing thoſe arms againſt: him when his Majeſty was ſo far from being in a conditi::n to in- 
vade other mens Rights, that he was not able to maintain & defend his owne from violence; 
And withput telling his good Subjects, that their Religion (the true Proteftant Religion, in 
which his Majeſty was born, bath faithfully lived, and to which he will die a willing Sa- 
crifice ) their Lawes, Liberties, Priviledges, and ſafety of Parliament were ſo amply ſetled, 
and eftabliſhed; or offered to be ſo by his Majeſty before any Army was raiſed againſt him, 
and long before any raiſed by him for his defence, that if nothing had been defired, but that 
Peace and Protection which his Subjects, and their Anceftors had inthe beſt times enjoyd 
under his Majeſty or his Royall Predeceffors ; this miſunderſtanding and diſtance between 
his Majeſty and his people and this generall miſery, and diſtract ion upon the fate of the 
whole Kingdome, had not bin now the diſcourſe of Chriſtendome: But his Majeſty will 
forbeare any Expreſions of Bitternẽſſe, or of a ſence of his owne ſufferings, that if it be poſ- 
ſible the memory thereof may be loft to the world. And therefore though many of the Pro- 
poſitions, preſented to his Majeſty by both Houſes appeare to him very derogatory from, 
and deſtructive to his juſt power and Prerogative, and no way benificiall tu his Subjects, few 
of them being already due to them by the Laws eſtabliſhed, (And how unparliamentary it 
is by Arms to require new Laws, all the world may judge) yet ( becauſe theſe may be 
waved, or mollified , and many things that are now darke,or doubtfull in them, cleared and 
explained upon debate) his Majeſty is pleaſcd{ ſuch is his ſence of the miſeries , this King- 
dome ſuff-rs by this unnaturall war, and his exrneſt deſire to remove them by a happy peace) 
that a ſpeedy time and place may be agreed upon for the meeting of ſuch perſons as his Ma- 
jeſty and both Houſes ſhall appointro diſcuſſe theſe propoſitions, and ſuch others here fol- 
lowing, as his Majeſty doth propoſe to them. 


1 Hat his Majeſties owne Revenue, Magazines, Towns, Forts, and Shipps which 
have bin taken, or kept from him by force, be forthwith reſtored unto him.

diſclamed, and all ſuch perſons ſo committed forthwith diſcharged. 


4 That as His Majeſty will readily conſent (having done ſo heretefore ) to the execu- 
tion of all Lawes already made, and to any good Acts to be made for the ſuppre ſſing of 
Popery, and for the firme ſetling of the Proteſtant Religion now eſtabliſhed by Law: So 
he deſires that a good Bill may be framed for the better preſerving of the Book of Common 
Prayer, from the ſcorne and violence of B rownifts, Anabaptiſts and other SeRaries, with 
ſuch clauſes for the cafe of tender conſciencies, as his Majeſty hath formerly offered. 


5 That all ſach perſons as upon the Treaty ſhall be excepted out of the Generall Pardon, 
ſhall be cryed per Pares, according to the uſuall courſe and knowne Law of the Land, and 
that ir be left to that, either to acquit , or condemne them. 


6 And to the intent this Treaty may not ſuffer interruption by any intervening Acci- 
dents, that a Ceſſation of Arms, and free Trade for all his Majeſties Subjects may be firſt 
agreed upon. 


This offer and deſire of his Majeſty He hopes will be fo cheerfully entertained, that a 
ſpeedy and bleſſed Peace may be accompliſhed . If it ſhall be rejected, or by inſiſting the 
unreaſonable Circumftances, be made impoſſible ( which he hopes God in hismercy to this 

Nation 
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Nation will not ſuffer ) the guilt of the blood which will be Ched; and the deſolation which 
muſt follow, will lye upon the heads of the reſuſer. However his Majefly is reſolved 
through what accidents ſoever he ſhall be compelled to recover His Rights, and with what 
proſperous ſucceſſes ſoever it ſhall pleaſe God to bleſſe him, that by his earneſt & conſtant 
endeavours to propagate and promote the true Proteſtant Religion, and by his Governing, 
according to the knowne Lawes of the Land, and upholding the juſt Priviledges of Parlia - 
ment according to his frequent Proteſtations made before Almighty God, which he will al- 
ways inviolably obſerve, The world ſhall ſee that he hath undergone all theſe difficulties, and

return; That his defire was, that a ſpeedy time and place might be appointed for the diſ- 
cuſſing of thoſe Propoſitions, and likewiſe ſome others propoſed by His Majefly.

Is Majeſty hoped the Treaty would have bin begun, and the Ceſſation agreed on 
H long ſince, and that much might in this time have bin concluded in Order to the 
peace and happineſſe of the Kingdome, but ſince in almoſt a moneth (for his Maje- 
ſties Propoſitions were made on the third of February, and he heard not ſince from both 
Houſes till the firſt of March) no conſent hath beene yeelded to it; Hee conceives the 
Ceſſation cannot begin ſo ſoone as the fourth of this Moneth, by which time (though his 
Majeſty uſes no delay in making his Anſwer) the ſame can hardly be returned to them; 
And many ofthe Articles now preſented to him from both Houſes concerning the Ceſſa-

Fhitlecke, but hath not admitted 
the Lord Say to attend him, as being excepted againſt by name in his Proclamation atOx- 
ford of the third of November, and by a writ to the Sheriff: proclaimedthen in that County,

high Treaſon, and fo falling to be within the caſe of Sir John Evelin, who upon the ſame 
Exception was not admitted to attend his Majeſty with the reſt of the Committee at Cole-

manders, Officers, and Souldiers, are enjoyned to obſerve this Ceſſation accordingly, to 
which they hope and pray, that God will give ſuch a bleſſing, That thereupon, Peace, 
Safcty, and Happineſſe may be produced and confirmed to his Majeſty and all his people.

That the Town of Portſmouth (hall be reduced to the number of the Garriion, as was at 
the time when the Lords and Commons undertook the cuſtody thereof. And ſuch other 
Forts, Caſtles, and Towns, as were formerly kept by Garriſons, as have been taken by them 
into their care andcuſtody ſince the beginning of theſe Troubles ſhall be reduced ro ſuch 
proportion of Garriſon, as they had in the yeer 1636, and ſhall be fo continued, And that 
all the ſaid Towns, Forts, and Caſtles ſhall be delivered up into the hands of ſuch perſons of 
Quality & Truſt, to be likewiſe nominated by his Majeſty, as the two Houſes ſnal confide in. 

That the Warden of the Cinque Ports, and all Governouts and Commanders of Towns, 
Caſtles, and Forts ſhall keep the ſame Towns, Caſtles and Forts reſpeRively for the Service 
of his Majeſty, and the ſaſety of the Kingdome, And that they ſhall not admit into any of 
them any Forreigne Forces raiſed without his Majeſties authority, and conſent of the two 
Houſes of Parliament, And they ſhall uſe their uttermoſt endeavours to ſuppreſſe all Forces 
whatſoever raiſed without ſuch authority and conſent; And they ſhall ſeize all Armes and 
Ammunition provided for any ſuch Forces. ;

that a neer day may be agreed upon for the disbanding of all the Forces in the remote parts 
of Torke ſhire, and the other Northern Counties, as alſo in Lancaſp ire, (hefaire, and in che 
Dominion of ales, and in Cornwall and Devon; And they being fully disbanded, another 
day may be agreed on for the disbanding of all Forces in Lincoln/lire, Nottinghamſhire,

at leaſt ſome of the reall Alterations, and Additions made by him addinitted, which Hee 
doth not diſcover. | 

1 His Majeſty deſired that Proviſion might be made, and Licence given to his good Sub- 
jects, for their freedome of Trade, Traffiuqe and Commerce, (though in matters which con- 
cerned H imſelfe more immediatly, as in Armes, Ammunition Money, Bullion, and Vict- 
uall, for the uſe of his army , and the Paſſage of all Officers and Souldiers of his army, He 
was contented the reſtraint ſhould be in ſuch manner as was propoſed ) of which his Ma- 
jefly is ſo tender, that as he hath provided for the ſame by His gracious Proclamations, . 
ſo He doth daily releaſe and diſcharge ſuch Merchandize and Commodities, as are contrary 
to thoſe Proclamations ſtayed by any of his Majeſties Forces. 

To this freedome and liberty of his good Subjects, there is not the leaſt admiſſion given 
by theſe Articles, fo that they have not any Eaſe or benefit by this Ceſſation, which his 
Majeſty defires both Houſes to conſider of, and whether, if his Majeſty ſhould take the 
fame courſe toflop and inerrrupt the Trade of the Kingdome, as the other army doth, a ge- 
nerall lofſe and calamity would not ſeize upon his good Subjects. 7 
2 His Majeſty to the end that a full Cc ſſition might be as well at Sea as at Land, and He 
might be ſecured, that the Ships propoſed to be ſet forth for the defence of his Majeſt ies Do- 
minions, ſhould be imployed onely to that end and purpoſe, deſired, that they might be 
put under the Command of Perſons to be approved of! by His Majeſty, which is not concent-

2 For the Prevention of any Inconveniences which might ariſe upon reall Differences, or 
Miſtakes upon the Latitude of expreſſions (as if His Majeſty ſhould now conſent to theſe 
Articles propoſed, in the Tearmes propoſed, He mult conſeſſe the Army, of which he com- 
plaines, to be ray ſed by the Parliament, and eithet himſelfe to be no part of the Parlia- 
ment, or himſel ſe to have raiſed that Ariny ) and for prevention of that delay which he fore- 
ſaw could not otherwiſe be avoyded, if upon every Difference the Queſtions muſt be re- 
mitted to London, His Majeſty deſired chat the Committee (for whom He then ſent a ſafe 
Conduct ) might have liberty to debate any ſuch Differences and Expreſſions, and recon» 
cile the ſame, that all poſſible Expedition might be uſed to the maine Treaty, : 

In this point of ſo h igh concernment, no power is given in theſe Articles, and the Com- 
mittee confeſſed to his Majeſty they have no power given, but are ſtrictly and preciſely 
bound to the very words of the Articles now ſent , and that before t heſe are conſented to by 

Us, they cannot enter into any Treaty concerning the other propoſitions. | 

4 His Majeſty deſired, that during this Ceſſation none of his good Subjects might be im- 
prifoned, otherwiſe then according to the knowne Law of the Land. . 

This is in no degree conſen de to, but the priviledge and liberty(to which they were borne) 
reſerved from them till the disbanding of both Armies (though they are no part of either 
Army) and fo have no benefit by this Ceſsation. 

5 His Majeſty deſired, that during this Ceſſation there ſhould be no Plundring or vio- 
lence c ffered to any of his Subjects. 

In the Anſwer to which, His deſire againſt violence, is not at all taken notice of, nor is his 
deſire againſt Plundering any wayes fatisfied; His Majeſty, not onely intending 
by it the robbing of the Subject by the unrulineſſe of the un- commanded Souldier 
(which their clauſe of requiring the Generalls and officers to keep them from it ſeemes to 


H I S Majeſty hath immediatly upon their ariyall admitted the Committee font to 
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imply; And the aſſertion , that the two Houſes of Parliament had ever diſliked , and 
«forbidden it, declares plainly, to be their only meaning) but particularly the violence 
and Plundring us'd to his Subjects by forcibly taking away their goods for not ſubmitting 
to Impoſitions and Taxes required from them by Orders or Ordinances of one or both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament, which are contrary to theknowne Lawes of the Land. 

6. Beſides that there is no conſent given to thoſe alterations and additions offered by his 
Majeſty, (whatſoever is pretended) fo where an abſolute conſent may be ſuppoſed, becauſe 
the very words of his Majeſties Articles are wholly preſerved, yet by reaſon of the Relation 
to ſomewhat going before, that is varyed by them, the ſence of thoſe words is wholly va- 

ed too, as in che fourth Article, that part of the Third article to which that did referre, being 
wholly left out. So that upon the matter all the Propoſitions made by his Majeſty (which 
did not in Tearmes agree with thoſe preſented to him) are utterly rejected. 

For theſe Reaſons, and that this Entrance towards a bleſſed Peace and Accommodation 
(which hath already filled the hearts ofthe Kingdome with Joy and Hope) may be im- 
proved to the wiſhed end, his Majeſty deſires that the Committee now ſent, may ſpeedily 
have liberty to treat, debate, and agree upon the Articles of Ceſſation, in which they and 
all the world ſhall find, that his Majeſty is leſſe ſollicitous for his owne Dignity and Great- 
neſſe, then for his ſubjects Eaſe and Liberty. And Hee doubts not upon ſuch a Debate all 
differences concerning the Ceſſation will be eaſily and ſpeedily agreed upon, and the benefit 
of a Ceſſation bee continued and confirmed to his People by a ſpeedy disbanding of both Ar- 
mies, and a ſudden and firme Peace, which his Majeſty above all things deſires. : 

If this fo reaſonable, equall, and juſt Deſire of his Majeſty ſhall not be yeelded uiMts, but 
the ſame Articles ſtill inſiſted upon, though his Majeſty next to Peace defires a Ceſſation, 
yet that the not agreeing upon the one, may not deſtroy the hopes of, nor ſo much as delay 
the other; He is willing however to Treat (even without a Ceſſation, if that bee not gran- 
ted) upon the Propoſitions themſelves, in that order as is agreed upon (and deſires the Com- 
mittee here may be enabled to that effect) In which Treaty hee ſhall give all his Subjects 
that ſatisfaction, That if any Security to enjoy all the Rights, Priviledges and Liberties due 
to them by the Law, or that happineſſe in Church and State, which the beſt times have 
ſeen, with ſuch farther acts of Grace as may agree with his Honour, Juſtice and Duty to 
his Crowne, and as may not render him leſſe able to protect his Subjects according to his 
Oath, will ſatisfie them; Hee is confident in the mercy of God, that no more pretious blood 
of this Nation will be thus miſerably ſpent. : |

Reaſons for the Committee Martii 27. 1643. 
To the Kings moſt excellent Ma jeſty 


The Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, Doe with all humble thankeſulneſſ: ac- 
knowledge your Majeſties favour in the ſpeedy admiſsion of their Committee to your 
Royall preſence, and the expedition of Your Exceptions to their Articles, that ſo the 
might more ſpeedily endeavour to give your Majeſty ſatisfaction; and although they 
were ready to agree to the Articles of Ceſſation in ſuch manner as they expreſt in their 
Preface, they cannot agree to the alteration and addition off. red by your Majeſty, wich- 
out great prejudice tothe Cauſe, and danger to the Kingdome, whoſe cauſe it is; The 
Reaſons whereof, will plainly appeare in the anſwer to the particulars preſt by Your 
Ma jeſty. 5 
HET doe deny that they have reftrained any. Trade, but to ſome few of theſe 
places where your Majeſties forcetare enquartered, and even now in the heat of 
War doe permit tht Carriers to goe into all the parts of the Kingdome, with all 
ſorts of commodities for the uſe of the Subjects; except Armes, Ammunition, 
money, and Bullion, But if they (hould grant ſuch a free Trade as Your Majeſty deſireth to Ox- 
ford, and other places, where your Forces remaine, It would be very difficult, if not impoſſible 
to keep Armes. Ammunition, money, and Bullion, from paſſing into yeur Majefties Army, 
without very ftrift and frequent ſearches , which would wake it ſo troubleſome, chargeable, 
and dangerous to re Subjects, That the queſtion being but for twenty dayes for ſo few places, 
the miſcheifes and inconveniencies tothe whole Kingdome would be far greater, than any ad- 


vantage which that ſmall numigr of your Subjetts ( whom it concerns ) can have by it. 


The caſe then is much otherwiſe then is expreſt by yow Your Majeſties anſwer, For whereas 
they are charged not to give the lea?t admiſſion of this liberty and freedome of Trade during the 
Ceſſation, the truth is, that they doe grant it as fully to the benefit of the Sab ject, even in time 
of War; that your Majeſty in preſſing this for the peoples good, doth therin deſire that which wi 
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be verylutle beneficial to the Subjects but — — — your Majeſty, ſupplying 
your army with many neceſſaries, &-making your quarters «ſtaple fe h commodities,as may 
be vemtedin the adjacent Counties,and ſo draw money thither , w y the Inhabitants will be 
better enabled by Loans and Contriùutions to ſupport Tour Majeſties Army; eAud'as Tour 
Majeſties Army may receive much advantage, and the other Army much danger, if ſuch fres- 
dome (hould be granted to thoſe places; ſo there is no probabilitie that the Army raiſed by the 
Lords and Commons ſhall have any returne of commodities and other ſupplies from there, hich 
may be uſefull for them Aud they conceive, that in a Treaty for a Ceſſation, thoſe demands 
cannot be thought reaſonable which are not indifferent, that is equally advantagions to beth 
arties. Es SO | 
P As they have given no interruption to the Trade of the Kingdome, but in relation to the ſup- 
ply of the contrary Army, which the reaſon of war requires; So they beſeech Tour Majeſty 
ro conſider whether Your Souldiers have not robbed the Carriers in ſeverall parts, where there 
bath bin no ſuch reaſon ; And your Ships taken many ſkips, to the great dammage not only of 
particular marchants , but of the whole K ingdome . And whether Tour Majeſty have not de- 
clared Yonr owne purpoſe, And endeavored by your miniſters of State, to embarque the wer- 
chants goods in Forreign parts, which hath been in ſome meaſure executed upon the E aſt-land 
merchants in Denmarke, and is a courſe which will much diminiſh the wealth of the Kingdome 
violate the law of Nations, make ot her Princes Arbiters of the differences betwixt Tour A- 
jeſty and Vcur people, breake of the intercourſe betweene this and other States, and like to bring 
u into quarrels and diſſentions with all the Neighbour Nations. 


2 To demand the approving of the Commanders of the ſhips, is to deſire the ſtrength of one par- 
ty to the other, before t he difference be ended, and againſt all Rules of Treaty; To make 4 Ceſ- 
fation at ſea, would leave the Kingdeme naked to thoſe forreigne forces, which they have 
preatcauſe to believe have bin ſolicited againſt them, & thePortsoper for ſuch ſupplies of Arms 
and Ammurition as ſhall be bronght from beyond the ſeas: But for conveying any number of 
Forces by thoſe meanes from one part to another, they ſhall obſerve the Articles of the Ceſſation 


by which that is Reftraired. 


3 A, for the expreſſion of the Army raiſed by the Parliament, They are contented it ſhould 
be altered thus ( raiſed by both Houſes of Parliament) as not defireing to differ upon words, but 
10 give any concluſive power in this caſe to the Committee, upon ſuch differences as may ariſe, 
wherein the Houſes have given no expreſſe direion, is netther ſafe for t he Committee to under - 
take , nor fit for the two Houſes to grant, yet to debate and to preſſe the reaſon of their deſires, 
wherby an agreement from Your Majeſiy may be procured, is granted to them; and although 
the two Houſes did tlunb it moſi proper the Ceſſation ſhould be firſt agreed on, and that it was 
unſit to Treat in blood , yet to ſatiiſie the world of their earneſt longing after Peace , they bave 
given power to the Committee to enter into the Treaty upon the two firſt prapoſittons, not wit h- 
ſtanding the Ceſſation be not yet aſſented to, And thoſe being agreed, they hope the ſoundation 
will be lud, not only of a ſuſpenſion, but a totall aboliſhion of all hoſtllity im the Kingdome. 


4 If the nature of Warre be duly conſidered, it muſt needs be acknowledged, That it is in- 
competible with the ordinary rules of a peaceable Government Tour Majeſh would have them 
commit none but according to the krrowne Laws of the Land, whereby they conceive Tour Ma- 
jefty underſtandt, I bat it muſt be by the ordinary Proceſſe of Law, which being granted, it 


will follow, That ne man muſt be committed by them for ſupplying Tour Majeſty with 


Armes, Powder, Ammunition: For by the Law of the Land, the Subject may carry ſuch 
good: from London, or any other place to Oxford, the Souldiers maſt not be committed if they 
run from their ¶ vlours, and refuſe any duty inthe Army, No man ſhall be committed for not 
[ubmitting to neceſſary ſupplies of money; ſo that if this be yeelded in your Majefties Senſe 
they ſhall be diſabled toreſtraine ſupplies from their enemies aud to governe or maimaine their, 
owne Souldiers : It cannot be thought reaſonable, that under the diſguiſe of a Ceſſation, 
they ſhowld admit that which will neceſſarily produce the diſolving of the Army, and deſtruigi- 
on of the Cauſe. ; | 


Tt ſeems not probable, That Tour Majeſty doth int end that if any be taken with ſupplies for 


this Army, or mutining m Tour own, ſuch perſons ſhall not be committed, but according to the 
known Lawes of the Land, that is, by Proceſſe of Law : But rather that Tour Majeſty will ſo 
interrups

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interrupt this imitation of known Laws, that though it ayes ftraight bonds upon the two Houſes: 


yet it leaves your Generals as much liberty as before: Por it hath bin denyed by your Majeſty, T hat 


theſe known Laws give am power to the two Houſes of Parliament to raiſe Arms, and ſo conſe- 
quently their Generall cannot exerciſe any marſhall lw in thoſe caſes, and in is not nulike but 
rhat it will be affirmed, That the Generalls conflitmed by your Majefties commiſſion, have 
that power by the ſame known Laws ; So that this Article under the ſpecious ſhew of liberty and 
Lam, world altogecher diſable them to defend t hem Liberties and Laws, and wonld produce to 
your Majeſty an at flute victory, and ſubmiſſion under pretence of a ¶ eſſation and Treaty. 


5. Being by neceſſuy inevitable on therr part enforced to a deferſive Marre in this unhappy 

breach between your Majeſty and them, and that they are therein warranted both by the Laws 
of God ani man, it muſt needs fellow t hat by the ſame Lam they are enabled to raiſe means to 
ſupport that Warre ; and therefore till it ſhall pleaſe God to rcline your Majeſty to afford them 
ſach a Peace as may ſecure them, they cannot relinquiſh the power of laying Ta ret upon thoſe 
who ought to joyn with them in that defence, and the neceſſary wayes of leavying thoſe Taxes up- 
en them, in eſe of refuſall, for et berwiſe their army muſt neeas be diſſolved. But if your Ma- 
jeſty ſhall conſent to dishand the armies, the cauſe of the Warre being taken away, the conſequen- 
ces will tthewiſe be removed, and the Subject reſtored to the benefit of thoſe Lams which the ne- 
cefiity of arms hath in ſuch caſes ſuſpended. 


6. They deny any pretence of conſenting to thoſe alterations & additions offered by your Maje- 
x onely in the Preamble they ſay they have confedered of thoſe Articles with ſuch alterations and 


additions, nnto which Articles they profeſt they were ready to agree, not as they mere accompani-

ed with thoſe alterations & additions, but in ſuch manner as they expreſſed; As for the clauſe left 
ont in the third Article.it implyed a freedome of paſſage and communication of Quarters, which is 
contrary to the nature of a ceſſation, whereby matters ſhould bee preſerved in the ſtate they are, & 
re ither party have liberty ſo much to advantage himſel/e,as it is evident your Majeſty might doe 
if yonr Forces in the North andWeſt * joyn with thoſe at Oxford and bring thoſe Supplies of 
Treaſure or Arms thither, which were brought out of Holland, or at leaſt it ſhould be ſo indiffe= 
rent 4s to give a proportionable advantage to the et her ſide, which this doth not; For the Forces 
under the power of both Houſes are ſo diſpeſed, that they have an eaſie paſſage from one to the o 


ther: But your CMajeſties Forces are ſevered the ane from the other by many large counties 


ſtrong paſſes, and competent Armies, and if they admitted this clanſe, they had bereaved them- 
ſetves of one of the greateſt advantage s, and freed Tour CMajeſtics party of one of the greateſt 
inconveriencies, which Tour Majeſty, or they, have in this War, 


For the Reaſons already alleadged I hey cannot agree to the alterations and inlargement of the | 


Ceſſation propounded or to transferre any ſuch power to the Comittee of Treating, debatmg and a- 

greeing upon thoſe Articles in any other manner then the Houſes have directed, but that a faire 
and ſpeedy paſſage may be opened to a ſec ure and a happy Peace;they have inabled their Commit- 
tees to treat and debate upon the two Propoſitions concerning His Majeſties owne Revenue, the 
delivery of His Townes, Caitles, Magazines, and Shipps, and the diſbanding of the Armies, 
which being agreed upon, a preſent Peace and ſecurity wil follow, and the Treaty upon the other 
Propoſition be fatilitated without feare of interruption, by the confuſion of War or exaſperation of 
either party, by the bloody effects thereof. 


Jn which Treaty, the two Houſes will deſire and expect nat hing but what doth ſtand with Tour 
Majeſties Honour, and the truſt repoſed in Ton, and 1s neceſſary for Tour Majeſties good Sub- 
jets, thut they may enioy the true Religion, and their liberties and priviledges, and that they 
my freely and in a Parliamentary way concur With Tour Majeſty in thoſe things which may 
canduce to the glory of God, the ſafety and bappineſſe of Your Majeſty, and Tour Poſterity nnd 
people, and preventing the like miſerable effuſion of Engliſh blood for the time to come; for the 
effeting whereof, Their moſt earneſt Prayers, and utermoſÞ endeavours ſhall ever be fauhſully 
and conſtantly employed in hope that God will give a bleſſing thereunto. |

T 7 Ow Hts ꝙaieſty hath ſpent His time ſince the Committee from His two Houſes 
of Parliament came hither, how willing He hath been (during the foure dapes al⸗ 
lowed to them) to expedite the Treaty it ſelfe, by the free and diligent diſquiſition of the 
particulars comp2iſed tn thoſe two firſt Articles, and how intent he hath been upon the 
Ceſſation (which he thinks ſo neceſſary, and ſo much deſires ) ſince the laft pefſage con: 
cerning the ſame, came to Him, the Committee themſelves cannot but obſerve : And 
though no concluſion could be made within the two dayes (a time limited with much 
ſtrianeſle in a buſineſſe of ſo great moment, where all woꝛds and expꝛeſſions mult be 
carefully and exactly weigbed) His Mateſty cannot doubt but both Honles will be wil⸗ 
ling to give and receive ſatisfaction in any particulars which are neceſſartly to be conſide- 
red in concluding the ſame, though the two dayes are expired. And if His Maieſty en⸗

Oxtord ; And therefozc his Paieſty hath great reaſon to pꝛeſſe, that mutuall and uni⸗ 
verſall Freedome to all his good Sublects may be granted; Dtherwiſe, he muſt either 
permit that Licence to his Army, to ſcize the goods of his people. in their paſſ:ce to 
London, and to interrupt and bꝛeak the Trade and co2reſpendenceof the Kingdom/which 
both out of publike conſideration , and pꝛivate compaſſion, his Maieſty is moſt ad.

without which (th2ough inanimadvertence o2 doubttulneſle in the expzeſſions) they who 
are neereſt of a minde, will hardly ever come fo conclude, if every Punctilio muſt be foz- 
ced to be ſent fozwards and backwards a hundꝛed miles; And (if this authozity had bin 
given to the Committee here, as fo2 ſuch cauſes was deſired) a limitation of half a dozen 
wo2ds (which would have bin as ſoon agreed to as p2opvled ) would have ſaved moſt of 
this fourth Reaſon, And he that deſires any thing neceſſary to the ſpeed of this Ceſſa- 
tion, gives a good argument of deſiring the Ceſſation it ſelle, and whoever ts averſe to 
the one, can hardly be thought inclinable to the other. 

But ſuch of his ſubiecs as are not concern d in the diſicipline of the army, are not con- 
cern d in this obiection; and his aieſty hath reaſon to inſiſt, that the ſame liberty ma y 
be reſtozed to them, in which they were bozn, and the care and defence ol which is ſo 
much and ſo meerly pꝛetended by thoſe who deny it to them. 

5. Though it grieves his ꝙaieſty to the ſoul, to ſee the pꝛeſent milerable condition of 
his ſubiects, groaning under ſo many viſible pzeſares, becauſe of an inviſible neceſſt- 
ty, and plundered, and tmp2iſoned, to maintain ſuch a defenſive war, as was begun to 
be raiſed againſt him, befoze his aieſty had granted one commiſſion to raiſe a man; 
pet he cannot but be pleaſed with the ingenutty of this confeſſion, that the implicite Fatth 
of his ſeduced Sublecs begins to wear out ſo faſt, that the anthozity of Declaring new, 
unknowne Fundamentall Laws, doth not now ſo wozke with them, to believe that 
theſe Taxes are layd accozding to the Laws of God and man, noꝛ the many pzetences, 
of emininent dangers, and ine vitable ruine of their Religion, Laws and Liberties, ſo 
perſwade them to believe this Cauſe, to be the Cauſe of the kingdom ; But that if their 
cauſe, Authozity and Tloquence werenot aſſiſted by Fozce and Rapine, their army muſt 
needs be diſſolved foz want ol being thought fit, much lefſe neceſſary to be paid by thoſe 
who have equall right to iudge of the neceſſity and danger, and foz whoſe ſakes, inte- 
reſts and concernments onely it was pꝛetended to be raiſed, and who are defended by it 
againſt their wills; Noz is it ſtrange that His Maieſty cannot receive theſe charges 
upon him, as a reaſon to make him coutentedand Acquieſce with theſe inturtes to his 
ſibiets ; D2 that they who ſaw his Maieſties condition the laſt peer till continued vio- 
lence againſt him, opened the eyes and hearts of his ſubtects to his aſſiſtance) ſhould not 
believe that he began that War, which they ſaw him ſo unlikely to reſiſt ; Oz that they, 
whocould never find, noz hear from them (who uſe not too modeſtly fo conceal what is 
foz their advantage) that from the beginning of the world to this pꝛeſent Parliament, 
ever one man was raiſed befoze by Commiſſion from both Houſes, ſhould not belceve 
the raiſing of that their army to be ſo warranted as is pꝛetended, and any moze appꝛove 


ol their Law, then of their Neceſſity ;D2 that they who know that his Maieſty (in whom 


the power of making Marre and Peace was never denyed to be, till theſe new Do⸗ 
ctrines, which make it unlawfull foz Him to do any thing, and lawfull to do any thing 
againft Him, were oflate diſcovered) though He can legally raiſe an army. ts not allow- 
ed to be legally able to to raiſe Money to maintain it, will not allow of the argiunent, 
from the power of Raiſing, to the power of Taxing, and are as little ſatisfied with 
their Logick , as with their Law, and extreamely troubled to pay an army they do 
not deſire , foz a Neceſſity they cannot ſee , by a Law they never heard of And 
that other men without their conſent muſt be tealous|, feartull and quick-fighted at 
their charges, and they have great reaſon to be apt to [aſpec that thoſe made moſt haſte 
to make a War, and have leaſt deſt re of making Peace, who in time of war pꝛetend 
their legall power to be ſo vaſtly inlarged; Mis Paieſty therefoze hath great reaſon to 
infift, that no Utolence oz Plundering be offered to his ſubiects fo2 not ſubmitting to the 
illegall Zares of one-03 both Houſes, which in itſelf is equall; Wis ꝙaieſty being wil: 
ling to be obliged from the like courſe, and relying whollp upon the known tuſtice —

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Cauſe, and the affection of his people, and in which (it the Kingdome bs of their minds, 
and beleeve the cauſe of the contrary Army to be really their own-) the adbantages will be 
wholly theirs, and this Judgement will be beſt given, when the people are loft to their li⸗

Mis Maie ſties reall deſire of disbanding the Armies, may fully appear by his often 
ſeeking, and earneſt endeavours to continue and conclude this Treaty in oꝛzder to that 
disbanding. ' | 17 

6, His Paieſty leaves their Pꝛeamble to all the woꝛld to tonſi der and to judge whe: 
ther any man by their ſaying they were ready to agree to his Mateſties Articles, in the 
manner as was expꝛeſt, would not have expected to have found after that expꝛeſſion, that 
they had agreed at leaſt to ſome one thing matertall in them, and had not only meant by 
agreeing as was expꝛeſt, to expꝛeſte they would not agree at all. 

Foz the clauſe of Communication of quarters fo quietly left out, is Maieſty looks 
upon it as of moſt infinite impoztance, the leaving out of that, having viſcompoſed the 
whole, many things having in the reft been aſſented to, which were thereloꝛe only peeld⸗ 
cd, becauſe the inconbeniencies growing by theſe clauſes, if then were alone, were ſalved 
by that addition; and ſome things in the other very dark and doubtfull, were by that inter: 
pꝛeted and cleered. And his Maieſty ts ſufficiently infozmed how highly it concernes 
him, that every thing be ſocleere, that after no differences may ariſe upon any diſputable 
point, ſince they whole union, induſtry, ſubtilty, and malice could perſwade any of his 
people, that in the buſineſſe of Brainceford he had bzoken a Ceſſation befoze any was 
made 02 offered, would have a much caſter wozk to lay the bzeach of a made Ceſſation to 
his Maieſties charge, it the ground of that bꝛeach would bear the leaſt diſpute. 

His Maieſty doth agree, That to pꝛeſerve things in the ſame ſtate on both ſides, with 
as little advantage, oz diſadvantage to either, as the matter will poſſibly bear, is truly the 
nature of a Ceſſatton, and is willing this pzinciple ſhould be made the rule, and never in- 
tended any thing that ſhould contradict it; But cannot ſee the inequality in thts which 
fs pzetended; F02 could Sir Ralph Hopton, and the Earle of Newcaſtle come by this 
means to the Ring and not the Carl of Stamford, and Lo2d Fairfax to the Earle of Eſſex?

Ik the koꝛces be unequal}, theirg 
will hardly hinder the paſſage of his without a Ceſſation ; if they be equall, their com- 
ming in time ol Ceſſation, will be of equall uſe and and advantage to their ſide, ſome- 
what in point of ſupplies to come with them excepted; and ſome advantage to one ſide 
will be, polze it how you will, But on the other ſide, if this clauſe be not in, how mach 
greater is the diſad vantage the other way by ſome clauſes » And how are his Fozces 
(pꝛincipally the Carle of Newcaftles )-cooped up tn old and eaten up quarters, oz neceſ- 
ſitated to retire to ſuch as are moꝛe barren, and moꝛe eaten; So that if this were yeelved 
to, under the diſguiſe of a Ceſſation, He mult admit that which will much endanger the 
diſſolving of the Armp, and deſtruction of the Cauſe, which is ſuch a diſadvantage, as is 
againſt the nature of a Ceſſation fozmerly agreed and ſtated. 

Notwithſtanding all this, His Maieſty to ſhew His extraozdinary and aboundant de⸗ 
fire of Peace, and to pzevent the effuſion of bloud; Js contented, if both Houſes ſhall 
refuſe to conſent to His P2opoſitions, which are ſo much foz the benefit and advancement 
of the publique Trade, and advantage of his good Subfects, to admit a Ceſſation upon

So that as nothing is moꝛe 
faſt in it ſelfe, and fo2 his people than ſach a limitation, ſo nothing can be moze unequall 
to His Pateſty, oz moꝛe ad vantagious to them, than the admiſſion of, o2 connivence to 
any ſuch p2aciſes upon His People.

And fn caſe any delay be made in conſenting to theſe his aieſties limitations, oz that 
the Houſes ſhall retect this his offer of Ceſſation; his aiefty as he hath lately defred 
(by a pꝛopoſition to both Honſes, delivered to their Committee, to which he hath yet 
received no anſwer ) ſo he doth earneſtly continue to deſire, That the Treaty it ſelte 
may not be delayed oz interrupted by tt, but that their Committee may be enabled to p30: 
ceed upon it in the mean-while,

doubrfull to any, bur that the Ceſſation might have bin ſuddenly and ſpeedily reſolved 

and that long before this time And if the expreſſions of both Houſes in their reaſons had 
not neceſſitated his Majeſty in his owne defence, to give ſuch anſwers as could not upon 
choſe points deliver truth without ſome ſhew of ſharpeneſle, no expreſsion of that kind in his 
Majeſties Anſwer had given any pretence for tho rejection of, or refuſing ſo much as to treat 
upon this Ceſſatiou, which ( though it were at preſent for no long time) yet was it from the 
day named by themſelves the 25th of March; Whereas his Majeſty firft mov d for a Ceſ- 
ſation and Treaty without any limitation at all in the time of either, and his Ma jeſty was 
moſt ready to have inlarged the time ( fo that in the meane while the point of Quarters 
might be ſo ſetled, as that his Armies might ſubſiſt) and which might have bin (if theyhad 
pleas· d )a very good and promiſing earneſt, and fore- runner of that great bleſsing of Peace;

His Majeſty will molt cheerfully and readily conſent that boch Armies be immediately 
disbanded and give a preſent meeting to bath His Houſes of Parliament at the time and 
place, at and co which che Parliament ſhall be agreed to be adjourned. 

His Majeſly being moſt confident that the Law will then recover the due credit and eſti- 
mation, and that upon a free debate in a full and peaceable convention of Parliament, ſuch 
Proviſions will be made againſt ſedicious preaching and printing againſt his Majeſtic, and 
the eſtabliſht Lawes, which hath been one of the cluefe cauſes of the preſent diſtractions, 
and ſuch care will be taken concerning the legall and known Rights of his Majeſty, and the 
property and liberty of his Subjects, that wharfoever hath been publiſht or done, in or by 
colour of any illegall Declaration, Ordinance, or Order of one or both Houſes, or any 
Committee of either of them, and particularly the power to raiſe Armes without His Ma- 
jeſties conſent, will be in ſuch manner recalled, diſclaimed, and provided againſt, that no 
ſeed will remaiae for the like to ſpring out of, for the future, to diſturbe the peace of the 
Kingdome, and to endanger the very being of it. 

And in ſuch 2 convention his Ma jeſtie is reſol ved by his readineſſe to conſent to whatſoe- 
ver ſhall be propoſed to him by Bill, for the reall good of his Subjects, ( and particularly 
for the better Moray and ſpeedier conviction of, Recuſants, for the education of the chil- 
dren of Papiſts by Proteſtants in the Proteſtant religion, for the prevention of practiſes of 
Papiſts againſt the State, and the due execution of the Lawes, and true levying of the pe- 
nalties again{t them) to make known.to all the V Vorld how cauſeleſſ: thoſe feares and jea- 
louſies have been, which have been ra{led againſt him, and by that ſo diſtracted this miſe- 
rable Kingdome . 


Ad this offer of His Majeſty be not conſented too ( in which he aches nothing for which 
there is not apparent Juitice on His ſide, und in which He defers many things lag hl concerning 
both Himſelfe and People, till a full and peaceable convention af Parliament, which in Juſtice 
Hee might now require) His Majeſty it confident that it will then appeare to all the World,

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A Declaration of the Lords and ( ommons aſſembled in Parliament upon the ——_ 
dings in the late Treaty, and the aforeſaid Letters. 


He Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, being deeply afflited with a 

ſorrowfull ſence of miſerable diſtractions of this Kingdome , over whelmed 

with the calamities of the worſt Kinde of War, have by ſeverall Petitions and 

many humble Addteſſes to his Majeſty, beſought him by removing the cauſes 
thereof, to put an end thereunto : And although all their endeavours have not onely pro- 
ved fruitleſſe; but ſome of their Petitions received a deniall even of Audience, (a favour not 
denied to the Rebels of Freland) which might very well juſtifie them before God and man; 
to decline any further proſecution that way, eſpecially in a caſe where themſelves and the 
Kingdome are the parties injured and oppreſſed : Yer their bowels did ſo much yearn af- 
ter a happy peace, that they reſolved, notwithſtanding their former diſcouragements, to 
break thorow all difficulties , And yer once more moſt humbly to repreſent to his Majeſty 
the miſerable diſtempers of His two Kingdoms of England and Ireland, and if poſſibly they 
could co encline his Royall heart, really to act whar he hath ſo often verbally profeſſed 
To compoſe thoſe unhappy diftratt ions, and reftore His people to a blefſed and laſting Peace. 
And for that purpoſe about the firſt of Febrwary laſt, They in all humbleneſſe preſented their 
defires to his Majeſty, digefted into fourteen Propoſitions, and how reaſonable and indif- 
ferent thoſe Propoſitions were, they expoſe thein to the view of the world to judge, reſting 
aſſured that no indifferent man that ſhall duely weigh them, wich the time and circum- 
ſtance, will finde any thing contained in them, but what was neceſſary for the maintenance 
and advancement of The true Proteſtant Religion, The dus execation of juſtice, The preſerva- 
tion of the Liberty and Property of the Subjett, and T he eſtabliſt ment of the Kingdoms Peace 
and ſafety. And becauſe they might with all ſpeed take off the burthen under which this 
Kingdome did principally groan, and ſtop the ſpring from whence moſt of theſe calamities 
did flow; They in the firſt place propounded,T bat the Armies and Forces raiſed on both ſides 
might be disbanded which being effected, the Kingdom might with the more eaſe and ſecurity 
expe the iſſue of the Treaty. And therefore they were very carefull, that no Propofition or 
ciccumflance touching the Treaty ſhould precede this. ; 

His Majeſty having received and conſidered theſe Propoſitions, he not long after retur- 
ned his anſwer, wherein he profeſſeth to have given up all the faculties of his ſoul to an car- 
neſt endeavour of a Peace and reconciliation with his people, and defires a ſpeedy time and 
place might be agreed upon, for the meeting of ſuch perſons, as His Majeſty and both Hou- 
ſes ſhould appoint to diſcuſſe thoſe Propoſitions; and fix other Propoſitions made by His 
Majeſty, and ſent with that anſwer; whereof one was, That to the intent the Treaty might 
not ſuffer interruption by any intervening accidents, That a Ceſſation of Arms and free Trade 
might be firſt agreed upon; which anſwer the Lords and Commons did take into their cou- 
ſideration: And becauſe his Majeſty did defire that a Ceſſation might be firſt agreed upon, 
they did accordingly ſubmit thereunto, though they had purpoſely avoided it before; being 
unwilling to waſte the time about the ſhadow that would of it ſelf yaniſh with the disban- 
ding, which they deſired might be concluded in the firſt place, 

But they were willing to give all ſatisfaction to his Majeſties defires, hoping thereby to 
incline him the more readily to conſent to their juſt requeſts. And according to their reſo- 
lution, they prepared ready the articles of Ceſſation, and that wich as much equality and 
indifferency to both ſides as poſſibly they could. They likewiſe agreed to Treat upon the 
Propoſitions before the Disbanding; in which Treaty, ſo much of his Ma jeſſ ies Propoſi- 
tions as concerned his Majeſties Revenue, Magazines, Forts, and Ships, and the Propoſiti- 
ons of bo h Houſes, for the Disbanding, ſhould be firſt Treated off, and concluded, before 
the proceeding to Treat upon any cther. And that this Treaty ſhould begin the fourth of 
March, or ſooner if it might be; and that from the beginning of the Treaty, the time might 
not exceed twenty dayes. They further reſolved, that a Committee of both Houſes ſhould 
be appointed to attend his Majeſty if his Majeſty ſhould fo pleaſe, to endeavour to give him 
all humble and fit ſatisfaRion, concerning the ſaid Propoſitions. / 

All which their reſolutions they forthwith(by a Meſſenger diſpatched for that purpoſe) 
preſented to his Majeſty, and not long after ſent a Committee to attend him. And though 
they hoped for a ready concurrence from his Majeſty to the articles of Ceſſation, _—_—

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poſition proceeding from himſelf, Jet they received a return, much contrary to their expe- 
Ration, where they found many ſcruples raiſed, and other articles propounded, which being 
aſſented unto by them, {would inevitablydeſtroy the Forces raiſed by them for The defence of 
themſelves, their Religion, and Liberty and ſtrengthen the Malignant and Popiſh Army raiſed 
againſt them; which they made appeare by their humble anſwer to thoſe alterations and 
articles which are herewith at large publiſhed ,and therefore do referre themſelves there un- 
to. And in the interim, while his Majeſty was conſidering of this their humble anſwer, 
they gave power to their Committee to Treat upon the two firſt Propoſitions for four dayes, 
which afterwards they enlarged to the end of twenty dayes. Arid within ſome diſtance of 
time afterwards they received a very long Meſſage from his Majeſty, which (indeed) carri- 
ed not with it the face or ſemblance of a Treaty, — in plain down right language, was 
bitter pnvective againſt the two houſes of Parliament and their proceedings , ſo that by this 
time it might very well appeare, That the enemies of the Kingdome peace, ſo really proſecuted 
and likelyto be effected by the earneſt endeavours of both Houſes thought it high time to caſt in 
their tares of ſedition, to prevent the growth of ſo bleſſed a fruit. In this Meſſage, after very 
heavy Taxes, and unjuſt Scandals and accuſations laid to their charge, ſorced in, quite be- 
ſides the queſtion. His Majeſty condiſcended to the Ceſſation in manner as was agree d on, 
by both Houſes, to continue onely for five dayes, expecting a liberty notwithſtanding to be 
given the Committee to word it according to the reall Intention, and ſo that his Majeſty 
might not be underſtood to conſent to any Impoſing upon, Leavying, Diſtraining, or In- 
priſoning of his Subjects, to force them to Contribute, expreſly proteſting againſt it, and 

Inhibiting his Subjects to ſubmit thereunto, and requiring them to reſiſt ; and ſo that there 
might not be a liberty for Seizing upon his Subjects by any Souldiers of the Army, for not 

ſubmitting to ſuch Impoſitions: Which offer of his Majeſties, being but a Ceſſation oncly 
for five dayes, and ſome part of that time to be firſt ſpent by the Committec in wording of 

it, and limited with a Proteſtation againſt, and a Command to reſiſt that Power whereby 

their Forces muſt be paid and ſupported, which if not anſwered and juſtified, would by a 
conſent, to his Majeſties offer, imply a declining of that power, which might indanger the 
Disbanding of their Army ; And if anſwered, would neceflarily have enforced them to 
ſome ſharpneſſe of language, which the enemies ofthis Treaty would eaſily take occaſion 
to quarrell at, and perſwade his Majeſty to break off ; which the Lords and Commons, 
out of their hearty zeal to bring it to a happy concluſion, did purpoſely avoid. And there- 
fore they did not onely paſſe by theſe Scandalls, and unjuſt accuſations laid to their charge 
by that Meſſage, but purpoſely declined to enter into any diſpute of their power, for main- 
tianing the Forces raiſed for their own neceſſary defence. And thereforggthought it beſt to 
ſpend the remainder of the time in Treating upon the Propoſitions, and or that end enjoy- 
ned their Committee, as much as in them lay to haſten it, eſpecially that᷑ part touching the 
Disbanding, which being concluded, would not only produce temporary a Ceſſation, but an 
abſolute abſolition of all acts of hoſtiliry. The proceedings and iſſue of which Treaty, the 
Lords and Commons think it neceſſary to publiſh to the Kingdom, to the end the ſincerity 
of their endeavours, to procure a happy ſettlement of theſe miſerable diſtra ions may 
appeare. 

"When they perceived that the moſt part of the time preſcribed for the Treaty was like to 
be ſpent about the Ceſſation they gave power to their Committee in the mean time, to 
Treat upon the Propoſitions in order as they had formerly Voted, and therefore beginning 
with his Majeflies firſt Propoſition, whereby his Majeſty demanded, That his own Reve- 
ne, Magazines, Towns, Forts and Ships, which had bin taken or kept from him by force, 

ſtould be forthwith reftored unto him. The Lords and Commons by their Committee, made 

him this humble Anſwer. Firſt, That as to his Revenue they had not made uſe of it but in a 
ſmall proportion, and a good part of that was imployed for the maintenance of his own children 

erding to the allowance eſtabliſhed by himſelſe, that what ſhould remain due to hit Majeſty 
they, would ſatisfie, and would leave the ſame to His Majeſty for the time to come. They like- 
wiſe thereupon propounded to his Majeſty, That he would reſtore what bad been taken for 
his uſe, upon any of the Bills aſſigned to other purpoſes, by ſeverall Ads of Parliament, as out 
of the proviſion made for the Wars of Ireland, which offer of thiers, after ſome debate there- 
upon with the Committee, was thought reaſonable, and in effect concluded. And as to the 
Demand ofthe Towns, Forts, and Ships, they in ſubſtance gave this humble anſwer ; That 
they would deliver up ſuch as remained in their hands, into the hands of ſuch perſons of worth, 
quality, and truft, to be nominated by bis Majeſty as the two Honſes of Parliament ſhould con- 
fide in, none of which perſons to be removed during three zeers next enſuing, withon (nſt canſe 4

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be approved of by both Houſes, That the warden of the Cinque- Porii, aud all G ö 
aud Commanders of Towns, Forts, and Caſtles, ſhowld keep the ſame reſpecliwely, for the ſervice 

of his Majeſty, and the ſafety of the Kingdam,and that they ſhould not admitt into them any For- 
raign Forces, or any other Forces raiſed without His Majeſtiesambority, and conſevt of th two 
Houſes of Parliament. And they ſhonld uſe their uttermoſt endeavours to ſuppreſſe all Forces 
raiſed wit hout fuch authority and conſent, and ſeize all Armes and Ammunition provided for 

ax) ſuch Forces. Unto which Offer of theirs his Majeſty gave this concluſie anſwer : That A pril. 5. 
His Majeſty did not intend that both Houſes of Parliament ſhould expreſſe their confidence , 
the perſons to whoſe truſt the Cinque- Ports, or other his Majeſties Towns and Forts, were or 
ſbould be committed, but that they ſbould have liberty to proceed againſt them according to Law; 

His Majeſty claiming the nomination,free eleRion, & to belong to him of right. And to the 
Clauſe concerning the admiſſion of Forces into thoſe Forts, Caltles, and Towns; his Ma- 
jeſty would conſent no further then theſe generall tearms; That is, That no Forces raiſed or 
brought in, contrary to Law ſhould be admitted, and that all Arms and Ammunition (howld be 
ſeized upon, which by the Lames and Statmtes of the Kingdoms they ought to ſeize, They ma de 

the like anſwer concerning the Ships, that they ſhould be delivered into the hands of ſuch 
noble Perſon as his Majeſty ſpould nominate to be Lord hig“ Admirall of England, and the 

two Houſes of Parliament confide in. 

To which offer his Majeſty refuſed his conſent, declaring his Reſolution to inſiſt upon 
what by Law was his own (as his Majeſtie was pleated to expreſſe it,) and taken from him 
ſhould be reſtored unto him without any conditioning, or new limitations to be put upon 
him or his Miniſters, And now the Lords and Commons will referre ic to the world to 
judge, whither their demands were not ſuch, and ſo moderate, as was fit and neceſſary for 
them to make, and juſt and reaſonable for his Majeſtie to aſſent unto ; wherein they may 
be pleaſed to conſider, That this was a Treaty for the disbanding of two armies, and Eor- 
ces raifed in oppoſition each to other. That the Towns, Forts, and Ships, are a great part 
oftheſe Forces, and of the ſtrength of that (ide, that poſſeſſeth them: That for any one fide 
to demand the poſſeſſion and power thereof, and the other fide todiſ-band their forces and 
quit themſelves of all their ſtrengch is in effect a totall disbanding of that fide, and a con- 
tinuing the forces of the other, which muſt be granted co be moſt uncquall ; And therefore 
the Lords and Commons did thinke it juſt and honourable, That the remaining ſtrengtli 
ſhould be put into ſuch hands, as both ſides might truſt. 

Secondly, That their demand to have the Forts and Caſtles into the hands of ſuch per- 
ſons as both Houſes ſhould confide in, was a Propoſition warranted by the frequent * Pre- : 
fidents of former times, whereby it appeareth that many other Parliaments have made the 4—— of

like and greater demands, His Majeſties Predeceſſors have aſſented thereunto. 
Thirdly, It was a Propoſition which his Majeſty himſelſe in ſeverall Declarations of his 


 owne,afftrined to be reaſonable and juſt; for in His Majeſties Anſwer to a Petition of the 


Houſe of Commons, January 28.1641. He expreſſeth thus; For the Forts and Caflles of the 
Kingdome, His Majelty-is reſolved, they ſhall be in ſuch hands, and onely in ſuch as the 
Parliament may ſafely confide in, &c. And in another Anſwer to two Petitions of the Lords 
and Commons, delivered the ſecond of February, 164 1. His Majeſty uſeth theſe words, hat 
( for the ſecuring you from all dangers or Jealouſies of any) His Majeſty will be content to put 
in all the places both of Forts and Militia, in the ſeverall Counties, ſuch perſons as both Houſes 
of Parliament (hall either approve or recommend unto Him, So that you declare before unto his 
Majeſty, the name of the perſons whome you approve or recommend, unleſſe ſuch perſons ſhall be 
named, againſt whom he ſhall have juſt and unqueſtionable exception ; which being declared 
by his Majeſty Himſelfe they had no cauſe to ſuſpect a deniall, being confident, that His Ma- 
jeſty did intend what he ſpoke ; and if any ill Counſell could prevaile to make Him recede 
from his word, it muſt be admitted the Kingdome hath more cauſe to be further ſecured. 
Fourthly, For that to our fad experience, it is well knowne, That His Majeſties power 
in this and other things, is too much ſteered and guided by the advice of theſe ſecret and 
wicked Councellours, that have been the Inſtruments of our preſent miſeries; And though 
His Majeſty carrieth the name, yet they will have the diſpoſing of thoſe places; And the 
Lords and Commons thought it the more reaſonable and neceſſary to inſiſt thereupon, Be- 
cauſe that in the time when they were preparing their Propoſitions to His Majeſty, it did ap- 
peare unto them by a Letter written by His Majeſty to the Queen, (which they have cauſ- 
cd to be herewith Printed) that the great and eminent places of the Kingdome were diſpoſed 
by her advice and power, and what Her Religion is, and conſequently how prevalent the 
Councells of Papiſts and jeſuires will be with Her, may be eaſily conjectured; and it is to 
be obſerved who the perſons deſigned for preferment were, even during the ſitting of a Parli- 
ament. The Lord Digby impeached in Parliament for high Treaſon, and molt, if not all 
the reſt impeached in Parliament, and ſuch as beare Armes againſt them, | 
- Laftly, admitting that theſe demands touching the Ships and Forts had been made, even in 
a time of Peace and tranquillity, yet conſidering the attempts of Force and Violence made 
and practiſed againſt the Kingdome, and this preſent Pa tliamen t;as the deſignes many yeers 
fince to bring to this Kingdome the German Horſe, to compell the Subject to ſubmir to an 
arbitrary Government; The endeavour to bring up the late Northerne Armie, by Force and 
Violence to awe the Parliament, His Majeſty comming in perſon to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, accompanied with many Armed men, to demand their Members to be delivered up; 
And the Treaſon of the Earle of Strafford, to bring over the Iriſh Popiſh Army to Con- 
quer the Kingdome ; they might very well juſtifie, nay, they were in duty bound (in diſ- 
charge of the truft repoſed in them by the Common-wealth) to make that demand, and ex- 
pect the performance thereof, to the end the people might be ſecured from any ſuch Violence 
hereafter, yer ( to their inexpreſſible ſorrow they muſt ſpeake it q neither the unreaſonable- 
neſſe, the Moderation, or Juſtneſſe of the Requeſt, nor the Peace of the Kingdome, (which 
probably would enſue thereupon, could be Arguments prevalent enough to induce His Ma- 
jeſties conſent thereunto; and His Ma jeſties Offer of thoſe Commanders that ſhall cffend, to 
leave them to Juſtice and Triall of the Law, is anſwer more to ſhew his power to protect 
Delinquents, then ſatisfaction to a Parliament, being the due and right of the meaneſt 
Subject; and yet intituled here as a favour done to both Houſes of Parliaments : 
And though His Majeſty is pleaſed to Juſtifie his deniall, with the Allegation, That it is 
hit right by Law; they muſt appeale to the Judgement of all indifferent men, whether 
that be a ſatisfactory ground of refuſall, for admitting His Majeſlies power of diſpoſing the 
Ships, Forts, and Caſtles, and committing them into what hahds He pleaſe, to be by = 
abſolutely veſted in his Majeſty (which they by no means can admit, He being only truſted 
: with 
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wich t hem for The defence e&ſafety of the ingdome ) as He himſelfe is pleaſed to aſſume, yer 
would that be no greund or reaſon,for the King to refuſe his conſent to alter that Law, when 
by circumſtance of time and affairs, that power becomes deſtructive to the common- wealth 
and ſafety of the people: The preſervation whereof, is the chiefe end of the Law, and 
though the two Houſes of parliament, being the repreſentative body of the Kingdome, ate 
the moſt competent Judges thereof, yet in this Caſe they doe not proceed only upon an im- 
plicite Faith, but demonſtrate it both by Reaſon and Experience, That their demand is not 
onely xeceſſary to ſecure the Kingdom from Fear and Jealonſie, but to preſerve it even from raine 
and deſtruction. | 
And ſurely had this Argument of being Their rigbt by Law, been prevayling with His 
Majeſties Predeceſſours. this Nation ſhould have wanted many an AR of Parliament which 
now they have, that was neceſſary for their being and ſ bſiſtance and they could heartily 
wiſh that the Lawes and Statutes of the Kingdome might be The rule of what is and what is 
not to be done, acknowledging with his Ma jeſſy, that the fame is the only rule between Him 
and His people, the aſſurance ef thgfree enjoyment thereof is their only aime ; bur how li- 
tle fruit che people hath gathered from this tree, let the woefull experience of theſe laſt cjght- 
teen yee rs judge, where, in a time of Peace and Plentie, the power of iſſuing out Commiſſi- 
ons, to compell Loanes; A power in the King at His pleaſure to impoſe a charge upon the 
people, to provide Ships, without limitation of time or proportion; A power in the Coun cell 
Board to commit men, and determine buſineſſe without diſtinction of perſons or cauſes; 
The power of laying Impoſition, both upon Forreiga and Domeſtick Commodities, and 
many other acts of oppreſſions, was under the name and colour of a Legall right hereunto, 
practi ſed and put in executicn ; Againſt which, the Subject had no help or relief, but neceſ- 
ſitated to ſubmit and lie under the burden: And when at any time a Parliament was called 
(being the only cure and remedy for theſe griefs) it could no ſooner touch upon theſe ſores, 
but it was daſhed in pieces by a ſudden diffolution. And now that a remedy is provided for 
that miſchiefe, by the AR for continuance of this Parliament, it is attempted by the Force 
and power of an Army to effect that which formerly could have been done with more eaſe 
and readineſſe. 

And now they referie it to the Cenſure of any honeſt man, whether they have not the 
warrant of Reaſon and neceſſitie, to demand ſome ſecuritie to enjoy that which his Majeſty 
confeſſeth to be the peoples right: And in reference to that, whether their Demand of having 
the Forts, Caſſ les, and Shipping to be put into ſuch hands as both Houſes ſhall have caue 
to confide in, was not both moderate and reaſonable, . 

And touching their Demand, and his Majeſties Anſwer to the Clauſe concerning the ad- 

m ĩſſion of Forces into thoſe Forts, Caſtles, and Townes, they inuſt ſtill ſubmit it to all in- 
different Judgements, how much reaſon and Juſtice was comptehended in their Demand, 
and how little ſatisfad ion they received therein: his Majeſty Anſwers That no Forces rad. 
fed or brougl it in contrary to Law, ſhould be admitted; which they could heartily wiſh hereto- 
fore had, or hereafter would be really performed: But they deſire it may be conſidered, what 
ſecurity this will be ro the Kingdome, to prevent the railing or bringing in of Forces con- 
trary to Law ; who ſhall be Judges ofthe Law, when thoſe Forces are once raiſed, and 
once brought in ?Surely His Majeſty will net acknowledge the two Houſes of Parliament 
to be; for his Ma jeſty by ſeverall Declarations,hath expreſly denied them any ſuch power; 
For contrary to their Declarations, fortified with Law and Reaſon, his Majefly publiſhed 

and affirmed the legallity of the Commiſſion of Array, and put the ſame in execution in moſt 

parts of the Kingdome; Hath authoriſed the Papifts of the Kingdome to take Arms to op- 
Poſe the Parliament, and their proceedings, and to rob, ſpoyle, and deprive the Proteſtants 

of this Kingdome of their eſtates and lives: Hath by divers Proclamations and Declarations 

publiſhed the raiſing of Forces, and taking up of Arms by the two Houles of Parliament, 

and ſuch as therein obey their Commands, for their'owne defence, and the defence of their 

Religion and Liberty, aſſaulted by an Army of Papiſts, and their adherents, to be Re- 

bellion and Trea ſonzand the taking up of Arms by the Papiſts and their adherents, to be Acts 

of duty and loyalty ; And all this urged and pretended to be warranted by the Law of the 

Land: And they doe not doubt, but by the ſame Law, perſons legally impeached and ac- 

cuſed in Parliament of high Treaſon ; as the Lord Digby, Maſter Percy, Maſter Jermyn. Ma- 

ſter Oneale, and others, are by the power of an Army protected from the Juſtice of the Par- 

liament: And yet al this while the people have not onely his Majeſties promiſe, but hisOath, 

to govern? and protect them according to the Lawes of the Land. And now they appeale to 


the world, Whether ſuch a generall Anſwer That no Forces raiſed or brought in contrary to 
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Lew, without admitting them ſo much as to declare their confidence in the perſons that are 
to be entruſted with the Power, be juſt or reaſonable : What is it otherwiſe in effect, then to 
make thoſe perſons that are the Inſtruments to violate the Law, Judges of that Law (which 
to our ſad experience, is the woefull and miſerable preſent condition of this Kingdome.) 

And though, by what had hitherto paſſed, they had little cauſe to ſuſpect ſuch a happy 
iſſue to the Treaty as they heartily wiſhed, and moſt earneſtly laboured for, diſcoyering 
not the lealt inclination of complyance to their juſt Demands ,buc all, or molt of them, an- 
ſwered with a denyall, and that not without ſome ſharpneſſe and acrimony ; yet reſolving 
to be wanting in nothing of their parts, they enjoyned their Committee to prefſe on the 
Propoſition tor disbanding, and humbly deſire His Majeſties poſitive Anſwer thereunto : 
which ( if aſſented unto by His Majeſty ) would, though not wholly take away the cauſe, 
and perſectly cure the diſtraRions of this Kingdome, yet at leaſt take off the ſmart and pain 
under which both Church and State do moſt miſerably languiſh, and ſo better enable them 
to endure the expectation of a thorow Cure. | 

The Committee applyed themſelves to His Majeſty accordingly ; and after ſome endea- 
your to protract the debate of this Propoſition, and deſire that it might be deferred to the 
concluſion of the Treaty; and that the time of the Treaty might be enlarged, His Majeſty 
being earneſily importuned to a poſitive and ſpeedy Anſwer, to the end the K ingdome might 
know what they might truſt to, His Majeſty was pleaſed to return this Anſwer; That as 
ſoon as His Majeſty were ſatisfied in his firſt Propoſition, concerning His owne Revenue, 
Magazins, Ships, and Forts. Secondly, as ſoon as all the Members of both Houſes ſhall be 
reſtored to the ſame capacity of ſitting and voting in Parliament, as they had upon the firſt 
of January. 1641. not intending to extend it to the Biſhops Votes, or to ſuch in whole places, 
upon new Writs, new elections ha ve been made. Thirdly ,as ſoon as His Majeſty and boch 
Houſes might be ſecured from ſuch tumultuous aſſeinblies as formerly aſſembled about both 
Houſes ; which ſecurity, His my explains, can be onely ſetled by adjourning the Par- 
liament to ſome place twenty miles from London, His Ma jeſty would conſent that both the 
Armies ſhould be disbanded, and come to the Parliament; which in terms plain enough, is 
as much to ſay, That untill both Houſes ſhall conſent to thoſe demands, he will not disband 
His Army, He will continue the Warre: And what reaſon or juſtice is either in the matter 
or manner of thoſe demands; Or what hope or expeRation the people can have to ſee an end 
of their preſent calamities, they leave it to themſelves to judge. His Majeſty in the begin- 
ning of the Treaty, in His Anſwer to the Propoſitions of both Houſes, was pleaſed to ex- 
preſſe how unparliamentary it was by Arms to require new Lawes : but how. to apply that 
to the two Houſes of Parliament, they mult confeſſe they are to ſeek ; they never having de- 
manded any new Laws by Arms, endeavouring onely ( what in them lieth ) to preſerve 
and defend themſelves, their Religion, and Laws, from the violence of an Army firſt raiſed 
againft them; which being laid down and disbanded, they offer to disband theirs, without 
any other condition. But they are well aſſured, That by this his Ma jeſties Anſwer, here is not 
onely a requiripg of new Laws, but a repealing of the old, by Arms: For his Majeſty muſt 
have chis Parliament adjourned to another place; which by a Statute made this preſent Par- 
liament, cannot be done, without the conſent of both Houſes. He mutt have the Members 
diſabled to fit there by the reſpective judgement of both Houſes, reflored to their former ca- 
pacity of fitting and voting, or he will not conſent todisband. And how diſtructive to the 
Liberties of the Parliament, and dangerous to the Kingdom theſe Conditions required by 
his Ma jeſty to precede the disbanding, are, any man that haih an eye to ſee, may eaſily dil- 
cern: As firſt, To ſatisfie his firſt Propoſition, in yeelding up the Magazines, Ships, and 
Forts, into the hands of ſuch perſons as his Majeſty ſhall appoint co receive the ſame, with- 
out any admiſſion to the two Houſes to expreſſe their confidence in thoſe perſons : which be- 
ing performed, were to yeeld up the principall part, if not all the ſtrength they have, and 
expoſe themſelves, Religion, and the Kingdom, to the mercy of a powerfull Popiſh Arm 
raiſed againſt them; and ſubmit it to them, and to the will and pleaſure of thoſe Councel- 
lours, whoſe intereſt with his Majeſty, hath brought this Kingdome to this deſolate conditi- 
on, whether they would disband or not. Secondly, To ſatisfie Him in His Propoſition 
touching His Revenue, wherein He demands a reſtitution of what hath been taken from 
Him: Which ( though it would p rove no conſiderable Sum, yet the time that the examina- 
tion and agreement upon the accompt, would neceſſarily take up, would prove ſuch, as might 
very well make the Kingdome fink under the burden of two Armies, before it came to a 
concluſion. And touching his Ma jeſties requiring a reſtitution of the Members to their ſit- 
ting, and Vgtes; It is obſervable that the demand is made, without diſtinction ef perſons, 
or 
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or offences 3 ſo that be the perſons never focriminous; or the offences never ſo tiotorious, atid 
fo the Judgement never ſo juſt, yet all muſt be reſtored, or no conſent to — 
the rea ſou and ground of the Demand is as obſervable; Becauſe they adhered to his Maje- 
fy in cheſe diſtractions: An Argument, they muſt confeſſe, much uſed by the Earle of Straf- 

in defence of his Treaſon, who would have juſtified the moſt notorious Crimes laid to 
his charge, by Authority and Commands derived from His Majeſtie, and his zeal to ad- 
vance his Majeſlies Service and profit: And no doubt the fame reaſon may be uſed for the 
Judges, in caſe of Ship-money, and moſt of the Monopoliſts and Projectors, who by Let- 
ters Patents had not onely His Majeſties Gommand and Authority for the doing what they 
did, but brought in great Sums of Money to His uſe and benefit, and that perhaps in times 
of neceffiry and want thereof: And fo conſequently, becauſe cheſe adbered to His Majeſſy, 
(for whar they did, was for his profit ) with the like reaſon it may be required, That all 

nes and proceedings againſt them ſhould be repealed, and laid aſide, 

And ſurely nothing can be more deſtructive and dangerous both to Parliament and King- 
dome, chen the conſenting to that Demand : For what can be more deſtructive to both 
Houſes, then to teſtore thoſe pany to have their former ſuffrage aud Votes in Parliament, 
over the lives and Liberties of the People, and the Priviledge of Parliament, who have not 
onely diſſerted the Parliament, diſobeyed and contemned their Authority, negleQed the 
Truf repoſed in them by thoſe that ſeut them thither, in whoſe behalſe they were to attend 
and ſerye there, but by private practiſes and open hoſtility have endeavoured to deſtroy 
both Parliament and People. | 

And it would be an objection of difficuley to anſwer, whether in giving a conſent to this 


demand, the people who are to chooſe theſe Members ſhonld not be deprived of their intereſt 


and freedom of choice and election now di vol ved unto them, by putting out the Members 
already ſent; And to this they might adde, the danger of the Preſident, and the reflection of 
diſhonour that would fall upon both Honſes, ſhould they conſent to this which would be 
with the fame breath, as it were, to give and repeal theic judgement, and pronounce ſentence 
of injuſtice and raſhneſſe againſt themſelves; but they will not inſiſt thereupon in a caſe 
otherwiſe fo full of danger and inconvenicncie to the publike, | | 

And touching the Propoſition of adjourning the Parliament twenty miles diſtant from 
London, they ſhall not need in a cafe ſo apparant, to ſpend many words to diſcoyer the in · 

conyeniencie and unrea ſonableneſſe thereof, for, ſhould they affenc unto it, to paſſe over the 
inconveniencies that would happen to ſuch perſons that ſhould have occaſion to attend the 
Parliament, by removing it ſo far from the reſidencie of the ordniary Courts of Juſtice, and 
the places where the Records of the Kingdom remain ( whereof there is frequent uſe to be 
made ) it would not onely give a tacite conſent to thoſe ſcandals fo often preſſed and affirmed 
in ſeverall Declarations, That is, That His Majeſty was forced for the ſafety of His own 
perſon heretofore to withdraw, and hitherto to abſent himſelf from che Parliament, which 
both Houſes can by no means admit, but muſt ill deny, Burt likewiſe to that high and 
dangerous aſperſion of awing the Members of this Parliament, raiſed without doubt, pur- 
poſely to invalide the Ads and proceedings thereof, And by that engine, in caſe the Popiſh 
Armie ſhould prevail againſt the Parliament, (which they cruſt God in his goodneſſe will 
never permit) to overturn and nullifie all the good Lawes and Statutes made this 
Parliament. 

And it would give too much countenance to thoſe unjuſt aſperſions laid to the charge of 
the City of Landon, whoſe unexſampled zeal and fidelity to the true Proteftanc Religion, 
and the Liberty of this Kingdome is never to bee forgotten , That His Majeſty and 
the Members of both Houſes cannot with ſafety to their perſons reſide there ; When 
as they are well aſſured, That the loyalty of that City to His Majelty, and their affeRions to 
the Parliament, is ſuch, as doth equall, if not exceed, any other place or City in che King - 
dom: And with what ſafety the two Houſes can fit in any other place, when even in the 
place they now reſide, the houſe of Commons was in apparent danger of violence, when 
his Majeſty, accompanied with ſome hundreds of armed men, came thither to demand their 
Members, let the world judge. ; 

And now the Lords and Commons muſt appeal tothe judgement of all impartiall men, 
Whether they have not uſed their urmoſt and moſt faithfull endeavours to put and end to 
the diſtractions of this Kingdome, and to reſtore it to a bleſſed and laſting Peace; And 
whether their Propoſitions (being the _ thereunto) were not ſuch as were reaſonable and 
neceſſary for them to make, and juſt and Honourable for His Majeſty to grant; And whe- 
cher His Majefties Anſwer to theſe propofkions, are ſatisfactory, or correſpondent to His 

N Expreſſion 
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Expreſſion, To have given up all the faculties of His ſoul to an earneſt endeavour of a Peace 
and Reconciliation with His People: But they muſt confeſſe, that they had jult cauſe to ſuſ- 
peR, That this would be the happy iſſue of the Treaty ; for the preyalency of the enemies 
thereof, who like that evill ſpirit, do moſt rage when they think they muſt be caſt out, was 
ſuch, that they would not proceed therein one ſtep, without ſome attempt or provecation 
layd in the way to interrupt and break it off; for after they had reſolved to preſent theic 
humble deſires and propoſitions to His Majeſty, their Committee meſt not without a ſpeci- 
all fate conduct and ProteRion from Him have acceſſe to him, (a liberty incident to them, 
not only as they are Members of the Parliament and employed by both Houſes but as they 
were free born Subjects; and yet when they paſſed over this, His Majeſty refuſed a ſafe 
conduct to the Lord Viſcount Say and Seal, being one of the Committee appointed by both 
Houſes to be employed upon that occaſion, ſuch a breach of priviledge chat they beleeve is 
not to be pata lell'd by the example of former times, and yet their defice was ſuch to obtain 
the end they drive at, (chat is a happy and laſting peace) That they reſolved not to inter- 
rupt the Treaty for that time by inſiſting upon it. And then they had no ſooner entred up- 
on the Treaty, but a Proclamation dated at Oxon the 16 of February, 1642, entituled His 
Ma jeſties Proclamation, forbidding all his loving Subjects, and the Counties ot Kent, Sur- 
rey Suſſex, and Hampſhire to raiſe any Forces, &c. And another Proclamation dated the 
8. of February, forbidding the aſſeſſing and payment of all Taxes by vertue of an Ordinance 
of both Houlcs. and all entring into Aſſociations, were publiſhed in. His Mijeltics Nance, 
containing moſt bitter invectives and ſcandalls againſt the proceedings of beth Houſes, by 
{tiling them and ſuch as obeyed them, Traitors, and Rebels, charging chem under the name 
of Browniſts, Anabapriſts,and Atheiſts, to endeavour to take away the Kings life, and to de- 
ſtroy his Poſterity, the Proteſtant Religion, and the Laws of the Kingdoms, wich many other 
ſech ſcandalls and aſrerſions; and even at this time were many deſigns praciſing againſt 
the Parliament, which in all probability were the grounds and reaſons of his Majeſties con- 
fidence and deniall of their juſt deſire. Inſomuch, That his Majeſty in a Letter ſent from 
him to the Queen, and read in the Houſe of Commons, did declare, That he had ſo many fine 
deſignes layd open to him, that he knew not which firſt to undertake. One —7 pro- 
bally was the moſt bloody and barbarous deſign upon Yriſtoll attempted (though by Gods 
infinite mercy prevented) during the Treaty. And whether that of Sir Hugh Cholmleys 
in betraying of Scarborough Caſtle, wherewith he was entruſted by the Parliament, to the 
Queens hands, and a cted likewiſe during the Treaty. And that of Kulingworth Caſtle, 
which ſhoyld have been likewiſe betrayed, and a defign diſcovered by a Letter found in 
the Earle of Northamprons pocket, ſlaine netre Stafford, written ro him from Prince R- 
PERI, were ſome ofthe other deſigns mentioned in His Majeſties Letter, they cãnot certain- 
ly affirm, but conje ture. And when this collaterall provocations and attempts could not pre- 
vaile to make them deſert the Treaty, then comes in His Ma jeſties Meſſage of the fourth of 
Atril, which they have mentioned before, charging thein to abuſe the people with ima- 
* ginary dangers, and pretended fears to uſe force and Rapines upon His good Subjects, with 
publiſhing new doctrines, That it is unlawfull for the King to do any thing, and lawfull 
to do any thing againſt Him, with malice and ſubtility to abuſe the people, that their plea- 
ſure is all their bounds ; with many other ſuch bitter expreſſions, that no man could think 
ſuch an Anſwer could be any part ofa Treaty, or at leaft to proceed from a hearc that de- 
fired a happy iſſue thereunto. Notwithſtanding all which, the Lords and Commons were 
ſo reſolutely fixed to proſecute that Treaty, and (if poſſibly they could) to bring it to a bleſ- 
ſed and happy cancluſion, that they were content to lye under all theſe ſcandalls, and en- 
dure all theſe wounds, ſo they might make up the breaches of the Connnon-wealth ; And 
therefore they did forbear the returning of an Anſwer to any of theſe provocations. And 
then when that Malignant and Popiſh party(too too prevalent with His Majeſty) perceived 
their conſtancy, not to be provoked to break that Treaty of their part, they found it neceſ- 
fary to ſeduce his Majeſty to refuſe His conſent to their moſt neceſſary and juſt deſires, and 
to propound ſuch things as could not with the peace and ſafety of the Church and State be 
yeelded to, and ſo effected their own deſires. All which, The Lords and Commons thought 
it their duty to publiſh to the Kingdome, to the end that they may ſee that what hath been 
long endeavoured by ſubtill & ſecret practi ſes, is now reſolved to be effected by open violence 
and hoſtility; That is, the deſtruction of our Laws, and the Proteſtant Religion, and introdu- 
cing of Popery and Superſtition ; and that there is little or no hope by any endeavour of a 
Treaty to procure the peace of this Church and Kingdome, unleſſe both be expoſed to the 
will and pleaſure of the Popiſh party, untill the Army and forces now raiſed and _ 
tinue 
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tinued by them, be firſt deſtroyed or ſuppreſſed And therefore the Lords and Commons doe 
hope. chat not only ſuch as are already convinced of their defigne and malice; but even thoſe 
that by their ſubtile and falſe pretences have been ignorantly ſeduced to joyne with them, 
that love their Liberty and che Proteſtant Religion, will now with one heart and minde, unite 
together, to preſerve their Religion and Liberty. In the defence whereof, The Lords and 
Commons are reſolved to offt up themſelves , their lives and fortunes , a willing Sacrifice.

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His Majeſties Declaration to all His loving Sub- 


jets, in Anſwer to a Declaration of the Lords and Com- 
| mons upon the proceedings of the 
Late Treaty of Peace, &c. 


Hough his Majeſty be aſſured, it cannot but be of great Advantage to Him to 
have ſuch an Occaſion as is now given Him by che late Declaration of both Hou- 
ſes, to ſhew to all His good People, who it is that is really in fault, that the laſt 
Treaty ſo much deſired by his Majeſty, and onely begun upon his Deſire, broke 
off ſo abruptly ( as he doubt; not to do, if thoſe, who govern in the remaining part of both 
Houſes, have but ſo much ingenuity leſt, as ſuffer what he ſayes to be equally & freely publiſht 
to His people ; ) yet His Majeſty cannot without great grieſe of Soule ſee that Treaty, which 
He hoped and expected ſhould have begot the ſetled Peace and Happineſſe of His Subjects, 
in Read thereof beget nothing but Diſputes and Declarations ; yet it will be ſome Coxdiall 
to Him, when He ſhall be forced to ſee the Deſolation of this Kingdome, and the Miſery of 
His People, That not only ic is not He that hath made that Deſolate and them Miſerable, 
but that Hee is able to demonſt rate to all the World, That Hee hath uſed His utmoſt and 
moſt —_ endeavours to prevent it, as will appeare at large by the following Rate of 
the Cale, 

After that the Conſpiracy of ſoine Perſous, againſt the preſent eſtabliſht Government 
both Eccleſiaſticall and Civil), had made meanes to infuſe into part of the People (by pub- 
liſhing unheard of Declarations, obtain'd and paſt in a new and unheard of manner, ſome- 
times but by eleven voyces after ſeventeen houres ſitting, and that but in one Houſe ) range 
Feares and Jealouſies of the other Houſe, and of his Majeſty, and by them given the Riſe to 
thoſe inſufferable Tumults, and ſeditious unparliamentary Petitions at once to and againſt 
the Lords, which they afterwards avowed publikely to protect and encourage, and forced 
the Lords houſe, by fearing them, to ſeem to feare with them, and to joyne wich them furſt in 
requiring, and n ext in forcing no leſſe ſecurity for thoſe feares from his Majeſty (who was 
then in condition to have molt reall Cauſe of feare himſelfe) then almoſt all that power 
which the Law had truſted to Him for the ſecurity of the Crowne, and the Protection of His 
People; After that his Majefty and moſt of the Members were forced away from the Parli- 
ament,and that his ſhare in making new Laws was denyed to Him in any caſe in which they 
would pretend neceſſity, and every Subject that would not ſubmit to any new extravagant, 
extemporary, legiſlative Declaration, or Order of one or both Houſes againſt che ancient 
known Law of the Land, was become, ſent for up, and impriſoned as a Delinquent, and 
whoſoever would aſſiſt them, againſt the known Law was not only prote ed by them in 
that, but in any other Caſc ( alchough they were of them who had beene moſt apparently 
active in thoſe former Preſſures upon the People, which they now afreſh impute to his Ma- 
jeſty) fo that to be of their ſide was now become a knowne SanRuary ; Aſter that nothing 
was left undone or unſaid that might render his Majeſty both weake and odious, and that 
all that He could ſay or doe, to cleere hmſelfe, was either ſuppreſt or interpreted in a contra- 
ry and impoſſible ſenſe ( ſo that His very offer to venture His Royall Perſon againſt the 
Iriſh Rebels was voted to be an encouragement to that Rebellion; ) After that from decla- 
ring of Law, they came to declaring of Thoughts, and forgetting that the Hearts of Kings 
are inſcrutable, preſumed to dive into His, and without apparence, and contrary to Truth 
had declared; That He meant to make Warre upon His Parliament, and made that Decla- 
ration a ground to leavy a reall Warre againſt Him, and then made that Warre a Ground 
to begin to make Warre upon his People, forcing away the Armes and Money of all ſuch 
as they pleaſed to ſuſpect of the Crimes of Alleagiance and Loyalty; After that they had ſo 
farre expteſt and diſcovered the true end of all theſe Actions, as to propoſe the totall Change 
of the preſent Government, both Eccleſiaſticall and Civill in the nineteene Propoſitions, as 
the onely way to Peace, and that His Majeſty might by all this have been ſufficiently per- 
ſwaded, That it was impoſſible for Him to obta ine Peace from them, but either by ſubmiſſi- 
on, or by the S word; yet after all this his Majeſty was ſo averſe to the latter Courſe, as to 
deſcend to fo great a Degree of the former, as from Nottingham to propoſe to, and deſire 
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from them a Treaty for Peace, and being there twice openly and abſolutely refuſed it, yet did 
then declare, that he would notwithſtanding be ready to receive it whenloever they would 
propoſe it. And to ſhew, that theſe offers proceeded not from His Condition, but His Incli- 
nation, after His victory at Edgehill, and after that the Earle of Eſſex had ſo fatre forgot 
his Errand, as to returne to Londox alone, in ſtead of bringing up his Majefty, and thoſe his 
good Subjects, whom they cal'd Delinquents, His Anſwer at Colebravke, will ſhew to all 
the World, that he was ſtill of the ſame mind as when he ſent his Meſſiges from Notting- 
ham, and his Meſſage fo carefully ſent from C vlebroobę to prevent all miſconſituction of chat 
march of His, which they had neceſſitated to Braineeford, and his preſſing fUll that a Treaty 
might goe on in that and ſeverall other Meſſages, all ſleighted and neglected, ſhewed ſuffi- 
ciently who really was defirous of, and who were averſe to Peace. But when the Petition 
of ſo many Citizens, That a Treaty might be accepted, finding ſo little countenance or ac- 
ceptance from the houſe of Commons, and the Injuries and Impriſonments which the Peti- 
tioners ſuffercd for it from Alderman Penningten and others, finding ſo much countenance 
from them, did fo farre begin to open the Eyes of the People, That the Avetſion to Peace be- 
gan to be imputed to them who were truly guilty, and that they found this Diſcovery made 
men generally unwilling to part with their money to make themſelves miſerable, and thar 
againe encouraged many of the Members to appeare for Peace too, and that conſequently 
their too open and avowed Deſire of Warre would but render them unable to continue it, 
they thought it neceſſary to make ſome Propoſitions which might deceive the People fo farre 
as to make them beleeve they deſired Peace, and yet reſolved to make them ſo unreaſonable, 
as they might notwithſtanding be ſure to be out of all danger of effecting Peace by them, 
and ſent thoſe downe to his Majeſty, Which though they pretend now to be ſuch as no in- 
different man will find any thing contained in them, but what was neceſſary for the main- 
'tenance and advancement of the true Proteſtant Religion, the due execution of Jultice, the 
Preſervation of the Liberty and Property of the Subject, and the eſtabliſnment of the King- 
domes Peace and Safety; yet his Majeſty is confident that even thoſe who are not very in- 
different, are yet able to ſee, that no Propoſitions could be more unreaſonable then thole 
fourteene, except the former Ninteene. | 
To paſſe by the Preamble, (in which moſt unneceſſarily they lay moſt heavy and moſt 
unjuſt charges upon his Majeſty, and yet draw an Argument of his Averſion to peace, from 
choſe knowne Truths, which either his defence or the matter in queſtion, crimes being im- 
poſſible to be ſpoken of but as Crimes, did after extort from Him) would not any man have 
expeRed, that had obſerved with what violence this Warre was begun and proſecuted a- 
ain? his Majeſty, to have found in the propoſitions for pgace the Demand of ar leaſt 
ſome, and thoſe very important Rights, which were withheld from them before che Warre, 
and ſo had given ſome colour for it? But of theſe there appeares not ſo much as one, and yet 
till all theſe are granted and performed, they doe as much as ſay in Termes plain enough in 
their Concluſion, That they have nat any Hope, nor will uſe any endeavours that his Maje- 
fy and His people may enjoy the Bleſſings of peace and Juſtice ; which was certainly by 
terrour of Armes to demand new Lawes, and as great a proofe that they did fo, as they 
ſeeme to confetle it unparliamentary if they had done it, Is not the taking away of the Bi- 
ſhops, Deans and Chapters, and indeed the whole eſtabliſht Eccleſiaſticall frame of Order 
and Government, a new Law? yet unleſſe his Majeſty will yeeld to take it away (though 
there were bur five Lords preſent when the Bill paſt, and though no other forme be yet offe- 
red or ſhewed to him, bat the Presbiterians and Independants ate leſt to fight it out among 
themſelves, what ſhall ſucceed in the place, ) his Majeſty is told, He muſt not hope for peace. 
And the diviſion likely to enſue betweene diff: rent parties, what ſhall after bee introduced, 
ſhewes ſufficiently what hope there ſhould be of Peace, if He ſhould paſſe it. 2 
Are not the Bill againſt ſcandalous Minifters (in which moſt of th:ir owne Faction are 
appointed Commiſſioners, that they may make way for and introduce a new Clergy of their 
owne, ) The Bill againſt Pluralities, which makes no difference of conditions, or merits of 
Perfons, or of value of Livings, and tookes not only forwards, but extends to the immediate 
diſpoſſeſſing of preſent Incumbents of what is veſted in them for their Lives by the Law of 
the Land;) The Bill for the conſultation of Divines ( Perſons of their owne choice, and 
moſt of them of their Faction, and of nocfieeme but with themſelves, hardly at all bounded 
as to the matter, and abſolutely unlimited as to the time of their conſultation,) all new 
Lawes ? Is nor the ſetling of the Militia both by Sea and Land, and the Forts and Ports, in 
ſach a manner as ſhall be agreed on by both Houſes (in which his Majeſty is expected with 


a blind implicite Faith ro truſt them with the whole Power of the Kingdo ne, and _ 
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His only meanes of defending Himſelfe, and protecting his Subjects, though into what 
hands, or for what time, or in what manner they will order or diſpoſe of it, is fo farre from 
appearing to him, that it doth not yet appeare that both houſes know themſelves, and how 
they have already us'd that Power, is knowne to all the World both a new and a ſtrange 
Demand? Are the Earle of Briſtolls Removall and Excluſion from all poſſibillity of Em- 
ployment, (a Perſon uncondemned, unimpeacht and unſummoned, no crime or error either 
proved or but named againſt Him, ) or the cnoyce of the Judges and Maſter of the Rolls, 
the change of Commiſſioners of the Peace, and Oyet and Terminer, of the reſtoring of Mem- 
bers of the houſes even to ſuch meniall places of Service, as required a perſonall attendance, 
and who had yet refuſed to attend upon commend; Or the aſſenting to whatſoever Acts He 
ſhall be adviſed for pay ing of Debts contra ed upon the publique Faith, that is, by the Au- 
thority of both houſes (by which his Ma jeſty muſt allow himſclfe to be no part of the pub- 
lique, and muſt directly allow, and as it were ratiſie that Rebellion which this mony Was 
. raiſed to foment) either due to them by Law or reaſonable in themſelves? 

Doth the diresting His Majeſty with whom, and how far to make Alliances belong 
to them? (or was that at all ncceſſary, his inclination tothe ſtricteſt bands with Princes 
and States of the Proteſtant Religion being by the Match of His Daughter ſufficiently ex- 
preſſed?) And yet till all this be done, and unleſſe he will Pardon all that have born Armes 
againſt Him, and leave thoſe that have aſſiſted him to their mercy who have none, they 
will not tomiſe any hopefull endeavours for Peace and Juſtice. But is there any thing elſe 
that is due by Law , which was before denyed, and is here demanded, that can in any de- 
orec juſtifie or extenuate that ever Peace was broken, and Juſtice deftroyed? Not ſo much 
as one tittle. Did his Majeſty give any Commiſſion till they had muſtered many men? 
Oc did he ſo much as take any Caurd to him, till both they had a much greater, many 
moneths, and had of cheir owne Authority ordred a Serjant-Major-Generall of their City 
Forces, and till his Magazine and Towne were by Arms kept againſt him, though he were 
provoked to it before by all the other indignities and injuries. which inſolence and injuſtice 
could deviſe? was not Sir John Hot ham, for all his knowne Treaſon, refuſed to be left by 
them to Juſtice and the tiiall of the Law. before ever any that was cal d but a Delinquent was 
protected by his Majeſty? And was not his Majeſty then denied that, which themſelves con- 
tle to be the due, and right of the meaneſt Subject, and doe ſo far expect. as to looke upon 

it rather as a ſcorne then a ſatisfactior, Now his Majeſty offers it to them? Was any one Pa- 

piſt Armed by his Majeſty before many of that Religion and multitudes of perſons againſt 
whoſe Recuſancy the Law is as ſevere as againſt theirs ) were Armed againſt him? Or then 
neither, untill their meere being of that Religion made them, withour colour of Law, be 
plundred and impriſon'd in all parts, and ſome of them fly into his Army for protection? 
Did not his Majeſty before of himſelfe often offer to vindicate the Priviledges cf Parliament 
from any imaginable breach of them in the buſineſſe of the Lord Kimboltox and five Mem- 
bers? And did he not cffer to wave their charge, willingly ſubmitting it to the publique 
Peace? So that the obtaining that demand, or the disbandipg of the Army, or the diſarm- 
ing of Papiſts; or the triall of Delinquents, though they make ſome ſuch ſhew, as they are 
{et in this place, yet not any of them were any grounds of this their war; and all that is due 
in theſe demands having been offered before the Warre, or occaſioned or neceſſitated by it, 
and being (till co be had without it, the whole People cannot but ſee, that nothing but fears 
and Jcalouſics have been the fumcs with which they have ſo intoxicated His ſeduced Sub- 
jects, as to coutribure to their owne miſery to obtaine no on Right, how ſmall & inconſider- 
able ſoever, denycd to them by his Majeſty, and that the maintenance and advancement of 
Religion, Juſtice, Eiberty, Propriety and Peace, are really but their Stalking- Horſes, and 
neither the ground of their Warre, nor of theſe Demands ; which will appeare to any in- 
different man that ſhall duly weigh them, as far from being moderate as from being ne- 
ceſſary. 

Vet ſuch was his Majeſties moſt earneft deſire to catch at any thing that by producing a 
T reaty migl t ſettle a Peace, and ſo far were any ſuch enimies of it (as are ſuppoſed by this 
Declaration) from being prevalent with Him againſt this deſire, That his Majeſty propoſed 
that perſons ſhould be appointed by his Majeſty and both houſes to Treat even upon theſe 

very Propoſitions, and ſuch other as his Majeſty propoſed, which were only demands ac- 
cording to, or in behalfe of the Law eſtabliſht, and which more concerned His Subjects 
then Himſelfe: and his Majeſty cannot but appeale to all the World, whether nos only any 
of their Propoſitions did, but whether any other Propoſitions that could be deviſed could 


expreſſe more deſire of the maintenance and adyancement of the true Proteſtant Religion 
then 
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then his Majeſties ſourth Propoſition, (in which his readineſſe to conſent to the execution 
of all Lawes made, and to any good Laws to be made for the ſuppreſſiug of Popery, His 
deſite that the Lawes already made to preſerve the Common- Prayer from the ſcorne and 
violence of SeRaries, be backt and fortified, and His Offer at the ſame time that render 
Conſciences be caſed by it, are ſo cleerly and carefully expreſt and united ) Or of che due 
execution of Jultice then His Majeſties fifth Propoſition, ( which tefertes all ſuch Delin- 
quents, as ſhould by the Treaters be excepted in the Pardon, to the uſuall courſe and 
knowne Law of the Land,) Or of the preſervation of the publike liberty and property, 
(for his Ma jeſty conceives that he hath a property too, wittiour maintaining of which he 
will be never able to defend His Subjects) then his firſt, ſecond and third; Or of the Peace 
of the Kingdome, then his ſixt Propoſition, which by reſtoring his Subjects by a Ceſſati- 
on to a ſhort Tryall ot the quiet and benefit of Peace would have rendred them fo farre in 
Love with that almoſt forgotten Happineſſe, that ſeeing nothing demanded by them that 
was worth a Warre, they would have had a hard worke to have engaged them againe into 
ſo unproficable a madneſſe. And his Majeſty is ſo confident of his ad vantage in all theſe, 
that he conjures his Subjects ſeriouſly to read, conſider and compare what He, and what 
they demanded, and by their indifferent Propoſitions to Judge of their ſeverall inten- 
tions. 

And indeed, the violent party both in the City and che Houſes (which for all the pub- 
lique Feares and Jcalouhies they pretend, inwardly and really are fearefull and Jealous of 
nothing ſo much as of Peace) diſlike nothing more in his Ma jeſties Propoſitions then the 
moderation, and ſuſpecting that the rea ſonableneſſe and unrea ſonableneſſe of what his Ma- 
zeſty and what they askt, would but too generally appeare by the Diſcuſſion of both in a free 
and open Treaty, and ſo might in deſpight of them produce a Peace, earneſtly and openly 
oppoſe the Treaty, and fo tar oppoſe his Majeſties propoſition of ceſſation, that it ſuffici- 
ently appeared by their averlion to the ſhadow of Peace (as themſelves call it) how much 
and how heartily they were averſe to to the ſubſtance it ſelfe. But when they found that 
they could perſwade no man to 10yn with them in rejecting all imaginable manners of 
Treaty and Ceſſation, that did not joyne With them in abhorring any imaginable manner of 
Peace, they reſerved their Authority to enable them to breake off both, upon ſome what 
more plauſible difference in the Circumſtances and Conditions. A fate Conduct is demanded 
by the Houſes, and their firſt art is to get the Lord Say nained in that Demand for a Trea- 
ter, which they know certainely (he having borne Armes againſt his Majeſty, and been ex- 
cepted in one of hisProclamations of Pardon) His Majeſty muſt except aga inſt, but when they 
could not perſwade even both houſes (who well remembred an example of no elder date then 
fince his Majeſty was at Colebrook,when the ſame exception at the Perſon of Sir Jahn Evelin 
was made by his Majeſty, and not excepted at by both Houſes )that this exception was fo 
unparalcld a breach of Priviledge, as to deſerve to hindet the Treaty from going on: their 
next arts are ſo to bound and limit their Cominittee, both in the Matter, Manner, Time, 
and power, as might wholly render it uneffeRuall ; And, to that end, they firſt obtaine that 
their Committee ſhould Treat with none but with his Majeſty, (a courſe which how lof- 
ty, how advantagious, and how unreaſonable ſoever, yec his Majeſty out of his earneſt de- 
fre of peace, contrary to their hopes and expectations, was contented to admit)and next ob- 
taine that they ſhould not Treat upon any point, but of the Ceſſation, till that were con- 
cluded, and for that allowed but foure daies, and that at twice, (in hope that ſome mat- 
ter of advantage might happen in the time of that delay) and allow them no Power 
(without ſtill ſending to the houſes upon every occaſion) ro conclude farther then the pa- 
pers they brought downe or delivered, or ſo much as to explaine or new- word any thing 
in them, (2 new and a ſtrange way of Treating, and by which at that diſtance it was whol- 
ly and plainly impoſſible that any thing ſhould be concluded;) and when his Majeſſy 
had quitted all, wherein himſelfe or his Army were ſolely concerned, and yeelded almoſt 
to all that they propoſed, and at laſt inſiſted upon nothing but that they might not make 
uſe of the Leiſure of their army occaſioned by this Ceſſation, to force what Summes they 
would, from what Countries they pleas'd, (for they neither would not could name any o- 
ther bound of their Taxes then their pleaſure; when they imputed that aſſertion to his Ma- 
jeſty) and ſo extreamely burthen his Subjects, and advantage and enable themſelves againſt 
his Majeſty, (in contradiction to the principle layd downe by themſelves, and approved of 
by his Majeſty, That by rhe very nature of a Ceſſation, matters ſhould be preſerved in the 
flate they are in, and neither party have Liberty, much to advantage himflfe,) nor yet 
inſiſted any further upon that neither, then to leave roome ſtill for ſatisfaction (if any Rea- 

fon 
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ſon could be offered againſt fo reaſonable a Limitation) by a continuance of the Treaty 
concerning it, They vouchſafed him no Offer of any ſuch Reaſon nor allowed their Com- 
mictee any farther Time or Power to Treat concerning it, without expreſſing any better 
cauſe for ſo abrupt an end of ſo important a debate, then to avoyd the Waſte of Time; 
though his Majeſty could not conceive, that could be called a Waſte, or how time could be 
better ſpent, then to ſettle ſuch a degree of publique Peace, as might reduce the minds of all 
men to ſuch a Temper as might make a full Peace much more probable. 

Nor did his Majeſty finde in tae Treacy it ſelſe, that the Committee were any better e- 
nabled, though (to avoyd delay, and that a Concluſion might be made poſſible) his Ma- 
jeſty often deſired it, They were limited twice to foure dayes, and once to ſeven; They 
were bounded to two Propoſitions, and to their bare narrow inſtructions concerning thoſe; 
not had they ſo much as any power or Inſtructions at all concerning that moſt important 
part of their owne Propoſition, ſo often preſt by themſelves, His Majeſties returne to His 
Parliament; ſo that reſolving (as it will be — ſhewed they did, to yeeld no farther to 
His Majeſties Propoſition then with ſuch Limitations, as would in effect retaine what 
they ſeemed to give up, they expect that his Majefly ſhould entirely yeeld to theirs without 
any Limitation, and (to invert their owne Words upon another occaſion) ſhould yeeld 
to that, which would have produced to them an abſolute victory and ſubmiſſion, under 
pretence of Agreement and Peace: It being evident to all men, That His Rights forced from 
Him by violence being not abſolutely reſtored, His Army being disbanded, and He retur- 
ned to London, the Meinbers of both Houſes for diſſenting from, and aſſiſting of Him re- 
maining expelled, no ſecurity from Tumults for the reſt of the Members being given, and 
all good Subjects being totally diſcouraged by fo abſolute a Prevalence of the Factious 
and Rebellious, His Majeſty were as much in the diſpoſall of the five Members as if they 
had Him in the Tower, and He ought His Crowne wholly to their Grace and Favour, if 
they did not Depoſe Him. And yet they would be thought to defire nothing, in defiring 
that the Armies ſhould be upon theſe Termes disbanded, but onely that the Kingdome 

might be caſed of their burthen, a nd the ſpring of theſe Calamities might be Ropped, 

His Majeſty demands; That His own Revenue, Magazine, Towns, Forts and Ships, 
taken by Force be reſtored to Him, The Revenue (which they could eaſily pay backe out 
of other mens Purſes) they eaſily agree about, but to part with ſuch Rrengths which had 
and did helpe to enable them, to leave no SubjeR any more of his Right, then they had to 
the detaining of theſe, they can by no meanes endure. . And therefore they propoſe ſuch li- 
mitations, as in effect limit away all, and yet may ſeeme to the vulgar or to the careleſſe, 
not to fignifie much; to wit, That theſe ſtrengths may be put into ſuch hands as they will 
confide in, and that no lefſ=chen three yeers ; That the Commanders may, during that time, 
not admit of any Forces upon whatſoever cccaſion without Conſent of the Houſes, and they 
and all Generals, and Commanders of the Armies on either fide, may ſweare to preſerve 
the Peace of the Kingdome againſt all Forces raiſed without conſent of both houſes, and 
this for no limited time. His Majeſty who had asked nothing but what was His by Law, 
and who in order to Peace had not asked ſo much as by Law was due to him, (to wit, the 

uniſhment of thoſe who had taken theſe things from Him) could not but wonder to fee 
ſuch things asked of Him, to which by Law there was no Pretence ; He therefore endea- 
vours to limit their Limitations to the Law of the Land ; He names thoſe Perſons to this 
Cuſtody, whom the Law had named firſt, and expreſt Himſelfe moſt willing that they 
ſhould be put out at the ſame doore they came in at; That the Law. which had veſted them, 
might ejeR them, if they had offended againſt it, but expected not that the Injury done him, 
of taking theſe things from Him and them contrary to Law, ſhould be a reaſon why any 
new Conditions or Limitations ſhould be laid upon him, or His Miniſters which the Law 
laid not. To this the Committee replies, not denying what the King asked to be legally his, or 
to have been illegally taken from him, nor making any legall,or ſo much as colourable, or 
at all any exceptions againſt the Perſons legally veſted in choſe Places, (and without any 
Cauſe ſhewed, it would have ill become his Majeſty to have deveſted His ſervants of their 
Rights in the inſtant, when ſome of them are venturing their Lives for His ſervice) but retire 
to their old inacceſſible Fart of Feares and Jealouſies. To this his Majeſty rejoynes, ſhewes 
what he had done to prevent & deſtroyFeares & Jealoufics in them, intimates what they had 
done to create Feares and Jealouſies in him, That having by force taken theſe things from him 
when he had them, he had more Reaſon to have inſiſted upon further Security to enable him 
to keepe them, then ſimply to deſire them to be returned to him, (and much more then to 
granthem mare hold of them, to enable them the better to wreſt dem from him _ ) 
preſents 
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repreſems to them, and by the ſame Reaſon, upon the ſame Ground, they may aßke him all 
his Legal Power, ſince all the Power veſted in Princes for the neceſſary Protection of their 
Subſects, may poſſibly be employed for their hurt, and concludes in his Opinion with a very 
wholſome Advice againſt that dangerous (and now too Epidemicall) Diſeaſe of Feares 
and Jealouſies, and preſcribes to them, to make the Law their Rule and meafure, as the beſt 
Antidote and Cure for that diſeaſe. . | 3 papal 
This inſiſting upon this Anſwer, as his Majeſty for theſe Reaſons thought to be moſt rea- 
ſonable, fo He likewiſe thought it moſt neceſſary ; firſt; becauſe themſelves having told him 
in the Debate about Ceſſation in the Point of Ships, that for them to allow Him the Appro- 
bation of Commanders, was to give him up the ſtrength, Hee could not want Logick fo 
much, as not to draw this Concluſion from theſe Premiſſes, That for Him to allow them the 
Approbation of the Commanders, both of Magazins, Townes, Forts, and Ships, was in that 
to give all back to them, which they would ſeem to reſtore ro Him. Secondly, becauſe his 
Majeſty by now conſenting upon the ground of Jealoufies to ſuch Demands, as exceed 
Thoſe, which ( before they had joy ned the injuſtice of forcing theſe things from H im, to the 
unreaſonableneſſe of deinanding them) his Majeſty in his weakeſt condition denied to them, 
He muſt appeare to juſtifie thoſe jealouſies, to approve of thoſe Demands and of that injuſtice, 
and to condemne himſelfe as guilty of the wofull effects of that Contention, for not having 
ſooner conſented to them. Thirdly, becauſe he muſt condemne the Lords Houſe of the ſame 
Crime, for having twice refuſed to joyne in that Demand, and having had no jealouſies as 
long as they had no tumults. Fourthly , becauſe he muſt either quit, during the lives of theſe 
ſeverall Perſons required to be ſworne, and at leaſt for three yeaces (when the Milit ia in 
their one Bill was asked but for two) His knowne Right of ſole raiſing men, and without 
the conſent of both Houſes (even although no Parliament were fitting, ſor the Bill that 
ſayes it may continue, does not ſay itmuſt) He muſt. neither be able to diſcharge his Duty to 
himfelfe by his owne Defence, nor make good his Oath, by the protecting of his, Subjects 
againſt any ſudden, dangerous Rebellion or Invaſion; or the Commanders of all his Ships, 
Townes, Forts and Magazines, and all the Commanders of boch Armies ( that is the moſt 
confiderable Militia of England) mult according to chis new Oath oppoſe any oppolition 
He ſhall make, and muſt be equally obliged by it, to fight againſt his Forces, as againſſ thoſe 
of the Rebels or Invaders. Fifthly, becauſe if he ſhould give them ſo great a Prerogative, 
for ſo long a time, as this ſhare in the choyce of men to places of ſo high Power and Truſt, 
the Dependance of Subjects upon the Crowne, would be much diverted, and he could never 
expect to be faithfully ſerved, hen no other Crime of theirs appearing to Him, He ſhould 
ſo farre deveſt the preſent Proprietaries of their legall Right, as to ſubmit it anew to the Ar- 
bitraryneſſe of their Confiding, who have _ his Majeſty no greater Cauſe to Confide in 
their Choice. Sixtly, and laſtly, becauſe if he ſhould allow them that power for that time, 
upon tliat Reaſon, Hee cannot doubt but againſt that time were ended, the Sweetneſſe of 
Power being once taſted, they would be ſo unwilling to quit it, that the ſame powerfull vio- 
lent Party would not want the like feares to beget the like demands of the ſame or greater 
intereſt, in the Choice of the ſame or greater Places; and the ſame Conſequences would not 
likewiſe faile to follow, if theſe Demands were not conſented to, and even His good Sub- 
jeAs ſeeing it the moſt proſperous, might be induced to thinke Faction and Sedition the 
wiſeſt Courſe ; and when they ſaw his Majeſty give ſuth an Encouragement to Rebellion, 
might thinke it pity, he ſhould ever be without one. And his Majeſty: conceives, Feate and 
Jealouſie may be a good Reaſon, ro make him cautious how he part wittfhis Right, though 
a very inſufficient - Juſtification of elicir forcing that from Him, to which they could pre- 
tend none. * 11 babe 
But till His Majeſty hoped, that they onely inſiſted upon ſuch limitations of his Propo- 
fition, till they ſaw what Limitations Hee would offer to theirs, and therefore to reduce 
them to moderation by his Example, He propoſes to the Houfes ( for the Committee had no 
Power or Inſtruction to treat of the prineipall point of it) no other limitations, then were 
both due by Law, and neceſſary in themſelves, and offers as foon as He was ſatisfied in His 
firſt Propoſition, (to which if they would have put Him in minde of any ſuch objection in 
the Treaty; He would never have requited,chat the exact Computation of his Revenue taken 
from Him, ſhould be agreed on before disbanding, which is now objected to Him, not as an 
Injuſtice, but as a purpoſed Delay) as ſoon as the Houſes were reſtored to that Condition in 
which they were, befote the Tumults and theſe Piſtractions forced the Members from 
thence, and as ſoon as He and thoſe Houſes were ſecured from Tumults (onely adding His 
own opinion. hat adjourning twenty miles from 8 it, and offering 
oy them 
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them the choice of any place at that diſtance in His whole Kingdome) Hee would immedi» 
ately disband and returne to His Parliament; and expected much more that this Meſſage 
when it was received at Londen ſhould have met with Bells and Bonfires, then have received 
neither approbation, nor anſwer. | 

But that violent Party which lookes up like a Monſter, fearing leaſt if the Treaty 
ſhould any longer continue, ſo faire an approath to Peace, might by degrees ſteale it on 
upon them, before they were aware, prevaile to turn no other Anſwer, then immediatly 
to ſend for their Committee from Oxford, and to ſend the Lord of Effex to Reading. His 
Majeſty waits awhile, and againe in a Meſſage he had occafion to ſend to the con- 
cerning Ireland; He takes occaſion to put them in minde of that former Meſſage, and to re- 
new che expreſſions of His Deſire of Peace, but this Meſſage had no better luck then the 
other, for no Anſwer hath beene ſent to it, onely in ſtead of an Anſwer, the ſame violent 
Party makes a ſhift to goe a ſtep ot two higher, and to prevaile in the Houſe of Commons 
to vote Exciſes upon Commodities, and the making of a new Great Scale, though the ma- 
king of it will be Treaſon by the Statute of the five and twentieth of E the third, 
(and an Order of the houſe of Commons will be but an inſufficient Plea againſt chat Sta- 
tute ) And though they — have remembred, that it is by the old one, that both molt of 
them hold their Lands, and all of them ate called to chat Houſe. But ſince His Majeſty 
would not allow them a ſhare in making of Peers (as they askt Him in their nineteene Pro- 
poſitions) nor allow of their choice of Juſtices of the Peace (as they askt Him in their 
fourreene ) and did ſtill pretend to making of Sheriffs ( which they have denied Him by 
their Votes) It ſeemes they thought it neceſſary to make that, which (if it could be made 
Legall by Voting ) would make all thoſe, and to end the Diſpute about his Majeſties Ne- 
gative Voice, by paſſing by Commiſſion what new Bills chey pleaſed, and fo to obtaine as 
abſolutely an unlimited Power over cheir fellow Subjects, as over their Soveraigne 


Himſelfe. 
Vet his Majeſty would take no notice of all this, bur ſends once more, a third Meſſage, to 


defire an Anfwer to His firſt ( which had then lain in their hands above a Moneth ) This 
preſſing for Peace appeares fo intollerable to them, that the Houſe of Commons (as the beſt 
way ts make a finall end of all ſuch Meſſages, and indeed to cut off all Entercourſe ) is pre- 
vailed with by theſe men to commit the Meſſenger. and the next day to impeach His Maje- 
ſties Royall Conſort of high Treaſon, as if they would give Him a faire warning how Hee 
trouble them about Peace againe, left his turne be next, and they impeach Him too. Buc 
though they vouchſafe his Majeſty no Anſwer, yet the People is flill thought worthy of ſome 
farisfation, and that produces this Declaration, which pretends fully and ſufficiently to 
ſhew, that in the Treaty, their Demands were ſuch and ſo moderate, as was fit and neceſſa- 
ry for them to make, and juſt and reſonable for his Majeſty to aſſent unto, and his Majeſties 
were ſuch as had neither Reaſon nor Juſtice, either in the matter ur manner of they), and 
ſuch as left the People no hope or expectation to ſee an end of their preſent Calamities, and 
charge the King through His Counſellours in many Circumſtances, before it, and during it, 
to have laboured to interrupt the Treaty, and to have appeared averſe to Peace; and in this 
Queſtion his Majeſty is content to accept of the Arbitrator they theinſelves have choſen, and 
to refer it to the People to judge. 

Their firſt Argument is, that this Treaty is for the disbanding of the Armies and Forces 
in oppoſition to each other, That theſe Townes, Forts and Ships are a great part of their 
Forces, ſo chat for them to reſtore them abſolutely to the King, would bee for them to diſ- 
band totally, and for his Majeſties Forces to continue. To this his Majeſty anſwers, That 
this Treaty was intended by Him to be in order to a firme and ſetled ( that is a juſt) Peace, 
and never to be ſuch wher:in a pretended equality ſhould exclude evident Juſtice. Let equa- 
liry determine the manner of the disbanding of the Armies raiſcd upon theſe diſttactions, but 
ler ſuftice reftore what violence hath taken, and determine of knowne undoubted Rights; 
ſince by this Argument, if any Prince ſcize upon any ſlrength that belongs to his Rronger 
Neighbour, and Armes be taken up upon it. the ſtronger muſt never in a Treaty, when the 
Armies are to be disbanded, expect to have his ſtrength reſtored to him, left the other returne 
to be what he was, and what he ought to be, that is, the weaker of the two. $ »his 
Majeſty anſwers, Thatbyche ſame reaſon of Security, other Power and —_— ing 
ſtrengch as well as Forccs, and neither more veſted in him, nor leſſe poſſible to be uſed for the 
Peoples hurt, they may as well require a ſhare and intereſi in thoſe too, and that things may 
be fafficiemly equall between the fides, may to bee as much Kings as hee, 
Thirdly, in theic one opinion, and by their ownhe confeffion ( as it appeares by their Argu- 
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ment uſed in the Ceſſation in the point of Ships) if they be but allowed the Approbation of 
Commanders, his Majeſty gives up this ſtrength to them, and not they to him, and it will be 
their Forces and not his, which are to continue undisbanded, and that that they ſay to bee 
contrary to equality, and (as they came by theſe Forces) it is evident to be contrary to Ju- 
ſtice. Fourthly, his Majeſtie anſwers, that theſe Forces are not ſo great, or ſo great a ſtrength 
of the (ide that ſhall poſſeſſe them, but that the Arts, Union, Indufiry, and Violence of that 
Party was ſo much too ſtrong for his Majeſty when he had that ſtrength, as to take that 
ſtrength from him, and therefore his Majeſty wonders they ſhould make any difficulty to 
reftore, what it may appeare by ſo freſh experience, that they are ſo able to reſuine;and there- 
fore his Majelly hopes his People will attribute it to his great Deſire of Peace, that hee did 
not demand ſome farther ſecurity to enjoy that which is not denied to be his Majeſties. And 
his Majeſty obſerves that both this and the ſecond Anſwer were given by his Majeſty to 
the ſame Arguments made upon the ſame occaſion by their Committee in the Treaty, and 

et this Declaration repeats the fame Arguments without replying to thoſe Anſwers. 
Fiftly, his Majeſty deſires that the Difficultie with which his Ma jeſtie raiſed his Army, and 
the Eaſe with which they raiſed theirs, may be conſideted; how impoſſible it would have 
been for him to have raiſed Forces, if they had not raiſed firſt, and how much ſlowlier (this 
Army being disbanded) he could raiſe a new one, and how quick and ready their Body of 
fierce, eager Sectaries and Schiſmaticks would be to returne into an Army upon the leaſt 
Call, and how conveniently they inhabit for ſo ſpeedy a meeting, being to continue moſt of 
them in or ſo neere London, that their Quarters in Warre were uſually much more diſtant 
then their dwellings in Peace; and then his Majeſty doubts not but it will appeare, that in 
this reſpect too, the reall and totall Disbanding is of his Majeſtics part onely, and that in 
effect the Concinuance of Forces is ſtill of theirs. ; 

Their ſecond Argument, Why his Majeſtie ſhould admit of their Limitations, is a bun- 
dle of Precedents. To which his Majeſty replies: Firſt, that the Records which are here 
quoted for theſe, are now in the ſame hands as his Majeſties Magazines, Townes, Forts and 
Chips, and therefore knowes not how hee can either have their Truth ſufficiently conſidered 
and examined, or withour it confide in their Quotations. Secondly, all che particular Cir- 
cumſtances both of matter and time, what induced it, and what followed it, doe not herein 
appeare ( though very neceſſary to be knowne, that they may be poſſible to be anſwered.) 
But this his Majeſty can finde upon view; That ſome of them concerne not any part of 
what is now demanded, but one of them concernes a Chancellour, Treaſurer, and Privie- 
Seale, and another concernes Privie-Councellours, and another the Protectorſhip, another 
the choice of ſome without whoſe Advice, or of foure of them, nothing ſhould be done by 
the King; (which it ſeemes they have an eye upon demanding too, which made them run 
ſo much in their heads, who collected theſe, as to put them in here ; ) That ſome. concerne 
not the Perſons now demanding, but conclude onely far the Merchants to chooſ an Admi- 
rall, and not for the Houſes to confide in him, Which Precedent may bee of ſome uſe to the 
Common Councell, but of none to the Parliament; that ſome are of no concerne at all, as 
onely about appointing of Clerks for paiment of Wages ( yet put in to increaſe the Bulke ) 
that hardly any of the Precedents, that concerne any of the things in Queſtion, concerne 
any more then part of thaſe which are altogether deinanded in the limitations deſired ; ſome 
concerning onely the command of Ships (and thoſe too not granted by AR, but by Com- 
miſſion. and that, for ought appeares, only during pleaſure; ) ſome extending but to one 
Towne or Place, as Berwick, or Jerſie; That moſt of theſe Precedents appeare to have been, 
when the Kings were in minority and under Protectors; ſome when they were in extreame 
Age and Impotencie; ſome in the Reigne of a King who was ſhortly after depoſed in Par- 
liament too, (an unlikely Circumſtance to invite his Majeſty at this time to follow that 
example; ) others in his Reigne, who ſucceeded him, and (having no Right to the Crowne 
but the Criminall conſent of both Houſes ) had reaſon to deny them nothing who had given 
him all. And of ſome of the Precedents now quoted, the Inconveniences are knowne to 
have been ſo great and ſo ſuddenly found, that they were ſo ſpeedily revoked in Parliament 
(with no leſſe a Brand then as being contrary to the Cuſtomes of the Realme, and to the 
blemiſhing of the Crowne ) that if they had ingenuouſly added thoſe Circumſtances, theſe 
Precedents would more have juſliſied His Majeſty for not yeelding, then them for either 
asking any thing towards thoſe, or but for quoting them at all. But doth any of theſe Pre- 
cedents tell us, that theſe Parliaments claymed any Right in any of theſe, or that any King 
yeelded any degree of Power in any one of theſe Points ro both Houſes, when they had 


firſt taken them from Him by force, and rais'd an Army by Ordinance againſt Him, _ 
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He was in a condition to refiſt what they had raiſed? And if either any of theſe Kings were 
ſo much in their Power, that his Conſent was as much forced from Him as theſe particular 
were forced from His Majeſty, or if they were ſo farre out of Danger of any farther En- 
croachments upon their Power, that Hee could have no cauſe of Feares and Jealouſies in 
granting ſome of theſe to them, nay, that their advice in the Choice aroſe wholly from His 
Ma jeſties Deſite and not their Demand, then the Precedents fit not to this Caſe, and ſo make 
nothing for their purpoſe. But now that the perpetuity of this Parliament hath ſo farre en- 
couraged thoſe, who by Arts and Violence have gotten power over it, that they may proba+ 
bly hope to make this Power as perpetuall as it, and have given fo ſufficient Evidence, whac 
farther uſe they wo ild make of any Power, His Majeſty ſuppoſes himſelfe to have more 
reaſon to be cautious in that point then any of His Predeceſſors, who were content to ſhare 
any part of this power but for once, with but a temporary Aſſembly, eſpecially ſince their 
ſeverall Propoſitions have ſhowed how much more they wiſh, and M. Prinnes Bookes 
(printed by Order of a Committee of the Houſe of Commons, ſignified by warrant under 
Mr.#hies hand) have ſhowed how much more they pretend to; and fince any Grant of 
His is deſired by theſe men but to enable them to obtaine the reſt of their pretences or defires, 
what He yeelded to them concerning my Lord of Eſſex, and Sir John Conniers being Liev- 
renants of Yorkeſhire and the Tower, being preſt in theſe very Precedents as an Argument 
to Him, why He ſhould grant all they aske now. On the other fide, if His Majelty ſhould 
make uſe of their owne kind of weapon, and doe the ſame or as great things, or make chem 
the like or as great demands, as their Predeceſſors have tacitely approved of, or directly aſ- 
ſented to, when they were done or made by his, (as in the juſt famous time of Queene Eli- 
zabeth, in the caſe of Stanhop and Sawile, or in the ſame time in Vent wortbs caſe; or in the 
Reigne of Hemry the Eight, in the power given to Him to diſpoſe of the Kingdome by his 
Will and Teſtament, and others of the like and neere as high kinds) Hee beleeves both 
Houſes would thinke what others then did, to be no argument to perſwade them either ro 
approve or conſent, but would rather for ever wave all Arguments from̃ Precedents, then 
direct themſelves by the ſame Rule. | 
Their third Argument is, That his Majeſty had formerly expreſt that his Forts and Ca- 
files ſhould be only in ſuch hands as both Houſes might ſafely confide in, And his Majeſty 
expreſſeth ſtill as much; and till ſome juſt legall cauſe be ſhewed Him why the Perſons now 
in thoſe Commands cannot be ſafely confided in by them, Hee conceives they might fafely 
confide in them if they pleas'd. But bis Majeſty did likewiſe once ſay, Hee would put 
all theſe places, both of the Forts and Militia, into ſuch hands as both Houſes ſhould approve 
or recommend, unleſs ſuch were named againſt whom He had juſt and unqueſtionable excep= 
tions. To which his Majeſty replies, That His offer not giving them ſatisfaction then, (for 
they would then limit no time for the Militia, which was the condition of that offer of his 
Majeſties)and fince it ſeemes it would give none yet, (for they now aske no leſſe for the Ships 
then for thoſe, and more for both, as to the time and other circumſtances,then He then offered 
for theſe ) and they, by forcing thoſe Places from Him fince, and ſome of the Perſons legally 
veſted in thoſe places, by their faithfulneſſe to him in this War, having given Him fo much 
more cauſe not to yeeld to it now, Hee conceives the caſe to bee ſo altered by all theſe diffe- 
rences, that though, out of His earneſt deſire to ſatisfie them as long as Hee thought them 
capable of ſatisfaction by it, He then intended what He ſpoke, yet He may inſift upon what 
Hee now inſiſts, without being ſaid to have receded from His word. Did not they refuſe to 
accept of foure Perſons named in his Majeſties Bill concerning the Miluia, which them- 
ſelves had but newly offered Him in their Ordinance concerning it? And had thoſe Perſons 
in that time given them fo great cauſe for that refuſall as his Majeſty hath had given Him for 
this? And yet will they conſeſſe that ill counſell prevail'd with them to recede from their 
words, and that therefore his Majefty had the more cauſe to be farther ſecured? 

Their fourth Argument is, That unleſſe theſe limitations bee granted, thofe ſecret and 
wicked Counſellours, that have been inſtruments of the preſent miſeries, will have the diſ- 
poling of thoſe places, and his Majeſty carry but the Name. To this his Majeſty replies, 
That knowing who have beene the Inſtruments of theſe miſeries, He ſhould by that beleeve 
the ſecter and wicked Counſellours ſpoken of to be the aRive part of the cloſe Committee, 
for if He have any wicked Counſellours about Him, Hee conſeſſeth they have cauſe to call 
them ſecret as well as wicked, ſince they have not only wholly concealed themſelves from 
lüm, but He having often preſs*c to have ſome named, could never obtain from them the name 
ſo much as ofone, nor ſince hath heard ſo much as one proofe or charge either of bei 
wicked Counſellours, or of any Legall crime againſt any of His Serrants whom they have 
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named, though they have publiſht them withall to be incapable of pardon; How ever he 
finds that if what they ſay were true, the ends of theſe Counſellors and of their violent Par- 
ty is but juſt the ſame, that is to diſpoſe of theſe places, and that his 1 may only cats 
ry the Name. | 

But they have Found a Letter of his Majeſties to the Queen, Which ſhowes that the 
great and eminent Places of the Kingdome are diſpoſed of by her advice, (and then con- 
clude from her Religion, that they are by conſequence diſpoſed of by the advice of Papiſts 
and Jeſuits) and that the Perſons there named, even during the fitting. of Parliament, are 
either all impeact by them, or beare Arms againſt chem. To this his Majeſty replies; Firſt, 
that he cannot but deplore the condition of the Kingdome when Letters of all forts of Hus- 
bands to Wives, even of his Majeſty to his Royall Conſort are intercepted, read, brought 
in Evidence and publiſht to the World. Sccondly, char if they will remember how farre 
many of thoſe Perſons of both Sexes, who have received moſt notable markes of favour 
from her Majeſty, are, even in their owne Opinion, from ſo much as inclining to Popery, 

muſt confefſe her Favours and Recommendations not to be diſpoſed of by Prieſts and 
Jeſuits. Thirdly, That the Places there named, in which her Majeſties Advice may ſeeme 
to bee deſired, are not places (as they call it) of che Kingdome, but private meniall places, 
a Treaſurer of che Houſehold, a Captaine ofthe Penſioners, and a Gentle-man of the Bed- 
chamber: That concerning the other more publique Places, his Majeſty abſolutely de- 
clares himſelfe without leaving roome for her advice, which ſeemes to prove the contrary to 
that, which by this they intend to prove · Fourthly, That of the Perſons there named, there 
is not one that either is a Papiſt, or ſolike one, that a Jeſuite may be thought to have re- 
commended him, nor any one (except the Lord Digby) chat was either impeacht, or other- 
wiſe taxt, or that could appeare to his Majefty to have ever beene in any degree diſlik't by 
both or either Houſe, before aſſiſting his Majeſty againſt a Rebellion did lately become 
Treaſon : and whoever conſiders the Time and other Circuniſtances even of that impeach- 
ment, and that their eyes were then ſo dazled with Fearcs and Jealouſies as to take a Coach 
and ſixe horſes for an Army ray ſed aga inſt them, will hardly looke upon that impeachment 
with that Reverence which hath uſually beene paid to 2 of that kinde: And for 
their bearing of Armes in ſuch a Time, wherein all his Majeſties Subjects do either bea re 
or aſſiſt Arms, either for or againſt him, he ſuppoſes that it will not be thought ſtrange, if he 
chuſe Perſons for ſuch Places as are in his owne Diſpoſall, rather out of the firſt fort then 
out ofthe ſecond, | | 

And as his Majeſty hath fully anſwered their Obſervations upon his Letters, ſo he be- 
heves that one thing more (though unobſerved by this Declaration) cannot but be obſeryed 
our of them by his people; and that is, That in his Majeflies moſt private Letters, to the 
Perſon neereſt to him, wherein he cannot (as by ſome in his publique Declarations he is) 
bee ſuſpected to ſay any thing out of Deſſign or Policy, his owne cleare perſwaſion that the 
Rebels, and not he, have beene the cauſe and are the ſoſterers of this Warre and uniyerſall 
Diſtraction; and his Senſe of it, and his Deſire of the end of it, are ſo plainly expreſt, that 
they will by this accident bee much ſatisfied with His Majeſties innocence and reality, and 
beleeve that the reading this in ſuch a Letter, is the very next Degree to reading it in his 
heart. 

Their fifth and laſt Argument is, The attempts of force and violence againſt the King- 
dome and this Parliament, and they inſtance in foure. The firſt is, a Deſigne many yeeres 
ſince, to bring into this Kingdome the German horſe, to compell the Subjects to ſubmit 
to an arbitrary Government, And to this His Majefly replies, That he eſteemes his con- 
dition more miſerable then any of his Subjects, when he ſees a few fact ious perſons have 
obtained that power, as to be able to publiſh to all his people, in che name of both houſes, 
a Charge, which (comming forth with the ſemblancg of ſuch Authority) may much wor ke 
with them againſt him, and yet doe not (which is certainly becauſe they cannot) tell any 
one proofe or particular, either whence, whether, when, by hm, or by whoſe Deſigne 


theſe horſe ſhould have been brought. They confeſſe it is many yeers ſince, and it ſeems it is 


ſo many, that theſe particulars are all worne out of the memory of man. 

The ſecond is, the endeavor to bring up the Northern Army by Force and violence to 
aw the Parliament. To this his Majeſty hath fo often anſwered and received fo little Re- 
ply, chat he will only now briefly ſay, that according to the Evidence they have publiſhe 
themſelves, (and that before hearing the perſons concerned in ir, after fo long a time of the 
Houſes leiſure and their attendance, whoſe anſwer, it was perhaps feared, would have clea- 
red ir more) it doth not appeare that there was eyer any Endeavour uſed in it, nor = 
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thing further then a meer motion, which dyed as ſoon as it was conceived ; and ic doth ap- 
peare that His Majeſty abſolutely diſlik t as ſoon as by way of Diſcourſe it was but named 
to Him : Bur if it had been really endeavoured, it had been but an Endeavour towards 
that which was directly put in Execution by the Tumults, and Thoſe countenanc*t by the 
Refuſall of the Houſe of Commons not only to puniſh them, but ſo much as to joyne with 
the Lords in a Declaraticn againſt the like for the future, and by the topping the legall Pro- 
ceedings againſt Riots by a ſingle Order of the Houſe. 4 x 
The third is, His Majeſties comming in Perſon to the Houſe of Commons with many 
armed men to demand their Members to bee delivered up. His Majeſty conftſſech He came, 
He denies that (to His knowledge) he came accompanied with any men otherwiſe armed, 
then with His Guard and Penſioners, in the fame manner as He uſually came to the Houſe 
of Lords, and with ſome Gentlemen (as His Train when He goes to any publicke Place is 
al waies ſo wayted on) with theic uſuall weapons. their ſwords. And if they had beene as 
carefull to publiſh what Perſons of Quality (as Sergeant Major eAſhly for one) teſtified 
upon their knowledge and Oath, as what meane, unknowne, and unſworne Perſons de- 
livered upon their bare Credit, or upon heareſay, it would have appeared to His People 
how little violence was intended by any who came with Him , however armed ; and = 6s 
Care He tooke, and what Orders He gave to bee ſure to prevent any that poſſibly might 
have hapned. His Majeſty iikewiſe confeſſes, That he demanded the Members He had ac- 
cuſed of high Treaſon ; but puts them withall in mind, that the houſe of Commons had 
hardly left him any other Courſe, having by their ſingle Order, the night before, intercep- 
ted all ordinary proceedings of Juftice againſt them, forbidding all Officers to attach any 
Member for any Crime without the conſent of the houſe, and encouraging the People in 
that caſe to aſſiſt them againſt any Officer ; though their Priviledges had been confeſs'd by 
a late Petition of both houſes not to extend to Treafon ; and though this Order were as 
illegall and unjuſtifiable, as not only by his Majefties comming to the houſe, but even as 
any thing they would have had the People beleeve that he intended when he came, B ur 
what ever Breach of Priviledge there was in this, his Majeſty did not offer to juſtifie it by 
their preceeding breach of Law, but offered them often Reparation and ſatis faction for it; 
but it ſeems nothing but the Ships, Forts, Ports, Magazine and Militia of the whole King- 
dome would appeare to them a Reparation for a ſingle, and (this Circumſtance conſidered) 
perhaps a diſputable Breach of Priviledge. 
The fourth is the Treaſon of the Earle of Serafford, to bring over the Iriſh Popiſh Army 
to conquer the Kingdome, To this his Majeſty replies, That whatever the Earle of Straf- 
ford could have ſaid (for this Army he is ſure was never brought, nor, that he ever heard, was 
ever endeavoured to bee brought over, either to that or any other purpoſe) his Majeſty cãnot 
ſee why ir might not have remained buried with him, or why any other ſatisfaction ſhould 
be given for ic, or other ſecurity againſt che like, then the puniſhment he hath already 


undergone. 

Having given what Reaſons they can to juſtiſie their limitations of his Majeſties Pro- 
politions, This Declaration in the next place attempts to ſatishe that Reaſon inſiſted on by 
his Majeſty, that it is his Right by Law, (to which they ſhould have added, and contrary 
to Law forced from him) and not being able to deny that, and yet being willing to deny 
ſomething , they quarrell at the phraſe, and deny that this power of diſpoſing theſe 
Commands is by Law abſolutely veſted in his Majeſty , and that becauſe he is tru- 
ſted with them for the Defence and Safety of the Kingdome. His Majeſty till ju- 
ſtiſies what he ſaid himſelfe, and yet confeſſes all that they ſay too, but only de- 
nies the Conſequence; for no man is abſolutely veſted in any thing, if being truſted with it 
to ſome end hinder him from being ſo. The houſe of Commons is truſted with a Prepara- 
tory, the houſe of Lords is truſted with a Judicatory, the King, Lords and Commons are 
truſted with a Legiſlative Power, and all theſe have thoſe Truſts veſted in them for the pub» 
licke good; and are not yet all theſe Truſts abſolute, that is, ſubject to the Controule of no 
other Power ? is no man abſolutely veſted in his Goods, becauſe all We have We are truſted 
with for the glory of God ? his Majeſty meant only that this was fo abſolutely veſted in 
him by Law, as nothing but a new Law, could without Breach of Law, take or hold it 
from him, | 
But the Declaration is content to admit that too, only denies it to be a Reaſo why his 

Majeſty ſhould deny to alter that Law, when by CircumRance of Time and Affaires, that 
Power becomes deſtructive to the Common-wealth, and ſafety ofthe People, the Preſerva- 
tion whereof, is the chieſe end of the Law. And his Majefly is equally ready to eonfeſſe that 


it 
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it is no Reaſan, but doth abſolutely deny that this js, the Caſe, ( inſiſting chat rhe circurti- 
Rances of time and Affaires hach made chis power more — then ever to remaine in 
in bis Majeſty e re eee Heclaines flinldf to be a 
abſolutely truſted by Law with the finall Judgement, whether it be the Cafe or no, and with 
a Power of rejecting any ſuch Alteration upon any ſuch Pretence, if ic appeare but a Pre- 
rence to Him, as either Houſe is truſted to propoſe any ſuch Alteration to the other, or both 
to Him, if it appeare to them neceflary and convenient. | 
But ſa yes this Delaration, the two Houſes of Parliament being the repreſentative Body 

of the Kingdome, are the moſt competent Judges thereof ; and ſaies his Majeſty, The repre · 
ſentati ve Body of the Kingdome is indeed, and that is the King, Lords and Commons; elſe 
either the Head is no part of the Body, or atleaſt will be no longer then the Body pleaſe, 
Indeed the two Houſes in ſome ſenſe repreſent the Kingdome, in any ation which the Law 
( which is the rule of the Kingdom) hath encruſted and enabled them to doe; but either one 
Houſe or his Majeſty doe equally repreſenc it in any thing, which the ſame Law hath enttu- 
ſted and enabled Him or them to doe: and for thoſe Actions in which the Law requires the 
Conſent of all three, every one is to be allowed their one ſeverall diſtinct judgment, for 
themſelves only, and any one without the other two have as much Right as any two, with» 
out the Third, to repreſenc the — io and to be competent Judges of the Caſe. And 
his Majeſty cannot but take notice how much reaſon He had, not to yeeld to this Demand, 
fince the grant of this Demand would be received as an admiſſion of this Caſe, and it would 
Logically enough follow, That if his People cannot be ſafe, and He retaine this Power, Hee 
doth not deſerve to retaine any: and if their Demands were granted, and the Armies upon 
their Davence disbanded, this conſequence in all Probability would ſoone be both percei - 
ved and preſt. 

But his Majeſty may without Prejudice admit both houſes to be the moſt competent Jud- 

es in this particular, and then put them in minde, that before ſo many things had been done 
by the violent Party to turne the Tyde of Feares and Jealouſies, before they had involved 
the King and Subject in a common Suffering, and equally defiroyed all the Property of the 
one, and Prerogatives of the other, by Orders and Ordinances, and fo there then appeared 
lefle neceſſity that this Power ſhould remaine in the Crowne, either for the preſervation of 


ĩt ſelſe or of the people, and little danger appeared to the people if this power were chus 


ſhared. The houſe of Lords did then twice deliver this Judgement, That this power in his 
Majeſty was not become deſlructive to the Common-wealth and ſafety of his people, nor 
the Alteration of this Law neceſſary, by twice denying to joyne with the Commons in 
in their deſire, That part ( for the Ships and the Time were not then named ) of this power 
might be ſhared, and of this Law altered; by which denyall the Commons were forced to 
Petition for it by themſelyes. Nor did they only deny it, but both times, in full houſes, af- 
ter long and free debates, it was carried upon the Queſtion by above Twenty voyces, and 
chat at a Time when all the Papiſts Lords had left che Towne, and hardly any Biſhops 
were left uncommitted (Twelve being at once dlapt up upon an Accuſation of Treaſon, 
which they themſelves have ſince been aſhamed of enough to wave) who were then the 
Perſons uſually repreſented to the people to be the civill Counſellours of the Lords houſe, 
and to whoſe prevalence it was imputed in the firſt Remonſtrance of the houſe of Com- 
mons, that their good and neceſſary motions did not paſſe in that houſe. And as they de- 
nied it twice, ſo they would have denied it till now, if the Petition of many Thouſand poore 
e about London ( who certainly did not then believe the Lords to be competent Judges) 
and the demand of the houſe of Commons joyned to it, to be told the names of thoſe Lords 
who denied it, and the direct Threats of ſo many Petitioners (to which the former Tumults 
gave ſufficient Credit that they would be really executed upon chem) had not made many 
of the Lords to be of his mind who would not diſpute with him who commanded thirty 
Legions, and give way to the potent Minor part to appearethe Major, by abſencing them- 
ſelves and ſuffering them to paſſe what they pleaſed, So that neither the Votes which then 
to deſire theſe particulars, nor the Execution of theſe Votes, and ſeaſing theſe particu- 
with a violence yet greater then obtained the Votes, nor the multitude of Conſequences 
of the ſame kinde built upon that foundation, can at all be aid to have had the Authority of 
both Houſes, honghwoll of thoſe Actions have beene ſuch, as the Authority even of both 
houſes, how full and free ſo ever, would not be ſufficient to juſtiſie. And this opinion of the 
neceſſity of alcering the Law in theſe points, was even then at moſt but the Opinion of the 
houſe of Commons, awed by a few Members aſſifled by the common people, and togecher 
with them awing the Lords, * 
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They next pretend heartily to wiſh, that the Lawes and. Statutes of the Kingdome; may 

be the Rule of what is, or what is not to be done; but how little fruit hath beene gathered 
from this Tree, they ſay let the experience of the laſt Eighteene yeares judge. To this his 
Majeſty replies, That it is true in ſome ſenſe, they are willing theſe Lawes ſhould: bee his 
Rule, that 7s, that he goe no farcher (though they will by no meanes allow him to goe necre 
fo farre ) but almoſt all their Actions, and molt of their Demands, and pa rticularly theſe, 
doe ſufficiently ſhew, that they will not admit of theſe Lawes and Statutes to be any rule to 
them, And how much better fruit they have graff:d then they found growing. and whether 
they have not made uſe of the Cure and Remedie of Grievances, a Parliament, to impoſe 
more of all kind of grievances upon the people in eighteene moneths, then can bee objected 
to His M ajcſtic or Miniſters upon the breach, and in the intermiſſion of Parliaments during 
thoſe eighteen years, let experience be judge. And it cannot but appeare ſtrange to his Ma- 
jeſty C if any thing could ſtill appeare ſtrange to him) that the illegalities under which his 
Subje s ſuffered by ſome of his Miniſters, in ſome part of his Reigne, ſhould be now, and 
by them, laid as a charge upon him, when not onely the people have ſuffered farre greater 
illegalities and preſſures, upon the ſame; if not leſſe pretences, by thoſe who charge him 
wich them; but when he hath by his acknowledgements, by his ample ſatisfactions, by 
the ſubmitting the offenders to puniſhment, how great or neere ſoever to him, and by his 
many and ſolemne proteſtations, given ſecurity to his people, that they ſhall never ſuffer the 
like under him: and when they on the other fide as good as profeſſe to the people, that they 
thinke themſelves obliged to maintaine ( and conſequently are likely to continue) what they 
have done, becauſe they have done it, and that their actions ſhall not be retraced, leſt ſome 
reflection or diſhonvur fall upon both Houſes, and left they may ſeeme to pronounce a ſen- 
rence of injuſtice and raſnneſſe againſt chemſelves; this being one of the reaſons given by 
them, why they cannot readmit the Members they have expelled, And his M ajeſty is confi- 
dent, that his people, when they ſhall conſider both his Miniſters actions and theirs, and aſ- 
ter compare his ingenuity with their principles, will eaſily conceive under whoſe govern- 
ment they are molt likely to returne to the known rule of the Law, and to find that eaſe, and 
to be continued in thoſe rights, in and to which they were borne, and of che exorbitance of 
whoſe power they have moſſ reaſon to have any feares and jealouſies, and againſt whom they 
have moſt reaſon to deſire to be ſecured that they ſhall enjoy their rights. 

Nor doe they with more colour oppaſe his Majeſties limitations and conditions then they 
defend their owne. They object againſt his Majeſties demand or limitation of being ſatisfied 
in his firſt propoſition, That if his Ships, Forts, &c. were to be delivered before disbanding, 
it muſt after be left to the pleaſure of the Papiſts, and othet evill counſellours about his Ma- 
jeſty, whether they would disband or not. But his Majeſtie replies, That he made not his 
limitation in theſe termes, As ſoon as his firſt Propoſition ſhould be wholly granted to him, 
But as ſoon as he ſhould be ſatisfied in his firſt Propofition ; which left roome enough upon 
debate to have agreed either upon the time of delivery, or upon ſufficient caution, that after 
the delivery the disbanding ſhould una voidably follow. Nor can his Majeſty looke upon 
this objection otherwiſe then as a jeſt, ſince if after the performance of part of the conditi- 
ons he had refuſed to performe the reſt, he is perſwaded that fo open a breach of faith would 
have given then a farre greater ſtrength then they had parted with in the Ships and Forts, 
and have rayſed againſt him a farre greater Army then he ſhould have refuſed to disband. 
They object againſt his Demand of the reſtitution of Members, that in his Demand no di- 
ſtinction is made of Perſons, or Offences, when the reaſon thereof is, that really no diſtin- 
Rioncan be made, they being all equally innocent, and all equally injuriouſly expelled, not 
only fot committing no crime, but for that duty and loyalty which deſerves boch approbati- 
on and reward. And if they could make any diſtinction in this point, or any objection in 
any other, which might poſſibly have ſatisfied his —_— why did they not continue the 
Treaty, and there offer it to, and debate it wich his Majeſty, rather then break off the Trea- 
ty without giving any Anſwer to any part of his Majeſties Meſſage, and to turne themſelves 
wholly to the People, from whom no returne could poſſibly be made, that might be in order 
to peace? They object againſt the Reaſon of this Demand; (That theſe Members have 
been expelled only for adhering to his Majeſty ) That the ſame Reafon may be uſed for the 
Judges who adhered to Him, by furniſhing him with great ſummes by illegall Judgements 
about Ship- money and Monopolies; and that he may aſwell require the Houſes to reveale 
the Impeachments and proceedings againft them. To which His Majeſtic replies, That by 
never having appear i at all in the fayour, excuſe or extenuation of the fault of thoſe Judges 
{ who are to anſwer for any unjuft judgement, in all which his Majeſty left them wholly to 
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their covſciences, and whenſvever they offended againſt that, they wrong d his Va jeſty no 
lefſe then his people) and by his being yer ſo of theſe Lords and Gentlemen, it may 
appear that his Ma jeſty conceives, that thoſe only adhere to him who adhere to him according 
to Law. And whether the remaining part of the Houſes be not more apt to tepeale their own 
Impeachments and proceedings againſt thoſe Judges (if they conceive they may be made of 
uſe,and brought to adhere to hem) then his Majelty is to require they ſhould,may appeare by 
their requiring in their fourteen Propoſitions, that Sir Jab Bramfton(impeache by chemſelvcs 
of ſo great miſde meanours ) may be made Chiefe Juſtice ; and by their freeing and return» 
ing Juſtice Bark/ey ( accuſed by themſelves of high creaſon ) to ſit upon the Bench, rather 
then free and imploy Juſtice Malet, who was not legally committed at firſt, but fetcht from 
the Bench to Priſon by a Troop of horſe, and who after ſo many moneths impriſonment 
rema ines not only unimpeacht, but wholly without any knowledge of what crime hee is 
ſuſpected. | 
They next object againſt the per ſons in whoſe behalfe the Demand is made. And to this his 
Majelty replies. That to ſhew how far He was from having rayſed this Army, or from intend- 
ing to imploy it to deſtroy this Parliament,or the Act for the continuance thereohas is fallely 
and maliciouſly charged upon Him: To avoid the Obje & ion made againſt him, as if he on- 
ly pretended to deſire to rule by Law, but would ceally be the only Judge of Law Him- 
ſelfe, and deny all judgement to both Houſes : To ſhow how willing hee was that both 
Houſes ſhould be the Judges of what belong d to them to judge, whenſoever they might be 
in that full and free condition in which it belong d to them to be; and to avoid the Deſtru- 
ction of che Kingdome, which would be occaſioned by che delay of disbanding, if that 
were not ended before all the preſenc Differences, his Majeſty propoſed this way of a full 
and free meeting in Parliament, and to referre thoſe many differences between him and the 
remaining part of both Houſes ( on which he might with juſtice have inſiſted, and which 
in themſelves were neceſſary to be ſetled) till they might be ſetled in chat meeting, and inſi- 
ſted for che preſent only upon that which was neceſſary for the ſetling of ſuch a meeting. 
And in ſuch a Convention, if the perſons now in queſtion ſhould upon debate have appea- 
red guilty of ſuch crimes, wherewith this Declaration charges them, as to have deſerted the 
houſe (hen intolerable tumults, and unjuſtifiable Votes drove them from it) to have diſo- 
beyetd and contemned the authority of the Houſe, ( for not having ſubmitting their Allea- 
giance to that authority) to have neglected the truſt repoſed in them ( for ſtaying no longer 
where they could not with freedome diſcharge it ) and to have by praRiſes and hoſtility en- 
deavoured to deſtroy both Parliament and People, (for having aflifted his Majeſty, and de- 
fended his perſon aga inſt an Army rayſed and fighting againſt him) his Majeſty would 
have been very well contented if the Houſes ſhould then judge fo, that they ſhould have 
been finally expelled, and that the people might injoy their intereſt and freedome of choice 
and election, when it ſhould have been jultly devolved to them. But by their declining of 
this courſe it is evident that they well know, in ſuch a full and free meeting, who would ap- 
peare by moſt voytes to be the innocent, and who the guilty, who the deſerters, and who 
the drivers, and that then and there they would as little be able to juſtific their owne votes, 
as to condemne theſe perſons : and therefore having by force got ſole poſſeſſion of the place 
are wiſely reſolved to admit none to judge there of what is Law, but only ſuch of the major 
part of whoſe judęements they ate ſecure, as having been made inſtruments to violate it. 
To his Majeſties demand of ſecurity from ſuch tumults as formerly awed the Houſes, they 
only anſwer; Thar what is ſaid of awing the Members is a high and dangerous aſperſion 
raiſed without doubt to invalide the Ads and proecedings of Parliament, but tothe known 
particulars urged byhis Ma jeſty they are wholly filent ; and neither deny ſuch tumultuous 
a ſſemblies to have been, nor the Lords to have twice in vaine complained of them, and deſi- 
red the Houſe of Commons to joyne with them in a Declaration againſt them; nor can 
they deny but the Lords added this Reaſon, Left ſuch Aſſemblies might bee 2 from 
the good «At: made, and to bee made in this Parliament all which Acts nevertheleſſe that 
Houſe undoubtedly did not intend to invalide, either by that defice, or by that reaſon, Nor 
can any man, that hath ſeen what proteſtations his Majeſty hath taken, (all which hee doth 
now againe renew ) for maintaining of the Laws conſented to by his Majeſtic this Parlia- 
ment, but ſufficiently free his Majeſty from the aſperſion of having rais'd this to invalide 
thoſe, But if they meane, by their proceedings, the Votes, Orders, Ordinances and Decla- 
rations, wherewith they have almoſt daily oppreſt his ſabjess and defamed his Majeſty 
ſince thoſe tumults; if they meane the countertance they have given by pet ſonall contribu- 


tions,

tions, by oaths, by Commiſſions of Generalſhip, and the like, to the preſent rebellion 
raiſed againſt Him: Hee then confeſſeth, not that Hee rais'd this aſperſion, but that hee 
declared this truth, as an argument of the more evident invalidity of their preſent proceed- 
ings, which thoſe tumults, (and apprehenſions of the like, and of an Army now in the 
City to boot) rather then the inclination of both Houſes, may appeare to have pro- 
duced, And this appeares to bee no leſſe then Opinion too, by their being ſo infinite - 
ly unwilling to ſuffer the Members to meet in ſo ſecute a manner, that they may 
bee hindred by no awe from declaring to all the world, whether they were awed 
before or no; and thence che world may judge of theſe mens averſion from all a- 
greement, when in order to fo bleſſed a thing as Peace, they refuſe ſo juſt a demand 
as ſecuritie. 

They next object againſt adjourning twenty miles from Londen, and in the firſt place 
they object againſt ir, That in making that a condition of disbanding to which by Law they 
are not bound to conſent, His Majeſty requires a. new Law by Armes; in which they are 
wholly deceived, for his Majeſty never made it a condition ; to have ſecurity for Himſelfe 
and both Houſes from tumults ( which they cannot deny to have beene, and againſt which 
notwithſtanding they doe not offer any other kind of ſecurity ) his Majeſty did demand as a 
condition, ( and ſecurity is undoubtedly his Majeſties due by Law ) but the adjournment 
was onely expreſs d as that which his Majeſty only conceived to be the onely ſecurity ; not 
but if they could find a bettet or by another way, his Majeſty would as readily approve of 
it. But his Majeſty appeals to the world, whether his Majeſty ought to have done leſſe for 
his ſafety and that of the Members, and the freedome of their Votes, then ro demand ſecuri- 

againſt Tumults: whether he could doe more for Peace, then to bee ready to actept any 
ufficient ſecurity that they ſhould offer, and withall to bee induſtrious to finde out a fit 
meanes for that ſecurity himſelfe, and to propoſe it in ſo large a manner to them, as to leave 
them to chooſe their owne place out of all the reſt of England; and whether on the other 
ſide, they could doe leſſe toward either, then not to grant the ſecurity, when they cannot de- 
ny the danger, and not only not to ſecke after, and offer any one way that might ſecure, but 
ſo abſolutely to refuſe that reaſonable way of ſecurity which is offered to them; whether the 
inconvenience of removing Records twenty miles, ought to be in any ballance with the mi- 
ſeries of a Warre; whether the avoiding of this (but tacite) confeſſion of that truth, 
(which they call a ſcandall, but can never prove one) that his Majeſty was forced for His 
ſafety to wichdraw from his Parliament, ( of which the Army raiſed without his conſent, to 
bring in triumph to the Houſes, Perſons accuſed of high treaſon by Him, were alone a ſuffi- 
tient teſtimony ) and that the members were awed (hen their names were ſometimes de- 
manded, and ſometimes poſted, their perſons laid hands on, and the tumultuous multitude 
neither puniſnt nor diſcountenanc'd ſo much as by a Declaracion ; ) whether the feare leſt 
Tondon (in which and by a part of which all this was done) ſhould ſeeme to ſuffer under a 
Charge: And laſtly, whether the Doubt leſt in any place out of London his Majeſty ſhould 
againe come to the Houſe of Commons with arined men, (upon what apparance of Right, 
after what orders againſt his knowne Right, and with how little either intention, offer, or 
colour of violence He came thither having beene ſhewed before,) can appeare a ſufficient 
reaſon for their reſclution againſt ſuch an adjournment, in order to the publike peace : And 
whether, although there were no neceſſity of it but his Majeflies defire, who out of com- 
pliance with them hath put the abſolute power out of his owne hands, not only of adjourti- 
ing the Parliament Whither, but of diſſolving it When he pleaſed ) it might not ſeeme no 
unreaſonable requeſt after fo large a Grant. 


Their third part is to prove his Majeſties averſion to Peace by ſeverall circumſtances. © 


The firſt is his having denied to receive their petitions, which his Majeſty never did, for if 
they meane (which was all he ever did towards any refuſall) his refuſing to receive any 
from or by any perſon accuſed of high treaſon by him, (when they had other and more 
direct wayes of ſending to him, as they had then by the Earle of E ex, if they had not gone 
out of their way, out of deſire to have it refuſed.) They may as well ſay, Hee hath refuſed 
all that have ever ſince come to him from them, for hee continued alwayes to make that ex- 
ception : and if their hope of preſent and totall victory, had not made them inſiſt upon that 
before Edgehull, which they quitted after, the Petition, offered to have beene ſent from my 
Lord of Eſſex from the head of his Army, had beene then received roo by any other 
kinde of hand; though if his Majeſty were rightly informed of the contents of that 


Petition, neither their offer of ſuch a Petition could ſhow any inclination to Peace 
In 
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in them, nor could his abſolute refuſall have ſhowed any averſion to ir iti His 
Majeſtic, | 


The ſecond is, That their Committee muſt not, without a ſpeciall ſaſe Conduct and pro- 
tection from Him, have acceſſe to Him, a Liberty incident to them not only as Members of 
the Parliament, and employed by both Houſes, but as they were freeborne SubjeAs. To this 
His Majeſtie replies, That He never denied their Committee to have acceſſe ro Him with- 
out a ſafe Conduct; nor dil Hee ever ſo much as mention any to them. The firft motion 
concerning a ſafe Conduct, was in a Letter from the Lord Grey of #arks, Speaker pro tem- 
pore, of the Lords Houſe, to either of his Ma jeſties Secretaries, dated the third of November, 
1642. deſiring one for that Committee, which after attended his Majelty at Colebrooke ; 
and the ſame was againe deſired for the Committee appointed to Treat at Oxford. by a Letter 
from the Earle of Mancheſter, Speaker of th: ſame Houſe, to the Lord Fauibland dated 
the 28. of February, And muſt it not ſeeme ſtrange to all the World, that his Majeſties 
granting of that which both Houſes in order to the Treaty ask'd of Him, ſhould bee after 
charged upon Him as a provocation laid in the way to interrupt or breake off the Treaty? 
And fince undoubtedly (and that reaſonably ) it would have beene interpreted averſion in 
his Majeſty from Peace, if Hee had denied this when it was askt ; His condition was very 
hard, when, it ſeemes, Hee could not either way have avoided this imputation, whether Hee 
had denied or granted it. But his Majeſty deſires His Subjects to conſider the great diffe- 
ience betweene what his Majeſtic hath cauſe to complaine of, and what they doe. Mr. A- 
lexander Hampden employed by his Majeſty with an Olive branch, a Meſſage for Peace di- 
reed to both Houles, incloſed in a Letter co the Speaker of the Lords Houſe, having his 
Majeſtics Paſſe. teſtifying that hee was ſo employed, having delivered this Meſſage to the 
Lords Houſe, and that Houſe having received it as a gracious Meſſage, is committed by the 
houſe of Commons ( notwithſtanding the liberty of acceſſe ſaid to bee incident to all free- 
borne Subjects) for not having a ſafe Conduct from their Genetall, upon pretence of an 
Order of that Houſe but lately made, and never paſt the Lords, nor publiſht by themſelves; 
and notwithſtanding that che Lords at a Conference deſired the Meſſengers releaſe, upon the 
aforeſaid reaſons, and that hee was ſent to them, and that their one Meſſengers had divers 
times of late gone to Oxford in the ſame manner, and none of his Majeſties had come other- 
wiſe, yet the only anſwer returned was, T hat they would ſtand to their owne order. Upon 
which his Majeſty cannot but obſerve, Firſt, that how great Authority ſoever both Houſes 
expect to have with his Majeſly, yet one Houſe hath but a little wich the other. Secondly, 
That the priviledge of that Houſe is as little conſidered as their incerceſſion, fince undoub- 
tedly, if the Lords (who in many caſes have power to commit, which the Houſe of Com- 
mons hath net over more then their owne Members, in any caſe but of breach of priviledge) 
had committed a Meſſenger ſent to the houſe of Commons ( eſpecially from any ro whole 
Meſſengers they paid holte that reſpect which they owe to his Majeſties) upon an Order 
only of their owne Houſe, and having committed him without their Conſents, ſhould not 
releaſe him at their deſire, it would have beene lookt upon by them as no leſſe a breach of 
Priviledge, then His Majeſties comming to their houſe. Thirdly, That by this His Ma- 
jeſty hopes that the violent party doth now ſce better times are not faric off, ſince 


Hee is told by this very Declaration, That evill Spirits doe then rage moſt, when they thinks 


they muſs be caſt out. 


The grounds of their Third and Fourth ( for ſuch as have beene taken notice of by the by, 
and replied to before, need not to bee repeated) are theſe. During the Treaty two Precla- 
mations iſſued at Oxford againſt Aſſociations, and railing of Forces and Taxes by vertue 
of Ordinances, in which his Majeſty charges a Traiterous and rebellious Army of Brow- 
niſts, Anabaptiſts, and Atheiſts ( but not both Houſes, as, for want of being charged, chey 
charge themſelves) to endeavour to take away His Life, and the Religion and Lawes of 
the Kingdome. And ſome Letters were intercepted, by which, they ſay, it probably ap- 
peares to them, that his Majeſty had then deſignes upon Keflingwerth, Scarborough, and 
Briſtol. But His Majeſty thinkes it range that it ſhould bee expected, That this Treaty 
ſhould have ſo much influence on one ſide, and fo little on the other, that during the Treas 
ty, taxes may bee illegally laid and levied, and His Majeſty may not legally forbid them; 
That Souldiers of the Earle of Eſſex his Armie daily raile againſt Epiſcopacy, breake 
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into Churches, pull downe Organs and* Momiments , teare Surplices and Common- 
Prayer Bookes, and His MajeRy may not call thein Brownilts ; That that Army may goe 
on daily during the Treaty in overt Acts of Rebellion and Treafon, and it muſt bee an in- 
cerruption of the Treaty in His Majeſty to call them Rebells and Traitours; That Hee 
may not ſay they endeayour to rake His Life, who hath ſhot at Him as often as Hee 
hath come within Cannon ſhort of them; And that the Treatie ſhould not oblige them from 
taking any Towne or Caſtle of his Majeſties from Him, and yet his Majeſtie bee obli- 
ged by it, neither to regaine any of His Townes, or receive any of His owne Caſtles ; 
That Sir William Waller may really take AMalmibury and Tewxbury, and his Majeſty muſt 
not ſo much as thinke of Scarborough or Briſtol; upon which City as his Majeſty doth 
avow to have had a Deſigne to recover it from the Rebels, ſo Hee abſolutely denies 
it to have beene either bloody or barbarous, Epithites which they are pleaſed to give it, 
but for what reaſon hee cannot imagine, his Majeſty abhorring all thought of What is 
printed at London, That ic was intended Man, Woman, and Childe, ſhould have been 
all killed in that Towne, that had not ſuch a Word, or wore not ſuch a Ribband : 
"Though ſome word or marke might well bee agreed on, not with intention to Kill all 
chat had it not, but that more particular care might bee taken of their protection that 
had it, not onely from all danger, but from all diſteſpect. But the execution upon cold 
blood of ſome of the principall Citizens of that City for their loyalty to his Majeſty 
upon a ſingle Order,” without the leaſt colour of any legall proceedings, will appeate 
to all men moſt barbarous and bloody, and ſuch a murther as his Majeſty muſt not 
leave unrevenged , nor can His Subjects looke upon otherwiſe, then as purpoſely 
now committed to make peace yet more impoſſible, and as an earneſt of chat incolerable 
Arbitrarie Government, which they muſt alwayes expect co ſuffer under, if that violent 
party ſhould prevaile.

Since therefore, notwithſtanding theſe frivolous objections, his Majeſties Deſire of 
Peace ( by his earneſtneſſe for it both before, and during, and after the Treaty) doth ſo 
full appeare; and ſince their inclination to the contrary (by their moſt earneſt and utmoſt 
endeavours to hinder both the beginning, continuance, and renewing of the Treaty) is no 
leſſe evident; fince in the Treaty his Majefties maine aime was the immediate disbanding 
of the Armies, and that differences might bee debated in a full and free Convention in 
Parliament, and that to that end the Parliament might be reſtored to the naturall and ge- 
nuine Condition, and ell things only reſtored into that flate wherein they were when the 
Houſes were full and free; tince his Majeſly askt nothing that they could deny to 
bee due to Him by Law, and his Majeſtic denied nothing that themſelves could claime 
by Law to belong to them, nor any one thing of that publicke neceſſitie or value as de- 
ſeryes the ſhedding of one drop of that Sea of blood which will bee ſpent in this unna- 
turall Quarrell ; ſince his Majeſty made the laſt moſt reaſonable Propoſition , and they 
will never ſuffer it to bee granted nor debated, and three Meſſages of his Majeſties cannot 
obtaine one Anſwer, his Majeſty hopes that the ſcales will now fall from the eyes of 
His moſt blindly ſeduced Subjects, and they will now bee able to diſcerne both their 
Duty, and their Intereſt by fo cleare a Light; that it will bee no longer in the power 
of this violent party, to ingage them to bee Wicked that they may bee miſerable, and 
by oppoſing Juſtice to deſtroy Peace, And his Majelty doth moſt earneſtly conjure 
thoſe, whoſe fault hath hitherto proceeded rather from want of heat, then want of light, 
who out of too much care of their private ſafety have beene either lookers on, or have at 
once diſlik d and countenanc'd theſe Courſes, that they at laſt rouſe up their Courage to 
rake part with their Conſcience, and feare to bee damned more then to bee Plundred, and 
conſider that if they will deſert and oppoſe that party whom their Tameneſſe only makes 
_ conſiderable, and unite themſelves with but halfe that Induſtry to defend his Majefty, and 
the Religion and Law eſtabliſh*d, which the others uſe to deſtroy them all, they may 
avoid the One, and bee in no danger of the Other, their numbers being ſuch, that if they 
once but knew one another, by meerely joyning to appeare to thinke as they doe, they 
might ſpeedily end this (truly ſtyled by them) the worſt kinde of Warre, both as it is 
of Engliſh againſt Engliſh, and of Subjects againſt their Prince. But if they ſhall Rill 
ſuffer theinſelves to bee carried away with the Streame, they will by that ſuffer the Power 
of the violent Party totake ſo deepe a roote (by being ſeized of all the Armes, Ships, and 
ſtrong 
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ſtrong places of the Kingdome) that if they ſhould happen to prevaile in this Warre againſt 
His Hlgete. they will ( in deſpight not only of them; but of their preſent Rulers, if 
ſhould bee willing to divert them) extirpate the Law Root and Branch, alter the whole 
frame of Government, introduce Democracy, Independance and Parity, and leave neither 
King, Ghurch nor Gentleman: and ( befides that they will then appeare to themſelves 
guilry of this intollerable innovation, which they haye not timely enough ſed) this 
Party will then forget that they did not oppoſe them at all, and remember that they did 
aſſiſt them but a little, will diftinguiſh berweene thoſe who aſſiſted them out of zeale and 
out of feate, and who are now called moderate, they will then call Malignant, and 
the Inequality, Injuſtice and Oppreſſion then they will then indure, will too late diſ- 
cover to them to their Coſts, That they have undone themſelves with too 
much Diſcretion, and obtain'd nothing by their unjuſtifiable 
cautious Compliance but to bee 
/ deſtroyedlaft,

An Act for the ſuppreſſion of divers Innovations in Churches and / 
Chappels, in and about the wang of God, and for the due obſerving of the Lords Day» 


and the better advancment of the Preaching of Gods holy Word in all parts of chis 
Kingdom. 


HERE AS divers Innovations, in and about the Mozſchip of God have 
been lately deviſed and p2actiſed in ſe verall Churches and Chappells with- 
in this Realm, and Dominion of Wales, without warrant ol Law, to the 
great gre vet ance and diſcontent of His Paieſties loving Subjects: And whereas the 
Loꝛds dap hath been much pꝛolaned, by uſing of Spozts and Paſtimes upon the ſame 
day; and the Pꝛeaching of Gods holy Moꝛd hath been by the undue pꝛadiſes of divers 
Biſhops and their adherents much hindzed and reſtrained, Lecturers ſupp2efſed, and 
many godly and learned Pzeaching Miniſters much diſcouraged and opp2eſſed, to the 
great diſpleaſure of Almighty God, and ſcandall of this Church. Foz remedy whereof. . 
Be it Enacted and declared by The K IN GS Moſt Exellent Majeſty, and the Lozds 
and Commons in this pzeſent Parliament aſſembled,and by authozity of the ſame, That 
fn all, and every the Churches and Chappels, as well Cathedꝛall and Collegiate, as o⸗ 
ther Churches and Chappels, and other uſuall places of publique P2ayer authoziſed by 
Law within this Realme of England and Dominion of Wales, All Alters ana Tables 
of ſtone .ſhall befoze the firſt day of April in the yeare of our Lozd God 643. be utterly 
taken away. And alſo all Communion Tables removed from the Eaſt end of every ſuch 
Church and Chaypell,.oz place of publique ꝛayer, and Chancell of the ſame, and ſhall 
be placed in ſome other fit and convenient place o2 places of the Body of the ſaid Church, 
Chappell; oz other ſuch place of publique P2aper;oz of the Body of the Chancell ot every 
ſuch Church,Chappell, 02 other ſuch place of publique Pꝛayer. And that all Rails what 
foever, which have been ereced neer to befoze, oꝛ about any Altar oz Communion Table, 
in any of the ſaid Churches oꝛ Chappels oꝛ other {ach place of publique P2ayer,: as afoze- 
ſafd, ſhall befoze the ſaid day be likewiſe taken away, And the Chancell ground of every 
ſuch Church oꝛ Chappell, oz other place of publique Pzayer, which hath been within 
Twenty peers laſt paſt, raiſed foz any Alter oꝛ Communion Table to ſtand upon, ſhall 
befoze the laid day be laid downe and le velled, as the ſame was befoze the ſaid Twenty 
peers laſt paſt, And that all Tapers, Candle ſticks and Baſins, ſhall befoze the ſaid day 
be removed and taken away from the Communion Table, in every ſuch Church, Chap- 
pell, 02 other place of publique Pꝛayer, and neither the ſame noꝛ any ſuch like, Mall bee 
uſed about the ſame at any time after the ſaid day, And That all Cruſifixes, Croſſes, 
and all Images and Pictures of any one oz moze petſons ot the Trinity oz of the Uir⸗ 
gin Mary, and all other Images and Pictures cf Saints, 02 Superſtitions Inſcripti⸗ 
ons, fn, 02 upon all and every the ſaid Churches 02 Chappels. oz other places of publique 
P2aper, Churche-yards or other places, to any the ſaid Churches 02 Chappels, 02 other 
place of publique P3ayer belonging, ſhall befoze the ſaid firſt day of April be taken away 
03 defaced, and none of the like hereafter permitted in any ſuch Church oz Chappell, oz Z 
other place, as afozeſatd, | 
And be it Enacted, That all and every ſach removall of the ſaid Alters, Tables of 
Stone, Communion Tables, Tapers, Candleſticks and 1Gaſins, Cruſifixes, Croſſes, 
Images and Pictures as afozeſatd, taking awap of the ſaid Rails, levelling of the ſaid 
grounds, ſhall be done and perfozmed, and the Malls, Windows, G2ounds; and other 
places, which ſhall beebzoken, impaired oz altered by any the meanes afozeſaid 
ſhall be made up and repaired in good and ſufficient manner, in all and every of the ſatd 
Pariſh Churches 03-Chappels. oz uſuall places of publique Pzayer belonging to any 
Parifh, by the Church-warden oꝛ Church-wardens of every ſuch Pariſh foz the time be- 
ing reſpectively. And in euery Cathedzall oz Collegiate Church 02 Chappell, by the 
Dean 02 Sub-dean, 02 other cheife Officer of every ſuch Church oꝛ Chappell foz the time 
being, And in the Univerſities by the ſeverall Heads and Go vernours of every Colledge 
02 all reſpectively, And in the ſeverall Inns of Court by the Benchers and Readers 
of every ol the ſame reſpectively; at the coſts and charges of all and every ſuch perſon oꝛ 
perſons, Bodies Poltticke oꝛ Cozppoꝛall oz Pariſhoners of every Pariſh reſpectively , 
to whom the charge of the repaire of any ſuch Church. Chappell, Chancell, oz Loren 
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HAP. . , vitxe Pꝛaper, os other part of ſuch Church oz Chappell, 02 place of publke Paper 


doth oz ſhall belong. And in caſe detauli be made in any of the pꝛemiſes, by any the per. 
ſon oz perſons thereunto appointed by this A, from, and after the ſaid firſt day of April, 
which ſhall be in the peer of our Lo2d God 1643. Tha then every {ach perſon 9} perſons 
ſo making default, fo; every ſuch ticglec oz dekault, by the ſpace of Twenty dapes, 
fozfeit and looſe Foꝛty ſhillings, to the uſe ol the poo ofthe ſaid Pariſh wherin fuch de⸗ 
fault ſhallbe made; oz it it be out ot any Parilh, then to the uſe of the pooz of ſuch Pa⸗ 
riſh whole Church is oꝛ ſhall be neereſt to the Church 02 Chappell 02 other place of pub- 
ne Pꝛaytt where ſuch default wall be made. And if default wall be made after the rt 
of Seotember which all be in the tald peer 1643. Then any two Juttttes ol tye peace of 
the County, City, oꝛ Towne, where ſuch defanlt thall be made, upon Ynfo2mation there- 
ot to them to be given; hall cauſe o2 p2zocure the pꝛemiſes to he perloꝛmed at oz ding to

o2 place of publicke p2ayer as atoꝛeſaſd, ſet up 02 graven onely foz a Mommnnent of any 
King, Pꝛince 02 Noble-man, oz ofher dead perſon, which hath not been commonly repu⸗ 
ted 62 taken foz a Saint, but that allſuch Pictures, Images, and coats of Armes, map 
ſtand and contfiue in le manner and koꝛme, as if this Act had never been had noz made:

Ind be it further Enacted and detlared by the Authozity afozeſaid Chat in all and e very 
the lad Churches and Chappels, and other places of publicke pꝛay er as atoꝛeſaid, al coz- 
pozall bowing towards the Talt end of any ſuch C hurth Thappeli, or place ot prayer, or 
Chant ell ok the ſame, or towards the Communion Table be forborne, and not uſed 
by any perſon or perſons whatſoever. And lfkewiſe that all corporall bowing 
at the pꝛondunting oz ultering of the Pame oz wow JESUS, which tome have 
pzactiſed under pzetence of Canons void in Law, Wall be fozboꝛn. 

And to the intent that the Ioꝛds day (the pꝛotanation whereof hath been, and will be 
the undoud ted meanes to dzaw downe Gods heavy Judgements upon us) be from hente⸗ 
fo2th duely obferved and ſancified by all and every perſon and perſons whatſoever; Be 
it Enacted by the Authozity afozeſatd, That every er of Gods wo2d, which hath 
od ſhall have any Bonifice with cure of Soules, upon every Loꝛds bay in the Foze- 
ndone Pzeach oꝛ expound the Srripture to his Congregation, oꝛ ſhall cauſe oz pꝛoture 
one other good and able Dxthodox Yintlter; lawfully authoꝛiſed, to Pzeach 02 expoimd 
the Scripture to the ſaid Congregatton, And that the Pzeaching of Gods holy wo2d by 
the Piniſters thereuntooꝛdained, be permiftevin the Afternoons of the ſame day, in all 
and every ſach Church and Chappell, and other uſuall places of publike Pꝛayer as afoze- 
ſafd, and that all Pzeaching Piniſters of Gods Moꝛd be encourraged therermto. And 
that upon every Loꝛos dap, all Dancings, Games, Spoꝛts and paltimes,and all Wakes, 
Revils, Charch-Ales, and other ſuch like meetings, be fozchozne by all perſons whatſo⸗ 
ever. And all Conftables and Churchwardens within their ſeverall M imits, ſhall take 
care.fo2 the due execution of this Law, And if any ſhalloffend in any the premiſes laſtly 
mentioned, touching the better obſervance ofthe Loꝛds day, oz any ſuch Officer oꝛ Ot. 
ſicers neglea his oꝛ their duty in that behalfe, then every ſach perſon oꝛ perfons, Officer 
o2 Officers, fo2 every fuch offence ſhall toꝛteit Five Shillmgs, to the uſe of the poo? of 
the Pariſh where ſuch offence ſhall be commttted, | 

And be tt ti her Enacted and vecliredby the anthozity afo2eſafd, That fo2 the better 
advancement of the pꝛeaching of Gods holy Wozd, being the moſt powerfull meanes of 
mans Salvation and fo2 the better entouragement of godly and painfull Piniffers and 
Pꝛeachers of the ſame in the due perfoymnance thereof, It ſhall and may be lawfyll foz 
the Pariſhoners of every Pariſh oz Chappelrie within this Kingvome of England oz 

dominion of Wales, oz fo2 aay perſon oz perſons whatfoever to ſet up aLecure,+ to main · 
taine one 62 moze Dxthodox Pinilter or Dintfters, lawfully authoꝛiſed in that behalfe,to 
pzrach on every Loꝛds day in any ſach Church. Thappel. oꝛ other uſeall place ofpnblicke 
pzaver, as aforeſaid. at anp time of the ſafd dap, when no other pꝛeaching is 03 ſhall be, and 
to pꝛeach upon one oꝛ moze day oz dayes in every Weeke in any luch place as afozefard, 
where no other Lecture oꝛ pꝛeaching is 02 ſhail be at the fame time. And if any perſon, 
oz perſons {hall oppoſe oz hinder the famie, Then every ſuch perſon fo „ 
it 
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kozfeit oz every tuch offence Fourty ſhillings to the ute of the pooz of the Pariſh

And be it further Enacted That all offences againſt this p2efent Act. wall oz may 


be enquired of, heard and determined befoze His Pajeffies Juſtices of the Aize,Oycc 
and Terminer.0z Goale delivery, oz befoze the Juſtires ol Peace ol ani County City, 
Towne cozpozate, where any ſuch offence ſhall be committed, at their GeneralNaar- 
ter Seſſions of the Peace, by Jndicment, Jnfo2matfon, oz otherwiſe as the caſe ſhall 
require, wherein no Wager of Law, ECgoyne. P2otection, oz Injunction, mali be ad- 
mitted oz allowed. 

And be it further Cnaced by the autho2ity afozeſatd, That ſoure thꝛee, two, oz one 
ſubſtantiall Jnhabitant oz Jnhabitants of every pariſh, 02 Chappellrie within this Realm 
oz Dominion of Wales (having reſpec to the pꝛopoꝛtion oꝛ grratneſſe of the ſaid pariſh 
and pariſhes 93 Chappelirte, ſhall be nominated and choſen yeerly on the Munday 03 
Tueldap in Eatier Weeke, by the partſhoners of every ſuch pariſh c2 Chappellrie, which 
are 02 ſhall be rateable to the repatre of any ſuch Church 02 Chappell. by, oz accozding 
to this Ac, 02 the greater part of ſuch of them as ſhall be then agemvled in the laid 
Church oꝛ Chappell, to be Church warden 02 Church wardens of every ſach pariſh 02 
Chappelrie where any Church-warden oz Church-wardens have, oz hath been fozmerly 
uled to be nominated oꝛ choſen. And that the Church warden oꝛ Church-wardens of 
every ſuch pariſh oz Chappelrie, together with the O verſeers of the pooz of the ſame pa- 
riſh oz Chappelrie o2 the greater part of them, upon publique notice thercol firſt to bee 
given in the ſaid Church 02 Chappell by, and with the conſent of two oz moze Juſtices 
of the Peace of the ſame County, City oꝛ Towne Cozporate dwelling in, oz neer the 
ſafd pariſh 02 Chappelrie.ſhall from time to time make Rates and Aſefſements by Tar- 
ation of every Parſon. Uicar, Jnhabitanf, oꝛ other perfon whatſoever, dwelling oz re- 
ſiding within ſuch partſh oꝛ Chappelrie, and of every occupier of Lands, Houſes, Tythes 
Impꝛopꝛiate, oz Impꝛopꝛiation of Tythes,. Coal-mines, 02 ſaleable under-woods, oz 
other Yereditaments-within the ſaid pariſh 02 Chappelrie, in ſuch competent ſumme and 
ſummes ol mon as they ſhall thinke fit.foz and towards the reparation o2 maintenance 
of every luch pariſh Church 62 Chappell reſpectively, and pꝛobiding of Books fo2 the 
ſald Church oꝛ Chappell, and of Bꝛead and Wine to be uſed at the Adiminiftration of the 
Sacrament there, and fo2 doing and perfozming all and every ſuch thing oꝛ things as by 
this Act is, and are appointed to be done, at the charge of ſuch pariſh 02 Chappelrie, as 
alſo faz ihe doing and executing of all and every matter, which to the Office, place, oz 
duty ot a Church-warden ſhall appertaine to be done, which (aid Church-warden oz

Juſtice oꝛ Juſtices of the Peace, ſhall have the ſame authozity by vertue of this Ac with- 
in the ſeverall Limmits and P2ecins of their Juriſdictions, as well out of Scſſions as 
at their Seſſions, if they hold any, as ts herein limitted, pꝛeſcribed, and appointed to 
Juſtices of the rate of the County, 02 any two oz moze of them o2 fo the Juſtices 
ofthe Peace in their Nuarter Selſtons, to doe and execute fo all the uſes and purpoſes 
in this Ac p2eſcribed,and no other Juſtice 0z Juſtices of Peace to intermeddle there; gnv 
that every Alderman of the City of London within his ward, ſhall and may: doe and ex-

And be it alſo &nacted, That if it ſhall happen that any Pariſh to extend tt !ſ?Ife into 
mo2e Counties then one, oz part thereof to ly within the Liberties of any C itp, 
Zowne oꝛ place co2pozate, and part without. That then as well the Juſtices of the 
Peace of every County, as alſo the Head Officer oz Dfficers, 03 Juſtfces of the peace, 
of ſuch City, Towne, o2 place coꝛpoꝛate, ſhall deale and intermeddle onely in ſo much 
of the ſaid pariſh as lieth within their Liberties, and not any further, and every of them 
reſpectively within their ſeverall Limits, Warvs, and Juriſdictions, to execute the Oz- 
dinances befoze mentioned. concerning the-confirming of the Rates; the giving of 
Warrant foz the leavying of Taxations unpaid ; the committing to Pꝛiſon of ſuch as 
refuſe o2 neglect to pay their rateable parts of the ſatd aſſeſſments, having no ſufficent 
diſtreſſe; the taking account of Church-wardens; and the committing to pꝛiſon of ſuch 
as refuſe to account oꝛ deny to pay the Arrerages due upon their accounts: and pet ne- 
verthelefſe the © hurch-wardens, o2 the moſt part ot them, of the ſaid pariſhes, extend⸗ 
ing into ſuch le verall Limits and Juriſdictions, ſhall without dividing themſelves bue- 
ly execute their Office in all places within their ſaid pariſh, in all things to them belong⸗ 
ing. and ſhall duely exhibite and make one account befoze the Head Officer oꝛ Dfficers, 
02 Juſtices of the peace, of ſuch Towne oz place co2po2ate, and one other befoze the 
ſaid Jftices of the ſaid. County, oz any ſuch two of them as ts afo2eſaio, 

And be it further Enacted, That if any action of trefſpaſſe oꝛ other Suit, ſhall hap- 
pen to be attempted oꝛ bzought againſt any perſon oz perſons, fo taking any diſtreſſe, 
o2 making any Sale, oꝛ any other thing doing by - authoztty of fhis pꝛeſent ac, the De- 
fendant oꝛ Defendants in any ſuch action oz Suit, and all others which in their aide oz 
aſſfſfance, oz by their commands ſhall doe any ad oz thing touching oz concerning the 
premiſes, 0z any of them, oꝛ his oꝛ their Officer oꝛ Dfficers; it ſhall and may be law -

be committed within their ſeberall Limits, by Diſtreſſe and Sale of the Offenders 
Goods, rendering to the parties the over⸗plus, and in detect of ſuch Diſtreſſe, it ſhall 
be lawfull fo2 two ſuch Juſtices of Peace, Pajoz, Alderman, oz head Officers with- 
in their ſeverall Limits, to commit the Dffender to the common Goale of the ſaid 
County, City, Towne, oꝛ place cozpozate reſpedively there to remaine without Bail 
03 Patnprize, untill the laid Foꝛfeiture be ſatisfied and paid.

accept and take, any ather Bene ſice with cure of ſoules, and be-inffituted,and indacted in 
poſleſſion of the ſame. 02 being only-p2eſeuted, oꝛ collated, receive the pzofit, of the ſame 
Benefice. that then and immediately after ſuch poſſeflion had thereof, the firſt Benefice

An act for the Calling an aſſembly of learned 
and godly Divines, to bee conſulted with by 
the Parliament, for the ſetling of the Govern- 
ment and Liturgie of the Church, and for the 
vindicating and clearing of the Doctrine of 
the Church of England from falſe aſperſions 
and interpretations.

Hereas amongſt the infinite bleſſings of Almighty GO D upon this 
Nation none is oz can bemoze deare unto us then the purity of our 
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Religion, and fo2 that as yet many things remaine in the Liturgte, 
Dilctpline, and Government of the Church, which doe neceſſarily 
equire a further and moze perfect Refozmation then as yet hath beene aftained : And 
hereas that hath beene declared and reſolved by the Loꝛds and Commons aſſembled in 
Parliament, that the pꝛeſent Church government by Archbiſhops, Biſhops, their Chan- ; 
cellours, Commillarfes, Deanes; Deanes and Chapters, Arch-Deacons, and other 
Eccleſi aſticall Officers depending upon the Hierarchie. is evill and juſtly offenſive. and 
burthenſome to the Kingdome, a great impediment to Refozmation and growth of Re: 
ligton, and very pꝛejudiciall to the ſtate and government of this Kingdome, and that 
therefoze they are reſolved that the ſame ſhall be taken away. and that ſuch a government 
ſhall be ſetled in the Church, as may be moſt agreeable to Gods holy TU o2d, and moſt 
apt to pzocure and pꝛeſerve the peace ot the Church at home, and happy union with the 
Church of Scotland, and other retoꝛmed Churches abꝛoad, and foz the better effecting 
hereof, and fo2 the vindicating and clearing of the Doctrine of the Charch of England 
from all lalſe calumnies andafperſions.. It is thought fit and neceCary to call an Aſſem- 
bly of learned. godly, and judicious Divines, to c and adviſe of ſurh matters and 
things touching the pꝛemiſes as ſhall be pꝛopoſed unto them by both oz either of the 
Houſes of Parliament, and to give their advice and counſell therein to both oz either of 
the ſaid Houles, when and as often as they ſhall be required. |

yeare of our L.03d God 1642. and after the firſf meeting ſhall from time to time fif and 
be removed from place to place and alſo that the ſaid Aſſembly ſhall be diſſolbed in ſuch 
manner as by both Houſes of Parliament ſhall be directed, and the ſaid perſons, o; ſo 
many of them as ſhal be ſo aſſembled oꝛ ſet, ſhall have power and authozity.and are hereby 
likewiſe enjopned from time to time during this pzeſent Parliament, oz untill farther oz⸗ 
der be taken by both the ſaid Houſes, to conferre and treat among ſt themſelves of ſuch 
matters and things touching and concerning the Liturgie, Diſcipline, and Government 
of the Church of England, o2 the vindicating and clearing of the Doctrine of the ſame 
from all falſe aſperttons and miſconftructfons, as afo2eſaid, as ſhall bee pꝛopoſed unto 
them by both, oz either of the laid Houſes of Parliament; and to deliver their opinions 
and adviſes of, oꝛ touching the matters afozeſaid, as ſhall be moſt agreeable to the Wozv 
of God, to both oz either of the ſaid Houſes from time to time in ſuch manner and ſo2t, as 
by both oz either of the ſaid Houſes of Parliament ſhall be required, 

And be it farther enacted by the authozity afozeſaid, that Willam Twit, Doctoz in 
Divinity ſhall ſit in the Chaire as Poderatoꝛ of the ſaid Aſtembly, and if he happen to 
die 03 be letted by ſickneſſe oz other neceſſary impediment, then ſuch other perſon to bee 
appointed in his place as ſhall be agreed by both the ſaid Houſes of Parliament: And in 
caſe any difference of opinton ſhall happen amongſt the ſaid perſons ſo aſſembled, touch; 
ing any the matters that ſhall be p2opeſed to them as afozeſatd, that then they ſhall repꝛe⸗ 
ſent the ſame, together with the reaſons thereof, to both, oz either of the ſald Houſes, 
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reſpectively, to the endſuch further direction may be given therein, as ſhall be requifite in 


that behalfe. | 
And be it fartherenacted by the Authozity afozeſaid, that fo} the charges and erpenſes of 
ſach perſons and every of them, in attending the laid ſer vice, there ſhall be allowed unto 
every of them that ſhall ſo attend, during the time of their laid attendance, and fo2 ten 
nayesbefoze, and ten dapes aftcr, the ſumme of fonure tillings fo2 every day. at the 
Charges of the Common-wealth, at ſuch time, and in ſuch manner, as by both Houſes 
of Parliament ſhall be appointed. |

Hereas in and by an Ordinance of both Houſes of Parlia- 

ment for the weekely Aſſeſſement s lately made,it is Ordained 

that Three pence in the pound ſball bee allowed for every 

ſumme of money which ſhall bee collected and paid to the Treaſurers 
or Receivers according to the ſaid Ordinance ; Two pence whereof 
ſhall bee allowed to the ColleSors, and the reſidue to ſuch other per- 
ſons as ſhall bee imployed in the ſaid ſervice, according to the diſcre- 
tion of the reſpeciive Committees within their ſeverall diviſions or 
any two of them: It is this day ordered by the Commons aſſembled 
in Parliament, That if any perſon or perſons aſſeſſed or to be aſſeſſed

reigne Enemy, to mokea prey ot the whole Nation: That Ireland is in preſent danger 
to be totally loſt : That the heavy judgements of God, plague, peſtilence, and famine, 
will be the inevitable attendants of this unnaturall contention : And that in a ſhort time, 
there will be ſo generall a habit of uncharitableneſſe and cruelty contracted through 
the whole Kingdome, that even Peace it ſelfe will not reſtore his people to their old 
cemper and ſecurity : His Majeſty cannot but againe call for an Anſwer to that His Gra- 
cious Mefſage,which gives ſo faire a riſe to end theſe unnaturall diſtractions: And His 
Majeſty 1 this with the more earneſtneſſe, becauſe he doubts not the condition of 
His Armies in ſeverall parts, the ſtrength of Horſe, Foot, Artillery, His plenty of Am- 
munition, (when ſome men lately might conceive Hee wanted) is ſo well knowne and 
underftood, that it muſt be confeſt, nothing bur the tenderneſſe and love to His Peopl 
and thoſe Chriſtian impreſſions, which alwayeslive, and He hopes alwayes ſnall diye 
in 
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in His heart, could move Him once more to hazard a refuſall: And He requires them as 
they will anſwer to God, to Himſelfe, and all the World, that they will no lo 
Cuff their fellow Subjects to welter in each others blood, that they would reme 

by whoſe authority, and to what end they met in the Councell; and (end ſuch an An- 
ſwer to His Majelty, as may open a doore to let in a firme peac? and ſecurity to the whole 
Kingdome. It His Majeſty ſhall againe be dilappointed of His intentions therein, the 
blood, rapine, and deſtruction, which may follow in England and Ireland, will be caſt 
upon the account of thoſe, who are deafe to the motive ot Peace and Accommodation.

v. That the ſaid Lord-Lievrtenant and Deputy-Lieytenants, or any two or more of 
them, doe put in execution in the ſaid Counties and Places aforeſaid, as well this pre- 
ſent Ordinance and Inſtructions, as other Ordinances and Inſtructions formerly to 
them granted by both Houſes of Parliament, for raifing of Money upon the Propofi- 
tions, for the executing of the Ailitia, diſarming of Papiſts and other ill affected per- 
ſons, or any other Ordinance or Inſtructions of both Houſes heretofore granted to 
them and now in force;And for way Many they, or any two, or more of them, ſpall 
have power and authoritie to Arm, Exerciſe, Train, and put in readineſſe, as well all and 
every the Trained Bands and Troops of the ſaid Counties and Places aforeſaid, and other 
Voluntiers both of Horſe and Foot, as the faid Forces of Horſe and foot raiſed or to bee 
raiſed, or maintained by vertue of this preſent Ordinance, as aforeſaid, and them un- 
der the command of ſuch Colonels, Lievtenant-Colonels,Sergeant-Majors, Captaines, 
and other Officers, as from time to time being nominated by the ſaid Lord-Lievtenant 
and Deputy-Lievtenants, or any three or more of them, as ſhall be approved of or ap- 
pointed to lead and conduct the ſaid Forces, as well againſt all forraigne power that 
{hall in hoſtile manner invade the ſaid Counties, as alſo againſt all other Forces which 
ſhall be either within the ſaid Counties and Places aforeſaid, or elſewhere raiſed to the 
diſturbance of the Peace thereof, or which ſhall ſtand in oppoſition to the Orders, 
Commands, and Ordinances of both Houſes of Parliament. And if any perſon or per- 
ſons whatſoever ſhall leavy, or endeavour to Icavie, or billet any Souldiers, or raiſe,draw 
forth, or keepe together the Trained Bands of the ſaid Counties and places or other ar- 
me dForces thereof by colour or pretence of any Commiſſion, Warrant or Authority 
trom his Majeſty under the great Seale, or otherwiſe, without order or conſent of both 
"Houſes of Parliament, That they the Lord-Lievtcnant and Deputy-Lievtenants, and 
every of them, are to make knowneto the ſaid Trained bands and Forces aforeſaid, and 
other inhabitants of the ſaid Counties and places aforeſaid, that thoſe who ſhall ap- 
peare upon any ſuch Warrant, or obey any ſuch Commiſſion ſhall bee held enemies to 
the publique peace; And thoſe that ſhall notappeare upon any ſuch Warrant and Com- 
. doe any thing in execution thereof, but conforme and ſubmit themſelves to 
the Ordinance of the Militia, and to this Ordinance and the Inſtructions thereupon, ſpall 
be protected by both Houſes of Parliament, and alſo ſhall make knowne to the ſaid 
Inhabitants, That it hath ever been, and ſtill ſhall be the care and endeavours of the Parli- 
ment to provide for His Majeſties ſafetie; and that they doe not, nor ever did intend any 
evill againſt His Majeſties Perſon, His Crown, or Dignity, that His greateſt ſafery in 
the Affections and fidelity of His Subjects, and in the advice and councell of His Parlia- 
ment. And His greateſt danger is in withdrawing Himſelfe from them, and joyning 
Himſelteto ſuch di. affected and malignant Perſons, obnoxious to Juſtice for their great 
enormities, who under colour of doing Him ſervice, have raiſed Forces which they la- 
bour to increaſe,to the hazard of ruining Religion and the whole Kingdome. 


VI. That no Treaſurer or Receiver of Mony lent or affeſſed towards the railing and 


maintaining of theſe Forces ſhall iffue out any ſuch Money, but under the hands of the 
Deputy Lievtenants, or two or more of them: And that the ſaid Deputy Lievtenant; 
ſhall not ſigne or grant any Warrant or Warrants for the iſſuing or paying of any ſum 
or ſums of Money, but for the furniſhing of Horſes, Armes, and Ammunition, ma-

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king Fortifications,payment of Officers and Souldiers, or repayment of the Money 
already advanced or to be advanced by loane ſor this Service, or other neceſſary char- 
ges tending to the ſafety and preſervation of the ſaid Counties and places aforeſaid, 
and not otherwiſe. 

VII. That the faid Lord-Lievtenant and Deputy Lievtenants, beſides the Magazines 
already within the ſaid Counties and places aforeſaid, ſhall out of the Monies to berai- 
ted as aforeſaid, provide and furniſh ſuch quantities of Armes, Ammunition, Powder, 
Match, and Bul let, as ſhall be by them, or any ſeven or more of them thought requiſite 
and neceſſary for the furniſhing of the ſaid Forces both of Horſe and Foot, to beraiſcd, 
armed and maintained by vertue of this Ordinance and Inſtructions, and for the ſafety 
and neceſſary defence of the ſaid Counties, and the fame being ſo provided to be care- 
fully kept in ſome one or more — for that purpoſe; And that as for ſuch of the 
ſaid Armes and Ammunition which after the disbanding of the ſaid Forces, as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall remaine, full reſtitution ſhall be made of ſo many thereof as are or ſhall bee 
borrowed or lent towards the preſent arming of the faid Forces; and the reſidue there- 
of (hall be kept and preſerved in ſtore in publike Magazines for the faid Counties and 
places aforeſaid. | 

VIII. That the ſaid Lord-Lievtenant and Deputy-Lievtenants, or any one or more 
of them, ſhall take away, and cauſe to be taken away, the Arms, Horſes, and Moneys of 
all ſuch perſons inhabiting within the Counties and — aforeſaid, as ſhall refuſe to 
contribute Money, Plate, Horſe, Men, or Arms upotfthe Propoſitions; or upon this Or- 
dinance and Inſtructions, or upon any other Ordinance formerly made and now in force, 
or hereafter to proceed from both Houſes of Parliament. And that they or any two 
of them, ſhall and may in manner aforeſaid, compell all Papiſts, Delinquents, and per- 
ſons diſ- affected to the — to contribute in proportion to their eſtates to the 
maintenance of the Army raiſed in defence of the Parliament and Kingdome, and to the 
Forces raiſed or to be raiſed by vertue of this preſent Ordinance and TaſtruAions. 

IX. That the ſaid Lord-Lievtenant and Deputy-Lievtenants, and every of them, 
ſhall take care that the ſaid Forces of Horſe and Foot, raiſed or to be raiſed by vertue of 
this Ordinance and Inſtructions, ſo long as they ſhall: continue in the ſaid County, or 
any other County that ſhall aſſociate therein, bee governed according to the Lawes and 
Ordinances publiſhed by his Excellencie the Earle of Eſex; and bee paid out of ſuch Mo- 
neys as ſhall be leavied and paid upon this Ordinance and Inſtructions. 

X. That all and every perſon and perſons which are or ſhall be imployed as Souldiers 
in this ſervice, or which are of the age of ſixteen yeers, or upwards, inhabiting in the 
Counties and places aforeſaid, ſhall for the better ſecuring and nniting thereof, ſo- 
lemnly take ſuch Covenant or Proteſtation, or forme of Aſſociat ion, as ſhall bee

He Lords and Commons in Parliament, having taken into their ſerĩous conſidera- 
1 a Proclamation dated at Oxford the nineteenth of this inſtant May, for the hol- 
ding and continuing of the Court of Chancery, and all proceedings therein, the receipt 
of His Majeſties Exchequer, and of the firſt Fruits and Tenths, the Court of the Dut- 
chy of Lancaſter, Court of Wards and Liveries, and Court of Requeſts, at the City of 
Oxford, tor the whole Terme of Trinity then next enſuing, upon and from the ſecond 
day of Tune next comming, untill and upon the 21. day of Iune aforeſaid : And for ad- 
journing the Courts of Kings Bench, Common Pleas and Exchequer, from the ſaid ſe- 
cond day of Ine untill the Returne of Quindena Trinitatis next enſuing, do finde that 
it will much tend to the prejudice of the Common- wealth te have the ſaid Courts and 
Receipts held and continued at Oxford, where great part of an Army raiſed againſt the 
Parliament and the authority thereof, now reſides: And the ſaid Lords and Commons 
apprehending and foreſceing the great inconveniences and miſchiefes that neceſſarily muſt 
happen to many of his Majeſties moſt faithfull and beſt ſubje&s, in caſe thoſe Courts and 
Receipts be held at Oxford, where ſuch of them as have occalion to attend cannot with 
any ſafety of their perſons or eſtates repair to his Majeſty, having in effe& declared all 
perſons that have contributed any thing in ayde or defenſe of the Parliament, and the

WWI there is an Ordinance of Parliament paſſed, bearing 
date the tenth day of this inſtant May, concerning the takeing 
of Horſes for the ſervice of the Parliament; It is further Ordered 
and declared, by the Lords and ( ommons in Parliament aſſembled, as well in 
purſuance of the ſaid Ordinance, as by way of addition, that His Excel- 
lencies occaſions may be ſerved, and yet with the greateſt eaſe to the Counties 
as may be, That the Deputy-Livetenants, or the Committees for the Propoſi- 
ons, or any two of them, within the ſeverall Counties, when the Lord Gener- 
all ſhall require ſoe many Horſes out of any (ountie, ſhall imediatelie leavie 
ſuch a number upon every Diviſion and hundred, as in a proportion the ſes 
verall parts will afford; And ſhall cauſe the Ho ſes ſo proportioned, to be de- 
livered accordingly . 

And incaſe the ſaid Deputy-Leivetenants or Committees, ſhall not execute 
according to the ſaid Ordinance and deliver ſuch Horſes as are fitt for ſervice, 
nor in ſuch time as the Lord Generall ſhall direct, Or that the Lord Generall 

ſhall finde, by reaſon of ſome great exigencie, that the ſaid circumſtances can - 
not be obſerved without danger tothe Armie, and inſert the ſame in his war- 
rant, then ſuch Officers as his Excellencie ſhall appoint, ſhall raiſe and take 
Juch number of horſes as are required by bis Excellencie, within the places ap- 
pointed yendring an account to His Excellencie for the ſame having regard al- 
Waies of thoſe perſons that haveing expreſſed their good aſſections by contribute» 
ing upon the Propoſitions and ſubmitting tothe Orders & Ordinances of Par-

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liament; And in caſe that nppon any exigencie the horſes of any ſuch perſons as 
have expreſſed their affettions to the Parliament as aforeſaid ſhall be taken, 
that their horſes (hall be valued by the ( onStables, and certified to the Com- 
miſSary in London, for valuing of Horſes, Armes, &c.

\ N 7 Hereas by an Ordinance of both*houſes of Parliament, dated 
the fourteenth day of lanuary, 1642. All perſons are probi- 
bited to fetch Coales at Newcaltle, Sunderland and Blith, 
upon pain of the forfeiture of their ſhipps and coales, notwithſtanding which 
1 Ordinance, ſome pretending ignorance, others, that in their Voyage for Scot- | 
/ land they were forced in by foule weather, have preſumed to lade coeles at 
the aforeſaid places; The conſideration of whoſe ſeverall caſes, the Commons 
houſe of Parliament having referred to this Committee of the Navy, whoſe 
want of time to examine the truth of the ſaid allegations, havein favour to 
the ſevrall perſons offending in this kinde, taken bond of the Maſters and 0wn- 
ners of the Ships and Coales, with condition that they ſhould be reſponſall to 
the Parliament, for the true value of their Ships and Coales, whentbey ſhould 
be thereunto required, and not to ſell their ( oales above the rate appointed by 
the ſaid Ordinance notwithſtanding which care of the ſaid Comittee :1t is infor- 
med that the ſaid Maſters and Owners takeing advantage of the times, and 
coveting exceſſive gaines, have ſold their ( oales at farregreater priſes; For 
avoyding which abuſe in time to come. It is Ordered that the Lord Major of 
London for the time being, be deſired to appoint officers of truſt who be com- 
manded to attend on board the Ships, and take care that the ſaid ſeverall Mas 
ſters and Owners, who ſhall, upon Bond given to this Committee, have leave 
to ſell off their Coals, receiving for a chaldron of ( oals the ſumme of twenty 
ſhillings, and not above twenty three ſhillings.

And it is further Or- 
dered, that Mr. Salomon Smith, Marſhall of the Admiralty, doe not per- 
mitt any Maſter or Owner to ſell their ſaid ( oals, but in the preſence of ſome

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perſons deputed by the Lord Major of London, under bis Lordſhips hand in 
writing, to ſee the due execution of this Order. | 

Provided that it ſhall be lawfull for the Overſeers of the poare of any par- 
iſh within the Citie of Lon don and Suburbs thereof, to make proviſions of 
Coal for the uſe of the poore of uch pariſhes againſt the Winter, in ſome ſuch 
indifferent proportion as ſhall be thought fit by the Lord Mapor of the ſaid City 
for the time being, ſignified under bis hand in writing. The ſame Order and 
rule to be obſer ved in all other Ports where Newcaſtle Coals are imported, to 
be fold to the poore, by the direction and overſight of the cheiffe Officers of 
the ſaid Ports.

enforced to ſend backe many of thoſe ſick. Souldiers, to bee Billeted in ſome 
remote houſes and Towns, ſome myles diflant from London, untill it ſhall 
pleaſe God to reſtore them health and ability to returne againe to his Army ; 
which Souldiers by reafon of this their ſichues, mu it needs be in great want 
of many things neceſſary for them in ſuch caſes, although there hath beene 
what could be conveniently ſpared, ſent them by the Parliament; Ir is there-

| ment, Concerning the preſent lamentablc eſtate and 


miſerable condition of Ireland. 


Ee the Lords and Commons Afembled in Parliament, being by ſeverall Letters 
fully informed, both from the Lords Juſtices and Councell at Dublin, and alſo 
from other parts of the Kingdom of 7re/ord, of the extreamly nece ſſitous condition of the 
whole Army, and the reſt of the diſtreſſed Proteſtants of that Kingdome, but of a compaſ- 
ſionate ſence of che miſeries of their brethren there, and their tender care to prevent the ex- 
tirpation of the Proteſtant Religion ſo generally aymed at: have thought fit to publiſh to 
che view of all piouſly affected perſons, the lamentable eſtate of that diſtreſſed Kingdome, 
which is now by the unhappy influence of our diſtractions here, reduced to that exttemity 
that in moſt parts of the Army, our Souldiers want bread for their bellies, cloaths for their 
backs, and ſhooes for their feer, to give them a neceſſary ſubſiſtence, and in ſome parts they 
have been forced to kill their Horſes to ſatisfie their hunger, very many of the poore Engliſh 
in ſeverall places having periſhed by famine, 

Nevertheleſſe, it hath pleaſed Almighty God, to imprint ſuch ſpeciall markesof his un- 
limited favours, upon the endeavours of our ſeverall Armies there, that we have more then 
probable cauſe to hope, that if we ſhall cheerefully addreſſe our ſelves to ſend them ſeaſona- 
ble ſupplies, hee will not yet permit the rule of our Religion and Countrey- men in that 
Kingdom. Which we are the more induced to believe, ſince we are credibly informed, that 
the wants of our Adverſaries doe in moſt parts equalize, in many farre exceed ours, where 
they have been forced to gat, not the fleſh only, but the very hides of their Horſes to keepe 
them from ſtarving, which have brought very many of them to ſuch a condition of weak- 
neſſe, that they appeare rather like walking Anatomies then fighting inen, ſo that e have 


no reaſon to ſuſpeR, but that our Armies there (if nor ſuffered firſt to ſtarve ) may by Gods 


bleſſing yet ſoon reduce that K ingdoihe. | 

Nor can it be unknowne to any underſtanding and judicious obſerver; rhar'whitever bee 
pretended be the Rebels, yet the true cauſes hei htning them to ſuch a degree of barbarouſ- 
neſſe, are, the inveterate hatred they beare to Fe true Religion, and their ambitious deſires, 
as is moſt evident by the ſeverall Commiſſions from the Rebels, Riſing themſelves the ſu- 


pream Counſell of the confederate Catholiques of Ireland, iſſued to men of Warre whom 
they 
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they maintained at Sea, to ſpoyle the trade of this Kingdome, making themſelyes abſolute 
and independent on this Kingdome, and which is not a little fomented by all the Popiſk par- 
ty throughout ¶ briſtendome, as appeares by the large contributions ſenc from all parts thi- 
ther, of Money, Armes, Ammunition, and experienced Commanders; And can it bee that 
Godsenemies ſhould be more violent, and indefatigable for reſtoring Idolatry in a K ing- 
dome ſotraine to theirs, then we-zealous in propugning Gods truth in our own, againſt both 
barbarous Traytors and monſtrous Idolaters ? ſhall the common incendiaries of both King- 
. domes, ſtrip themſel ves of all they have to accompliſh our defiruction, by devouring that 
rich and fruitfull Iſland? And ſhall the good people of this Nation, of the fame bloud and 
Religion with them, chinke any thing too des re for redeeming them, whom we ought to our 
powers to preſerve ; ſeeing hereby, we alſo ſecure our own both Religion and Liberties, pre- 
venting the acceſſe of the Rebells from thence by inabling our Army to continue there, 
which will conſequently containe theth within that Kingdome, A thing earnefily to be in- 
tended, conſidering what courſes are ſer on foot at Oxford, for bringing them into this 
Kingdome. 

Not to inſiſt how much it imports all the Adventurers, Lenders and Con:ributers, all 
Merchants, and indeed the whole Nation, to advance a conſiderable ſumme, to what they 
have applyed unto that worke for the now compleating thereof, Nor to bee more particular 
in laying before the World, how the King ( ſeduced by evill Councels) doth deny his con- 
currence to the Bill lately ſent him as a molt neceſſary expedient for that worke. 

Wee have therefore chought fic to appoint a ſpeciall Committee for that purpoſe, and have 
reſolved in the midR of our diſtractions here, (as a thing wherein the welfare of our Religi⸗ 
on, the honour of our Engliſh Nation, and the ſaſety of this Kingdome is ſo neerely concer- 
ned) to contribute by all poſſible means to the preſervation of that Kingdom. 

And although the great burdens which lie upon the Subjects for maintenance of the Ar- 
mies, raiſed for the neceſſary defence of this Kingdome, will not ſuffer us to lay any preſent 
charge upon them, yet our tender care of Ireland is ſuch, that in purſuance of a vote of the 
Houle of Commons, an Ordinance is now ready to paſſe, whereby a charge ſhall bee ſet of 
two hundred thouſand pounds upon this Kingdome, to be aſſeſſed upon the ſeyerall Coun- 
ties, according to the Proportion of the bill of foure hundred thouſand pounds, and to ber 
paid in two yeares, by which time we hope the diftraRions of this Kingdome by Gods 
mercy may be ſo ſerled,, that the Subjects ſhall with eaſe and cheerefulneſſe beare this neceſ- 
ras ax LM and by this means we conceive this future charge will give preſent credit for 
the reliefe of the ſtarying condition of Hreland, which is intended to be laid upon this King- 
dome, as an adventure for land in Ireland, for the benefit of the ſevetall Counties propos 
tionable to the ſummes that ſhall be raiſed in the particular Couiſties to be imployed to the 
caſe of their publike charge. Aud doe likewiſe earneſtly recommend the care of that wor ke 
to all ſuch as are really affected to our Religion, and the cauſe we have in hand, to advance 
Monies for that uſe, either by way of adventure, loan, or weekly contribution, in ſuch manner, 
as ſhall be agreed on by the Coinmittee, and approved by the Parliament, wherein both Hou- 
ſes of Parliament intend to ſhe that good example which liey hope all others will follow. 

For what may be advanced by way of adventure, it is already provided in a late Ordinance 
of Parliamen trhat all new adventurers ſhall receive the ſame advantages granted to the for- 
mer in the Act of Parliament for the Adventures of Ireland, & in the ſame Ordinance provi- 
ſion is made for the ſecurity of all ſuch as ſhal voluntarily lend to ſo pious a Work; All which 
Moneys now propoſed to be advanc d, ſhall onely have their aſpe& forwards;C withut c 
ſideratiom of formet arreirs ) and be diſpoſed of wich all poſſible care to the heſt 
of this preſax Summers ſervice 3_And'for' what hath'beene formerly ra iſed to th; 
it ſhall. moſt evidently appeare to all the World, that it hath beeng with a greſt overplus 
diſpoſed of for the uſe of Ireland; And that all a ſperſions of that nature caſt upon the Par- 
liament, hade been but the malicious pretences of diſaffected perſons, to wer xj their owne 
back wardneſſe, and diſheatten ſuch as defire to ptevent the ryine of gur Religion, which we 
hope by our cordiall and ſeaſonable indeavours may ſpeedily be prevented, and this War ſoon 
brought to a happy coneltrfion; And herein the concurrence of moſt of the Officers of that 
Kingdome adminiſters great incouragetment, who are deſirous (ſo well they affect that 
worke ) to under · write the one halfe of ors Arrears due by way of Adventure for Land; 
and allo take the one halfe of what ſhall grow due and is to tote, likewiſe on the 
Condition of the Subſcriders at the reducing of that Kingdome, defiring onely to fubſiſt un- 
till the wprke be finiſhed., FM n iter od 

Wee have fo juſt reafon upon theſe many and 12 grounds to be ſenſible of the 
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extraordinary Care, and Pious intentions of the well-affeQed Party in this Kingdome, as 
we muſt not, or cannot doubtof their ready Zeale in the ſetting forward of ſo Pious, fo 
Charitable a worke, wherein the Religion we proſeſſe, lies at the tiake : and the lives of ſo 
many thouſand of our poore Proteſtant Brethren are in apparent danger, unleſſe by preſent 
reliefe their approaching ruine be timely prevented, nor can wee well expect that God will 
long bleſſe us, if we be wanting to our Brethren, whoſe preferyation is ſo immediately lin- 
ked to our own ſafety, that we have much cauſe to ſuſpeR this Kingdome is much indan- 
gered, when wee have once abſolutely loſt that of Ireland. 

For ſuch is the malice of the Rebells to our Nation, that if they once root us out of tliat 
Kingdome, they will not deſpaire by themſelves and their Confederates, wholly to extitpate 
both as and our Religion out of the Chriſtian World. 

For remedy whereof in ſa much as the generall wayes obſerved on the laſt AR of Con- 
tribution hath not procured ſuch means of reliefe as are neceſſary, (though divers both Per- 
ſons and Pariſhes have been very bountifulſ) ſeverall of that Kingdome with others, are 
therefore dire ted to ſollicite che buſineſſe by ſuch particular applications as may bee hoped 
(in a worke ſo earneſtly crying for reliefe ) will beget competent ſupplies for giving that 


Kingdome a being, and in all ikelihood preſerving this from finall undoing, which as it 


mult be acknowledged to the all-ready Contributors, fo is, and ſhall bee eſteemed by thoſe 
who hereafter put hand to the worke as a molt acceptable ſervice to this and that Kingdome. 

Theſe things conſidered, we deſire that all well · affected people would heartily apply 
themſelves to prevent ſuch miſchiefe by chearfull contributing to ſo Pious a worke, which 
will be an Act in the eſteeine of all the world very commendable and extreamly acceptable

A Declaration of the Commons aſſembled in 
Parliament, Concerning the Riſe and progreſle of the Grand 
Rebellion in Ireland, with ſeverall Examinations of Perſons 

of quality,and other Paſſages of conſequence. 


He Commons in Parliament doe obſerve, that the grand deſigne of altering Reli- 
gion throughout His Majeſties Dominions, had a more ſpeciall influence in Ire- 
land, as being more remote from view, and more propence to receive fuch impreſ- 
Fon, aud therefore they think fic to call ro minde ( as introductive to that which 

follows ) ſome particular footſteps, by which Popery hath been advanced, and true = 
diſcountenanced in that Kingdom, ſince the acceſſe of His Majeſtic to the Crown of England. 

In the ſecond yeare of His Majeſties Raigne, certain Propoſitions were ſet on foot in Ire- 
lard, the ſcope whereof was to fautour and indulge Popery in that Kingdome, as namely, 
to ſuſpend all proceedings againſt the Papiſts, tor being marryed, or for procuring their 
children to be chriftencd by popiſh Prieſts, to allow the ſuing out of Liveries & Outre Leſ- 
mains by the Papilts, without taking the Oath of Supremacie ; with many like Priviledges 
to the Papiſts. The Deſigne being to bring in a more publique Tolleratzon of the popiſh 
Religion in that Kingdom, for a ſumme of Money to be paid to His Majeſtie for the ſame. 
Theſe Propoſitions and Deſigne were ſo groſſe and ſcandalous, that even the then Biſhops of 
Ireland, by a writing under their hands bearing date the 26 of November, 1626. did make n 
Proteſtation, ſetting forth how grievous a fin it was to conſent to ſuch Tolleration of Pope- 
ry, and that to grant it in reſpect of any Money to be given, were to ſet Religion to ſale, 
aud withall, the ſouls of the people whom Chriſt hath redeemed with his pretious blood. 
And that, as it was a great fin, ſo they did conceive it of moſt dangerous conſequence, as by 
the ſaid Proteſtation herewith-printed may appeare: And although the Houſe of Commons 
in their Remonſtrance made in the third year of His Majeſties Raigne, did truly informe, 
tat even then the Popiſh Religion was openly profeſt in every part of that Kingdome, that 
Monafteries and Nunneries were then newly erected and repleniſhed, with men and women 
of ſeyerall Orders, that this might prove of evill conſequence, if not ſeaſonable repreſſed, 
therefore moſt humbly beſought His Majcftic, to lay the ſerious conſideration thereof to His 
Royall and pious heart, and that ſome ſpeedy courſe might bee taken for redreſſe therein; 


Vet how this faithfull and timely advice of the Biſhops of Ireland, and the Commons of 
England 
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England was followed, and what ſpeedy courſe was taken for redreſſe therein, will appeare 
by chis which inſues, For, i | 


N che beginning of che Fourth year of His Majeſties Raigne, upon the agreement of cer- 

tain Agents ſent from Ireland to His Majeſty ( all or moſt part of them being profeſſed 
Papiſts ) theſe Propoſitions and Graces, with many like Addictions, were granted and con- 
firmed by His Majeltie, in conſideration of One hundred and twenty thouſand pounds, to 
be levyed in three years upon the Kingdome in generall, as well upon the Proteſtants as upon 
the Papiſts: How great an encouragement to the Papiſts this was, and what an inſufferable 
preſſure to the Proteſtants, that beſides the illegall impoſing it upon them, without their con- 
ſent in Parliament, they mult be compelled to purchaſe with their money, Tollerations and 
Immunities for the Papiſts, let even thoſe men judge who will bee ſtiled the moderate and 
honeſt Proteſtants, whiles with all their faculties of body and minde, they ſtrive to advance 
Popery, and to root up the Proteſtant Religion, and the Liberty of the Subject. 

Many potent and notorious Papiſts have been created Peers by His Majeſtie, whereby the 
Votes of the Popiſh party in the Lords Houſe (too many before) are much encreaſed, and 


thoſe Papiſts become more powerfull and more exemplary in their reſpe dive Countries, to 


the great encouragement and growth of Popery, and diſcouragement to the good people of 
that Kingdome. | 

That when by direction of the Lord Chancellour Loftus, and the Earle of Core, then 
Lords Juſtices, proceedings were begun againſt the Papiſts, upon the Statute of 2-E/5z.. for 
not comming to Church, and the Judges in their Circuits gave that St-tnte in charge, and 
Indi ments were framed thereupon, ditections were ſent from E nglard. to ſuſpend and ſtay 
all procecdings upon that Statute, when by taking the penalty impoſed by that Statute, being 
Nine pence, for abſenting from Church Sundayes and Holy-dayes, the poore Proteſtants 
there might have been eaſed of many heavy payments and Taxes which were after impoſed 
upon them, and the Papiſts either brought to conformity, or elſe kept fo under, that this Re- 
bellion, if not wholly prevented, yet could not have proved fo Univerſall, and ſo bloody 
as NOW it is. 

That the late Earle of Strafford being the Kings Lieutenant there, did by his great Favo- 
rite Sir George Ratchff, one of His Majeſties Privie-Councell of that Kingdome, hold cor- 
reſpondencie with the Popiſh Clergie, and particularly with Paul Harris, a knowne Prieſt, 
who had both publique and private acceſſe to Sir George Ratcliff at all times, as well by 
night as by day. 5 

That in March, 1636. the Earle of Strafford, carryed with h into Ireland, Sir Toby 
Mathews, a notorious, pernicious Engliſh Jeſuiced Prieſt, (baniſhed at the beginning of this 
Parliament upon the importunity of both Houſes ) lodged this Prieſt oveg againſt the Ca- 
ſtle of Dublin, the houſe where the Earle did himſelfe reſide, and from whence this Prieſt 
daily rode to the publique Maſſc- houſes in Dublin, and negotiated the engaging of the Pa- 
piſts of Ireland, in the Warre againſt Scotland. 

When the late Lord Chanc: Loftus, and the Earl of (orke, were Lords Juſtices, they en- 
deavoured to ſupprefle the MM: houſes in Dublin, and to convert them to pious uſes ; one 
which was in the ſtreet called the Back-/ane, they diſpoſed of to the Univerſity of Dublin, 
who placed a Rector, and Schollars in it, and maintained a weekly Lecture there; ro which 
Lecture the Lords Juſlices and State of Ireland did uſually reſort, to the great countenancing 
of the Proteſtant Religion there; But after the Earle of Strafford came to the Government, 
the Lecture was put down, the Schollars diſplaced, and the houſe became a Maſſe- houſe, as 
formerly it had been. | 

That divers Monaſteries and Nunneries were newly erected immediately before the Re- 


bellion brake forth in divers parts of that Kingdome : That at the Naas where the Earle of 


Strafford had his chief ſeat and reſort, Convents of Friars, namely, Auguſtines Franciſcan, 
Dominicans, were not onely permitted, but alſo an houſe built there by the ſaid Earle, for an 
other purpoſe ( as he pretended ) ſoon after the building was converted to a Friery, by the 
connivence of the ſaid Earle. | 
That the Popiſh Iriſh Army was kept on foot there for a long time aſter the beginning of 
this Parliament, contrary to the advice and frequent defires of both Houſes. of Parliament, 
and to the great furtherance of this Rebellion, by teaching thoſe barbarous villains the 
knowledge of Arms under the notion of fighting againſt Scotland, but now made uſe of to 
extirpate both Engliſh and Scots from the Kingdom of Ireland. 
And that Lead might not be wanting t the cornpleating of this intended Rebellion) as 
; it 


—__ 
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it had been in the laſt great Rebellion there, to the great diſadvantage of the then Rebells ) 
the Silver Mines of that Kingdoine ( which doe afford great ſtore of Lead, and therefore fic 
onely to be in the hands of Proteſtants of known integrity) were farmed out by His Maje- 
ſtie ro moſt pernicious Papiſts, namely, Sir George Hamilton, Sir Baſil Brook, and the like; 
and upon the diſcoyery of the Plot for the ſurpriſing of the City and Caſtle of Dublin, di- 
vers barrels of Muſquet- bullet were found (upon ſeatch) in the houſe of the ſaid Sir George 


Hamilton in Dablin. 
Before this Rebellion brake forth, the Earle of Srrafford (well knowing the ready 


way to endear his Prince, was to promote his profit) had by a violent endeavour en- 
titled His Majeſtie by Office to the whole Counties of Roſcommon , Mayo, Slego, Gal- 
Irway and Clare, and to a great part of the Counties of Limerick and T ipperary; by 
which means a door was opened, not onely to increaſe His Majeſties revenue in a very great 
proportion, but therewith to ſertle a Plantation of Engliſh Proteſtants, ro the advancement 
of Religion, ani ſafety of that Kingdom; And however the proceedings of the Earle here- 
in were not to be juſtified in all points, yet when the Committee was ſent from Freland, at 
the beginning of this Parliament, to complain of divers grievances, they had no particular 
directions to mention this for one: neither did that Committee ever attend His Majeſtie to 
complain thereof, or delire a redreſſe therein. ( conceiving the mentioning thereof would ex- 
ccedingly diſtaſte His Majeſtie) untill His Ma jeſtie freely offered to depart with His Title to 
the farmer proprietors; But on the contrary, the Lords Juſtices, and Councell of Ireland ap- 
grehending the great advantage of this ſervice, did by their Letters exccedingly importune 
His Majeſtie, chat he would not part with His Title co thoſe Counties and lands; and that 
the Plantation of Engliſh Proteſtants might proceed as was formecly intended: But when 
choſe miſchievous Councells, (now onely prevalent with His Ma jeſtie) found that the Par- 
liament had both diſcovered and interrupted them in ſome meaſure, and that their Deſigne 
could be no longer carryed on by fraud and ſubtilties, as before and had therefore proje- 
Red this hideous Rebellion, then the Lord Gormanſtcwn, Sir Donnaugh Mac ( Arth, Knight, 
now Lord Viſcount 1ſuckerry, Nicholas Plunket, Uncle to the Earle of Fingal, Sir Roe- buck 
Lynch, and Jeffery Brown a Lawycr (all principall and active Rebels now in Traland,) and 
Thomas Baurłs ( who was named a Commiſſioner in the late Commiſſion to treat with the 
Rebels, and whoſe father, brothers, and kindred, are all now in Rebellion, being the chieſe 
of the Popiſh part of that Iriſh Committee: were conſulted and carreſſed at Whitehall, 
and they or ſome of them without the privity of the reſt of that Committee, had divers pri- 
vate conferences with t ing in the Queen preſence : and what Clandeſtine agreement 
was made with thoſe RebAs may eaſily be tmagined, when upon their private mediation 
His Majeſtic was induced to give away theſe five whole Counties, with a great part of the 
Counties of Limmerick and Tipperary ; after ſo great an endeavour had been uſed for divers 
years together,-to entitle His Majeſſ ie to the ſame ; and all this for a rent of 2000. pounds 
or thereabouts, when as in finding the Offices, ſearching Records, and admeaſuring theſe 
Counties, and Lands, the King had expended out of His Own Coffers ten thouſand pounds 
and upwards. And this ſervice of entitling the King, was before that time eſteemed ſuch a 
Maſter-picce ef the ſaid Earle, that ſome perſons who came over to complaine againſt the 
| Farle for the ſame, were impriſoned here, and after ſent into Ireland co be further dealt with 
as the (aid Earle ſhould think fir. 

Neither is it improper to obſerve upon this cccafich, the extream difference between this 
Superlative Indulgence to the Iriſh Pa piſts, by this unuſuall bounty, and that exquiſite piece, 
of injuſtice offered to the City of London, in the caſe of London Derry and Coilerane; which 
ſhews the Land of Jrelaud is worth the owning, where no greater compenſation is propo- 
{cd for the parting therewith: And His Majeſty was drawn to tell the Committee for Ireland. 
that now fince he was contei t co part with ſo much of His Right, He expeRed they would 
recompence Him ſome other way. 

Immediately after, (namely in Auguſt before the Rebellion) they returned into Ireland, 
where how they beſtir d themſelves by ſeconding their Letters and Meſſages, with their per- 
ſonall ſollicitations, did appear by the Sequell, for that the 23. of October following, this 
Rebellion brake forth in Vſter. 

To theſe violent preſumptions may be added, that which is expreſly proved by Arc hdea- 
con Maxwell, a Learned Divine, who teſtihes in his examinations taken in Ireland. that hee 
heard Tirlagh Oge O Neale, brother to Sir Phelm O Neale, the arch Rebell of U{/er con- 
feſſe; That this buſineſſe ( meaning the Rebellion) was communicated by the Popiſh Iriſh 
Committee to the Papiſts in F-g/and,who promiſed their aſſiſtance, and that by their advice, 
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3 ſormer ly re ſolved on were altered; laying; it was a good omen and undoubted 
gue of divine approbarion, that the Parliament uf [reland ſhould ſend over a Committee 
into England, the major part whereof were Papiſts. And Mr Maloun, who was to. joyn 
with the Lord Mac Guire, for the lurprizing the Caſtle of Dublin : being taken and exatni- 
ned at the Racke, confeſſed that the originall Bf that Rebellion was brought to them our of 
England by the Iriſh Committee employed to His Majeſty for the redreſſe of Grievances, as 
by che Examination of James Pieſly Gentleman, herewith Printed may appeare. 
And as theſe Iriſh Papiſts did negotiate in both Kingdomes, ſo the Earle of Caſt{chaver, 
a Peer of this Realm; ( that ſate here in Parliament at the beginning thereof, but now a no- 
torious Rebell in Ireland) Mr. Porter, ſon to Endimion Porter, who declared himſelſe a Pa- 
piſt in Ireland, Sir Bazill Brooke, the Popiſh Treaſurer for the moneys raiſed by the Queens 
ſollicitation for the Warte againſt che Scots; Mr. Andrew Brown a Lawyer of Lixcolns-{nne, 
heretofore expelled thence for being a known Papiſt, wich divers other dangerous Engliſh 
Papiſts went out of England into Preland, the Summer before the Rebellion brake forth, and 
were very active there. 
If theſe Circumſtances preceding the Rebellion, and divers other of the like nature, be not 
enough of chemſelves to open the eyes of the world, It hach pleaſed God to diſcover ſuch 
ſubſequent evidence of this Kinde, that may ſerve to convince the greateſt unbeleever. There- 
fore (not repeating any of the proofs ſet forth in that Anſwer to His Majeſties Meſſage of 
che thicteench of Auguſt, 1 642. bur referring to the ſaine herewith printed, to which no Re- 
ply hath yet been made ; ) they thinke fit to adde to that evidence this which follows, name- 
ly the generall profeſſion of the Rebells in all parts of that, Kingdome, that the cauſe of their 
rifing was to preſerve His Majeſty and the Queene from being oppreſt by the Puritan- 
Parliament, and chat it was by their conſent, That they knew well che beſt in England Collenel Mey- 
would fide with chem, that they had good Warrant in black and white for what they did. % Exami- 
Theft calling the Engliſh Army Parliament Rogues, and Traicours to the Queen: and tel- (2 20 
ling them at the beginning of the Rebellion before any appearance of War here, that cre lian 4,260 
long they ſhould fee England as much in blood as Ireland then was. That they had their Eſquires;kxa- 
rty in England and Scotland, which ſhould keep both Kingdomes ſo buſie at home, that Pinailon. 
they ſhould nor ſend any ayd againſt them, with a multitude of ſuch like expreſſions from "Y —_— 
the Iriſh of che beſt quality and degree; as may appear by the Examinations of Cyllonel Examination 
Andley Mervin, William Stewart, Eſquire ; iam Stewart, Getu. here with printed, and by See Fal. 257. 
divers other proofs, And although theſe expreſſions proceed from Rebels, yet concurring 
with a multitude of other proofs, and found true in a great part by ſad experience are not 
inconſiderable. eg, 
: In the fame Moneth of October. whergin the Rebellion of Ireland brake forth; the Lord 
: Dillon of Coſtelough, (an Triſh Peer, now in Armes againſt che Parliament and Kingdome 
of Englend ) went out of Scotland from His Majeſty into Ireland, bringing His Ma jeſties 
Letters ( which he obtained by mediation of the Q ueen,) to be preſently ſworne a Privie- 
Councellour of Jrel/and, who when he had taken the Oath of a Privie-Counccllour, endea- 
vours to be uſefull to the Rebells, preſents to the Lords Juſtices, and Councell, from many 
of the Gentry and Inhabitants of the County of Lang ford, (all in Rebellion) a rebellious 
and ſcandalous Letter in the nature of a Remonftrance, full of pretended grievances aud un- 
reaſonable demands: As namely, to have fteedome of Religion, a repeal of all Laws made 
to the contrary, and the like ; as by the ſaid Letter herewich primed may appeare. 5 
In December after the Rebellion, the ſame Lord Dillon, together with his brother in Law, 
the now Lord Taff, (a notorious Papiſt) repaired into Anglaxd. bringing with them ſeve- 
rall Papers and Inſtructions in writing from the Lord Germanſton, and other Lords and 
Gentlemen of the Pale, all now in Rebellion, tↄ negotiate far them to his Majeſty, and as th 
ſollicite with his Majeſty here on che behalſe of the Rebels, ſo doe they. ſollicite the Rebels 
from hence, in the Name of his Majeſty, to porſiſt in their wicked Rebellion, as appears by 
the Teſtimony of Maſter Fephſon; a Member of che Houſe of Commons, lately delivered at a 
Conference before both Houſes in theſe words, viz. iS ads ofa 


A I mydate being at Oxford, finding tht Lord Dillon, ad che Lord. Taait in favour ot 
Court; I acquainted the Lord Faulklatith;Hi Majeſties Secretary; thap there yrs tro 
Lords abvat the King. who to his 2ſajcſties great diſbanour, and the great diſcour gement of 
His good Subjects, did make uſe of His CMajaſties Namie re Inoenrage the Kebels ; ta wake 
— Formed that had ſcen two Letters ſent hy the Lord: Dillon and 1 
Taaff, co the Lord ef Muskerie, the chief man in Rebellion i Munſter, and aus ＋ the Trib 
onmitece

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Committee ſent into England; intimating that though it did not ſfaxd with the comveniency of 
His Majeftes Affaires to give him publique countenance, yet that His Majeſty was well plea- 
ſed with what he did, and mould in time groe him thankes for it; (er ety to that purpoſe ) 
That theſe Letters were ſeen by the Lard Inchiquine, the chief Commander of the Engliſh 
Ferces in Mounſſer, and by bis Secretary who had kept ( opies of them; and that } was ready 
to juſtiſie a much. I herenpon the Lord Faulkland, was pleaſed to ſay, that they deſerved ro 
be hanged, Bat though I ſtayed there at Oxford ab out a weeks after this diſcovery made; J 
never was called to any farther accompt, nor any prejudice done to theſe two Lords, but they had 
the ſame freedome in Court as before, for onght could obſerve or hear to the contrary, Thus 
far in Maſter Jephſors own language, a man of known honour and incegrity. 


That fince this diſcovery made to the Lord Faullland by Maſter Jephſon, the ſame Lord 
T aaffe, one Roche, and Milliam Brent, a Lawyer, active Papiſts, with Letters from his Ma- 
jeſty went from Oxford to Dublin: And upon Thurſday before Whitſontide 1643. in the 
Evening ( taking with chem one Collonel Barry, a profelt Papiſt ) and pretending tor Con- 
naught, Ilipt away to Kilkenny, where the Tueſday following was a generall afſembly of all 
the chicfe Rebels. When they had don their Errand, Barry was leſt Lieger at Kilkenny a- 
mong the Rebels; the Lord 7 a«ffe returned to Dublin, and upon Friday the ninth of J«ne, 
1643. the Lord Tasffe wich divers of the Privie- Councell ot Ireland, chat favour the Rebe!s, 
met at the Marqueſſe of Ormond's houſe, wheie the Propofitions which the Lord T aafe 
brought from the Rebels were deb ued, The Loid T aaffe is fince gone into (onnanght, Brent 
is come back to Oxford to give an accompt of this imployment. 

By ibis which hath bin thus truly related, every man may conſtrue what was meant by His 
Majeſties not conſenting that the Parliament ſhould ſend a Committee into Ireland the laſt 
y cer, to endeavour thecarrying on the War againil the Rebels, upon pretence that the Earle 
of Leiceſter was preſently to goe over thicher, who is yet remaining at Oxford, That when 
that Committee had prevailed with the Lords- Juſtices and Councell, and with many of the 
prime Commanders and other Officers of the Army in Leinſter. to ſubſcribe by way of Ad- 
venture for Land in Ireland to be ſetled by a new Bill, very conſiderable ſums which were to 
be deducted out of their reſpective entertainments, and were in a faire and hopeſull way to 
inducemoft of the Officers of that Kingdome to doe the like, which would have been a prin» 
cipall means under God to have quickned the mannaging of that War, when the Officers 
that muſt doe the worke ſhould have been engaged in intereſt, as well as honour to proſe- 
cute the ſame with vigour and eſſe c, and would have leſſened the inſupptttable charge of 
that War, and in all probability would have encouraged the Adventuters in Londen and 
elſewhere, to have proceeded cheerfully to a ſecond Subicription, Then to render this endea- 
your fruitleſſe, one Captain Turner did confidently affirme, that thoſe which had or ſhould 
ſubſcribe, were enemies to the King, a thing ſo incredible, that few could believe it, till the 
fame man went to Oxford, and upon his returne to Dublin, afſired the Lord Marqueſſe of 
Ormond and the Officers, chat he had diſcourſed with His Majeſty about this way of Sub- 
ſcription, and that His Majeſty did not approve of the ſame : Whereupon thoſe who had 
ſubſcribed did withdraw theirhands, and the reſt were wholly diſcouragedgfinding His Ma- 
jeſty to diſlike of that way, which he had formerly approved of, by His Aſſent to the Pro- 
— preſented to Him at Dover; and by His Royall Aſſent to foure Acts of Parlia- 
ment, all made in purſuance of theſe Propoſitions. 

That about this time a Commiſſion was ſent over, to meet with the Rebells, and to heare 
what they could ſay or propound for themſelves, which Commiſſion was directed to the 
Lord Marqueſſe Ormond, the commander in chiefe of the Engliſh Armies there, ( whoſe du- 
ty was to fight, and not to treat with the Rebels; ) and to ſome other Commiſſioners, among 
whom the ſaid Thomas Bourł that had an hand in contriving this Rebellion, was one, and 
who brought the ſaid Commiſſiion into Ireland, and confidently delivered che fame at the 
Councell Table, to the amazement of all che Councell then preſent chat were not acquainted 
with the Plot, | 

And whereas by an AR of Parliament it is provided, That all the CMonies paid — 5 
that Att, ſhall be imployed for the ſpeedy and effectuall ſubduing of the ſaid Rebels. by ſending 
over into the ſaid Rextm of Ireland, and diſpoſing there ſuch forces of foot and horſe, Moneyt, 
Anmitttion, Vit nall, and all other things neceſſary for a warre, in ſuch manner as the Lords 


and Comment in Parliament ſhall from time to time direct. 
Aud whereas the Lords and Commons finding that from the Battellof Ki##ſh,which was 
fought in April, 1642. till October following, the Army in Leinſter had not been ſo active as 
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was expected]; and therefore to quicken the War, to informetliemſelyes of the wants and de- 
fects of the Army, and of all other things that might enable them the better, To ſend thither, 


' and diſpoſe of there,( according to that Statute) ſuch Forces, Moneys, Ammunition ana Neceſſa- 


ries,as were requiſite for that teryice, thought it very expedient to ſend into Ireland a Com- 
mittee for that purpoſe, Members of the Houſe of Commons, but authoriſed from both Hou- 
ſes, who carrying with them above Twenty thouſand pounds in ready Moneys beſides great 
tore of Powder, Match, and other Ammunition, and hazarding their lives in the Winter ſea- 
ſon, meerly for che good of that Kingdom, might juſtly have expected a cordiall welcome 
chere. But when thoſe that now appeare too evidently to favour the Rebels, ſaw that during 
the abode of che Committee there, Parties were continually ſent forth to deſttoy the Enemy: 
That che Committee engaged their on particular credits, to ta ke up Moneys for the rclicte, 
and ſetting forth of the Army; That the Commiſſion ſent over to treat with the Rebels, was 
not like to have ſo good ſucceſſe as was wiſhed by them, ſo long as the Committee were pre- 
ſent at the Councell- Table, where all the proceedings againſt the Rebels were promoted and 
concluded; A Letter was ſent from His Majeſty to the Lords Juſtices and Councell to this 
effect, that His Majeſty took notice, that without His conſent or privity, they had admitted 
of one Maſter Robert Goodwyn,and one Maſter Reynolds, to be preſent at their debates, who 
thereupon were become fo bold, as to Vote with them, a thing of ſuch preſumption,as none of 
their predeceſſors would have done or ſuffered - And therefore His Majeſty did require the 
Lords Juſtices and Councell, not ro admit them any more; That Hee knew of no buſineſſe 
thoſe men had in His Kingdom of /reland; but if they had any, they ſhould make their ad- 
dreſſes like other of His Subjects; and did upon their Allegiance charge the Lords Juſtices 
and Councell to take care that thoſe perſons did not ſow Sedition among His good Subjects. 
And tis obſervable that this Letter ( like that which accompanied the Commiſſion to treat 
with the Rebels ) was only _ with His Majeſties hand, without any Secretaries hand to 
avow the fame, That it was brought over by the Marqueſſe of Ormond his own Secretary, 
who was ſent very ſecretly to Oxford a little before. That although both Houſes before che 
(ending over of their Committee, had acquainted His Majeſty therewith by Letter, & ſent him 
a Copy of the Inſtructions, which they had given to their Committees, to which Letter and 
Inſtructions. an Anſwer was returned by Sir Edward Nicholas,as from His Ma jeſty, acknow- 
ledging thereby that che Inſtructions were the ſame in effect which His Majeſty had given 
to the Earle of Leiceſter ; Vet after all this, His Majefiy was pleaſed to fay in that Letter that 
He knew of no buſineſſe thoſe men had in His Kingdom of Ireland. 

And tis further obſervable that a Committee ſent by the authority of both Houſes of 
Parliament, (who had both the charge and mannaging of the War referred unto them ; ) to 
negotiate and conſult with a State in diſtreſſe for their own good, where every Privy-Coun- 
cellor ſate covered in Counſell, there ſuch a Committee ſo qualified ſhould make their ad- 
dreſſes like other of His Majeſties Subjects: That is to ſay, ſhould Rand bare-headed at the 
backe of the Councell, day by day, from morning to night, and hambly beſeech them to ſave 
the K ingdom of Ireland, and conſequently their own eftates, atthe proper coſt and charges of the 
Parliament and Kingdom of England, who ſent them thither, Latltly, the Commons cannot 
conceive what is meant that the Juſtices and Councell, are ſtraicly charg'd in that Letter up- 
on their Allegiance, not ro ſuffer the Committee to ſow Sedition among His Majeflies good 
Subjects, unleſſe to ſtir up and incite the Engliſh Souldiers in the pay of the Parliament, to 
proceed vigorouſly againft thoſe bloody Iriſh Rebels; be conſtrued as a ſowing of Sedition 
among His Majeſties good Subjects; for that the Iriſh Rebels ſhould be now eſteemed His 
Majeſties good Subjects, is more then probable by that which follows. Sir Mulliam Brereton 
Knight of the Shire for the County of C heſter, a man of honour and Religion, by his Letter 
to the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, dated from Liverpoole in Lancaſhire the 7. of Zune, 
1643, and herewith likewiſe printed. After ſome account given of his happy proceedings in 
thoſe parts, writes in this manner, Within few dayes after this Victory, there landed out of 
two Barques many Iriſh Rebels, in Ferrall in Cheſhire, ſome whereof acknowledged in the 
preſence of divers ſufficient men, who affirmed the ſame unto me; that they had wathed their 
hands in the blood of divers Engliſh and Scots in Ireland, and now hoped to waſh their 
hands in the blood of Engliſh men in England; which Rebels being brought unto Cheſter, 
were accuſed by ſeverall of thoſe poore Engliſh who fled from Ireland toChefter for refuge, 
to be the perſons who cut their husbands throats, others that they ripped up their childrens 
bowels, The Countrey wherein they firſt arrived did apprehend fo much diſtaſte, that they 
did all ariſe with their beſt weapons, and apprehended divers of the Iriſh Rebels, but being 


unarmed, not having paſt ſeven or cight W they could not make good their priſo- 
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ners, who were reſcued out of their hands by a Troop of Horſe which came from the Com- 
See Sir willi m miſſioners of Array, who alſo ſeized about 28 of our honeſt Country- men priſoners. Theſe 
Brecetons Ler- Triſh acknowledge they came from Strang ford, and that there are 1 200, ſome ſpake of 1000 ' 
ter, ſol ag. more to follow after, as by the ſaid Lerter herewith printed may appeare. 

So theſe Iriſh Rebels were taken tor good Subjects, and fer at liberty, and che honeſt men 
that had taken them, impriſoned ia their ſtead, 

And that the Counſells now predominant at Oxford, and the ſupreame Counſell of Rebels 
at Kilkenny,are equally his Ma jeſties good ſubjects, and doe ayme at one and the ſame thing, 
and are concurring and ayding one another as well by Sea as by Land, is apparent by thac 
which follows. 

The Commiſſioners authoriſed to command the Kings Forces in the Weſt,(viz.)The Lord 
Mobun, Sir Raiph Hopton, and others, by an authority derived unto them under the great Seal 
of England, as they expreſſe themſelves ; do grant Comanfſtons or Letters of Mart, tor che 
app:chending.ſcizing, and taking for His Majeſties Service, all Ships and Veſſels, belonging 
to the Cities, Towns. and Ports ot London, Excter, Hull, Portſmouth, Dartmouth, Barnſtable, 
Biddeford and Plymouth, or belonging to any other Cides, Towns, or Ports of England &c. 

Sethe Lettir0f As by a Commiſſion, or Letters of Mart, bearing date the firft of June, 1643 · under the hands 
Nlace, fol 5g. and ſeals of the Lord Afobun, Sir Ralph Hopton, and Sir John Barkley, here with likewiſe 
printed may appeare. 

On the other ſide the Rebels of Ireland. by the name of the ſupream Councell of che con- 
federare Catholiques of Ireland, do grant Commiſſtons or Letters of Marr. for the taking of 
all His Me jeſties Enemies, and the enemies of the generall Catholique cauſe now in hand in 
that Kingdom of Ireland as by a Commiſſion dated the 5. of March, 1642. granted by che 
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And as the Ships in His Majeſties ſervice do gratifie the Rebels of Ireland, in ſeizing the 
Ships that bring proviſion for the relie fe of the Engliſh Army in Ireland, as appeares by the 
Examination of John Davice, Eſquire, Commiſſary of Victuall for the Province of Uifter ; 
Who teſtificth as tolloweth ; 

That a Ship e Il d The Michel of London, whereof Sydrake Pope was Maſter, was ſent for 
France by the ſaid John Davice with 648 Hy des, which weie t > be fold, and converted iuto 


Corn, for the relief of the Army in Vlſter This Ship, by foul weather in December 1 642, was 
forced into Falmonth in Cornwall, where ſhe was ſeized on by Sir Nich. Slanning, and by him 
wt ſent into France, and the proceed of the Hydes returned to him in the ſaid Ship, in Powder, 
vec the Exam- Match, and Ammuni:ion. That about the 20 of April, 1643. a Ship belonging to William 
BENE Maſter King ot Dover, laden with Wines and Salt from France, and bound for (arrigfergus in Al- 
el ſter, upon the Accompr of the ſaid ohn Davire, was taken at Sea by one Ric hard —.— 
tain of a Ship fer out from Falmout hj by His Ma jeſties Warrant; and as well the Ship, as the 
Goods, were ſold at Breſt in France by the ſaid Jones. So the Rebels of Ireland doe in like 
manner gratifie His Majeſty, by commanding the Ships ſer forth by them to examine all 
Eogliſh Ships at Sea Whether they be for the King or Parliament: and if they be for the 
Ste their xa. King to let them go; but if for the Parliament, to take and pillage them; as may appeare by 
"nation, fol 261 the Exa vinations of Chriſtopher Haſſall and Marke Roche, two Iriſh Sea - men of Walxford/ 
252. in Ireland who were taken upon the Coaſt of Tarmouth in N orfolke, and Iune 12, 1643. 
examined before the head Officers of Tar mouth, and authentique Copies of thoſe Examina- 
tions ſent up to the Houſe of Commons, and herewith Printed. 

The Earle of Antrim. a notorious Rebell, was taken by the Scots Army in ViRer,and im- 
priſoned there, upon ſuſpition of High Treaſon : to avoid his Tryall, he brake priſon, and fled 
into the N »rth parts of England, and hath been wich the Queen at Ter a long time; from 
whence he was ſent to the Rebels of VU/ſter, with ſecret Inſtructions, and had Ammunition 
aſſigned him by the Queens directions: And what care was taken of his Ammunition, will 
appeare by a Letter dated at Torł the 8 of May 1643+ written by Serjeant- Major Rofſe, to

and, as he was returning from the Queen to the Rebels of Alſter, with divers Letters, Inttru- 
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Rions, and Papers: and the Confeſſion and Depoſition of the Earle of Autrim's own ſervant 
(who was taken wich his Maſter, and ſince condemned and executed) ic is evident that there 
was.and doubtleſſe yet is, an impious Deſigne on foot to reconcile the Engliſh and Iriſh in 
Irel aud, and that by their joynt power having expelled the Scots, the Iriſh Forces there, miglit 
be ſent againſt the Parliament of Fng/and. The Earle of Antrim, and the Lord of Aboyn, 
( whoſe Arms Aſſigned them by the Queen for this purpoſe were taken care of by M. Je- 
min) as appears by the ſaid Letter from Serjeant Major Roſſe) and the Earle of Niddiſaalc, 
were three principall Agents employed in this horrid Plot: And that it may cleerly appeate

that the Earle of Antrim was accounted His Majeflies good Subject, and had His Majeſties 
approbation for what he was to act there, he was furniſhed with a Paſſe from the Earle of 
Newtaſtle, in theſe words; WILLIAM Earle of Newcaſtle, Governour of the Towne and 
County of Newcaſtle, and General of His Majeſties Forces raiſed in the Northern parts of this 
Kingdom, for defence of the ſame : To all Collonels, Lievtenant-Collonels, Serjeant-Maiors, 
Captains, and all other His Mateſties loving Subjects of England and Ireland. Foraſmuch as 
the Right Honourable the Earle of Antrim is to travell to Dublin in Ireland, and other parte 
of that Kingdom, Theſe are therefore to deſire and require you, and every of you, to whom this 
ſhall come to be ſeen, to permit him and his ſervants quittly and peaceably to paſſe and repaſſe in- 
to thoſe parts, and back again, without any moleſtation or interruption : And further 7 do here- 
by require all Poſt -maiters, Conſtables, and other Officers to furniſh the ſaid Farle and his ſer- 
vants with ſo many Poſt- horſes as they (hall have need of frons place to place, and ſtage to ſtage, 
for all the ſaid Journey, he and they paying the uſuall Rates for the ſame. And hereof you, or g thi; Paſſe, 
any of you may not faile at pour perill, Given under mine Hand and Seal, the fourth! day of Fol. 264. 
May, 1643. Signed, William Newcaſtle. 

Neither can it be imagined that the Earle of Newcaſtle, a Privy Councellor, and a great 
Commander under His Majeſty, durſt have adventured to have given ſuch a Paſſe to fo no- 
torious a Rebell, without expreſſe Warrant ſo ta do: which Paſſe, together with the ſaid 
Letters, were found in the Earleof Antrim pockets, and were ſent by Major Generall Mon- See che Dreloa- 
70e into Scotland, from whence authentique Copies are ſent hither, which are likewiſe here- * er 
with Printed, together with a Declaration of the Lords of His Majeſties Privie Councell — 161 why 
in Scotland, and Commiſſioners, for conſerving the Articles of the Treaty, Dated at Edin- Fol.264 
burgh the got June, 1643. concerning the apprehending and employment of the Earle of 
Antrim, wich their ſenſe upon the ſame ; As alſo a Letter ſent from M1jor Generall Monroe 
{ who took che ſaid Earle of Antrim ) to the Committee appointed by the Houſe of Com- 
mons for the affaires of 1reland, bearing date at Carrickfergus the 23 of May, 1643. To See Genernll 
which may be added the Earle of eAntrim's own confeſſion, who was examined before Ma- #4197 Monroe 
jor Generall Monroe and a Counſell of War, the 1 2.0f June 1 643- and in his examination OED 
confeſſes that he came into Freland with the Lord of Newc ales Paſſe, and with private In- 
ſtructions for making of Peace; and Mafter Steuart another ſervant of the ſaid Earle of 
Antrios, and taken with him, being likewiſe examined the ſaid 14 of une, 1643. before 
the ſaid Generall Monroe and Counſell of War, and threatned with torture except he would 
declare by whoſe Warrant and direction the ſaid Earle of Antrim had undertaken that im- 
ployment, ſaith, That as che Ammunition and Arms was to be furniſhed by the Queens Or- 
der and Command, So that he doubts not but the Earle of Autrim t imployment and others, 
was directed by her Majeſtie.

But yet to come neerer home, The Houſe of Commons among à numerous company of 
Proofes of this kinde, too many to be all related, ſhall conclude with the teſtimony of John 
Dod, late Miniſter of Gods Word at Annegilliffe, in the County of Cavan, in the Province 
of Alſter in Irel and, who was examined at the Barre of * Honſe of Commons, and after 
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before a ſelect Committee of the faid Houſe, and teſtifieth that aſter hee had ſuffered many 
miſeries in this Rebellion of Frelend, he repaired into this Kingdome, and ſome occaſions 
carrying him to Oxford, he ſtayed there ſeven weeks, and came out of Oxford the 13 of 
ane 1643. That during his Ray there, he ſaw a great number of Iriſh Rebels, whom hee 
very well knew to have had an hand in che moſt barbarous ations of chat Rebellion, as the 
daſhing of final] Infants in pieces, the ripping up of women with childe, and the like, among 
whom was one 7 homas Brache, who at Twrbot in Jreland within ſeven miles where the 
aid Dod lived; as 36 old men, women, and children, not able to flee, were paſſing over a 
Bridge, cauſed them all to be thrown into the water, where they were all drowned ; that this 
Brady is now at Oxfordin great favour, and Serjeant Major to Collonel Piercie his Regi- 
ment; that he ſaw there three Franciſcan Friers, namely, Bryan 8 Gormmuly, eAnthony mac 
Geochagan,and Thomas Nngent; and three Jeſuites, namely, Lawrence Sutton, Philip & och, and 
Eamund ò Rely, who were all very earneſt for the Cauſe, and daily encouraging the Soul- 
diers to fight againſt the Roynd-heads ; and for that purpoſe have lifled themſelves in the 
Lord Dillous Troop, as was athrmed by divers; they goe very bra ve, and are called Cor- 
nets ; That they are daily and publique meetings at Maſſe. in almoſt every ſtreet there, and 
rerily beleeves in his conſcience, that for one Sermon preached, there are foure Maſſes ſaid 
now at Oxford ; That he ſaw Sir John Dungan there, a man accuſed of high Treaſon in Fre- 
lard, tor being in the Rebellion, and fled into England, who hath a Commiſion for a Troop 
of Horſe ; The Lord Barnewall of Trimeleſtowne, and his fon, who hath a Commiſſion for a 
Troop of Horſe, and is no gone into Wales to raiſe them; A ſon of the Lord Newterfield, 
who hath gotten a Command likewiſe; that as neer as hee can poſſibly compute, there 

| was then ac Oxford above 3000 Rebels; and that moſt of the Kings Life- guard are Iriſh;by 
See the æami- all which it may appeare that che Iriſh Rebels are not onely eſteemed His Majeſties good 
z2tion of Maſter Subjects, but even the belt of His Subjects, when they are thus admitted fo neer His Maje- 
Dod, fo266. ies owne Perſon, | 

Upon the whole matter, no man can think that this Rebellion in Jreland, fo barbarous 
and bloody, that one hundred and fifty faure thouſand Prateſtants, men, women, and chil- 
dren, Engliſh and Scotch, were Maſlacred in that Kingdome, between the 23 of Odlober, 
when the Rebellion brake forth, and the firſt of March following, by the computation of 
the Prieſts themſelves that were preſent, and principall Actors in all thoſe Tragedies, and 
were direRed by ſome chief Rebels of Ireland'to take this computation, leſt they ſhould be 
reported to be more bloody then in truth there was cauſe, all which appears by the exami- 
nation of the ſaid Arch-deacon Maxwell, who lived as a Priſoner a long time with Sir 
Phelmi O Nails mother, and was there when this Computation was brought in. 

No man gan beleeve that this horrid and unparaleld Rebellion ſhould be the undertaking 
of the Rebels alone, being ſer on foot when a Parliament was fitting in England that could 
not diſſolve without its own conſent, when all Nations profeſſing the Romiſh Religion were 
at peace with England, and ſo engaged at home, that the Rebels in reaſon could not expect 
any conſiderable aſſiſtance from them, nor could think themſelves able to incounter England, 
or Scotland eicher; much leſſe both together, being ſo concerned and engaged by Religion, 
and the common intereſt of both Kingdoms, to ſuppreſſe by all means poſſible, fo inſuffera- 
ble an inlurreRion: So that to imagine the Nobility, Gentry, and in*a manner, the whole 
Kingdom of Ireland, who at that time enjoyed more freedome of Religion, then they had 
done for many years before; ſhould thus deſperately engage their lives and eſtates in fo 
wicked, ſo raſh an enterpriſe, without being encouraged, incited, nay commanded from 
Engine with an aſſurance both of connivence and aſſiſtance too, were to deny them to bee 
reaſonable Creatures. ; 

And therefore the Houſe of Commons abundantly ſatisfied in their own conſciences and 
judgements of the truth hereof, (though with deep ſorrow and amazement ) cannot but de- 
clare to the world, That by all theſe concurring circumſtances and con vincing Proofs, (to 
which nothing can be added, ſave a witneſſe, to confeſſe that he was preſent at the making of 
the bargain, which no man will expect in a conſpiracie of this horrid and high importance) 
that this unheard of and monſtrous Rebellion of Ireland, was projected, incited, and infiſted, 
by thoſe Councels now onely prevalent with His Majeſty, That the Queen, with her Ro- 
miſh Prieſts, the Papiſts of all His Majeſties three Kingdoms, have been principall ARours 
and Sticklers herein. That now thoſe bloody Rebels ha ve, in a manner, rooted out the Pro- 
teſt ant Religion in 7reland, there is a Deſigne to pardon them, and to bring them into Eng- 
land to doe the like, That no earthly power is likely in humane rea ſon to withſtand this 
damnablc Plot, but the power of the Parliament of England, which is now declared by a late

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Proclamation to be no free Parliament, to be null, and of nane tiſect: | 

deavour uted by ſtrength and ſtratagem to deſtroy the ſame. — — — all 
blood of King Names, and the innocent blood of the proteſtauts of freland, doe lie as — 
ing and ſtupendious guilc upon this Nation; which God hath determined at this time to re- 
venge and recalliace : che Houſe of Commons do conceive it impoſſible chat ſo many of thoſẽ 
which would be thought the honeſt and moderate Engliſh Proteſtanta, ſhould any longer 
be blinded and led on, to joyn with German, French, Wallon, Englyh, Scotch, and Ih

mag bon, one of the grand Rebels of Freland, was Wracked, and his Examination ta- 
ken by A Charles Coot, ſenior : in the preſence of Sir Francs pony”, Sir Arthar Loſter, 
the Conſtable of the Cafile, and ſome others, the ſaid Afacmohen conf: fled that the Origi- 
nall of that Rebellion was brought over to them by their Committee, who were employed by 
che Iriſh Parliament to His Majeſtic, for redreſſe of their grievances in that Kingdome, and 
that they having often ſolicited His Majeſtic, for that purpoſe, was anſwered, That he was 
willing to gram: them their deſire, and that he did confeſſe they were His good Subjects; 
but that he was ſo oppreſt by his Parliament in England, that he knew not how to relieve 
them; wiſhing he knew how to be revenged on them, or words to that purpoſe ; which oc- 
caſioned Sir {harles ¶ vot to take him up, calling him Rogue and Raskall, for offcring to lay 
ſuch a charge upon the King, whom he ſaid would affiſt them in things honeſt and juft, but 
not give them Commiſſion to cut our Throats. This Narration was not incerted in the Exa» 
mination read to Mackmaghon after Sir ¶ harles ¶ ot had finiſhed it: The Reaſon, as this 
Examinatethen conceived, was, That it being a matter of great conſequence, they would 
take ſome other time to examine that point more priyately, which wherkee they did or no,

The Houſe of Commons having received a Meſſage from His Majeſtic of the 1 3 of Au-

One hundred thouſand pounds of the Adventurers money for freiand, Wr. 
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Order very prejudiciall to the affaires of Ireland, and contrary to an AR of Parliament 
made this preſent Seſſion; Doe in the firſt place Declare, That theſe directions given by His 
Majeſty for the retracting of this Order, is an high breach of priviledge of Parliament; And 
they cannot, without a deep ſenſe of ſorrow, call co minde how popiſh and Prelaticall Coun- 
ſels did fo far prevaile with His Majeſty, that two Armies were brought within the bowels 
of this Kingdom, and two Proteſtant Nations ready to welter in each others biood ; that 
when both thoſe Armies had been a long time defrayed at the charge of the poore Commons 
of England, and at length, by Gods bleſſing upon the endeavours of the Parliamenrt,quietly 
bisbanded, the ſame wicked Counſels ( prevented of that deſigne) did ſoon after raiſe this 
bloudy and barbarous Rebellion in Ireland: The ſuppreſſing whereof / for the better colour) 
was recommended to the care of the Parliament; who, cut of a fellow-fecling of the un- 
ſpeakable milerics of their Proteſt ant brethren there ( nor ſuipeRing this horrid Plot, now 
too apparent ) did cheerfully undertake that great worke, and doe really intend and endea- 
vour to fettle the Proteſtant Religion, and a permanent Peace in that Realm, to the glory of 
God, and the great honour and profit of His Majeſty, and ſecurity of His three Kingdoms: 
But how they have been diſcouraged, retarded, and diverted in and from this pious and glo- 
rious Work, by thoſe Trayterous counſels about His Majeſty, will appeare by many parti- 
culars, ſome whereof they ſhall, upon this juſt occafion, call to remembrance. 

That when the Lords and Commons had upon the firſt breaking out of the Rebellion, im- 
mediately provided and ſent over twenty thouſand pounds, and engaged themſelves and the 
whole Kingdom for the reducing of the Rebels; Vet His Majeſly, after His returne from 
Scoti and to London, was not either pleaſed by Word or Meſſage to take notice of it, un: ill af- 
ter ſome in the Houſe of Commons had truly obſerved how forward thoſe miſchievors 
Counſellours were to incite His Majeſty againſt His Proteſtant Subjects of Scotland, and 
how ſlaw to recent the proceeding of His Papiſt Traytors in Ireland. 

That although the Rebels had moſt impudently ſtiled themſelves, The Queens Army. and 
profeſt that the cauſe of their riſing was, To maintain the Kings Prerogative, and the Queens 
Religion, againſt the Puritan Parliament of England; And that thereupon both Houſes of 
Pariiament did humbly and earneſtly adviſe His Majeſty to wipe away this dangerous ſcan- 
dall, by proclaiming them Rebels and Traytors to His Majefly, and the Crown of Englard, 
which then would have mated and weakned the Conſpirators in the beginning, and have 
encouraged both the Parliament here, and good people there, the more vigorouſly to have 
oppoſed their proceedings: Yet ſuch was the power of thoſe Counſels/that no Proclamation 
was ſet forth to that purpoſe, till almoſt three moneths after the breaking out of this Rebel- 
lion, and then Command given, That but 40 ſhould be Printed, nor they publiſhed, till fur- 
ther directions ſhonld be given by His Majelty. | 

That after both Houſes of Parliament had found out a probable way to reduce the King- 
dom of Ireland, by the Adventure of private men, without any charge to the Subject in ge- 
nerall, and which they are very confident would have brought in a Million of Money ( had 
His Majeſty continued in or neer London) thoſe malicious whiſperers, that durſt not hinder 
the paſſing ofthe Bill, which was ſo ſpecious in it Telfe,and fo generally approved: Yer have 
by praiſe, by drawing His Majeſtie from His Parliament, by keeping Him at this diſtance, 
and adviſing him to make War upon His People, ſo intimidated and diſcouraged the Adven- 
turers, and others that would have adventured, that they have rendred that good Bill in a 
manner ineffeuall. f 

That the Parliament and adventurers had long ſince deſigned five thouſand Foot, and five 
hundred Horſe for the reliefe of Munſter, to be ſent as a Brigade, under the command of the 
Lord A harton; had made choice of, and lifted all the Commanders, and prepared Money, 
Arms, and other Proviſion fot that expedition, and all to be at the charge of the Adventurers: 
And when nothing was wanting, but a Commiſſion to the Lord Mharton, to enable him for 
that ſervice, ſuch was the power of thoſe Counſels, that no Commiſſion could be obtained 
from His Majeſly ; by reaſon whereof, Lymbrick was wholly loſt, and the Province of 
Munſter is now in very great diſtreſſe. 

That when divers pious and well affected perſons had prepared twelve Ships, and fix Pin- 
naces, with a thouſand or more Land- forces, at their own charge, by way of Adventure for 
the ſervice of Ireland, and deſired nothing but a Commiſſion from His Majeſty to enable 
them thereunto; that Commiſſion, after twice ſending to Torł for the ſame, and the Ships ly» 
ing ready to ſet Saile for three weeks together, at the charge of neer three hundred pounds a 
day, was likewiſe denied; and thoſe Adventurers ( rather then to loſe their Expedition) were 

conſtrained to goe by vertue of an Ordinance of both Houſes of Parliament. 
| That 
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That although the Lords Juſtices of Jreland have three moneths fince earneſtly defired to 
have two Pieces of Battery ſent over, as very neceffary for that ſervice, yet ſuch commands 
are given to the Officers of the Tower, That none of His Majeftics Ordnance muſt bee ſent 
to ſave his Majeſtics Kingdome. 

That although whilft the Earl of Leiceſter ſtayed here in the Service of the Parliament. 
and in providing for his Long - expected Voyage into Ireland, a Meſſage was ſent to the Par- 
liament from His Majeſty to haflen him away, and Letters were written to the ſaid Earle 
from His Majeſty, that he ſhould make no ſtay at York for his diſpatch, but that his Inttru- 
Rions ſhould be ready for him againſt he came: And although it is notoriouſly known, That 
the Affaires of Jrelam do exceedingly ſuffer by wanting the perſonall affiftance: of a Com- 
mander in chief, to give both life and motion to the Army there; yet the ſaid Earle hath been 

ſtayed with His Ma jelly in the North a moneth and more. and as yet can get no diſpatch. 

That notwithſtanding the bleeding condition of Ireland, yet divers Commanders and Of- 
ficers in pay, and in actuall employment there againſt rhe Rebels, have been called a way 
from that important Sezvice. by the expreſſe Command of His Majeſty, as (harles Floyd, 
Engineer and Q uarter-maſter Gcnerall of the Army in Ireland, and divers ochets; 

That Captain Green, Comptroller of the Artillery, a man in pay and principally employed 
and truſted here by the Lord-Lievtenant of Ireland for the providing and ordering the Train 
of Artillery which was to be ſent to Dublin, and who had received great Sums of money 
for that purpoſe, was comman led from that employment and cruſt, to ſerve His Majeſty in 
this moſt unnaturall War againſt His loyall and beſt-affeRed people. 

That the Parliament having made great proviſion of clothes for the poor Souldiers in Fre- 
Land, for their preſent ſuccour, and ſending fix hundred ſuits, part thereof towards (bhefter che 
laſt week; the man that undertook the carriage of them, one Miliam Whitaker by na ne, was 

Faſſaulted by His Majeſſies Cavaliers, then lying about Coventry, who took away theſe lix 
hundred ſuits ofclothes,and the Waggon and horſes of the poor man, al hough they were told 
that the 600 ſuits of clothes were for the Souldiers in Jreland; and notwithſtanding the poare 
Cacryer was five times with the Earle of Northampron, to beg a releaſe of his Waggon. 

That three hundred ſuits of clothes, with a Chirurgions Cheſt of Med caments, being like- 
wiſe ſent for Jreland by one Richar d Oweſield who was employed by the Parliament tocar- 
ry them to Cheſter, a Troop of His Majeſties Cavaliers, under command of one Captaine 
Afiddleton, met with them upon the Road, and tooke away the clothes, and Chirurgions 
Cheſt, together with the poore Carryers horſes and Waggon, for His Majeſties pgerended 
ſervice here. | | 

That a great number of Draught · horſes prepared by the Parliament for the Artillery and 
Baggage of the Iriſh Army, were ſent to Cheſter for that purpoſe ; and being there, attend- 
ing a Paſſage,are now required by His Majeſty, for His ſaid preſent ſervice in England, 

That His Ma jeſſies Forces are ſo Quartered in and about the common Roads to Jreland, 
that neither Money, Clothes, Victuals, or other Proviſion can paſſe thither by Land wich 
any ſafery. 

That Caprain Kettleby the Admirall, and Sir Henry Stradling, the Vice- Admirall. of the 
Ships which were directed to lie upon the Coaſt of Jreland to annoy the Rebels, and to pre- 
vent the bringing to them Ammunition and reliefe from Forraign parts, are both called away 
from that employment by His Ma jeſties Comm ind; and by reaſon of their departure from 
the Coaſt of Aanſter, to which they were deſigned, the Rebels there have received Powder, 
Ammunition, and other relief from forra ign parts; by wh ich, and many other particulars, too 
long to relate, it may ſeem as if thoſe barbarous Iriſh Rebels are kept on foot and counte- 
nanced there, of defigne to aſſifl the Northern Cavaliere, and according to the Eatle of Straf- 
ford unheard of advice, to have an Army in Preland. with which His Majeſty may reduce 
chis Kingdom, eſpecially confidering thoſe confident Rebels have preſumed, very lately, to.

That the Houſe of Commons lively apprehending the imminent danger of this Kingdom.

Papiſts, Traytors and Delinqnents more active in the North, to conquer and deſtroy the Par- 
liament and good people of Exglana, Thought it neceſſary to provide for the ſafety of both, 
by preparing a competent Army for the defence of King and Kingdom. And although mul-

The Examination of Collonel Audley Mervin, given in the fiſth day of July, 1643. 
wnto a ſelect Committee of the Honſe of Commons, and atteſted 
under his hand.

His Examinate ſaith, That about the 27 of October, 1647. Rory Ma guire, brother 

to the Lord Maguire, came unto Caſtle Treuick, in the County of Tyrone, being 

this Examinates then houſe, who amongſt other diſcourſe told this Examinate, 

that it was reſolved amongſt themſelves, to imploy him into England, to preſent 
unto his Majeſtie. upon what grounds they had taken up Armes, and what defires being 
granted, they would lay them down : the reaſons Rory _— acquainted this examinate 
withall for the preſent were, that the Parliament in England was fully bent to the extirpa- 
tion of the Catholique Religion, as was apparent in the execution of ſome of their Prieſts, 
and that they invaded the Kings prerogative in which their greateſt ſecurity repoſed. To the 
fir, I anſwered him, the power of the Parliament in England extended only to that King- 
dome, their Statutes obliged not us untill confirraed, it being found agreeable to the conſti- 
tution of this Kingdome, by our own Parliament. As to the ſecond, we were no competent 
Judges of the Parliaments proceedings, and it were ſeaſonable enough to vindicate the Kings 
prerogative, when his Majeſty had declared it wounded, and had commanded his aſſiſlance, 
and defired further to know, in what high point, thoſe poore Proteſtant ſoules already mur- 
thered, had offeuded his Majeſties prerogative. Hee replyed, that when he came next with 
the heads of their Remonſtrance unto me, he would fatisfic me in every ſeruple. Upon his 
departure, this examinate called him aſide, adviſing him (in reſpeR the ſaid Rory Maguire 
had married his ſiſter, and by her got goo. pounds per annum inheritance) that he would dee 


fiſt from further proſecuting fo barbarous, and treaſonable a deſigne, and that it were feizable 
to 
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to procure his pardon, if he would beſtow his endeayours in appeaſing this Rebellion; but 
hawſoever he aſſuming at the preſent, the power to ſend Proclatnations into the Countrey ) 
except he would repreſſe che fury ofthe fire, and: ſword, and ſuch other acts of hoſtility, by .. 
publique notice given to the Countrey, that I durſt not addreſſe my ſelſe unto his Majeſtie, 
ſince the ſubjeR, I feared, would receive but a cold welcome at the beſt, but eſpecially when 
it ſhould be dyed in ſo much innocent bloud: which he accordi ly did, and this Exami- 
nate gave notice to the Proteſtants about him, to diſpoſe of themſelves towards Derrey, and 
that he would adventure himſelf che laſt man, and fo by the bleſſing of God many were ſa- 
ved, and this examinate, his wife, two filters, and his children eſcaped in the night, ſaving 
nothing but their lives: ſuch as remained being deluded by the Rebels promiſes, and wedded 
to their own habitations were maſſacred. This examinate further ſaith, that amongſt other 


dehortatorie ceaſons uſed ro Rory Maguire, he alleaged, that admit the Papiſts could for the 


preſent root the Proteſtants out, yet they, nor their poſteritie, could never enjoy a peaceable 
ſetlement, whileſt England or Scotland ſurvived. To this hee replyed, that the Catholique 
Princes would aſſiſt them, vir, France, and S paine. I anſwered if it were fo, they would bee 
well paid for their pay nes, and that it were better to reſt with their peaceable government in 
their hand, then to dreaine aſter a fained, and uncertaine priviledge in the buſn; and that I 
could aſſure him, thoſe Princes were in a condition of borrowing ſupplies, not lending any. 
This examinate remembers well his Reply, vix. Come, come brother, deceive not your ſelfe, 
in beeing roo wile, all Freland is at this inſtant in our hands, I will ſhew you all the places 
of ſtrength, to what perſons their ſurpriſall was aſſigned, Thu great undertaking was never 
the Att of one or two giddy fellowes, we have aur party in England, we have our party in Scot- 
land, that (hall keepet em bu ſie for ſending you any ayd, | aſſure you 'ris well if chey can ſave 
themſelves, and before you can get thither, you will finde them, (if they be not already ) 4s 
deepe in blood as our ſelves. He further added, if you will reſolve to goe, I will come within 
three or foure dayes, and then you ſhall know all ; if you will nor, I will convoy you, and 
yours; ſafe to the next port. and ſee you imbarqued,Provided you ſweate. never to come over 
to fight againſt us. But I fearing this was to ſound me, and that ſo many lives depended up- 
on my demeaſner ; I replyed, bring your heads, the ſooner the better; but unwilling to truſt 
to any further curteſies eſcaped before his teturne; Hee told me this plot had beene of ancient 
date, and many times diſcontinued, but it had beene lively revived, and proſecuted from Candle- 
mas laſt paſt, before the Rebellion, both in England, aud Scotland. All which I have heard 
from many more of very conſiderable quality. | —

# nt alliance unto your Lordſhips Anceſtors and your ſelfe, and the tryall of your and 


their performance of trult unto their friends in their greateſt adverſitie encourageth 
us, and engageth your honour to eur fruition of your future favours ; the fixion of our con- 
fidence in you before any other of the Peeres, and Privie Counſellers of the Kingdome 
doubleth this obligation. Your Lordſhip may be therefore pleaſed to acquaint the Lords 
Juſtices, and Councell, (to be imparted unto his Sacred Majeſtie) with our grievances, and 
the cauſes thereof, the redreſſe which we moſt humbly pray, and the manner ot ic ; Fiiſt, the 
Papiſts in neighbouring Countries are ſeverely puniſhed, and their miſ rie migut ſerve for 
Beacons unto us, to looke unto our owne, when our neigbouts houſes are afire, and we and 
other Papiſls are, and ever will be as loyall ſubjeRs, as any in the King his Dominions - tor 
manifeſtation whereof, we ſend herein incloſed an Oath ſolemnly taken by us, which as it 
received indeleble impreſſion in our hearts, Hall be ſigned with our hands, and ſealed with 
our blood. Sccondly, there is an incapacite in the Papiſts of honour, Offices, and the im-

Heſe Lines are ſent to give you this further accompt of our proceedirigs fince Afuy aft 
T from Stafford upon Thurſday May 30. that God who delivered the TS. of Navipe- 
vic from three attempts of our Enemies of Mhitc harch, did notwichſtanding upon the firſt 
attempt made againſt #Fhitcharch, delivered the fame into our hands; and toute pieces of 
Ordnance, ſome Powder, Armes, Horſes, and much Treaſure which was taken, but conta - 
led by ſome of rhe common Souldiers and others; All their Carriages, cloathes, proviſions, 
and ſome horſes taken; Two of their Captaines. and other perſons of worth ſlaine, and one 
Captaine, and ſome other perſons ot qualitie taken Priſ ners; The Lord was plerſed much 
to appeare in this dayes ſucceſſe, and to aſſiſt our men with invincible and indefatigable cou- 
rage, ſo farre as to enable them toinake their entrance upon the mouth of their Cannon, There 
were twenty of theirs ſla ine out · right, and not above two or three of ours. Collonell n, 
Collonel Crow, Serjeant Major Generall Me and the moſt of their prime Com man- 
ders eſcaped; Their Cannonier was killed by a ſnot made by our Cannoniere: we were not 
eſſeſſed of one Peete of Cannon at our entrance into this Countie, yet now God hath pleaſed 
plenrifully to furniſh us with fix Peeces at Namprwich, and two at S tafford fo as wee now 
want Cannoniers to order and mannage the fame. {5 Within a few dayes after thir vifto- 
there landed in two Barks many Iriſh Rebels in Worrall in Cheſhive ſome wherof acknowledg-4d in 
the Preſence of divers ſuſſicient men, who affirmed the ſame unto me, thit they had waſhed i heir 
hands in the blood of divers Engliſh and Scots in Ireland and now hoped to waſh their hands in i he 
bloodof Engliſb men in England; Which Rebels being brought into Che ter, were acruſed by 
ſeverall of thoſe perſons who came to Cheſter for refuge to be the perſons who cut them 22 
bands throats ; others that they ripped mp their childrens bowels, The Countrey wherem they 
ſt arrived. did apprehend ſo much diftaſte, that they did all riſe with their beſt weapons, and 
apprehended divers of the Iriſh Rebels; but being unarmed, not having above ſeven or eight 
Muſquettlers they could not make geod their Priſoners, who were reſcued ont of their hand- 
by a Troope of horſe which came from the (omm'ſſioners of Array who alſ9 ſeized about 28. of 
our honeſt Countrey-men priſoners, Theſe Iriſh acknowledge they came from Strongforth, ard 
that there are 1 200, ſoms /peake of 10000. more to follow after.

Aich, that two Ships, the one called the Afichael of Londen, Maſter Sydrach Pope being 

ſent therein for France with 6 48 Hydes to relade corne, for the reliefe of the Proteſtanc 
Armie in #/fter, was by foule weather in December laſt forced into Fatmonth, and there ſei- 
zed on by Sir Nich.Slaming,and manned with ſome Muſquettiers of his ſeat unto Saint allo 
in France, where the Hydes were ſold, and the procced returned unto him in the ſaid Ship in 
Powder, Match, Ammunition, Cc. And further ſaith, that about the 20 of April laſt, one 
wlan King of Dover, his Ship being laden with 90 tunnes of Wine and ſalt from France, 
and bound for Carrickfergus in Jreland upon the examinates accompt, was upon the Coaſt 
of France, taken by one Rich, Jones, Captaine of a ſhip ſet out from Falmonth with his Ma- 
jeſties Warrant, and the ſhip and goods were ſold by him at Breſt in France.

The Examination of Chriſtopher Haſſall of Waſbford is Ireland, Sajler, talen 
this twelfth of July, 1643. at followeth. 


Ho faith, that he was preft by the Major of #aſbford, Maſter Nicholas 
Hayes, about ten dayes ſince, into a Dunkirke Frigot called the Patricke, 
to ſerve the King of England at Sea, in taking and pillaging ſuch Ships 
and Veſſels as were not for the King; of which Frigor on George Pruncas, 
a Dunkirker was chiefe Commander and Captaine, and Valter Hayes an Iriſh-man was 
Captaine under him, and had about an hundred men in the Ship, and eleven pieces of Ord- 
nance, and came out to the Sea the fourth of this inſtant June, and tgoke and pillaged ſince 
they came out: Firſt, an Apſome Barke, which after ſhe was pillaged they funke in the Sea, 
having taken out of her eleven packs of Cloth; and after that tooke a Fiſher-boat of Taye 
worth upon Saturday laſt, and tooke out of her an hundred North- ſea Cod-fiſh, and four- 
teene pieces of eight, and a double Piſtoll, and pillaged the Veſſell of all they could get, and 
of the mens Cloathes; and then put in the Apſome men taken out of the ſunke ſhip, and fo 
let them goe · And after that tooke a Scottiſh Barke, and a Dover Barke, and a Pram or 
Hute, and a Catch; and tooke ſeven men out of the Pram, and two men out of the Scot, be-

Kelley another Quarter-maſter. And then tooke a Dover Ship laden with Coales, and pil- 
laged her, which was after taken by Captain Milde, and is now comming into Y armont - 
Rode. And alſo he ſaith that they took yeſterday a Forraine ſhip laden with deales, and took 
out the Maſter and ſeven of the Company, and the reſt got away with their Veſſell and are 
gone to London. And yeſterday in the afternoone this Examinate being in the Dever-Barque, 
which was committed to his charge, Captaine Wilde Commander of the Ship, called the Cyg- 
net, in ſervice for the Ring and Parliament, fell upon the ſaid Frigot, and ſhort at her, and was 
in fight with her a bout two hours, but could not take her, becauſe ſhe fled away, and was more 
ſwift in ſayle then he, but tooke this examinate with the Dover- barke, and ſent them into 
this roade cf Tarmouth. And alſo he faith, that there a re halſe a dozen more ſhips at Waſh- 
ford, fitted and made ready to come forth upon the like ſervice that the ſaid Frigot came 
out for.

eA Declaration of the Loras of His Majeſties Privie- Councell in Scotland. 


He Lords of His Majeſt ies moſt Honourable Privy-Councell, and the Comiſſio- / 
n rs for conſerving of the Peace, according to the great truſt repoſed on them by 
His Ma jeſty, and the Eftates of Parliament, whereof they are to make account to 
God and his Majeſty the next enſuing Parliament, taking to their deepeſt and meſt 

ſerious conſideration the belt wayes of preſerving the peace of this Kingdome, That all His 

Majeſt ies good and dutifull Subjects may enjoy their Religion, Liberues, and Laws, which 
God in a ſingular and wonderfull providence, in the time of His Majefties raigae hath 
vouchiſafed them, and of the peace betwixt the two Kingdoms ſo unanimouſly and happily 
eſtabliſhed in the late Treaty of Peace, and in the Parliaments of both King lomes, Have 
Qithfully endeavoured by all good means to reduce Ireland to His Majeſties obedience, 
which through che unnaturall, barbarous, and Antichriſtian cruelty of Papiſts, is from a 
peace.ble Kingdome turned into a ſtage of unexampled and unexprefſſible miſerics, to bee 
looked upon as an horrid and dangerous exainple by this Kingdome, and by their ne-1eft 
ſuppl cations to His Majeſtie, and their Declarations to the Parliament of England, but cſpe» 
cially by their earneſt delires for eſtabliſhing Unity of Religion, and Unif cmicy of Kirk- 
government, and for disbanding all Papiſts in Arms within their Dominions, and by the 
humble offer of their medication to remove the unhappy d:f{-rences,and quench the fire of 2 
waſting Warre, begun betwixt his Majeſtie and his SubjeRs of England, wherein His Ma- 
jelties ſacred Perſon is expoſed to fo great danger, and fo many thouſands of his Subjects 
have already periſhed ; But finding to their great griefe the ſucceſſe no way anſwerable to 
their endeavours and expectation, and tne trouble of the neighbouring Kingdomes, and the 
dangers of this Kingdome daily ariſing to a greater height, then they by their care, counſell, 
and diligence, were able co remedy or obviate, they did reſolve for this and other cauſes, 
which exerciſe and heavily preſſe the Kingdom at this time, to call a covention of the Eſtates, 
as the onely meane (his Majeſly not thinking fit to hear ken unto their motion of calling a 
Parliament) which might by common Coun ſell, conſent and reſolution, take the beſt courſe 
tor repreſenting yet more ſenſibly theſe manifold evils and dangers, and for overcomming by 
greater wiſdome the difficulties which were above their power. 

In the meane while ( which they cannot but attribute to the mercifull and marveilous pro- 
vidence of God, and which is a confirmation tothem of their reſolution in calling a con- 
vention, and layeth the greater neceſſity upon the Eſtates, to meet the more willingly and 
frequently, A treacherous and damnable Plot, of the Iriſh, Engliſh, and Scottiſh Papiſts, is 
begun to be diſcovered by the unexpected apprehending of the Earle of Antrim, comming 
from Yorke, where he had kept his meetings and corriſpondence by Letters. wich certaine Po- 
piſh Lords his Confederates, and amongſt others, with the Earl of Nit hiſdail, and Viſcount of 
Aboyne, their divelliſh deſignes and devices art come to light, and brought to our knowledge, 
partly by Letters from Irelaua ſhewing the depoſition and confeſſion of a ſervant of the 
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of Amtrins, and partly by Letters which were found in the Earle his own pockt᷑ta, all ſent to 
them from Ireland: His ſervant, who was hanged at C vici Fergus, thi day of May, 
deponed (as the Letters beare)before and at the time of his death, That the 1 was to recon- 
cile the Engliſb and Iriſh in Ireland, that they by their joynt power, having expelle#the Scout. the 
Triſh Forces there might be ſent againſt the P arllament of England, ro wich ſome fit - 
ſtrument there, by all their ſtrength to ſurptize the Iles and the High- Lands, and todepo- 
pulate and waſt ſo much of this Kingdome as their power could extend unto, being aſſured of 
the like dealing in the North, by the Papiſts and their aſſiſtance there, And to have a Maga- 
zine at Carlile tor twenty thouſand men, to fall in with an hoſtility upon the South parts of 
this Kingdome. The Letters ſent from Nithiſdail and A boyne, all written and ſubſcribed by 
theic hands to the Earle of Antrim, and found with him, although in ſome things covertly 
written, do carry thus much expreſly, that for furtherance of the defigne and point refolv'd 
on, there was aſſiſtance aſſured from the Iſles, and from the North and South at cher 
Ammunition and Armes, without which they thinke their ſervice uſeleſſe, were appointed to 
be ſent to the N +rth, and other parts of this Kingdome, and that Popiſh officers were com- 
manded, and had undertaken to goe into Scotland; of which we ate informed. ſome are alrea- 
dy gone to the North, for topping and diſappointing fo far as may be for the preſent (till the 
ſame divine providence make a more full diſcovery) the attempts and devices of this unna- 
turall and bloody confederacy and conjuration. As the Lords of his Majeſties Privy Coun- 
cell have given order that Nithiſdail and Aboyne be cited, and criminally purſued of high 
Treaſon, and have made the ſame as a matter of publike and moſt high importance knowne 
to his Majeſty, and to the Parliament of England: ſo they and the Commiſſioners of Peace 
alſo, for acquitting themſelves in their truſt, and for the ſaſety of the Kingdome,do make the 
ſame publikely known to all his Majefties good Subjects, that being forewarned of their 
danger, they may be upon their guards, and prepared againſt forraign invaſion, and inteſtine 
plots and inſurrection: And eſpecially, that the Noble men, Commiſſioners of Shires, and 
Borroughs, perceiving greater and more apparent neceſſity of the approaching convention 
then they could have wiſhed or expected, may at the day formerly appointed, meet in ſuch 
celerity, and with ſuch publike affection and diſſ poſition of heart, as the preſent condition of 
affaires doth require, and call for at their hands, and as beſcemeth the lovers of their Religion, 
King, and Countrey, which are in ſo great danger, from Papiſts, Arheiſts, and other degene- 
rated Countrey-men, who are no leſſe inraged againſt this Kingdome,even ſince the late Re- 
formation of this Kirk, then were their Predeceſſours at the firſt reformation of Religion; 
when their negotiating was ſo reſtleſſe. and their attempts ſo many, and malicious againſt the 
work of God in this Land: ner is it to be paſt without obſervation, that while Hin Majeſiy is 
making a publike Declaration of His intentions to defend and mamtaine the Religion, Rights, 
and Liberties of this K ingdome, according to the Laws Civill and Ecclefiaftick, che Papiſſs are 
conſpiring, plotting, aud practiſing againſt the Religion, Rights and Liberties eſtabliſhed, and 
againft the lives of ais Majeſties good Subjects; whereby they doe really manifeſt to the 
world what the Kings Majeſtic againſt his Declarations, and his Subjects againſt their con- 
fidence grounded thereupon, may look for from their malice and power, if they ſhall continue 
in Arms and (which God forbid) if they ſhall pteyaile in the end. And whereas the Lords of 
Councell are informed, That the late Act pf Councell for publiſhing his Majeſties Decla- 
ration is miſtaken by ſundry,as a Declaration of their own judgement, concerning the pro-

Xpe& nothing from your honours reall and faithfull ſervant in this adverſe time, but 
E what brings comfort; In my laſt hy againſt the Rebels, occaſioned by ſudden . 
intelligence, I went forth with two thouſand foot, and three hundred horſe, being provided 
for ten dayes, at no greater allowance then ſeven ounces of meale a day for a ſouldier, our 
ſcarcity being ſo great, that tor want of victuals and ſhooes we were unable to doe the ſer- 
vice we wiſhj or your Honours expect from us; Nevertheleſſe our fortune was ſuch, chat 
with this ſmall party, without Cannon, for want of carriage horſes, we beat Owen Mar art 
Oneale, Sir Philome Oneale, and Owen Mac art the Generall his ſon, being all joyned 
together with their Forces, and forced them to returne upon Charlemonnt ; after quitting che 
Generalls houſe to be ſpoyled and burnt by us, with the whole houſes in Loc h gal, being the 
beſt Plantation in Z/Fer, and ſtraiteſt for defence of the Rebels; Ar the ſame time Collonel 
Hoome with a party of five hundred men was buſied in beleaguering the Caſtle of Newceſtle: 
the receipt of all the Intelligence comes from England to the Rebels in Ulſter, where it was my 
good fortune in time of treaty there, to triſt a Barke come from the Tile of Man, with that 
treacherous Papiſt the Earle of Antrim, whoſe brother Alexander was ſent before by the 
Omeenes Majeſty from Yorke, to make way for the Earle, in negotiating berwixt her Ma je- 
ſties Army in the North of England, and the Papiſts on the borders of Scotland, in the Illes 
of Scotland, and the North parts thereof, and with the Rebels in Ireland. T heir plat being ſet 
downe by the Qugenes Majeſties conſent, for the ruine of Religion, and overthrow of His Ma- 
jeſties loyall Subjects in all the three Domnzons, as evidently doth appeare by the Letters; ( ba- 
rafters Paſſer, and Papers found myth the Earle, directed by me to the Councell of Scotland, 
and the Generall. It becommeth me as the ſervant of the publique, intruſted with your 
Commiſſion under the great Seale of England, to informe truly your Honours of che great 
prejudice the cauſe in hand ſuffers by your Honours negleR of this Army, being unable todo 
ſervice as might be expeRed from them, if they received the halfe of the allowance your 
Souldiers receive at Dublyn, and had allowance for ſome horſes for carriage; in my opinion, 
in ſix weekes time we could ſettle Garriſons in Vſter. and thereafter overſway your enemies 
elſewhere in any part within His Ma jeſties Dominions, where your enemies prevailed moſt. 
Therefore my weake opinion is, this Army muſt not be neglected, wherein conſiſts ſo much of 
your peace and ſafety, having no friends you can repoſe into more then in us, who are defi- 
rous to ſee Religion flouriſh, Rebels ſubjected to obedience, and his Majeſties Throne efta- 
bliſhed in deſpight of Papiſts, and of wicked Couniell, miſ-leading his Majeſty, to the ine 
of his Dominions, whe would be the happieſt Prince in the World, if the Lord would move 
his heart to hearken to the Counſell of choſe ſheds their blood for his honour. The Earle of 
Antrim ſhall (God willing) be kept cloſe in the Caſtle of Carrickfergus till be acquainted

The Examination of John Dod Clerke, taken by a ſeleft Committee of the 
a Houſe of Commons, July 8 1643. 


Ons that after he had ſuffered many miſeries in this Rebellion of Ireland, he repayred 
into this Kingdome, and ſome occaſions carrying him to Oxford, he ſtayed there ſeven 
weekes, and came out of Oxford, June 13. 1643. That during his ſtay there, he faw a 
E number of Iriſh Rebels whom he very well knew to have had an hand in the moſt 

arbarons actions of that Rebellion, as the daſhing of ſmall infants in pieces, the ripping up 
of women with child, and the like: among whom was one Thoma Brady, who at Twrbet 
in the County of Cavas in the Province of Vſter in Ireland, within ſeven miles where this 
ſaid Examinate lived, as 36. old men, women, and children, not able to flic, were paſſing 
over

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over a btidge, cauſed them all to be thrown into che water, where they were all drowned 

That chis Brady is now at Oæfrd, in great favour, and Serjeant · Major to Collonel Percy his 
Regicment: That he ſaw there three Franciſcan Fryers, namely; Brpas 3 Gormgts, Anthony 
mar Gre and I homm Nurgent; and three Jeſuitt, natmelꝝx, Laurence Surton, Philip F 
Roche, and Edmund 5 Rety, who were all very earneſt for che cauſe, and daily encouraging N 

the ſduldiers to fight againſt the Round - heads; and for that purpoſe have lifted themſelves 

in the Lord: Di/lons Troope ( as was affirmed by divets;) they goe very brave, and are cal- 

led Cornets. That there are daily and publique meetings at Maſſe, in almoſt every ſtreet 

there; and verily believes in his conſcience; that for one Sermon preached, chere are foure 

Maſſes ſaid now at Oxford. That he ſaw Sir Jabn Dungan there (a man accuſed of high trea- 

ſon in Ireland, for parta king in that rebellion, and fled into England) who had a Commiſſi- 

on for a Troope of horſe. The Lord Barnewdll. of Trumletſtemne, and his ſonne, who hath 

a Commiſſion for a Troope of horſe, and is now gone into Wales, co raiſe them; a ſonne of

He Lords and Commonstaking into their fad and ſerious conſideration, the great 
: and manifold miſeriès under which the good and well-affe&ed People of this 
Land now ſuffer, by means of that Popiſh Army which is pretended to be raiſed 
| by che Kings Authority; which conſiſting for the moſt part in Horſe, doe range 
and wander up and downe the Countries, and nor onely Plunder, Imbezill, and cake away 
the Goods and Eſtates of the well-affected, but abuſe their perſons, and very often times 
geh roy and kill them: And in a deep ſence and apprehenſion of their fad and wretched 
eſtate and condition, being not onely wholly deſerted, and forſaken by choſe; from whom 
by the Laws of God and Man they ought to receive Protection, and preſervation fiom Vio-

the people were very deſirous that Sir Willians Walley might be appointed com- 
mander in chiefe. The peoples deſire therein was preſented to the Commitree by 
Maſter Sheritfe Langham; which was immediately taken into debare, and upon 
mature deliberation agreed upon to be preſented to the Honorable Houle of Com- 
mons for approbation , which ſucceeded according to the peoples earneſt deſire 
and expectation.

Enſiznes for Signes, which to the unſpeakable griefe of all who are not hoth 
voyd of grace and deprived of naturall affection, is to be ſcene this day in miſe- 
rable Ireland, and diſtreſſed England; and unleſſe it be prevented by their time- 
ons and ſpeedy deliverance, ſhall ( wee know not ho ſoone ) be ſerne and felt 
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in this Kingdome ; where , as the enemies did begin, ſo ſhall theyend thisbloudy, 
barbarcus, and Anti- chriſtian tragedie,if the authors be not interrupted and driven 
from = Stage, betore they bring it to their intended concluſion and helliſh 
applauſe. 

It is we confeſſe, no ſmall comfort to this Kirke and Kingdome, that e have 
been willing and ready by all good meanes from the beginning, to quench this 
unnaturall fire; all who have had place and publike incereft, the Lords of Hig 
Majeities privy Councell, the Comm iſſoners for conſerving the peace, and the 
generall afſembly of this Kirke and their Commiſſoners, having with all care and 
taithfulneſſe applied themſelves, from time to time, to uſe all good meanes; ſach 
as are theit humble deſires, their Supplications, Declarations and Rementtran- 
ces to his Majeſty for a hleſſed . : And after all theſe had proved in- 
effectuall. Commiſſioners were ſent to repreſent how much this Kirk and King. 
dome from their intereſt in the preſervation of their one Religion, the ſaſety of 
his Majelties Ferion, and their neer relation to their brethren of E»glend, were 
concerned inthe unhappy differences, betwixt his Majefty and the houfes of Par- 
lament, and in all humility and tenderneſſe, to make offer of their mediationand 
Nationall interceſſion, for removing them in ſuch a way as might moſt ſerve for 
his Majeſties honour, and the good of his people; but after long attendance, 
much contrary to their deſires and hopes, and to the expectation of all his Maje- 
ſties good Subjects in both Kingdomes ( fo prevalent were the. Counſels of the 
Popith prelaticall, and Malignant party, apprehending their owne troubles and 
milery, in the publike peace and happineſſe ot the King and his people) the offer 
of their humble ſervice and faithfull indea vours, was utterly refuſed and rejected, 
upon no other reaſon , bur that they had no warrant nor capacity for ſuch a medi- 
ation although authorized by a Commyhon from has Majeity and Parliament 
for that effect; and that the intermixture of the government ot the Church of 
Enrgiand with the civill government , was ſuch a myſtery as could not be unders 
Rood by them; although it be true which wasthenoftenrepiyed; that in theeighth 
demand of the Treaty of peace, the defire of untformiry: in Kirke-government 
was kindly entertained. and received ſuch an anſwer, as hath been ſince a doore of 
hope to this Kirke and Kingdome of obtaining their deſires: and aithongh the 
houſes of har. iament, who are beit acouainted with the conſtitution of that king - 
dome, and whom it moſt concerneih, have paſſed their Bill, for aboliſhing of i; 
p'ſcopall government, not only as a great ĩmpediment to the perfect Reformation 
and growth of Religion (which in a Chriſtian kingdom is a lufficient ground) bur 
alſo, as very prejudiciall to the civil ſtate and government. nid 

The Commiſſioners having returned from Oxford without ſucceſſe, and the 
miſeries of Ireland, the troubles of C eglaud. and the dangers and peeſſures of this 
kingdome more and more inereaſing; the Lords of his Majeſties Councell, the 
Commiſſioners for conſerving the peace, and the Commiihoners for the common 
burthens, all intruſted with the publike affaires of the kinadome reſpectively 
found themſelves preſſed above their place and power, with difficuities; which re- 

uired the common Counſell; conſent and reſolution of the Eitares of the king- 
me, and were neceſſitated according to the practice of former times (his Maje- 
ty having denied a Parliament, being ſupplicated for that effect) to call a conven» 
tion of the Eſtates, that by their wiidame they might conſider of the common du- 
ty a ndptov ide for the publique ſafety of the Kingdome, in a time of ſuch extre · 
mity. No ſooner did the convention of Eſtates, which was met with more then 
ordinary frequency and alacrity , enter into publike conſultation but the good, 
ovidence of God (till watching over this Countrey for good, did bring to their 
— 2 diſcovery of divers treacherous attempts, againſt the Kirke and king · 
dome; as if the convention had been called to receive information of the dangers, 
and to provide remedies; for the ſafety of the publique. Like as the dangers diſ- 
covered unto them, were made publikely known and with the advice of the Come 
miſſioners of the generall aſſembly , the remedies alſs were agreed upon and pube 


liſhed in Print. 
Amongſt 
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Amongſt theſe remedies a: chiefe one was, to conſider of the renewing of a 
league and aſſociation with Exgland, for defence of Religion, and the mutuall peace 
of the kingdomes againſt the common enemy, and how far the ſame might be 
extended againſt prelacy and popiih ceremonies for uniformity in Kirk-govern- 
ment, and the externall worſhip of God, as is more fully expreſſed in the Re- 
monfirance of the remedies of the dangers of Religion. But betore the convention 
of Eitares had entered upon this grave conſideration Commiſſioners came from 
both houſes of the Parliament of Exgland, warranted and authorized to propound 
their deſires of the ſame union and {trait conjunction of the to Nations, againſt 
Papilts, and Prelates, with their adherents ; And to conſider with the Eltates of 
this kingdome, of ſuch articles or propoſitions, as might make the afviltance and 
union betwixt the two Nations more beneficiall and effectuall for the common ſe- 
curity of Religion and Liberty. Upon the manifeſtation of this concurle of the 
ftrong inclinations and deſires of the Eſtates of both Kingdomes, with which the 
Generall afſembly, did moſt unanimouſly and heartily joyne their deſires, coun- 
ſells, and prayers, a Committee of the convention of Eſtates, and a Committee 
of the generall aſſembly, were appointed to meet, wich the Commiſſioners of the 
houſes of Parliament, for conſidering the beſt and readieſt wayes, by which theſe 
common deſires and conceptions might be ripened and brought forward toward 
perfection, and (if it were poſſible 7 to birth and action, for the comfort of both 
Kingdomes,in Religion and peace. Theſe three Committees after ſome meetings, 
for debate and deliberation, did reſolve in the end, that, according to rhe commen- 
dable practice of the two Kingdomes in tormer times of diſtreſſe and danger, the 
example of the people of God in other Nations, in the like caſe; and the late ex- 
ample df the Kirke and kingdome of Scotiaad. the beſt and moſt effectuall meanes 
ſor preſerving Religion, and both kingdomes from utter ruine and deſtruction, 
— procuring peace, and all other bieſſings, were: That both kingdomes enter 
int a ſolemne League and Covenant to be ſworne and ſubſcrihed by his Majelties 
ſubjects of all degrees in both kingdomes, who love thetrue Proteitant, reformed 
Religion, his Majeſties honour and ſafety, and their own happineſſe: And there- 
fore they did with common conſent. agree upon the firſt lineaments and principal 
parts of a Covenant, tobe offered to che view, and to be conſidered by the wiſdom 
of the full aſſembly of the Kirke, and cenvention of Eſtates, which, how ſoone it 
was preſented into them, and read once and againe in their audience, did ſo ef- 
fe their hearts , that the fire which had made them to melt in teares at the ſolem- 
nizing of the Nat ionall Covenant of this kingdome, did begin to burn againe, and 
bring forth the ſparkles of the like affection; and withall did All them with conti. 
dence and hope, that the Lord, inclining the hearts of the houſes of Parliament, 
and of the gracious and wel-atfected people of Exgland, to joyne in this covenant 
they will thereby find an anſwer from Heaven to all the prayers, which they have 
offered up with ſtrong crying and teares, a deliverance from all their ſutferin 25 and 
ſeares, and the beginning of a new world of joy and peace, which the Lord will 
create for their comfort. 8 

But we know on the other part, upon the ſwearing and ſubſcribing of this Co- 
venant by true Chriſtians and patriots, the oppoſite and malignant party of papiſts, 
prelates, and others the ſonnes of defection and contention their adherents, will 
rage and tumultuate more then ever before. And therefore, unleſſe we vill either 
betray out Religion, Liberties, and Lawes, and all that we and ours doe poſſeſſe, 
into their hands, and ſuffer our ſelves to be cut off and maſſacred by ſuch bloudy 
and barbarous cruelty,” as they have executed this time paſt in Ireland and fuglend, | 
there is a neceſſity of taking of Armes for mutuall defenee;; in the cauſe of Heligi- 
on of the Kings honour, of the liherty and peace of the kingdomes, ant of every 
one of us in our own private Eſtate and condition. In this caſe it is mott᷑ neceſſa 
ry that every one againſt all doubting be perfivaded in is minde of the law ful- 
neſſe df his undertaking, and of the goodneſſe of the cauſe maintained by him, 
which is no other, then the good of Religion in England, and the deliverance of 
our brethren out of the depths of affliction, the preſer vation of our on Religion,

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and of our ſelves from the extremity of miſery , and the ſafety of our native King, 
and his Kingdomes from deſtruction and deſolation: Any one of which, by all 
Law divine and humane, is too juſt cauſe of taking of armes, how much more 
when all of them are joyned in one? Whoſoever withdraweth and hideth himſelf in 
ſuch a debate and controverſie, let him conſider, whether he be nor a hater of his 
brethren againſt Chriftian and common charity; an hater of himſelfe and his po- 
ſterity againſt the law and light of nature; a hater of the King and his kingdomes, 
againſt loyalty and common duty; anda hater of God, againſt all Religion and 
Peace. 
Concerning the firſt, The queſtion is not, nor need we diſpute, whether we may 
propagate our Religion by Armes, but whether according to our power we ought 
ro aſſiſt our brethren in England, who are calling for our hejpe, and are ſhedding 
their blood in defence of that power, without which, Religioncan neither be deſen- 
ded, nor reformed, nor unity of Religion with us, and other reformed Kirks be 
attained, who have in the eauſe of Religion, and the like exegence aſſiſted us, and 
other reformed Kirks ; to whom, of old and of late, we have made promiſes of the 
reall Declarations of all Chriſtian duty and thankſulneſſe; and who, upon our de- 
ſixes and their undeavours for unity in Religion, have often wa ned us, that the 
malignant party would hend all their invention and forces to interrupt the worke, 
and to ruine and deſtroy them in the undertaking of it which we ſee this day come 
to paſſe. The queſtion is no ſooner rightly fared, but it is as ſoon reſolved: the Lor 
ſave us from the curſeof Aerox ho came not to help the Lord, to help the Lord againſt 
mighty : when we looke upon the cauſe which they maintaine, the prayers, teares; 
and blood which they have powred forth, and the inſolencies and blaſphemies of 
the enemies, we cannot doubt, but enlargement and deliverance ſhall ariſe unto 
England; but we have reaſon to feare, if wee upon ſo faire a calling „ fic ſtill and 
hold our peace, this Kirke and Kingdome ſhall periſh by the hand ot the ſame ene- 
my, and there ſhall be none to.detiver us: And who knowes whether the Lord 
bath granted us mercy, furniſhed us with men of warre, put vy' sin our hands; 
and called this great Councell of the eſtates, for warrant and direction for ſuch a 
time as this? God forbid,and be it farre from us to fit downe at eaſe( if we may pro- 
mite to our ſelves eaſe) on this ade of Jordan, till our brethren be poſſeſſed in the 
liberties of the Kingdome of Chriſt. 

Neither concerning the ſecond, is the queſtion (as our enemies would make it) 


| whether we ſhall enter into England, and lift armes againſt our owne King, who 


hath pro miſed and done as much as may fecure us in cur Religion and Liberties ; 
but whether againſt the Popiſh, Prelaticall, and Malignant party their adhearents, 
prevailing in England and Ireland, we be not bound to provide for our one pre- 
ſervation, although it had not beene often told us from England, and the reformed 
Kirkes in other places, we might of our ſelves have knowne from our continuall 
experience ever ſince the time of our firſt reformation, eſpecially after the two 
Kingdomes have been unired under one Head and Monarch, from the Principles of 
our own Declarations, in the time of our late troubles and dangers, from the vindi- 
Rivediſpoſttion of the enemies of this Kirke and Kingdome , which they conceive 
to be the fountaine whence have iſſued all theſe evils, and from the grounds of com- 
monreaſon, That wee cannot long like Goſhen enjoy our light, if darkneſſe ſhall 
cover the face of ether reformed Kirks?rhat Juda cannot long continue in liberty, if 
Iſrael be led away in captivity, and that the condition of the one Kirke and King- 
dome, whether in Religion or Peace, muſt be common to both? If England ſhall 
G@bgue the enemies of Religion without that aſſiſtance which they call for from us 
at this time, what helpe can wee expect from them in the houre of our tentat ion, 
which we have deſerved, and the Lord may bring upon us when he will. God for- 
bid that we ſhould give them cauſe to laugh at our calamity , and mocke when our 
feare commeth ; and if they ſhall be given over into the hand of the enemy(which 
Godin his mercy avert) will not theenemyy ſtrengthened with increaſe of power, 
be the more inſolent and unreſiſtable, and will not the power of England, turned 
into the hands of Malignants, turne alſo enemy againſt this Kirke and _—— 
| a 
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and upon ſuch pretences as be already invented, and yet (they will alledge) accor- 

ding to the late Treaty of peace, within three moneths ſpace, denounce a Nationall 

war againſt us. | 

| — . 5 » =o che third, che queſtion is not, whether we ſhould preſume to be 

Arbitrators in the matters now debated by fire and ſword; berwixt his Majeſty 

and the houſes of Parliament, which may ſeeme to be forraigne and extrincecall to 

this Nation, and wherein we may be conceived to have no interreſt, but whether 

our mediation and interceſſion being rejected by the one ſide upon hope of victory; 

cr ſuppoſe, by both ſides, upon confidence of their one ſtrength, and ſeverall ſuc- 
ceſſes it be not our duty, it being in our power, to ſtop or prevent the effuſion of 
Chrittian blood ? Or whether wee ought por to endeavour to reſcue our native 
King, His Crowne, and Polterity out of the midſt of ſo many dangers, and to 
2 his people and kingdome from ruine and deſtruction? If every private 

man be bound in duty to interpoſe himſelfe as a reconciler and ſequeſtrator be- 

twixt his neighbours, armed to their mutuall deſtruction; if the tonne ougln to 
hazzard his one life for the preſervation of his father and brother at variance one 
againſt another; Shall a Kingdom fic (till, and ſutfer their King, and neighbeuring 
Kingdome to periſh in an unnaturall warre ? In the time of animoſity and appe- 
tice of revenge, ſuch an interpoſing may be an irritation: But afterwards, nen 
the eyes of the mind no more blood-runnewith paſſion, doe diſcerne things arighr, 

it ſhall be no griefe, nor offence of heart, but matter of thankſgiving ro Ged, and 
to the inſtruments which have kept from ſhedding of blood, and from revenge. 

The Covenant is now ſolemnely taken in England, and is countenanced there 
already from Heaven with marvellous ſucceſſe. The Propoſitions and Articles of 
the Treaty are with wonderfull unanimity concluded in both Houſes of Parliament, 
ceſſation of armes is agreed upon with the Iriſh rebels, and they, notwithitanding 
all the barbarous a nd unparalleld cruelty exerciſed by them upon the Preteſtants 
and people of God in that Kingdome, with the title of His Majeſties Subjects; It 
is therefore now high time for all true hearted Scottiſh men, and good Patriots 
abroad, eſpecially ſuch as upon faire and plauſible pretences have beene formerly 
miſtaken ox ſeduced, to take armes againſt this Cauſe of God and Religion, timely 
to remember their Nationall Covenant, and ſeriouſly to bethinke themſelves of 
the duty, which, by ſo manifold Obligation owe to their Religion and native 
Ccuntrey in this time of ſo great diſtreſſe and danger to both; left, deſpiſing or 
neglecting this our warning and intimation, they either periſh by wilfull perſiſting 
in their owne waies againſt God, their Countrey, and Covenant; or come too 
late, and there be no place left for repentance. It is alſo mo t neceſſary for all the 
good people of all rankes — within the kingdome, to deny themſelves 
and their owne eaſe, or what earthly thing is deareſt unte them, to lift up their eyes 
and behold theworke of God unto which they are called; and with heart and hand 
to joyne in this ſo religious, ſo juſt, and ſo necefſary expedition, and which upon 
the truth of God, our one late comfortable and never tobe forgotten experience, 
and the prayers of the people of God, we may be affared, will, in end, againſt all 
difficulties and oppoſition , be crowned with ſuch ſucceſſe, as may be honour to 
God, confuſion to his preſumptuous and incorrigible enemies, propagation to the 
true Religion, and comfort to all the unfeigned lovers of truth and peace, which 

— all calumny and contradiction hath been, is, and ſhall be the ſumme of our 
ires.

Pꝛovided the ſaid weekely aſſeſſments by this Oꝛdinance be not greater then the 
weekelp taxe foz the payment of his Excellency his Army foz the two laſt months be- 
ginning the third of Auguſt, and ending the laſt ol September next in caſe the fozmer Oz⸗ 
dinances, and other p2oviſions foz money be not ſufficient to pay the ſaid Fozces with- 
out his weekely tare, and that any three oz moze of the Deputy Livetenants in their 
ſeverall Counties, ſhall appoint ſuch Treaſurers as they ſhall thinke fit.

(Deere by the Lords and Commons aſſembled in Parliament that the 
Deputie-Lievtenants, and Committes of Parliament in the ſeverall 
counties of Lancaſter and Cheſter, ſhall make choiſe of one able perſon 


in 
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in each County to bee an Auditor, Who ſhall take perfect accompts of ſuch 
moneys and other goods and profits as have beene taken, or ſeized by vir. 
tue of any Order or Ordinance of either or both Houſes of Parliament, or 
any other power derived from Parliament, that ſo there may bee a perfect 
Accompt given to this Houſe When it ſhall bee called for, And for that 
end the ſaid Auditors ſhall have power to ſend for parties, Witneſſes and 
Writings . And it is further Ordered, that the ſaid Deputy-Liervtenants, 
and Committees of Parliament in each of the ſaid Counties, ſhall likes 
Wiſe make choyce of one able and ſufficient perfom to bee a Treaſurer, un- 
to whom all Moneys collected for the maintenance of the Souldiers in the 
ſaid ſeverall Counties ſhall be paid, who is to iſſue the ſame upon Warrant 
from ſeven or more Deputy - Lie ytenants in either County, or the major 
part of the Deputy-Liervtenants reſident in either County, which Par- 
rants ſhall not bee paid by any reſpe&ive Treaſurer, untill the ſaid War - 
rant bee firſt entred with one of the Auditors, and Atteſted under his 
hand. 

And it is further Ordered, that the ſaid Deputy. Liervtenants ſhall 
have a ſpeciall care that all the Souldiers bee indifferently payd, as well 
for their Arrears as for the time to come.

Parliament, and Kingdom, both by Sea and Land, as for and towards: the payment of 
the Debrs of the Common - wealth, for which the Publike Faith is, or ſhall beingaged. 


He Lozds and Commons aſſembled in Parliament, taking into their ſerious 
conſideratfon the great neceſſity of pzoviving pzeſent ſupply foz the pꝛeſer vati⸗ 

on of this Kingdom, our Religfon, Lawes, and Liberties, from utter ruin and 

5 deſtruction, by the reſtleſſe and cruell Deſignes, Pꝛadiiſes, and Treacheries 
of Papiſts and malignant perſons; And fo that many great Leavies have beene already 
made foz the purpoſes afozeſaid, which the well affected of the Kingvom have willingly 
bozne, and the Palignants have endeavoured by all cunning wayes to evade.

It is concluded and accorded, and the ſaid Marqueſſe of Ormond, for and in the 
name of his Majeſty doth promiſe and undertake, that no interruption ſhall be given unto 
an ofthe ſaid Roman Catholick Subjects now in Armes. &c. or their party, in any of the 
ſaid Counties, quarters, or places by the ſaid precedent Articles unto them or any of them li- 
miced-as aforeſaid, during this Ceſſation; like as the ſaid Donnogh Viſcount Mnkerry, and 
the reſt of the above named perſons who are authorized, as aforclaid, do promiſe and under- 
take, that no interruption ſhall be given unto any of his Majeſties Forces, Prote- 
Rant ſubjects or ſuch as adhzre unto them, within any of the ſaid Counties, quarters 
or places, by the precedent Articles limited unto them, as aforeſaid , during the ſaid

Item. It is concluded, and accorded, that no Officer of the Army, or Souldier of either 
fide, ſhall be admitted without licence from the Commander in chiefe of the Army on both 
ſides, or of the Commander of the next chicfe ,Garriſons reſpectively, to paſſe or 
repaire into any Garriſon on either ſide , fave that it be lawfull for either party to

Item It is concluded and accorded, that if any Army or Porces in this Kingdome raiſed 
byhis Majeltics authority, or any part thereof, or any other his Majeſties ſubjects ſhall not 
yeeld obedience to the Articles of this Ceſſation, but ſhall. publikely Rand in oppoſition 
thereunto ; that the ſaid Roman Catholick ſubjects now in Armes, &c. and their party may 
proſecute ſuch : and the ſaid'/ames Marqueſſe of Ormond doth promiſe and undertake that 
ſuch who ſhall ſo ſtand in oppoſition, ſhall not be aſſiſted, protected, or defended againſt 
the ſaid Roman Catholick Subje s now in armes, &c. oc their party, by his Majeſty or any 
of his forces.

violated, therewith, and to allow fourteene dayes after notice given, for reparation or ſatis- 
fa gion, and in caſe reparation or ſatisfaction be not given or tendred, then fourteen dayes 
notice to be given before Hoſlility begin.

And the ſaid Marqueſſe of Ormond, doth further promiſe and undertake ; th:t ſuch 
priſoners who are indiRed of any capitall offence, ſnall be fer at liberty upon Baile, uncill his 
Majeſties further pleaſure be known therein.

Hereas by an Inſtrument bearing date with theſe preſents, we have in the be- 
\ / \ f halle, and by authority from the Roman Catholicks of this Kingdome, freely 
given undo his Majeſty the ſumme of thirty thouſand pounds ſterling, where- 
in the times ot manner of payments are not expreſſed. We do therefore hereby agree, that 
the ſame ſhail be paid i; manner following, viz, 500 pounds within one motieth next 
after the date of theſe fee one halfe in money, and the other halfe in good and Mer- 
chantable Beeves, not ùnder four, or above ten yeeres old, at the rate of 30 pounds the ſcore, 
at the ity of Dublin 5000 pounds more : within one moneth, next after the ſaid firſt 
moneth; the one halfe in money, and the other halſe in Beeves as aforeſaid, at the like rates 
at the City of Dublin a ſoreſa id; alſo within two moneths next after, five thouſand pounds 
more. whereof one halfe in Beeves. as aforeiaid, at the like rates; and the other halfe in mo- 
ney; one other five thouſand pounds, at or before the laſt of February next, and the ſumme 
of 10000 pounds, being the laſt payment of the ſaid thirty thouſand pounds, at or before 
the laſi day of May next, which ſhall be in the yeere 1644. And we hereby further agree, 
that eighehundred pounds more ſhall be paid to his Majeſties uſe, to whom the Lords Ju- 
ſtices ſhall appoint at the Garriſon of Naar, within two moneths next enſuing, the one halſe 
by one moneths end next after the date hereof, and the other halfe by the end of one moneth 
mote. next after that firſt moneth ; all other payments in mony, ſave the eight hundred

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A Declaration of the Lords and Commons Aſſembled in Parlia- 
ment, ſhewing the preſent Deſigne now on foot ( by vertue 
of a pretended Commiſſion from His Majeſtie) fora 
CLCTeſlſation of Armes, or a Treaty of Peace with 
CE q the Rebels in Ireland. 


S it is evident to all the World, that this late horrid rebellion of the Papiſts in 
Ireland, did, without any colour or pretext of provocation, profeſſedly and boldly 
ayme at the deſtruction of the Proteſtant Religion, the rejecting of the Lawes of 
, ® Exgland, and the extirpation of the Brittiſh Inhabitants out of that Kingdome: 
So it is no lefle maniſeſt, that this Parliament of England (to whom His Majeſty hath left the 
mannagitg of the Warre againſt thoſe Rebels) hath taken the troubles of Jre/ard, to heart 
with that reſentment and compaſſion, as may evidence their zeale to Religion, their love to 
their diſtreſt Countrey- men, and brethren there, in theſe times, when the like Jeſuiticall pra- 
Rices have caſt England into wofull diſtractions and unnaturall warre, notwithſtanding 
which the reducing of Ireland hath (till been a chiefe part of the care of this Parliament; 
And God hath beene pleaſed to bleſſe our endeavours with ſuch ſucceſſe, as that thoſe furious 
blogd-thirſty Papiſts have beene (topped in the carriere of their cruelty, ſome part of the 
Proteſtant blood which at firſt was ſpilt like Water upon the ground, hath beene revenged, 
their maſſacres, burnings, and famiſhings, have by a Divine recaliation beene repayd into 
their boſome ; And the Proteſtant party hath beene erected to that condition of ſtrength and 
hope, that their enemies are conſtrained, (diſtruſting their Forces ) to have recourſe to their 
craft and policies; And therefore by their ſubtill Agents at Court, and their active inſtru- 
ments elſew here, have beene endeavouring now of a long time to make our Armies in [re- 
land diſaffected to the Parliament, what by occaſion of their wants not ſo readily ſupplyed 
as their need required, what by amuſing them with theſe unhappy differences fallen in here 
berweene King and people, labouring by that meanes to divide thoſe Forces into factions, 
to the end the maine worke they have in hand might be neglected, which is the proſecuting 
the Warre againſt the Rebels, ſo farre brought low in ſome parts of Ireland, that if they can 
be deprived of the benefit of this Harveſt, they are not likely to ſee the next Summer. And 
therefore the Rebels finding that notwithſtanding the diſtractions here occaſioning the ſlow- 
neſſe and ſcarceneſſe of ſupplies, yet they themſelves are in a farre worſe condition, being in 
want of moſt things neceſſary, not onely for the maintaining of a warre, but even of life, 
the judgement of God being remarkable upon them in this, that as their bloody and trea- 
cherous Religion made them inhumanely cruell in ſhedding the Proteſtants blood, ſo now 
the famine amongſt many of them, hath made them unnatutally and Caniball-like eat and 
feed one upon another: Therefore that they may have time ro expect from their friends 
ahroad new ſupplies both of Victuall and Ammunition, and may without moleſtation 
reape the fruit of this Harveſt, they have laboured a Treaty for a Ceſſation, which Project 
of theirs doth no leſſe ayme at the overthrow of the remainder of the Proteſtants in that 
Kingdome, then their treacherous taking of Armes at firſt, did intend the deſtruction of them 
all; for their Ceſſation and Hoſtility, their War and Peace are alike to be eſteemed of, and 
with thoſe that neither in peace nor war keepe any faith, it is beſt to be in perpetuall defi- 
ance ; Therefore the Lords and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, according to their con- 
tinued care of that Kingdome of Ireland, doe in a ſpeciall manner take into their conſidera- 
tion the condition thereof, upon this occaſion of an intended Ceſſation, and ſo much the ra- 
ther, becauſe it is feared that the Proteſtant forces through want of proviſions for their Ar- 
mies, may at laſt, if not relieved, be perſwaded to admit of this courſe, in hope thereby to 
procure ſome meanes for their ſubſiſting; as alſo becauſe chere is too much ground to ſuſpect, 
that if this Ceſſation ſhould be agreed unto, they might have opportunity to joyne with the 
Popiſh party here for their greater ſtrengthning: And though it were to have no influence 
upon this Kingdome, yet the evill Conſequences of it are ſo many and pernicious to Treland, 
that this Parliament ſhould betray the cruſt repoſed in them, if they did not declare againſt 
this Ceſſation, and uſe all meanes in time to make it prove abortive. And therefore they de- 
fire that it may be obſerved and taken notice of. | 

Firſt, from whence the counſell and deſigne of this Ceſſation ariſeth, even from the Rebels 
2:00 and 
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and Papiſts themſelves for their owne preſervation; for ſdone after they had miſſed of their 
intent, co make themſel ves abſolute Maſters of chat Kingdome of 1reland by their treache- 
rous ſurpriſes; and ſeeing that this Kingdome did with moſt Chriſſ ian and generous reſolu- 
tions, undertake the charges of the Warre, for the reliefe and recovery of Ireland; Propoti- 
tions were brought over from the Rebels by the Lords Dillonand Tafe, at which time they 
were intercepted and reſtrained by Order of the Houſe of Commons. Aſter that, they had 
the boldneſſe, even while their hands were ill imbrued in the Proteſtants blood, to perition 
His Majeſtie that their demands might be heard, and for this purpoſe they obtained a Com- 
miſſion to be ſent over into Ireland, to divers perſons of qualitie ( whereof ſome were Pa- 
piſts) to heare, receive, and tranſmit to His Majeſtic their Demands, which was done ac- 
cordingly: and one Maſter Buyke, a notorious pragmatick Iriſh Papiſt, was the chiefe Sol- 
licicor in this buſineſſe. After this, the juſt revenging God giving daily ſucceſſe to handfuls 
of the Proteſtant Forces againſt their great numbers; ſo that by a wonderfall bleſſing from 
Heaven they were in moſt parts put to the worſt z Then did they begin to fer on foot an 
Overture for a Ceſſation of Armes; concerning which, what going and comming hath been 
berweene the Court and the Rebels is very well knowne; and what Meetings and Treaties 
have beene held about it in Ireland, by warrant of his Majeſties ample Commiſſion ſent to 
that effet; and what reception and countenance moſt pragmatick Papiſts negotiating the 
buſiueſſe have found at Court, and that thoſe of the State in Dablia, who had ſo much Reli- 
gion and Honeſty, as to diſſwade the Ceſſation, were firſt diſcountenanced, and at laſt put 
out of their places and reſtrained to priſon, as Sir Wil. Parſons one of the Lords Juſtices there, 
Sir John Temple, Maſter of the Rolls, Sir Adam Loftus, Vice-Treaſurer of Ireland, and 
Treaſurer at Wars, and Sir Robert Merideth, one alſo of the Councell Table, 

Secondly, the Lords and Commons deſire it may be obſerved, That during all theſe Paſ- 
ſages and Negotiations, the Houſes of Parliament were nevec acquainted by the State of 
Ireland, with the Treaty of a Ceſſation, much leſſe was their Advice or Councell deinanded, 
notwithſtanding that the care and managing of the War was devolved on them, both by 
Ad of Parliament, and by His Majelties Commiſſion under the great Seale, To advi/e,order, 
and diſpoſe of all things concerning the Government and defence of that Kmgdome. But the 
wants of the Army were often repreſented and complained of, whereby with much craft a 
ground was preparing for the pretext, wherewith now they would cover the Counſels of 
this Ceſſation, as if nothing had drawne it on, but the extreame wants of t1cir Armies; 
whereas it is evident, That the reports of ſuch a Treaty have beene ( in a great part) the 
cauſe of their wants, for thereby the Adventurers were-diſ-heartened, Contributions were 
ſtopped, and by the admittance to Court of the Negotiators of this Ceſſation, their wicked 
counſels have had that influence, as to procure the intercepting of much proviſions which 
were ſent for Ireland, ſo that ſhips going for Ireland wich Vitals, and others comming 
from thence with Commodities to exchange for ViRuals have beene taken, not onely by 
Dunkirkers having his Majeſties Warrant, but alſo by Engliſh Ships commanded by Sir Mr.Davis his 
John Pennington under His Majeſtic. And moreover, the Parliament Meſſengers ſent into ſhips, and 
ſeverall Counties with the Ordinance of January laſt foriLoanes and Contfiburions, have others. 
beene taken and impriſoned, their Money taken from them, and not one peny either Loane 
or Contribution hath beene ſuffered to be ſent in for Ireland. from thoſe Counties which were 
under the power of che Kings Army, while in the meane time the Houſes of Parliament by 
their Ordinances,Declarations, and Solicications to the City of London, and the Counties 
free from the terrour ofthe Kings Forces, were ſtill procuring not contemptible aide and re- 
liefe for the diſtreſſes of Ireland. 

3. As the Lords and Commons have reaſon to Declare againſt this Plot and deſigne of a 
Ceſſation of Armes, as being t-cated and carried on without theic advice, ſo alſo becauſe of 
the great prejudice which will thereby redound to the Proteſtant Religion, and the encou- 
ragement and advancement which it will give to the practice of Popery, when theſe Rebel- 
lious Papiſts ſhall by this agreement, continue and ſet up with more freedome their Idola- 
trous Worſhip, their Popiſh Superſtitions, and Romiſh abominations in all the places of 
their command, to the diſhonouring of God, the grieving of all true Proteſtant hearts, the 
diſpoſing of the Lawes, of the Crowne of Englaud, and to the provoking of the; wrath of a 
jealous God; as if both Kingdomes had not ſinarted enough already, for this finne of too 
much conniving at. and tolerating of Antichriſtian Idolatry, under pretext of civill contracts 
and politick agreements. js 

4. In the fourth place they deſire it may be obſerved, that this Ceſſation will prove diſ- 


honourable to che publike Faith of this Kingdome, it will elude and make null the Acts and 
Ordinances

Orditances of Parliament, made for the forfeiting of the Rebels Lands; at the paſſing of 
which Acts, it was repreſented, that ſuch a courſe would drive the Rebels to deſpaire, and ir 
proves fo, but otherwayes then was meant, for deſpairing of their force and courage, they 

oe about to overcome us with their craft. 

5+ Laſtly, what ſhall become of the many poore exiled. Proteſtants, turned out of their 
Ettares by this Rebellion, who muſt now continue begging their bread, while the Rebels 
fall injoy their Lands and houſes ? and who ſhall ſecure the refi of the Proteſtants, that ei- 
ther by their owne courage, induſtry, and great charges, have kept their poſſeſſions, or by the 
ſacceſle of our Armies have been reſtored ? Can there be any aſſurance gotten from a perfi- 
dious Enemy, of a Ceſſation from Treachery and breach of agreement, when they ſhall ſee 
a fic time and opportunity? Theſe and many other Conſiderations being well weighed, it 
will appeare evidently, that this deſigne of a Ceſſation is a deepe Plot layd by the Rebells, 
andreally invented for their owne ſafety, and falſely pretended to be for the benefit of our 
Armies, 

And whereas the Lords and Commons, have no certaine Information! that the Treaty is 
concluded, but are informed by ſeverall Letters, that all the Proteſtants, as well Inhabitants 
as Souidiers in that Kingdome, are reſolved to withſtand that procceding, and to adventure 
on the greateſt extremilies, rather then have any ſort of Peace with that generation, who 
have ſo cruelly in timo of Peace murdered many thouſands of our Countrey- men, and labou- 
red to extirpate the Proteſtant Religion from amongſt them; So they doe beleeve, that theſe 
rumours of a Ceſſation were fitſt contrived by the Enemies of our Religion and Peace, and 
by their practiſes : The Treaty was carried on with much ſubtility and ſolicitation, thereby 
to ſtop the ſending of ſupplies from thence to our Armies, and for the cooling of the affecti- 
ons of thoſe who have already ſhewed their zeale to the Weale of Ireland : And therefore the 
onely means to defeat this their policy, and prevent the evils intended by it, is to ſerrle a courſe 
whereby the Armies of Ireland may be at leaſt fenced againſt hunger and cold For which 
purpoſe it is deſired, that all choſe who are wel- affected to the Proteſtant Religion, either in 
this or that Kingdome, and all choſe who by their adventures already made, have embarked 
their particular intereſts with the publike of that Kingdome, and doe defire a good returne of 
their engagements, would joyne their endeavours, for obviating of chat neceſſitie which may 
be made a !trong argument to inforce a deſtructive Ceſſation of Armes, and that they 
would not through too much ſuſpition and jealouſie of it, forbeare the providing of ſupplies, 
and fo occa ſion 4 inconvenience which they ought by all meanes to prevent, for by ſo do- 
ing they will loſe all their former paines and charges; and the withholding of proviſions 
now will ga ine credit to that calumnie layd againſt this Kingdome, of neglecting the Armies 
of Ireland, and by the continuing of ſupplies, theſe Forces will be encouraged to continue 
the Warre, and ſo crowne both their worke and ours. And laſtly, the Kcbels ſeeing aſſi- 
ſtance againſt them ſtill lowing from hence, mutt needs be out of hope of proſecuting or 
concluding this their deſigne. The cry of much Proteftant blood, the great indigency of 
many ruined Families, the danger of our Religion almolt exiled out of that Kingdome calls 
for this laſt Act of Piery, Charitic, Juſtice, and Policy from us, which being rclolved on, 
Letters are to be diſpatched to the ſeveral] parts of that Kingdome, to encourage the Com- 
manders and Souldiers upon the aforeſaid reaſons and aſſurances, that they may not hearken 
to ſuch an unjuſt and deceitfull counſell. and as by their proſecuting of the Warre, through 
Gods bleſſing they have ſucceſſefully reſiſted the Rebels cruelty, ſo they may upon this occa- 
Hon beware they be not over-reached by their craft. 

All which the Lords and Commons doe earneſtly defire, may be ſeriouſly taken to heart 
by all the Kingdome, and that from thoſe other encouragements mentioned at large in the 
Ordinance of the 14 of July laſt, and ſuch as now are offered, a courſe may be taken where- 
by ſuch a conſtant weekly contribution may be ſetled as will ſupply to the Armies in Ireland, 
the meere neceſſities of nature, which may be more punctually and ſeaſonably tranſmitted 
unto the ſeverall parts of that Kingdome, according to their reſpective wants, that ſo the be- 
nefit and honour of ſo pious a worke happily begun, and ſucceſſefully hitherto carried on, 
may not be loſt when ſo little remaines to be done; and that the ſaving of a Kingdome, the 
re-eſtabliſhing of ſo many Proteftant Churches, the re · poſſeſſing of ſo many thouſand 
Chriſtians into their Eſtates, may not be deſerted and let fall to the ground, for a little more

The 
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The Grounds and Motives inducing His Majeſty to agree to a 
Ceſſation of Armes for one whole yeare, with the Roman 
Catholikes of Feland ; Together with the Articles of 
Ceſſation, and a Proclamation thereupon. 


õ there hath been no argument, with which the mindes and affections of our Pro- 
ple have with more ſubtilty and malice been infected, and corrupted by the great 
authors and contrivers of this atinaturall, and odious Rebellion in England, then 
with the groſſe and ſenſeleſſe imputations of our neglect of our poore Proteſtant 
Subjects in Ireland; ſo there is no calumny of theirs againſt which we can with more confi- 
dence, cleerneſſe and integrity, juſtifie our ſelſe and all our actions before God and Man. 
We will not now trouble Our ſelſe with the remembring Our ſeverall Meſſ:ges and impor- 
tunities to Our two Houſes of Parliament in that buſineſſe; Our offer to engage Our owne 
royall Perſon in that warre, and the ſcornfull rejection of that offer, Our conſenting to all 
Propofitions and acts propoſed to Us for the raiſing of Men, or providing of Money for that 
ſervice, till it was evident that Men and Money being raiſed under the pretence of Quenching 
the rebellion there, were both emyloyed in kindling and maintaining the Rebellion here 
Our granting a Comiſſion to Perſons named by themſelves, for the managing the affaires 
of that Kingdome, according to Inſtructions drawn by themſelves, not one of which have 
been obſerved by them; We ſhall have occaſion of publiſhing all theſe particulars in a full 
and cleere Narration to the World, that all Our good Subjects may ſee that the ſame men 
(and onely they) who have brought all theſe Miſeries and Calamities upon them here, have 
been the Promoters, if not the contrivers, of the miſeries of their Brechten in Treland, by 
preventing thoſe Remedies, and diverting that Aſſiſtance, which being ſeaſonably applyed, 
might have caſed tnat poore people of many of thoſe Calamities they Have ſince endured; 
But for the preſent we ſhall onely, being to publiſh the Articles of Ceſſation agreed on Our 
behalfe by the Perſons truſted by Us in that Kingdome, let Our good Subjects briefly know 
the grounds and circumſtances of that Treaty and Concluſion, 

About the Moneth of November laſt, after Wee had been advertiſed, as well by Our 
Councell Board of that Kingdome, as ſeverall Petitions and Remonſtrances of all the prin- 
cipall Commanders and Officers of Our Army, of the miſerable condition of Our Forces 
there, by the extream want of Money, Victuals, and Ammunition; of which, they were 


ſo farre from being like to receive ſupply from Our two Houſes here, who had undertaken 
to defray thoſe charges, that Wee had had tuo ſad experience, that both the Money raiſed by 
act of Parliament, and the Men raiſed by Our own Commiſſion for that purpoſe, were 
employed againſt Us in that Rebellious Army which not long before had given Us Battell; 
a ſhort Petition was ſent to Us by the Lords, Juſtices, and Councell of that Kingdome, 
which they had received in the name of the Roman Catholiques of Our Kingdome of pre- 
land. directed to Us, in which, nothing was deſired of Us, but that We would appoint ſome 
Perſons to hear what they could ſay for themſelves, with many expreſſions of duty, and ſub- 
miſſion to Us: ſhortly after in the end of that Moneth, or beginning of December, the Com- 
mittee for Ireland attended us at Oxford, and ſer forch by their Petition, That all paſſages, 
by which comfort and Life (hould be conveyed unto that gaſping Kingdome. ſcemed totally to bre 
obſtrutted, and that anleſſe timely reliefe were affarded, Our Loyall Subjects there muſt yeeld 
their fortunes a prey, their lives a ſacrifice, and their Religion a ſcorne to the mercileſſe Rebels. 
Hereupon we granted a Commiſſion to ſome perſons of Honour and truſt to meet and con- 
fer with ſuch Perſons as the Rebels ſhould employ, but without power to conclude any 
thing, or with other authority then only to receive ſuch Propoſitions as they ſhould make, 
and to derive the ſame to us. The meeting upon this Commiſſion produced little effect, in- 
ſomuch that the Lieutenant Generall, of Our Army there, (whom we truſted principally in 
that Comiſſion ) being «»ſatisfled with the ("avils, and proceedmgt of the Rebels, in February 
marched out with 2500. Foot, and 500. Horſe to force Victuall and Proviſion from them 
for the ſubſiſtence of Our Army, in which expedition hee performed thoſe good ſervices, 
which are known to moſt men; ſo that all men may obſerve the diſcourſe or expeRation of 
a Treaty, cauſed Us not to omit any opportunity which was offered for Our advantage. 
No ſucceſſe of our Army there (though God bleſſed it then with a very great victory) 
could ſupply thoſe extream wants they ſuffered, by not having received any reliefe, either of 
Money or ViRuall in above foure Moneths from hence: and therefore the Lords, Juſtices, 


and 
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and Councell, by their Letter of the 16 of March ſigniſied into Us ; That the State and 
Army there. were in very terrible wan of meanes to ſupport a Warre, and that wnleſſe ſupplies 
of Moncy. Munition, Armes, Cloathes and ether abitiments of Warre, were ſpeedily ſent thi- 
ther, there was little hope to eſcape utter deſtruttion and loſſe of the Kingdome. And by their 
Letter of che fourth of July. after mentioning how often, and how much in vaine they had 
recommended their condition to the two Houſes, they told us plainly, that unleſſe the ſup- 
plies then mentioned in their Letters to the Speaker of the Houſe of Commons, (a Copy of 
which was ſent to Us,) were forthwith ſent to them, that Our Army would be forced throngh 
wants to dirband or depart the Kingdome, and that there would be nothing to be expected there, 
but the inſtant Loſſe of the Kingdome, and the deſtruttion of the remnant of Our good Subjects 
Jet left there. In ſtead of any redreſſe or reliefe according to theſe Letters, ſuch ſhips as were 


by the care and charity of ſome well affected perſons provided to tranſport Clothes and vi- 


Ruall to them, were in their voyage thither, ſeized and taken by the Ships under the com- 
mand of the Eatle of Warwicke, and in Read of endeavours to ſend more Forces thither, at- 
tempts were made to draw the Scotch Forces from thence into this Kingdome, So that Wee 
thought Our ſelſe bound in duty and conſcience, ſince it was not in Our power otherwiſe to 
preſerve that Kingdome from utter ruine, at leaſt to admit any expedient, which with Gods 
bleſſing might be a means to preſerve that people. And therefore we directed the Lord Mar- 
queſſe Ormond ( whom for his courage, affe ion, and Joyalty, Wee h:d nade our Lievtenant 
Generall of that our Army, and who having gotten ſo many notable Victories upon the 
Rebels, was very well approved of by the two Houſes of Parliament) to agree on Our be- 
halfe to ſuch a Ceſſation of Armes with the Rebels, as upon his underſtanding and know- 
ledge of the condition of our aff.ures there, ſhould be thought reaſonable. This Ceſſation 
was concluded on the 15. day of September for one whole yeare; and the Articles thereof, 
Printed at Dublin, were ſent ro Us by Our Lords, Juſtices, and Councell, and arrived 
here on Saturday laſt, with a Letter from them to one of Our Secretaries, cxpreſſing the 
great ſufferings of our Army there through want of reliefe out of England, Wee have thought 
fit with this true and plain Relation to publiſh the ſaid Acticles according to the Copy ſent 
Us, that all our good Subjects may ſee, how we have procecded herein; what opinion the 
principall Perſons, as well of our Councell, as the Officers of our Army there, have of this 
Ceſſation, may appeare by the teſtimony which we have cauſed to be Printed after the Arti- 
cles, with their names who have ſer their hands to the fame. And let all our good Subjects 
be aſſured, that as We have for theſe Reaſons, and with this caution and deliberation con- 
ſent: d to this Preparation to Peace, and to that purpoſe doe continue Our Parliament there, 
ſo we ſhall proceed in the accompliſhing thereof, with that care and circumſpection, that 
we ſhall not admit even Peace it ſelſe, otherwiſe then as it may be agcecable to Conſcience, 
Honour, and Juſtice.

Hereas there is a great ſcarſify of Fewell in and about the Cities 
of London and Weſtminſter, the Suburbs and Liberttes thereof,

the line ol Communication, and Pariſhes within the bill of pozta- 

lity, by reaſon of the ſurpʒiſall of the Towne of Newcaſtle, by the 
papall and malignant foꝛces, which heretofoze did furniſh theſe parts with Sea⸗coale, the 
want of which in Winter may p2ove almoſt an inſuppoztable miſery, eſpectally to the 
poozer and meaner ſozt of people unleſſe it be oppoztumely pzevented ; And whereas al- 
ſo the common ſozt of people have of late deſtroyed, and ſtill are deſtroying great ſtoꝛe 
of Timber trees, being urged thereunto by neceſſity, to pꝛocure to themſelves Fewell, 
The which if not timely p2ohfbited will be of a dangerous conſequence to the Common- 
wealth; Therefoze to the end that there may be an oꝛderly and reaſonable ſupply of fel- 
lable wood fo2 fewell, without deſtroying of any Timber⸗trees: It is Dzvained by the 
3, 02ds and Commons in Parliament. 

I. That the circuit and extent foz the cutting and felling onely of fellable wood, and 
underwood foz the ſupply afozcſafd, without any deſtruction ol Timber-trees, bee within 
thzeeſcoze miles of London; And the Commitfee of Logvs and Commons foz that 
purpoſe ſhall appoint all Overſeers and other Dfficers, and Piniſters, Treaſurers, and 
Sub-committees foz the better execution of this ſervice, as they ſhall thinke fit ; And alſo 
in what places and in what pꝛopoꝛtion the ſame Woods ſhall be cnt, and felled, and to be 
accountable foz the ſame. andfo2 the moneys thereby received, to both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment. 02 ſuch as they ſhall appoint, 

II. That fo2 that purpoſe the laid Overſeer oz Overſeers, Officers and Piniſters, 
ſhall have full power and authozity, to enter in, and upon the Woods, Gzoves, and 
Sp2fngs and other Lands, where fellable Wood is oz ſhall be growing, oz being belong: 
ing to any Archbiſhop, Biſhop. Deanes and Chapters, in their politicke oz naturall ca⸗ 
pactty, Papiſts and other Delinquents, deſcribed in the D2dinance foz Scqueſtring of 
Delinquents eſtates , And in all Foxreſts, Chaſes, and Parkes. belonging to the Kings 
oꝛ Nucenes Pajſcſtte: And there to cut, fell, and carry away ſuch pꝛopoꝛtions and quan- 
tities thereof as the ufoꝛeſatd Committee (hall thinke fit fo2 the furniſhing of the Cities 
of London and Weſtmintter, with the Suburbs and Liberties thercof, the Line of Com- 
munication, and Pariſhes within the Bill of moztality : The poozer ſozt of every Pa- 
riſh to he firſt ſerved; and alter the other degrees and rankes of people: And that the 
ſaid quantities and pꝛopoꝛtions of Mood ſo felled, and bꝛought to any part of London 
and Weſtminſſer &c. ſhall be reſpectively diſtributed by the Church-wardens and Dver- 
ſeers of the pooꝛe of every Pariſh, to the pooze of ſuch Pariſh, and by ſuch others as 
ſhall be named by the ſaid Committee to other perſons, they only allowing rateably foz 
their pzopoztions of Mood, ſuch eaſie and indifferent Rates as the ſatd Committee hall 
ſet downe 02 appoint. Pꝛobided that this pꝛeſent power and Authozity doe not extend 
to enable the laid Dverſeers; Officers and Miniffers, oz any of them to enter into any

IV. That the ſaid Officers and Miniſters, fo2 the better accompliſhing the ſafd wozk, 
foz the felling, bainging, and ſelling of the laid Wood ace to be enabled to cauſe by Land 
the Jnhabitants of the adjacent places with hozſes and carts, And by Water with Ligh⸗ 

ters, and other Ueſſels,upon reaſonable hire, to convey the ſaid wood ts London and 
Weltminſter, &c. And in caſe of peremptozy refuſall. to certifie the names of the Refuſers 
to the laid Committee, oz ſuch other as the laid Committee ſhall appoint, that oʒder may 
be taken therein.

| City of London and the Citizens and Inhabitants thereof ſhould at laſt re⸗ 

| turne to their obedfence. and having uſed all the endeavozs he could to reduce 

them thereunto, but finding that by the malice of their mileaders, they are 

ſoobdurate that the very name of Peace and Reconciliation is with them accounted a 
Czime, and that that Citte is both the ſeate of Rebellion, and the Patterne to all ill at. 
keded Subrecs of the Aingdome, by whoſe ill example and aCiſkance, ſome other Cities 
and Zownes, doe alſo tand out againſt His Majeſty in open Rebellfon, not only to the 
diſturbance, but even to the deſtruction of the whole Kingdome, if God in his mercp doe 
not timely pꝛevent tt. His Majeſty therefoze by Mis Ropall Pꝛoclamatton dated at

\ \ J Hereas many thouſands of the natives and good Subjects of this B ingdome of 
England. thzough the oppꝛeſſion of the Pꝛelates, and other ill affected qpiniſters 
and Officers of State, have of late yeeres to thefr great griefe and miſerable 
been infozced to Tranſplant themſelves and their families into ſeveral Jflands,and other 
remote and deſolate parts of the Mell Indie s: and having there thꝛough exceeding great 
labour and induſtrie (with the bleCing of God) obtained foz themſelves and their families 
ſome competent and convenient meanes of maintenance and ſubſiſtance, ſo that they are 
now in a reaſonable well ſetled and pea:reable condition, But fearing left the outragious 
malice of Papifts and other ill affected perſons ſhould reach unto them in their pooze and 
low, but as yet peaceable condition) and having been inkozmed that there hath been 
lately pꝛocured from Hts Maicſty ſeverail grants under the great Seale foz erecting ſome 
new Governours and Commanders amongſt the ſaid Planters in their afozcmenttonev

Hereas Papifts, and other wicked and ill · affected perſons, have Trayterouſſy com- 

bined together, and entred in Aſſociation, and have raiſed, and daily dae raiſe, 

great Forces both of Horſe and Foot in ſeverall Counties of this Kingdome, and have 
B bb 2 Plundered, 
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Plundered, Spoy led, and Deſtroyed multitudes of H is Majeſties good Subjects, and if not 
timely prevented, will utterly ſubvert and deſtroy the true Proteſtant Religion, (which is 
their chiefeſt deſigne) the Lawes of the Land, the Priviledges of Parliament, and the Liber- 
ties of the Subject. 

The Lords and Commons now in Parliament Aſſembled doe Declare, That they hold it 
molt fit and neceſſary, for the preſent ſtate of this Kingdome, and doe accordingly Order, 
That all Committees, nominated by vertue of this preſent Ordinance, Collonels, Captaines, 
and other Officers, and all other well - affected perſons, Inhabitants of the ſeverall Counties 
of Hampſbire, the Towne and Countie of Southampton, Suſſex Surrey, and Kent, (hall and 
may Aſſociate themſelves, and mutually Ayd, Succour, and aſſiſt one another, in the mutuall 
defence and preſervation of themſelves, and of the Peace of the ſaid Counties; And doe 
further Order and Ordain, That the {ſaid Committees, Collonels, Capraines, and other Offi- 
cers, ſhall have power and authority to rayſe Forces of Horſe and Foot, and to lead them 
into avy place which ſhall be fitting and convenient, and to give Battell. and to tight with all 
ſuch as are or ſhall be rayſed, to lexyy Warre againſt the Houſes of Parliament, and all 
other Forces rayſed without authority of both Houſes of Parliament, that make any inſur- 
rection, Plunder, and deftroy His Ma jeſties good Subjects, and them to Invade, Reſiſt, Sup- 
preſſe, Subdue, and Purſue, Kill, and Slay, and put to ezecvtion of death, and by all means 
to deſtroy as Enemies to the Kingdome, and to performe all things elſe needfull, for the pre-

And be it laſtly Ordered and Ordained by the authority aforeſaid, That if in caſe the

Hereas the ſole power of appointing the Place o; Places, in which 
4 Our great Courts of Juſtice ſhall be kept, and of removing them from 
\ V one place to another. as urgent occaſion ſhall move us. by the Lawes 


of this Kingvome is inherent in Dur Royall Perſon. And whereas 

tt is of great impoztance to Dur ſervice in thefe times of difficulty and diſtragion, to have 
Our Judges ol Durſaſd Courts to attend neer unto As, by whoſe advice we may the 
better pꝛoceed in all thoſe caſes wherein the Judgement and knowledge of the Laws is 
required. And whereas moze eſpecially the Chancelloz, oz Lo2d Keeper of the great 
Seal of England. and the Judges of Dur Court called the Kings-Bench, were and are 
to follow the King ; ond Our Court of Exchequer, being the pꝛoper Court of Our Reve⸗ 
nue, ought to attend Us as We ſhall appoint. And whereas Our Cities of London 
and Weltminſter have been, and yet are, the chief caulers, and Maintainers of this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent Rebellion agatnſf Us, And We taking info Dur ſerious conſideration. that while 
Our Courts of Kings-Bench, Common -Pleas. and of Our Exchequer, are kept at Weſt-

Common-Enemp of the true Refozmed Religion , Peace and Pꝛoſperity of theſe 

Kingdomes ; And whereas both Houſes of Parliament in England, the Cities of Lon- 

don and Weſtminſter, and the Kingdome of Scotland have already taken the ſame ; It is 

now Oꝛdered and Odained by the Lozds and Commons in Parliament that the ſame 

Covenant be ſolenmly taken in all places thzoughout the Kingvome of England, any 

Dominion of Wales.

Inſtructions for the taking of the Solemn League and 
Covenant throughout the Kingdom. 


1. 
TX the Speakers of both Houſes of Parliament doe ſpeedily ſend (to the Lord Gene- 
rall, and all other Commanders in chiefe, and Governours of Townes, Forts, Ca- 
ſtles, and Garriſons, as alſo to the Earle of Warwick Lord High Admiral! of Expland) true 
Copies of the ſaid ſolemne League and Covenant, tothe end it may be taken by all Officers 
and Souldiers under their ſeverall Commands. | 

II. That all the Knights and Burgeſſes now in Parliament, doe take ſpeciall care ſpeedi- 
ly to ſend down into their ſeverall Counties ( which are or ſhall hereafter be under che 
power of the Parliament) a competent number of true Copies of the ſaid League and Co- 
venant unto the Committees of Parliament in their ſeverall Counties; And that the ſaid 
Committees doe within fix dayes at the molt, diſperſe the ſaid Copies to every Pariſh 
Church or Chappell in their ſeveral] Counties, to be delivered unco the Miniſters, Church- 
wardens, or Conſtables of the ſeverall Pariſhes. 

III. That the ſaid Committees be required to returne a Cerrificate of the day when they 
received the ſaid Copies, as alſo the day they ſent them forth, and to what Pariſhes they 
have ſent them, which Certificate they are to return to the Clerke of the Parliament appoin- 
red — the Commons Houſe, that ſo an Account may be given of it, as chere ſhall be 
occaſion. 

IV. That the ſeverall Miniſters be required to reade the ſaid Covenant publikely unto 
their people the next Lords day after they receive it, and prepare their people for it, againſt 
the time that they ſhall be called to take it. 

v. That the aid League and Covenant be taken by the Committees of Parliament in 
the place where they reſide, and tendered alſo to the Inhabitants of che Town, within ſe- 
yen dayes after it comes to the ſaid Committees hands. 

VI. That the ſaid Committees after they have taken it themſelves, doe ſpeedily diſperſe 
themſelves through the ſaid Counties, ſo as three or foure of them be together on dayes ap- 
pointed at the chieſe places of meeting for the ſeverall diviſions of the ſaid Counties, And 
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ſummon all the Miniſters, Churchwardens, Conſtables, and other Officers unto that place; 
where, after a Sermon preached by one appointed hy the Committee for that purpoſe, they 
cauſe the ſame Miniſter to tender the League and Covenant unto all ſuch Miniſters and o- 
ther Officers, to be taken and ſubſcribed by them, in the preſence of the ſaid Committees. 

VII. That the ſaid Committees do withall give the faid Miniſters in charge to tender it 
unto all the reſt of their Pariſhioners the next Lords day, making then unto their ſaid Pa- 
tiſhioners ſome ſolemn exhortation concerning the taking and obferving thereof: And that 
the ſaid Committees do alſo return to the ſeverall Pariſhes the Names of all ſuch as have 
raken the Covenant before them, who yer ſhall alſo Subſcribe their Names in the book or 
Roll wich their neighbours in their ſeverall Pariſhes : And if any Miniſter refuſe or neg- 
le& to appear at the ſaid Summons, or refuſe to take the ſaid Covenant before the Commir- 
tee, or to tender it to his Pariſh, that then the Committees be carefull to appoint another 
Miniſter to do it in his place. 

VIII. That this League and Covenant be tendered to all men, within the ſeverall Pa- 
riſhes, above the age of eighteene, as well Lodgers as Inhabitants. 

IX. That it be Recommended to the Earl of Mancheſter to take ſpeciall care that it 
be tendred and taken in the UIniverſitie of Cambridge. 

X. That for the better encouragement of all ſorts of Perſons co take it ; It be recom- 
mended to the aſſembly of Divines to make a brief Declaration by way of Exhortation to 
all ſorts of perſons to take it, as that which they judge not onely lawfull, But Call things 
conſidered ) exceeding expedient and neceſſary, for all that wiſh well to Religion, the King 
and Kingdome, to joyn in, and to be a ſingular pledge of Gods gracious goodneſſe to all the 
three K ingdomes. ö 

XI. That if any Miniſter do refuſe to take, or to tender the Covenants or any other per- 
ſon or perſons do not take it the Lords day that it is tendred, that then it be tendred to 
them again the Lords day following, and if they ſlill continue to refuſe it, that then their 
Names be returned by the Miniſter that tenders it, and by the Churchwardens or Conſta- 
bles, unto the Committees, and by them to the Houſe of Commons, that ſuch further courſe 
may be taken with them, as the Houſes of Parliament ſhall ſee cauſe, 

XII. That all ſuch perſons as are within the ſeverall Pariſhes when notice is given of 
che taking of it. and do abſent themſelves from the Church at the time of taking it, and 
come not in afterwards to the Miniſter and Churchwardens, or other Officers, to take it 
in their preſence before the rerurne be made, be returned as refuſers. . a 


XIII. The manner of the taking it to be thus, The Miniſter to read the mhole Co- 
venant diſtinfly and audiblyin the Pulpit, and during the time of the reading 
thereof, the whole Congregation to be uncovered, and at the end of his readin 
thereof, all to take it ſtanding, lifting up their Right hands bare, and then 2 
terwards to ſubſcribe it ſeverally by writing their names (or their marks,, to which 
their names are to be added)in a parchment Roll, or a Book nherinto the Cctenant 
is tobe inſerted, purpeſely provided for that end, and kept as 4 Record in the

XIIII. That che aſſembly of Divines do prepare an Exhortation for the better taking

And be it further oꝛdained by the ſaid Loꝛds and Commons, that the ſeverall ſwns 
of Money befoze mentioned, and all other ſummes which ſhall be hereafter afſefley oz 
taken upon the ſeverall Cities, County, and Places afoꝛeſaid, ſhall be aſſeſſed and ta- 
ken both foꝛ Lands and goods upon ſach perſons and eſtates, and in ſuch manner any 
fozme as is directed foz the weekly Aſſeſſment, in an oꝛdinance of Parliament, of the 
fourth day of May laſt intttuled An Ordinance of both Houſes of Parliament, for the ſpee- 
dy rayling and Leavying of money, for the Maintenance of the Army ray ſed by che Par- 
liament, and other great affaires ot the Common - wealth, by a weekly Aſſeſſment.

ol diſtrayning and reſtoze the over-plus to the Dwner thereof ; And to bzeake open any 
* Houſe, Cheſt, Trunke, Box 02 other thing, wherein any fuch Goods are, and to call 
to their aſſiftance any of the Trained Bands, oz any other Fo:ces within the Cities. 
Countie and Places where any reſiſtance ſhall be made, oz any other perſon oz per. 
ſons whatſoever ; which ſaid Fozces and Perſons are hereby required to be ayding and 
aſſiſting in the Pzemiſes, as they will anſwer the contrary at their perills, And if any 
queſtion o2 difference happen upon the taking ſuch diſtrefſe betweene the Partfes dis 
ftratned and diſtratning, the ſame ſhall be ended and determined by the ſaid Committees 
02 any two of them, and the ſaid ſeverall Committees oz any two oz moꝛe of them, are 
hereby authozfzed and required to uſe (uch other wapes oꝛ meanes fo2 the ſpeedy Lea. 
vying of the laid aſſeſſments, as to them ſhall be thought fit. And tf any perſon oz 
perſons ſhall purpoſely convey his oz their Goods oz other perſonall Eftate, whereby 
the ſumme of Money ſo aſſeſſed cannot be Leavied accozding to this Dzdinance. then 
the (aid reſpective Committees oz any two of them are hereby autho2ized by themſelves, 
02 ſuch other perſons as they ſhall appoint to Impꝛiſon the perſons, and to Seque ſter 
the E ſtate of every ſuch perſon, fo2 the advancement of the ſatd ſervice, and the Te⸗ 
nants of all houſes and lands which ſhall be rated by vertue of this Dzdinance, are here: 
by required and authoziſed to pay ſuch ſummes of monep as ſhall be rated upon every 
ſuch houſe and L ands, and to deduct out of their rents ſo much of the ſaid rates, as in 
reſpect of the Rents of every ſuch {oule and Lands the Landlozds ſhoutd oz ought to 
pap 02 beare ; and the Landlozds both mediate and immediate, accozding to their ref:

And be it further D2varned, that the ſeverall and reſpective Committees in the ſeve- 
rall Cities, County and places afozeſaid, ſhall and are hereby required, to canſe one 
Moneths aſſeſſement acco2ding to this oꝛdinance to be aſſeſſed, lea vied, collected, and 
paid unto the ſaid Str Gilbert Gerrard, at oz befoze the ſeventeenth day of Aprill, 1644. 


which ſatd oneths aſeſſement ſhall be reckoned as the firſt Þoneths pay foz the ſaid 


Army, due out of the ſaid Cities, County and places afozeſaid by vertue of this ozdi⸗ 
nance. And the ſaid ſeverall Committees are hereby required to take ſpectall care that

A Declaration of the Lords and Commons of 
Parliament aſſembled at Oxford, of their proceedings touching a 
Treaty for Peace, and the Refuſall thereof, with the ſe- 

verall Letters and Anſwers that paſſed therein. 


F Our moſt earneſt Deſires and endeavours could have prevailed for 3 Treaty, Our 
Y proceedings therein, without this Declaration, would have manifeſted to all the 
World the clearneſſe ot Our intentions for the reſloring the Peace of this Kingdome : 
| but ſeeing all the meanes uſed by us for that purpoſe; have bin rendred fruitleſſe, We 
hold our ſelves bound to let Oar-Countries know, what. in diſcharge of Our duty to God 
and to them, We on Our parts have done ſince Our comming to Oxford, to pre vent the 
further effuſion-of Chriſtian Blood and the deſolation of this Kingdome. 
His Majeſty lia ving by his Proclamation, upon occaſion of the Invaſion from Scotland. 
and other weighty reaſons) Commanded Our attendance at Oxford upon the 22 of [anuary 
laſt, there to adviſe Him for the preſervation of the Religion, Lawes, and ſafety of the 
Kingdome, and to reſtore it to its former Peace and Security. Theſe Motives, with the 
true ſenſe ot Our Countries miſeties, quickned Our duty to give ready obedience to thoſe 
His Royall Commands, hoping (by Gods bleſſing) to have become happy Inflruments tor 
ſuch good ends. And upon Our comming hither, We applyed Our (elves wich all dilli- 
gence to adviſe of ſuch meanes as might moſt probably ſettle che Peace of this Kingdome, 
(the thing moſt defired by His Majeſty and Our ſel ves; ) and becauſe We found many 
gratious offers of Treaty for Peace by His Majeſty, had been rejected by the Lords and 
Commons remaining at Weſtminſter, We deemed it fit to write in Our one Names, and 
thereby make trial, whether that might produce any better effect for accompliſhing Our 
defires and Our Countries happineſſe. And they having (under paine of death) prohibi- 
ted the addreſſe of any Letters or Meſſage to Weſtminſter, but by their Generall, and We 
conceiving Him a Perſon who / by reaſon of their truſt repoſed in Him) had a great in- 
fluence into, and power over their proteedings, reſolved to recommend it to his Care, and 
to engage Hin in that Pious Worke, wich Our earneſt deſire to him to repreſent it to thoſe 
chat truſted him, (to prevent all exceprions and delay; and thereupon the 27 of the ſame 
January, diſpa tched a Leitet away under the hands of tho Prince his Highnes, the Duke of 
Torbe, and of 43 Dukes, Marqueſſcs, Earles, Viſcounts, and Barons of the Houſe of Peeres, 
and 118. Members of the Hauſe of Commons there preſent. (many others of us by re iſon 
of diſtænct ot place, ſicknes, and imploymems in his 'Mayjeſties Service, and for want of 
timely notice of the Proclamation of Summons not being then come hither :) which Let- 
ter We cauſed to be incloſed in a Letter from the Earle of Forth the Kings Gene) all. A 
true Copy of which Letter from us to the Earle of Efſex hereafter followeth; viz.

We are not aſhamed of thateatneſt, meck, and Chriftian requeſt We made in chat Let- 
ter, (though it was cryed through Londen Streets in ſcorn, as the petition of the Prince, and 
Duke of Yorke, for Peace) and We thought it would have prevailed to have procurid a 
Treaty for ſo bleſſed a thing as Peace, and for fuch an end as redeeming the Kinpgdome from 
de ſolation (the only deſire of that Our Letter, ) but in Read of a compliance with us in this 
Chriftian worke of Treaty and Accommodation, We received a meer frivolous anſwer, 
or rather a paper of ſcorne, in forme of a Letter, directed to the Extle of Ferth, wherein was 
incloſed a Printed paper, called, « Nattonall Covenant of the Kingdomes of England and 
Scetland, and two other Papers in writing, one called, A Declaration of both bf King 
domes, and the other, A Declaration of che Kingdome cf Scotland; Pamphlets full of Trea- 
ſor, ſedirion, and diſloyalty, which being publique and neculeſſe here to be inſerted, the 
Capy of the Letter hereafter followeth. |

Whoſoever conſiders this Letter, will eaſily find it was fully underſtood to whom Ours 
was deſired to be communicated, under the expreſſion of (thoſe by whom their Generall waz 
rruſted;) and although it be pretended, becauſe there was no addreſſe to the two Houſes of 
Parliament, nor acknowledgement of them, it could not be communicated to them, it is no- 
toriouſly known, he did fo far impart it, that a Committee of theirs adviſed the anſwer, and 
it appeares by the penning, they all concurred in the reſolution therein mentioned, whereby 
it is evident, that this was but an excuſe framed to avoyd a Treaty; and what could that 
Printed Covenant, and two Declarations encloſed ſignifie, but to let Us know, that before 
we come to any Treaty, We muſt alſo joyne in that Covenant with them for the abſolute ex- 
tirpation of Church- Government here, (without, nay though againſt the Kings Conſent,) 
ſubaut the Lives, Liberties, and Eſtates vf Uls, and all choſe, who according to their Allegiance 
ha ve aſſiſted His Majeſty, to their mercy, and admit and juſtifſie the Invaſion from Scot- 
Cand, according to the plaine ſenſe of their Declaration? Which all indifferent men will 
think range preparatives to a Treaty for Peace, and after ſuch a yeelding and ſubmiſſion, 
We know not what is left to Treat upon. 

Theſe things are too apparent to every ordinary undetſtanding; and yet We were not 
forward to apprehend the ſcorn of that Letter, or take it for a denyall of a Treaty but being 
Rill ſolicitous for that happy Peace, which alone could redeem this Kingdome from ruine, 
We reſolved to try another way; and for avoyding delay, or cavill about names or titles, 
or deſcants upon words, to forbear writing, and humbly beſought His Majeſty to ſend 
Meſſengers with Inſtructions, to defire'a Treaty for Peace, who was pleaſed to name M. 
Richard Fanſhaw, and M. Thomas Offly, (Gentlemen of cleare repute and integrity; ) and 
to avoyd their danger in repairing to Weſtminſter, at Our defire, commanded the Eatle of 
Forth, his Generall, co write to theirs for a ſafe Conduct for thoſe two Meſſengers (for ſuch 
is Our condition at preſent, that a free-born Subject, ſent upon the Kings Meſſage, cannot 
but with ſuch leave repaire to London or Weſtminſter, without danger of his Life.) The Let- 
ter for the ſaſe Conduct was as followeth.

Cannot ſo willingly write to zou in any buſineſſe as in that of Peace, the endea> 

vour thereof being the principal! duty of thoſe who are truſted in places of our 
Commands, eſpecially when the Blood that is ſpilt is of perſons under the ſame Al- 
legiante, of the ſame Country and Religion. His Majeſty continuing conſtant in 
His pious and fervent deſires of a happy end to theſe bloody diſtrattions, I doe here- 
by deſire your Lordſhip to ſend me a ſafe Conduct to and from Weſtminſter, for 
A. Richard Fanſhaw, and M. Tho. Offly, to be ſent by His Majeſty concerning

That this doth neither grant a ſafe Conduct, or give any direct anſwer to the Earle of 
Forths requeſi, every ordinary eye may ſee, (and yer ſuch requeſts amongſt Generalls are 
rarely denyed;) and We may eaſily thereby diſcerne how fearfull they at Weſtminſter are, 
leſt the poore diſtreſſed people of this Kingdom, ſhould by the advantage uf a Treaty and 
free debate ot the preſent difference, ſee how groſly they had beene deceived and miſled, 
and ſo obtaine an end of their miſeries: for otherwiſe who could have beleeved, that when 
theſe differences aroſe and were continued for want of a free Convention in Parliament, and 
that a maine end of the Treaty was to reſolve how We, according to Our duty and the 
truſt repoled in us by Our Countries might with chem freely debate and adviſe His Majeſty 
in thoſe things that concerned the maintenance of Our Religion, Partiaments, Priviledges, 
the Kings Rights, and the Subjects Liberty, and Property, that this Letter ſhould tell us, 
that the Party We are to Treat withall, is the Kings onely Counſell, excluding all others, 
not onely Our ſelves called by the ſame authority to Counſell as they were, but his pri vie 
Counſell al ſo, and Counſell at Law; ſo that We could have no hopes of 'a Treatie, unleſſe 
We ſhould firſt agree that they are the Parliament and the Kings onely Counſell, whereby 
they that are parties world become the onely Judges of all things in queſtion which would 
be a ſubmiſſion and not a Treaty. 

Having received theſe frivolous delays, which We might have interpreted abſolute de- 
nyals of ary Treaty of Peace, We yet refolved not to give over Our endeavours for that 
which ſo much concerned the good of our Countrey, and the welfare of all profeſſors of 
the true Proteſtant Religion, by Our humble and earneſt defires ro His Majelty, 2 
with hin to write His Royall Letters, and once more deſite a Treaty for Peace (though it 
had beene ſo often formerly rejected) and to avoyd all colour of Exception, to direct it to 
the Lords and Commons of Parliament aſſembled at Weſtminſter, which was done and 
encloſed in a Letter from the Earle of Forth to their Generall. A Copie of both which Let - 
ters hereafcer follow.

nerall the Earle of Eficx. wee conceide was intended ta Our ſelves ) have reſolved, with the

Whoſoever conſiders that this ſhould be a Letter from Subjects, might well thinke it ve: 
ry unbeſceming language in chem, to call His Majeſties earneſt endeavours for Peace, but 
Proſeſſions, and their owne feighned pretence, moſt reall intentions, but much more mena- 
cing language, that His Majeſty cannot be the leaſt or laſt Sufferer ;which expreſſions from 
Subjects in Armes to their Soveraigne, what dangerous conſtruction they may admit, we 
are un willing to mention. "obs 

But we need not wonder at the manner of their expreſſions, when we ſee in this Letter 
the Parliament it ſelfe, as farre as in them lies, deſtroyed, and thoſe who here ſtile them- 
ſelyes ; The Lords and Commons aſſembled in the Parliament of Exgland, not to reſolve 
upon their Anſwer to their King, without the concurrent advice and conſent of the Com- 
miſſioners, as they call them, ot the Kingdome of Scotland. 

It they had onely taken the advice of the Scottiſh Commiſſioners, they had broken the 
Fundamentall Conſtitytion of Parliament, the very Writs of Suminons, the Foundation 
of all power in Parliament, being in expreſſe termes for the Lords to Treat and adviſe with 
the King, and the Peeres of the Kingdome of England, and for the Commons to doe and 
conſent to thoſe things, which by that Common-Councell of England ſhould be ordained, 
thereby excluding all others. 

But their Leaguc, it ſee mes, is gone further; the Scots muſt conſent aſwell as adviſe, ſo 
that they ha ve gotten a negitive voice, and they, who in the former Letter would be the Kings 
dnely Councell, are now become no Councell without the Scottiſh Commiſſioners. The 
truth is, they have, (beſides the ſolemne League and Covenant with the Scots, ( which 
their Letter mencions) a ſtrange and traiterous preſumption for Subjects to make à Co- 
venant and League wich Subjects of another Kingdome without their Prince,) made pri- 
vate bargains with the Scots touching our Eſtates, and a private agreement, not to Treat 
without their conſent, as ſome of themſelves, being afraid of a Treaty, openly declared to 
the Common-Councell of London; and therefore tis no wonder, chat being touched to the 
quick, with the apprehenſion that they are not, nor can be in this condition, a full and free 
Convention of Parliament, they —_— with deſerting Our truſt : and would have Us 
to be no Members of the Parliament. They may remember it was our want of freedome 
within, and the ſeditious Tumults without, their many multiplied Treaſons there, and im- 
poſing Traiterous Oathes, which inforced our abſence: but concerning that, and the want of 
| freedome in Parliament, we ſhall ſay no more here, (chat being the ſubjeR of another Decla- 
ration) onely we wiſh them to conſider by what fundamentall Lawes of the Kingdome 
(which they have lately wceſted to ſerve all turnes) they can exclude Us from our Votes 
in Parliament, who were duily ſummoned, choſen and returned Members of Parliament, 
and take in thoſe of another Kingdome to their reſolutions, who are not bound by our 
Lawes. 

But what violation ſoever they make of the Lawes, they are forward to put the King in 
mind of his duty, and therefore tell him, That he is ſworn to maintain the Lawes, as they 
ate ſworn to their Allegiance to Him, theſe obligations being reciprocall, it is true in ſome 
ſenſe, that the Oath of the King and Subjects is reciprocall, that is, each is bound to per- 
forme what they ſweare, the King as well as the Subjects, but he that will well weigh 
their Lecter, and make one part have connexion with the other, and examine that part of 
their Covenant, whereby they ſweare they will defend the Kings Perſon and Authority 
(no further or otherwiſe then in preſervation of their Religion and Liberties,) may eaſily 
finde another conſtruction, v7, That the Subjects Allegiance is no longer due, then the 
King performes his Duty, nay, no longer than he in their opinion obſerves his Duty, where» 
of they themſelves mult be Judges, and if He faile in his duty, they may take up Armes a- 
gainſt Him; a principle which as it is utterly deſtructive to all Government, ſo wee be- 
leeve, they themſelves dare not plainly avow it, leaſt as r';cy now make uſe of it againſt 
the King, ſo the People finding their failer of Duty, and breach of Truſt, ſhould hereafice 
praRiſe it by taking up Armes againſt them, and fo ſhake off that yoake of Tyrannic _— 
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ſed by their fellow-ſubjeAs; which lies ſo heavie upon them; that it were well, as they ill 


preſſe upotich * maintenance of the Lawes, they won ld alſo know that their obliga- 
ion to dblerye the {ame is reciprocall, and while they here reſolve to deſend and preſerve the 
my J emol this Parliament, (which in their ſence can be ho other chat the power they 
2 xeifed this Parliament) they would take notice, that they are therein ſo farre from 
THT of the Lawes, that they deſperately reſolve an utter ſubverſion of them; for 
what can more tend to the deſtruction of the Lawes, then to uſurpe a power, to themſelves 
wichout the King, and againſt his will to raiſe Armes, to attribute to their Orders or pres 
cended Ordinances, the power of Lawes and Statutes, to 5 — Contributions, Loanes, and 
Taxes of all forts from the Subject, to impriſon without Auſe ſhewed, and then prohibit 
Writs of Habeas ( urpus for their enlargement; to lay Exciſes upon all Comtnodities, to 
command and diſpoſe of the Lives and Eſtates of the free burne Subjects of this Kingdome 
at their pleaſure, ro impoſe Tonnage and Poundage, contrary to the Law declared in the late 
Ac for Tonnage and poundage-And all this done and jufiiſad. as by à legall civill power 
founded and inherent in them ? all which are manifeſt breaches of the Petition of Right 
and Magna Charta, the great evidence of the Liberties of £»g/and ; which Charter by ex- 
preſſe words binds taem and us, though aſſembled in Parliament, as well as the King, and 
though it be not now, as heretofore it hath been, taken by folemn Oath on the peoples part 
as well as on the Kings, nor a curſe as heretofore pronounced on the violaters, yet they ha- 
ving taken a Proteſtation to maintain the Lawes and Liberties, and the Properties of the 
Subject, and inclufively that Charter, let them take heed whilſt they make uſe of this their 
pretended power to the deſtruction of the Law, leſt a curſe fall upon them and upon their 
poſteritie. God knoweth, and it is too cercaine a truth, that our ſelves and many other 
good SubjeRs in this Kingdome, even under the power of the Kings Armie, have ſuffered 
excecding'y in Libertie and Eſtates during this preſence Rebellion, by many heavy charges; 
the fad conſideration whereof makes our heart bleed, becauſe we can ſee no way for relieſe, 
ſo long as this unnaturall Rebellion continues: but as theſe things were firſt practiſed by 
them, and thereby neceſſitated upon the Kings Armte ſo it was never yet pretended that. 
they were done by vertue of a Law, but either by conſent, or by che unhappy and una- 
voydable exigences of Warre, and to expire with the preſent Rebellion, which God in 
mercy haſten. For our parts wee have the inward comfort of our one conſciences, wits 
neſſing with us, that we have improved all opportunities and advantages for the reſtoring of 
this Kingdome to its former peace; and we muſt witneſſe for His Majeſtie, his moſt hearty 
deſires thereof · and though both his Majeſty and our endeavours therein have been made 
fruſtrate, yet God in his great goodneſſe hath raiſed up our ſpitits, not to deſert our Religi- 
on, our King, our Lawes, our lives the libetties of us En free · borne Subjects, and 
Gods aſſiſtance and his Majeſties concurrence, we doe r [ye to unite our ſelves as one man, 
and cheerefully adventure our lives and eſtates for the maintenance and defence of the t 
Reformed Proteſtant Religion of the Church of England, ( of which we proſeſſe our fel 
to be,) for the defence of the Kings perſon and rights of his Cr owne, for the regaining 
and maintaining the rights and priviledges of Parliament, and the liberty of the ſubjecta 
perſon, and property of his eftate, according to the knowne Lawes of the Land, to repell 
thoſe of the Scottiſh Nation, that have in a warlike manner entred this Realme, and to 
reduce the ſubjects (thereof now in rebellion )to the Kings. obedience : and we doubt not 
bur the ame God will inlighten the eyes of the poore deceived people of this land, like

but of the hopes and capacitie of any future Parliament; And ſo at one blow cut in ſunder 
the chiefe ſupport and Piller of our Lawes and Liberties, For what better aſſurance can 
we have, either ofour preſent or futwe liberties then the Lawes and Statutes of the Kings 
dome, and whatgrearer obligation can e expect for che obſervance thereof, then his Ma- 
jefties Perſonal; conſent to that Law, and his ſicred and ſolemne Oath to obſerve the 
Lawes.

I. for the maintenance and recruiting of the 
Forces raiſed againſt the Parliament and Kingdome, and have advi e ſame to be lea- 
vied upon the people in an Arbitrary way by Privy Seale, under the colour of Loane, 
which by their conſent and pretended Authority is accordingly put in execution, as ap- 
peareth by the Privy Seales themſelves, ſigned by the ſaid Lord Lirtleton and Serjeant 
Emre, a Copy of one of them we have cauſed to be herewith printed. And what js beyond 
all, and without the power and capacity of a Parliament, they have declared another, 
Kingdome, and the Parliament it ſelfe, guilty of high Treaſon, having Voted our Breth- 
ren of Scotland, who upon our Injunction, and according to the Act of Paciſication, are 
come in to aſſiſt us in maintenance of our Religion and juſt Priviledges; and the two 
Houſes, whohave raiſed Forces for their owne jult defence and the maintenance of their 
Religion and Liberty, Traycors and Rebels. | 

And now werefer it to any ſober and indifferent Judgement, whether there can be a 
higher attempt to ſhake off and cut in ſunder all bands of Law and Government, and to 
bring the people under the yoke and bondage of an abſolute Tyranny, then this is. 

And we cannot chuſe but admire and lament, that this Kingdome ſhould produce ſuch 
unnatural! Monſters, who like Vipers to make way for their owne ſafgty, would deftroy 
the wombe that ba re them. A nd becauſe themſelves are juſtly cut jy 4 rotten and de- 
ſtructive branches of the repreſentative Body of the K ingdome, would therefore pluck up 
the Tree by the root, and deſtroy both Parliament and Kingdome. But when we conſider 
the perſons this Idoll is compoſed of, it produceth no great wonder, conſiſting not onely of 
ſuch who for betraying che truſt repoſed in them by their Countrey, and their duty to the 
Common - wealth, have beene juſtly excluded the Parliament. Butof the Lord Digby, 
Percy, lermyn, and others, who even before theſe unhappy differences have beene legally 
impeached or queſtioned in Parliament for high Treaſon, and being gonvinced in their 
owne Conſciences of che guilt thereof, fled the Kingdome to avoid their Triall, and there- 
fore by Proclamations in his Majeſties name, when his Majeſty was here preſent, ſummo- 
ned ro appeare to anſwer to that charge. But our greateſt griefe is, That their Councels 
ſhould to farre prevaile, as to procure his Majefly (under the pretence of peace) to be their 
Inſtrument to an attempt ſo deſtructive to himſelfe, Kingdome and People, and to endea- 
vour the conſent of the Parliament, to deſtroy it ſelfe and their owne Religion and Liber- 
ties; an attempt not to be paralleld by the pcefident of the moſt pernicious times; and if 
tſſected, would in the end prove as dangerous to his Majefly as to the Kingdome, which 
may be made apparent by the example of ſome of his Predeceſſors, unhappily miſled by the 
deſperate Counce]s of private and ill affected perſons. Which conſideration neceſſitated 
us to returne his Majeſty the Anſwer herewith printed, wherein we take the boldneſſe with 
all humility and pla inneſſe, to declare as well the duty we owe to our Counttey for whom 
we are intruſted, as the Allegiance we owe to him; and that without apparent breach of 
both, we could not aſſent to any Treaty upon the termes expreſſed in his Majeſties Leiter: 
And likewiſe to tender unto him our humble advice of a ſafe and ready way to put an'end 
to the preſent ſad conditions of his Majeſties Dominions, and we ſhall never ceaſe by our 
continuall and earneſt Prayers to Almighty God to implore him, that yer at length 
he would incline his Royall Heart to be throughly ſenfible of theſe unhappy Diviſions 
that have occaſioned ſo much innocent blood to Raine the Land, and by hearkning unto the 
joynt advice of both Kingdomes now happily united in this common Cauſe by their late 
(olemne League and Covenant, put an happy iſſue to all theſe troubles, 

This we thought neceſſary to declare, to the end the world may ſee as well our owne 
reall endeavours to atraine a ſafe and juſt Peace, as the indefatigable practices of thoſe po- 
piſh and Jeſuiticall Councels (the Inſtruments of all our miſeries) who are content to ap- 
peare in all ſhapes, and leave no meanes unattempted to compaſſe their owne ends. Firſt 
they would have undermined us by ſecret practices; then they would have forced us by o- 
pen Warre; and now they would allure us by the ſpecious pretence of Peace, to diſavow 
this Parliament, and our juſt Rights and Priviledges ; and conſequently reſigne our ſelves, 

Religion, 
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Religion, Lawes, and Liberties to the power of Idolatry. Superſtion, and Tyranny; 

But we are conſtantly reſol ved, in diſcharge of the duty we: owe. to our Gods the 
repoſed in us by our Country and our late ſolemne Oath and Covenant, wich the hafard 
In lives and fortunes, to defend our lawfull Rights and Liberties, the freedome 4hd Prt- 
viledges ofthis preſent Parliament, and which is above all, the true Proteſtant Religion; 
wherein we ſhall not doubt bur to receive the hearty concurrence and aſſiſtance of all well 
affected Proteftatzsand truè lovers of their Countrey and liberty; and che Lord of Hoſts 
whoſe cauſe it is we ſtand for, and upon whoſe aſſiſtance we principally rely, grant our 
endeavours a bleſſed and happy ſucceſſe.

and Wettminſter, Hamlets of the Tower, andthe Bozough of Southwarke, and other the 
parts adjacent, within the weekly Bills of Moztalitie the ſeverall Dzdtnances hereto; 
foze made foz oꝛdering the Milicia of thoſe parts and plates; the ſpeedy and due effec- 
ing whereof. will not onely much eaſe and relfeve the Trainrd and Aurillarte Bands of 
the places afozeſafd, now much ened with duty, but will alſo by Gods bleCing 
upon the ſame apparanjly, tend to the better ſafeguard of thoſe places, and pzeſerbation

ſtreſſe, which want cauſeth their miſerie to become more uncomfortable, and 
keepes back the cure of their wounds and fickneſſe. It is therefore this day 
Ordered by the Commons aſſembled in Parliament, that the Treaſurers for 
maimed Souldiers, ſhall appoint three or foure fuch meete perſons as they 
ſhall thinke fit, to goe from Pariſh to Pariſh within the Lyne of Cummuni. 
cation, Bulls of Mortalitie, and the aſſociated (onnties, who may earneſtly 
flirre up, and deſire all mell affected people to contribute their old clothes, 
either Lmnen or Woollen, towards the reliefe of the aforementioned poore 
Souldiers, and all ſuch Linnen and Woollen, as ſhall be ſo Contributed, ſhall 
be delivered into the charge of the Churchwardens of the ſaid Pariſhes, 
where they are Contributed, to be by them conveyed to the afore-mentioned 
Treaſurers of London, for maimed Souldiers, at Tallow-Chandlers Hall 
neere Dovvgate, on every Wedneſday betwixt the houres of two and five 
aclock in the after-noone. And the ſaid Churchwardens are hereby required 
forth. with to deliver into the aforeſaid Treaſurers for maimed ſouldiers, and 
at the aforeſaid place, all ſuch Linnen Surplices, as are now remaining, or 
belonging to their ſeverall Pariſhes, to be imployed for the uſes above. ſaid.

A Declaration of the Parliament of England: Written to the High 

and Mighty Lords, the Lords States General of the United 

Provinces of the Low-Countreys: Concerning their 
laſt Embaſsie Extraordinary into EN LAN p. 


H h and Mighty Lords; The Lords and Commons aſſembled in the Par- 
—. of England, taking into their conſideration the late Embaſſy di- 
rected from your Lordſhips unto them; And well knowing by the ſucceſſive 
Tranſaction of Affairs between this Kingdom and the States of the United 
Provinces of the Lom. Countreys, as by the notable Aſſiſtances mutually given 
and received againſt the Enemies of each other; that from the very beginning 
of the Reſtauration of the Liberty of that Republique, even unto this time, 
there hath been a firm Union, and conſtant intercourſe of Friendſhip and 
real AﬀeRions between this Kingdom and that State, and that the mutual 
expreſſions thereof by many Actions which each hath performed for the 
good and welfare of the other, have by the bleſſing of God been very ſuc- 
ceſsful, for procuring*great additions of happineſs unto both; And conſi- 
dering that the ſame Profeſſion of the true Reformed Proteſtamt Religion, 
the Advantages of Traffique, and Aſſiſtance by reaſon of Situation, Commo: 
dities and Shipping, and the ſame common Enemies to both which __ 
the 
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the common intereſts of Religion and State, that firſt combined them in this 
happy League, do ſtill continue: And chat therefore upon the obſervation 
of Gods bleſſing, and of the long experience of the fruits and happy effects 
of it, they ought in reaſon be much more powerful now for the continua- 
tion thereof, then they were in the beginning; they have thought good to 
let your Lordſhips know, That as this pious and ſtri& Alliance was de- 
rived from their Anceſtors unto them; So they have nothing more in their 
wiſhes and deſires, then that the ſame may from themſelves be tranſmit- 
ted unto poſterity, to bo continued without intermiſſion from age to age, 
if God ſo pleaſe: And. would have your Lordſhips reſt aſſured, that they 
will never willingly do any thing, nor ſuffer any thing to be done, if in 
their power, which may tend to the diminution thereof in the leaſt degree: 
But ſhall on the other fide, take all occafions to let your Lordſhips know, 
how much they deſire that by their meanes a foundation may be laid, if 

oſſible, of greater aſſurances, and of a nearer conjunction then heretofore hath 

een. And as they have herein manifeſted their own intentions and deſires ; 
So they would have your Lordſhips further know, that they nothing doubt 
but that your Lordſhips have the ſame, and that they look upon that Em- 
baſſie as a clear teſtimony thereof, and as proceeding from thoſe good 
reſpects which you have conſtantly. born unto the Peace and welfare of His 
Majeſty, and of all his Dominions; for which they return unto your Lord- 
ſhips their moſt hearty thanks. And although when they call to minde their 
own Demeanor in all che Paſſages of che Negotiation upon that Embaſſie, 
and their fincerity therein towards your Lordſhips and that State; The 
have no cauſe to believe that your Lordſhips do conceive otherwiſe thereof, 
then that they have therein expreſſed themſelves with all due reſpeas unto 
your Lordfhips, and ſuch as might juſtly be expected from ſo good Friends, 
then engaged in a buſineſs intended and undertaken by you only for their 
good: yet in regard the Embaſſie hath not produced the happy ends inten- 
ded by your Lordſhips, and which the Houſes of Parliament moſt earneſt- 
ly defired and thirſted after (the compoſing the great diſtractions within His 
Majeſties Kingdoms; ) And in regard they have ſome cauſe to fear that the 
proceedings on the part of the Parliament, have been, or may be repre- 
ſented unto you in ſuch maner as may cauſe ſome doubts in your Lordſhips, 
as well concerning their carriage therein towards your Lordſhips, as con- 
cerning the reality of their endeavors for obtaining of a ſafe & well grounded 
Peace: They conceive themſelves bound to endeavor as much as in them lies, 
the prevention of any miſtakings, or miſunderſtandings from your Lordſhips 
in matters of ſo high and tender a concernment : And therefore, becaule they 
know no better or more likely way for the preſent to effect theſe their deſires, 
then to acquaint yourLordſhips with the truth of all the proceedings between 
themſelves, and the Honorable Perſons ſent from you upon that Embaſſy, 
andwith the true Reaſons and grounds thereof, They have made a Collection 
and true Narration of them as followeth: | 

When we firſt heard of the Arrival of your Ambaſſadors here, which 

was about the beginning of January 1643. although we knew not whether 
your Lordſhips had ſent them to the _ or Parliament, or to both; yet 
we received them with the Ciyilities and Reſpects which have bin accuſtomed 
in the Entertainment of ſuch Ambaſſadors as have bin moſt weleome to this 
Kingdom: After many weeks ſtay in London, they 7 to Oxford without any 
Addreſs to the Parliament, or other intimation of their Intentions, ſave only 
that they meant firſt to repair to His Majeſty, then at rd; and after about 
ſix weeks abode there, they returned hither again; and upon the 18. day of 
| Marc 
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March1643.delivered a Paper to each ofthe Speakers of the Houſes of Parlia- 
ment, with a Memorandum to that delivered to the S8 of the Houſe of 
Peers, in theſe words, Delivered by the Ambaſſadors of the Lords Eftues, un- 
to Mounſier the Baron Grey of Wark Speaker, to be communicated tothe Lords of 
the Parliament, this 14. dayof March, 1643. The other to the Speaker of 
che Houſe of Commons, with a — ia in theſe words, Delivered by the 
Ambaſſadors of the Lords Eſtates unto Mr. William Lenthal Speaker, to be 


communicated to the Sri Commons of Parliament, this 14. of March 1643. 


To the matter of theſe Papers, the Lords and Commons could give no 


Anſwer, in reſpect they were not addreſſed to them in ſuch words, either 
for the matter or maner, as that they could legally and according to the courſe 
of Parliament, take notice of them as directed to themſelves. And although 
they did not at this time, nor had at any time before, tendred any Letters of 
Credence from your Lordſhips, to either of the Houſes, the ſame not being 
done until the twelfth of Fah next following; yet in regard the Papers pur- 

oned an Embaſſy from your Lordſhips, they were readily received by the 
L and Commons, who were much grieved that any thing ſhould make 
them uncapable of giving a ſpeedy and ſatis factory er and that pre- 
tence of miſtakes through want of knowledge of the Style or maner of ad- 
dreſſes might be taken away, the Houſes were willing that ſome of their 
Members ſhould repair to the Ambaſſadors to acquaint them therewith, who 
did accordingly, and left the ſame in writing with them; although the 
Houſes had cauſe to believe, that the Ambaſſadors were not ignorant, that 
other Ambaſſadors from the French King, having tendred Papers to the 
Houſes, and in the Addreſs (the ſame in ſubſtance with this) received no 
Anſwer to the matter of them. The Houſes after long expectation received 
nothing from the Ambaſſadors, and therefore the eighth day of April, 1644. 
returned this Anſwer to their — — 

That the Lords and Commons led in the Parliament of England, will always 
with due reſpect acknowledge ſuch Afﬀettions as from the Lords the States General of 
the United Provinces of the LowCountreys ſhall at any time be expreſſed tothe King 
and His Kingdoms ; profeſiing that they deſire nothing more, then 2 4 Peace 4s 
may aſwell procure Honor and Happineſi to the King, as the preſervation of the true 
reformed Religion, the Priviledges of Parliament, and the Liberty of the Subject 
in His Majeſties three Kingdoms, according to the late ſolemn League and Covenant; 
And when they ſhall from, and in the name of the ſaid Lords the States General 
of the United Provinces, propoſe any thing to the Lords and Commons aſſembled in 
the Parliament of England, they will do thereupon that ſhall = 

After they had received this Anſwer, there were many Diſpatches and Meſ- 
ſages ſent and received to and from Oxford, by and from them; and upon 
the fourth of May, 1644. Ambaſſadors came to the Speaker of the Houſe of 
Commons, and by him preſented their ſervice to the Parliament, proteſting 
their deſires to do good; but that they met with no ſucceſs , and ſo took 
their leave for Oxford again. Whereupon the Speaker was appointed to give 
them a Viſit, and a return of their Reſpects to the Houſe of Commons, 
which was performed; many of the Houſe of Commons accompanying 
him unto them. | 

Bur when they perceived a confiderable Army (raiſed by Authority of 
Parliament) to come near unto Oxford, where they then were, with the King, 
they came our with White Flags before them, and moved the Earl of Eſex, 
the General of the Parliaments Forces, for a Treaty, to compoſe the Dif- 
ferences between His Majeſty and the Parliament: His Excellency aſſured 
them (which we doubt not but they very well knew before) that it be- 
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longed only to the Parliament to appoint ſuch a Treaty: With which Anz 
ſwer, after civil entertainment, they returned again to Oxford; and from 
thence they came with their White Flags, which were till carried before 
them all the way as they paſſed, even in this City of London, which (nor- 
withſtanding the bad effects that ſuch Carriage might have produced, and 
eſpecially in the Army) they were willing to paſs by; as alſo the bring- 
ing of ſome perſons in their Train, from 0:xferd, that durſt not otherwiſe 
ſee London becauſe they did in truth moſt really deſire that to which them- 
ſelves and their Flags ſeemed ſo much to pretend. | 

After their return hicher, about the 19. of Fune 1644. they ſent Meſſages 
to the Houſes, that they had ſomthing to deliver unto them from your Lord. 
ſhips z whereunto, about two or three days after, this Anſwer was ſent 
them; That the Houſes did expect that they ſhould make their demand of 
Audience in writing, with which if the Houſes reſted farisfied, that the 
would come to them as to the Parliament of England, Audience ſhould be 
given them in each Houſe apart; which they did by their writing dated the 
5. of Fuly, whereby they preſented their deſires as to the Lords and Com- 
mons aſſembled in the Parliament of England, and thereupon had Audience 
given them in cach Houſe the 18. day of the ſame Moneth, with a moſt Ho- 
norable and reſpective Reception. At the ſame time they delivered their Ler- 
ters of Credence from your Lordſhips, and offered their interpoſition and 
mediation for compoſing of the Differences between His Majeſty and the 
Parliament, which they left in writing, together with a Memorial for Re- 
paration of dammages ſuſteined by ſome Merchants and Maſtersof Ships 
of the United Provinces, in their Ships and courſe of Trading, with deſire 
ors ommiſfioners might de appointed for ſetling of the things complain- 
ed of. ix» eiu; nl | 
In ſatis faction to their deſires concerning the Ships and Trading, The 
Houſes the 24. of the ſame! un, did make a Committee conſiſting both 
of Lords and Commoners, to take the ſame into confideration, with li- 
berty to confer with the Ambaſſadoxs touching the matters under com- 
plaint, Of the proceedings of the Houſes: concerning this of the Ships, 
they intend to give particular and ſpeedy notice to your Lordſhips, and 
to lo that therein which they hope ſhall give full ſatisfaRion. 

To their other Paper concerning their Mediation, the Houſes returned this 
Anſwer the ſixth day of December after; 

The Parliament of England do with all reſpeftful. pratitude acknowledge the 
great and good affettion of the High and Mighty Lords, the States General of the 
United Provinces, expreſſed by their Ambaſſadors, towards the good Peace and hap- 
pineſs of theſe His Majefties Dominions, and the Parliament: As alſo their friend- 
ly offer to inter poſe and uſe their beſt endeavors for the elfecting nou in caſe it 
be 7 de fired: Nor had there been ſo much time intermitted here, inthe maintain- 
ing and ſeeking of Peace, having ever been our — am; Had we not before this 
Offer of your Ambaſſadors, put our ſelves in a way of ſeeking to His Mojefty to reob. 
tain a well. grounded Peace, by preparing certain Propoſitions tending thereunto 
Which upon the common Intereſts of both Kingdoms, have untill of late, remained 
in the hands of the State of Scotland and being returned from thence, are lately 
ſent, and preſented by a Committee of both Kingdoms to His Majeſty, from whom 
we hope to receive a gracious Anſwer, they tending both to his own, and alſo his peo- 
ples good. However, we cannot but expreſs our due ſence of the good reſpect from 
the High and Mighty Lords and States General of the United Provinces, to this 
Xingdoaw, in their deſires is advance the happy Peace, which will have ſo great an 
influence into the future goed or evil of all prefæßing the Proveſtamt Religion; in 
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particular the High and n 7 States of the United Provinces , whoſe proſperity, 
a our own, we fal with all true affection promote. 

Although the defired Mediation be not hereby admitted, yer they hope 
the ſame will not ſeem ſtrange to your Lordſhips, when you ſhall conſider 
the poſture of our Affaires, both at the time of their Audience, as like wiſe 
of this Anſwer, That the two Kingdoms were United by ſolemn Cove- 
nant made to Almighty God, and y League each to other, as one entire 
Body, to proſecute this Cauſe, and that in purſuance thereof, Propoſiti- 
ons for a ſate and well - grounded Peace were then preparing in a joynt way 
by the Parliaments of both Kingdoms, which they believe was not unknown 
unto the Ambaſſadors at the time of their Audience: As alſo when your 
Lordſhips from what hath formerly been ſer forth concerning their not ac- 
knowledging them the two Houſes of Parliament, until about fix Moneths 
after their coming into this Kingdom, and from their carriage otherwiſe, 
ſhall confider, that they had juſt cauſe ro ſuſpe& that they did promote the 
deſignes of the Enemies to the Parliament; for in this particular they may 
well believe that that which is ſo notoriouſly known to all who do but live 
amongſt us, was likewiſe known to them, Thar this Parliament was ſum- 
moned according to the fundamental Laws of the Realm, and made in- 
diſſoluble ſave only by Act of Parliament, oy 2 Law paſſed this Parliament 
wich His Majeſties Conſent , and when their Letters of Credence from your 
Lordſhips, which were made above fix Moneths before their acknowledg- 
ing of che Parliament, directed (as by the Endorſment appears) To the Parlia- 
went of the Realm of England: And that as themſelves declared, they were 
charged by your Lordſhips to advanłe the protection of the Laws of this 
Kingdom, without patronizing any Act which might tend ro the enfee- 
bling or deſtruction of the ſame : whereas their carriage in not acknowledg- 
ing of the Parliament in ſo long time, in reſpe& that thoſe at Oxford have 
declared againſt it, did bear an — of doubt, whether che Laws 
and Statutes of this Realm were of any force, otherwiſe then according to 
the will and pleaſure of His Maieſty; this Parliament having received the 
firſt Being by che Common Laws of this Realm, and the Continuance by 
Act of Parliament, by which only this Kingdom is governed, and with- 
out which the whole Frame of Government would be diſſolved. Neither, 
my Lords, could the Houſes well interpret their employing of one Dillon, 
as one of their Secretaries, and Interpreter, who was a Papiſt, and ſu- 
ſpected to have bin an Iriſh Rebel in the preſent Rebellion of Ireland; and 
who upon all occaſions declared himſelf an Enemy unto the Parliament. 

Thus having informed your Lordſnips in part, what they did with us; 
we ſhall likewiſe entreat your Lordſhips to call to minde ſome publique Re- 
preſentations which they have made unto your Lordſhips. 

By their Letters from Zonden 16. Decemb. 1644. amongſt other things 
ſpeaking of the Trial of the late Archbiſhop. of Canterbury, they ſay, Mean 
while the Houſe of Commons is very eager ts bring the Archbiſhop of Canterbury to 
his end, as we have formerly ſignified, and thewgh there is no Law or Right in Eng- 
land, whereby hi actions that are laid to bi charge are declared High Treaſon, 
and worthy of death , yet hath the ſaid Houſe now by an Order declared, that bis acbi- 
ons wherefore he ts charged, ave of ſo High a nature, and — they did deſire 
that the Upper Houſe ſhould alſo give their Conſent to the ſaid Ordinance: Bat there- 
upon the Lords made ſome difficulty and are yet deliberating about it; and this day 

even-night the Houſe of Commons ſent one of their Members (by name Mr. 
Stroud) to the Hpper Houſe is deſire the Lords to — the Commons in the bu- 
fineß of the — Canterbury : and when the Lords gave Anſwer, my

bad great\ conſideration therein, ſo that they muſt not be haſtened : the ſaid Mr. 
Stroud i ſaid to have ſaid, The people of London ſbanid came to haſten them. 

The Houſe of Pecres concurred in all things with the Commons in paſ- 
fing this Ordinance, and it ſeems ſtrange to the Houſes, that Ambaſſadors 
ſhould be ſo confident that they knew the Lawes of this Kingdom better 
then the Parliament, as to charge them with injuſtice in putting the Arch- 
biſhop to death; or that they ſhould have the Houſe of Commons thought 
to have uſed any undue carriage to the Houſe of Peers by that Meſſage, 
when in truth no words in that Meſſage, nor in any other concerning thar 
Ordinance, could bear the ſenſe expreſſed in that Letter, nor any ſenſe to 
that purpoſe. | 

In the ſame Letter is this expreſſion, And indeed we caurot but with grief here 
complain, that there is here little reſpect and civility ſhewed to your Conpmiſioners z 
— — heretofore oftentimes written that we might again return into ibe Low- 
Countreys,and expect by the firſt Poſt your High &s Anſwer and Reſolition. * 

Januar. 6. There was alſo on Sunday in the Churches, publikely Maped, that 
God would not ſuffer to ſucceed the Treaty of Peace betwixs France and Spain at 
Munſter, nor that between Sweden and Denmark. 7 

The Common Councel of the City of London hath lately been changed, about 
which changing there g-_ us ſigne of any more Impartialities, ſo that it is 
' thought that this new choſen Common Councel hath no better inclination to Peace 
then the former. | 

The Common Councel of the City of London, whereupon the Govern- 
ment of that City doth chiefly depend, is charged at leaſt with ſuſpition of 
partiality, and diſ- affection to Peace. A heavy charge is laid upon the Re- 
verend and pious Divines; neither of the Houſes have heard of any ſuch 
publike Prayers, neither do they believe that any ſuch Prayers were uſed by 
them; and therefore they leave it to your Lordſhips conſideration, whether 
the Ambaſſadors had cauſe to ſend this Information. 

In the ſame Letter: A Herring Buſſe belonging to the Burgmaſter Colſter at 
Rotterdam, having been taken by a Dunkerker , — again forſalen (becauſe there 
came near them an Engliſh Ship which the Dunkerker did frar to be a Dutchman) 
wes got here again free 4s ſoon as ſhe was brought hither ,, but the Officers of the 
Admiralty will nom not ſuffer her to come away, unleſs ſhe 2 firſt cuſtome for the 
Salt ſhee carrieth; and by ſuch diſhoneſty the ſaid Buſſe is already à long time ſtaid. 

My Lords, Whether the Ambaſſadors had not cauſe to have acknow- 
ledged a kinde and good reſpect in taking of Cuſtome, or Silvage only, of 
that Ship, rather then to have charged diſhoneſty upon the Fave + of the 
Kingdom, they ſhall make appear to your Lordſhips when rheyſhall ſend 
| unto you their proceedings concerning your Ships and courſe of Traffique. 

Ian. 20. 1645. The Lower Houſe hath cauſed the Chamber where they ſit in 
to be hanged with Tapeſtry, which was heretofore never ſo, it i ſaidit is dine, 
That the Lords changing their Chamber, ſhall come and ſit inthe Houſe of Com- 
mons, and ſo to be both together reduced into one Body, and the better agree by u- 
ber of Votes. When herctofore the Parliament was full, then the Lords Chamber 
did conſiſt of abont 126. or more Votes, and the Lower Houſe about 500. Votes; 
and they have alwayes been in ſeveral Houſes, and the one could not conclude any 
thing for areſolution of the King, unleſs the other Hoaſe did alſo conſent ; but now 
the King is abſent, and the upper Houſe ſhould now be melted into the Lowty ; and 
in the Common aſſembly of about 26. Lords which are now herr, and ſome 200,Cdm- 
moners, ſo the moſt Votes ſhould Rule and Ordain all matters: thus much we are told, 
& that it tends to [bun many diſputes and hindrances which happen in their reſolution 
every day; the Lords remain conflant to _—— their Right, and ſay, Thi is to tale 
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away all their Right and Prerogative, taking away their Houſe, and ſo bring all 
the power under the Commons. | 

My Lord, The Commons are charged with endeavor of altering the Fun- 
damentals of Parliament, by taking away the Houſe of Peers, and melting 
it into the Houſe of Commons, when as there was never any debate in the 
Houſe of Commons concerning any ſuch matter, nor was the ſame ever in- 
tended or defired by the ſaid Houſe. The Proceedings of Parliament are 
endeavored ta be blemiſhed by the abſence of the greateſt number of the 
Members of both Houſes, when as they might as well have informed your 
Lordſhips, That above forty of the Houſe of Peers were Papiſts and Bi- 
ſhops, and that the Biſhops by Act of Parliament, wherero His Majeſty gave 
his aſſent, are taken out of the Lords Honſe: and that many of the Lords 
who formerly deſerted the Parliament, yet upon due conſideration of their 
error, they are returned again, though not admitted to ſit. And that the 
Houſe of Commons doth now conſiſt of a far greater number then is in 
that Letter mentioned, above Two hundred and fifty having taken the late 
ſolemn National Covenant in the Houſes, beſides many that are employed 
otherwhere in the Affaires of the Parliament; and that many ſince the be- 
ginning of this Parliament, which is almoſt five years, are dead, and none 
ſince choſen in their places. The Houſes thought good to let your Lord- 
ſhips know thus much, That it might not be conceived from any expreſfions 
in this Letter, that the greateſt part of the Members of Parliament had 
abſented themſelves out of diſlike of their proceedings. 

My Lords, Though the Advertiſements were ſince the Anſwer to their 
defire of Mediation, yet the Parliament hath further cauſe from thence to 
conceive, that they were not then miſtaken: as likewiſe from the Contents 
of His Majeſties Letter of the 26. of March laſt, ſent unto the High and 
Mighty Lords the States General, at the time of the return of the Ambaſſa- 
dors from hence, as followeth: 


He and Mighty Lords. aur good Friends and Allies, by theſe preſents which 
Snor Borrel and the Lord of kenfwood Baron of Reed will deliver anto jon, 
we do declare more fully the great Subject of Confidence we have taken in the juſtice 
and moſt ſincere Amity you our good Friends and ancient Allies do ſhew us: For 
thong h we have formerly had knowledge thereof in many wayes, yet do we now re- 
ceive a ſtronger ſatisfattion, and we acknowledge to be far more fully ſatisfied then 
ever — with your Jeal for the good of our Perſon, and the true quietneſ of 
our Ki by this your employing towards us, two. ſo accompliſhed and wiſe 


Perſons. And to teſtiſie the Iuſtice of our Cauſe, and the Caudor wherewith we 


proceed, we would have, and would yet gladly and willingly remit the diſpoſition 
thereof, and refer ta the Iudpement of theſe of your State, and of that of our other 
Allies, the Accommodation of the differences that trouble England and our other 

Realms. N 
Tle ſaid Ambaſſadors have very mell learned the conſtitution of the Affairs here 
an the one and the other part; they have behaved themſelves with a ſingular im- 
partiality and conduct, ſo that we ought far ever greatly topraiſethem : And as at 
their arrival they found us moſt ready ta admit of their \Interpoſition, ſa alſo at 
their parting they could web diſcern by what they lately did in our Name propoſe con- 
cerning the point of Religion, or conſtancy and paſſion for the Peace ; and therefore we 
de not doubt but you will lead us a goed hand with juſt means to attain the fame ; that 
ſo we may be reciprocally profitable ants you, as we here aſſure you of our moſt. hearty 
deſire upon all occaſions and'accurrences : We miſh you would be pleaſed to hear. at large 
theſe things, and other particulars which we have entruſtruſ to the relation of your 
ſaid 
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id Ambaſſadots. And thus we pray God that he keep you, High ani Mighty Lordi, 
— good Friends and Allies in his holy and worthy Gui. Given 4 O ind 26. +

My Lords, That they returned not this Anſwer ſooner, though their by- 
ſineſſes were many and great, yet they would have your Lor ips to con- 
ceive, that they deſired to prefer none before the ſhewing of all due reſpect 
to your Lordſhips; But they deferred it, partly to ſee whether your Ambaſ- 
ſadors upon further information of Themſelves; would expreſs a more in- 
different carriage: But eſpecially becauſe they were unwilling to pive a denial 
to any Thing propounded unto them in the name of your Lord ſhips. 

My Lords, We ſhall. now go on. About the end of Fanaur) laſt, the 
Ambaſſadors made ſhe of taking theit laſt leave of the Parliament, and 
returned again to Oxford (as was ſaid) to do the like there, which was a Bout 
the time ot the beginning of the Treaty at Uxbridge: But about the break - 
ing up of the Treaty they returned to London, and the ſame morning that 
the Commons ſent from the Parliament. were expected in the Hout to 

give an account of their Proceedings, which was the 2 4th day of Febray 
laſt, the Ambaſſadors without any former demand of Audienòe, ato 

to the uſual courſe of Ambaſſadors, and as ſhould ſeem by the Kaner of ir, 
with intent to anticipate the account of the Commiſſionets to the Parlia- 
ment that ſent them, came to the Speakers ot both Houſes, and pfoſſed for 
2 ſpeedy Audience that morning; which being granted, they thade theſe 
Promatiingy concerning the Treaty, and delivered them in writing: 

Right Honorable, We have heretofore, as well particularly as th pablique, de- 
monſtrated the High and Mighty Lords, our Lords the States General of the 
United Provinces, their great deſires and ſincere endeavors thiy conflaritly continue + 
That in a happy honre they might ſee à gbod accommodation betwi xt the King and his 
Parliament, and Peace re-eſtabliſhed in theſe Kingdoms. 

And your Honors by your Profeſſions by word of mouth, and of late given unto 
5 in writing the tenth of December laſt paſt, Have nůt only teftified that the ſaid 
defires and ſincere Intentions of our Lords and Superiors were very acceptable unts - 
yen; but alſs you added, That your Honors dil judge the ſaid accommodation and de- 

fired Peace did as highly concern thoſe that make profeſſion of the true Proteſtant Re- 
ligion, and in particular our Lords and Superiurs. | 

All theſe motives ſuppeditated by your Honors and our duties, have conting 
wrought in us 4 very great care 10 fix an eye m His Majeſties prottedings and 
yours. And now lately, upon the Conference and Treaty that at preſent is at hand 
at Uxbridge, where His Majeſties and your Commiſtivness laboy (s we hope) with 
Utility to obtain ſo much deſired ſuccef e ſt 7. That at our being 4t 
Oxford, we have received the Honor that His Majeſty #h ordered vo communi- 
cate unto us all the Paſſages of that Conference, and by the ane and the other, we 
have obſerved in the firſt place, That Hit Majeſty abu all things defires an Ac- 
commod arion with your Honors : And ihas His Majeſty entireiy inclines to give all 
maner of content and aſſuraute of His affettion is i Things which are juſt and 


Honor able. 
In 
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In the ſecond place we are informed, That by the Anſwer to the Propoſitions of 
your Honors touching the point of Church Government, The perſonal exceſſes that 
may have been committed heretofore, were not to be feared for the future. 

Thirdly, That if in the form of Government it ſelf, and the exerciſe thereof, 
and the Inriſditton therein comprehended heretofore, any thing was tobe excepted 
againſt; your Honors can judge if that be not prevented by meanes of thoſe offers 
His Majeſty bath made to that end. 

And notwithſtanding S's we have ſeen that the point of Church Government was 
yet bebinde, and without Arc arion; wherefore we have been moved to con- 
fider more exaitly how your Honors in this point might deſire any other or further 
ſatisfattion : And we are obliged to ſay, That this conſider ation is fallen out ſo well, 
That His Majeſty hath declared unto us, and permitted us to communicate unto you, 
That if your Honors are not contented with that which he hath offered by his Com- 
mi ſſiomers at Uxbridge unto yours there, That His Majeſty ont of Abundancy is con- 
zented that a Nation — may be called and aſſembled, and thereunto the Depuries 
of all other Proteſtant Churches of Europe invited for their advice; which Synod 

examine all that which concerns the point of Religion in the ſaid Government 
of the Engliſh Church, that might be contrary to the Word of God, whether in part 
er in general; That His Majeſty is contented to corref# and redreſs it accordingly. 
And by that means, as by a common conſent of all thiſe that make the ſame Profeſſion 
of Faith and Religion,to pat a good end to all theſe preſent diſtrattions. 

At this time they knew that the Parliament had not admicted of their 
Interpoſition, They knew that both the Kingdoms were mutually engaged 
in the Propofitions and Treaty thereupon : And that neither could admit of 
their Mediation without conſent of the other: But they will enforce it up- 
on the Parliament, which if accepted, they knew might give cauſe of ex- 
ception to the Kingdom of Scotland, to which Kingdom they never made 
any addreſs for their Interpoſition. 

The matter of the Paper carries a ſhew of making themſelves Judges of 
the Propoſitions treated upon, and inclines the Juſtice and Moderation up- 
on the whole cauſe to the other ſide, which only they had heard. 

Their Propoſitions likewiſe imply, that His Majeſty hath offered that con- 
cerning Church Government, which might in reaſon have given ſatisfacti- 
on: Although the Government by Biſhops in this Kingdom ſhould have 
been conſented unto, contrary to the late ſolemn and national Covenant, 
which they knew both che Kingdoms had nfade and entred into: The cor- 
rection and redreſs of which Government in England, is the whole matter 
for which the National Synod of all the Proteſtant Churches in Europe 
is by them propoſed it is to be obſerved, that they propound the correcti- 
on and redreſs of this Government in the Engliſh Church by that Natio- 
nal Synod, as a meanes by common conſent of all thoſe that make the ſame 
profeſſion of Faith and Religion, to put a good end to all theſe preſent di- 
ſtractions; when they are not ignorant, that this Government is not to be 
exerciſed within the Kingdom of Scotland, being wholly taken away by Act 
of Parliament, whereunto His Majeſty hath given his Royal Aſſent. And 
that not only that Kingdom, and the Members of both Houſes of Parlia- 
ment here, bur alſo many thouſands of other His Majeſties Subjects of 
England and Ireland, ſtand bound by their late National Covenant to en- 
deavor the extirpation of the Church Government by Biſhops, intended 
in that Paper both in England and Ireland, and to hinder the ſetting of it up 
again in the Kingdom of Scotland: Neither do they conceive how the con- 
tinuance of any Epiſcopal Government in this Realm, though moderated, 
ſhould (inthe Ambaſſadors apprehenſion) cauſe a nearer Union with the

ſame terms we were at the 


Churches of the United Provinces of the Netherlands, or any the neigh- 


boring Proteſtant Churches, the ſame not being exerciſed in them. 


And in reſpect that the Ambaſſadors knew that the Aſſembly of Divines 
which the Parliament had called, and which is aſſiſted by pious and learn- 
ed Divines from the Church of Scutland, had fare twelve moneths and up- 
wards before this Propoſition of theirs was made, and that they might well 
know that the Aſſembly was to adviſe the Parliament not only in Church 
Government, but in framing a publique Directory to be uſed in the worſnip 
of God, ina Confeſsion of Faith, and in a Catechiſm; theſe to be had 
and uſed in His Majeſties three Kingdoms: And that they had finiſhed ſome 
of them and had made a great progreſs into all the reſt; They cannot con- 
ceive why this Propofition for calling the National Synod, by them 
poſed, ſhould be made at this time; and that only co conſider of the redreſs 
of the preſent Government of the Church of Z»gland,.;when as the doing 
thereof in this conjuncture of Affaires, could not but caſt a blemiſh upon 
the proceedings of the Parliament for defiring to adviſe with the Divines, 
and upon the piety and learning of the Reverend Divines of the Aſſembly. 

Not long after the making of theſe Propoſitions, the Ambaſſadors again 
defired audience of boththe Houſes, and were rectived with the ſame Ho- 
nor and Reſpects as before? That vhich they ſpake was alſo delivered by 
them in writing as followerh i:: INT 

Right Honorable, Two things have moved our Lords & Superiers to ſend as their 
Ambaſſadors Extraordinary into this Kingdom, viz. their duty, and your ſervice : 
The firſt conſiſted in their power, and in the reſenting of the preſent diftrattions ; 
The other bring altogether in your choyce to accept, if you'ſbould like of #4: 1 | 

We have long ago, and divers timer, ſpoken unto your Honors of "the one. and 
other; as likewiſe unto the King, who hub Honored ſo much our Stats, as to have 
accepted the offers of our _— ; but we are ſtil-with your Honors upon the 

l egining, without am certitude or likelyhood to be 
accepted. 10 nue, 

We have already obtained our leave from the King. and have left Hu'Majeſly full 
of good will and diſpoſition for a juſt and reaſonable Accommodation. Likewiſe we 
parted from him well ſatisfiid, concermme the point of the Evangeliqut Proteſtant 
Religion, upon the offer he hath lately permitted us to make. And a concerning 
the Royal Rights or Prerogatives, the Liberties and Privileages of this Kingdoms 
and the Parliament, and of all the Subjecte, no doubt when that His Majefly ſhall 


be ſatisfied, His Majeſty will alſo ſatisfie every one. 


But Sirs, we can ſtay no longer here, unleſß your Honors accept of our Interpo- 
ſition, without which we are wſeleF. And from hence it is, our Lords and Superi- 
ors have charged us in ſuch acaſe, to take our leaves, and return to our own home. 
In performance of which laſt duty, we are here come before you, aſſuring you, we

ivenz and that the blame and Juſtice lies upon the Parliament, in reſpect 
—. have not in the firſt place given this ſatis faction; When as they knew 
that in the Treaty, even with His Majeſties own conſent, the Propoſitions 
concerning Religion, the Militia, and Ireland, were firſt to be concluded. 

And avly it ſeems ſtrange to us, how they ſhould ſo well know, either 
the priviledges and proceedings of the Parliament, which they have ſo much 
miſtaken in their Letters; or the liberties of the Subject here, or come to be 
ſo well aſſured of His Majeſties intentions, as to pronounce ſo full a judge- 
ment, that in this caſe His Majeſty will give ſatisfaction; whereas the Par- 
liament, upon the obſervation of His Majeſties proceedings hitherto, 
doth not know how to give His Majeſty ſatisfaction, unleſs it be by the 
renbuncing of the priviledges of Parliament, and liberties of the Subjects. 

Soon after the delivery of this Paper to the Houſes, the ſame by the directi- 
on of the Ambaſſadors was publiſhed in Print: And though it were ſpoken 
in the Houſes, and delivered to them only in the French Language, yet it was 
tranſlated and publiſhed by them only in Engliſn; which, had the matter of 
chat Paper concerned the Honor or intereſt of their Superiors, it would not 
have ſcemed ſo ſtrange unto us, as it doth in this caſe, which is only for inter- 

oſing between others; when as the ſame, for the reaſon — could not 
be admitted bythe one Kingdom, nor were ſo much as deſired from the other. 

This was their fare wel from us; and when the Houſes knew their intentions 
of repairing home, they gave order that the uſual Honors and reſpects to Am- 
baſſadors ſhould be done unto them, which was accordingly performed. 

My Lords, The Houſes of Parliament, out of their earneſt deſires to con- 
tinue a right underſtanding between themſelves and your Lordſhips, have 
thought themſelves bound ro make this true relation, as that, which by the 
Laws of friendſhip (in ſuch a caſe as this is) might juſtly be expected at their 
hands, from ſo good Friends and ancient Allies: and that by the right know- 
ledpe of their proceedings upon this Embaſſy, all cauſe or matter of ſu- 
ſpition might be taken from your Lordſhips ; that the Offers of that State for 
a mediation never by them conceived unacceptable, there being no other 
State in the world to whom they had cauſe to give more credit in this caſe, 
without the leaſt jealouſie then unto that: And likewiſe that it might appeare 
unto your Lordſhips, that no actions of theirs, in this tranſaction (as they 
conceive) could give any juſt occafion of laying the leaſt blemiſh upon the 
fincerity of their endeavors, for the obtaining of a good and happy Peace 
which is the thing they have always moſt carneſtly deſired, and which they 
dayly pray and labor for. 

Concerning which particular, they ſhould have thought it needleſs to 
have ſaid any thing unto your Lordſhips, had not the matter of the two laſt 
Audiences from your Ambaſſadors required it: Becauſe we cannot conceive 
that your Lordfhips ſhould think otherwiſe of the Parliaments of both the 
Kingdoms, then that they were duly ſenſible of the calamities of a civil War 
and that they could not but know that the continuation of it, without any 
abſolute neceſſity, would moſt redound to the prejudice of the Subject: and 
ſo of themſelves, in reſpect they were to feel the ſmart and bear the burthen 
of it more then any others: and that your Lordſhips may know the better 
how to judge upon thoſe Papers, and upon the whole matter of the preſent 
diſtractions and calamities within this and His Majeſties other Kingdoms; 
It may be uſeful to acquaint your Lordſhips at preſent, in part, with the cauſe 
and maner how they brake forth unto the preſent diſtemper.

and chat when former Parliaments endeavored to apply a cure, they were 
always broken. When w that within the Kingdom of Scat and they 
were not likely otrbherwiſe ro prevail, they made tryal of inforcing it there by 
open War in the yeùr 163% 14 + 77 1: 01 20 oy 
When they found they were not able for the preſent to carry ĩt on that 
way, they made a Peace with Scatland, with an intent to get themſelves 
thereby into a better poſture of War: This Treaty was broken by them, 
and a Parliament is ſummoned in this Kingdom, to meet in April, 1640. and 
ayde deſired, for renuing the War againſt that Kingdom. And when they 
had cauſe to fear the Parliament would not aſſiſt in that Quarrel, the 
Parliament is broken, and the War renued againſt Scotland, contrary to the 
Treaty. But being worſted, and the Scots Army entred this Kingdom, a 
Parliament is again ſummoned, to meet in November following. The Par- 
liament, though the War was undertaken for the purpoſes, and inthe maner 
as before expreſſed; yer, out of their earneſt deſires of His Majeſties ha 
pineſs, and of the peace of his Kingdoms, they took upon themſelves the 
payment of both the Armies, and gave their beſt affiſtance to compoſe the 
differences: Both which, by the bl of God, were gs ormed. 
During the time of this Treaty, and notwithſtanding the payment of 
both the Armies by the Parliament, yer under- hand, Meſſages were ſent, 
and means uſed, to have engaged both the Armies againſt the — 3 
and for the bringing of them from the Northern nearer Londen for that 
end. Their endeavor therein with the Engliſh y, was prevented bya 
cimely diſcovery; and their hopes from the Scots Army, were fruſtrated 
by their denyal of the great offers with diſdain, which were made to them 
for that purpoſe; And when they ſaw that the brotherly reſpects from each 
Kingdom to the other, had begot a Union, and were out of hope that the 
Parliament of England would ſubmit to the Deſign, and that the Parlia- 
ment could not be diſſolved but by its own conſent, they proſecute the De- 
ſign by open Force in the Kingdom of Ireland, to the deſtruction of the 
greateſt part of the poor innocent Proteſtants there: and after continuance 
given to the Rebels there, they procured His Majeſty to come unto the 
Houſe of Commons, then ſitting, with armed men, to take away by force 
five of their Members : whereof failing, in regard that thoſe perſons were 
not then there, they afterwards declared againſt the Parliament of England, 
b War. And when the Kingdom of Scatland appeared with them in 
the Cauſe, they made uſe of rhe Iriſh Rebels, and the Papiſts, and Prelati- 
cal party, againſt the Parliaments of both Kingdoms; and likewiſe of divers 
perſons accuſed in Parliament of high & great Crimes, long before this war.

VV eas by a late Oꝛdinante of Sequeftration it is amongſt other things 


eclared and Ozdained, That the Committtes of the ſeveral counties 
ſhall have power to aſsign maintenance out of the Lands of Delinquents, to their 
ſeveral Wives and Childzen, ſo as the ſame exceed not the fifth part of the Lands 
o2 Geodsſo Þequeſtred: And whereas by occaſion hereof, divers Wives and 
Chilvzen of Delinquents may reſozt hither, only to obtain the ſaid fifth part, and 
may be ready to do ill offices to the Parliament; the Lozds and Commons, to pꝛe⸗ 
vent the ſaid miſcheif, and other of like nature, Do D2dain, That no Wife, 
Childe oz Childꝛen of any Delinquent, who ſhall come from their own Yabitati- 
on into the Parliament Quarters, with oz without their Fathers oz Busbands, 
from the Kings Quarters, ſhall have, hold and. injoy any fifth part by the ſaid 
D:vinance : And therefo2e they do Ozdain, that all ſuch Allowances hereafter to 
be made to ſuch Wife oz Childzen, ſhall be utterly void.

[| ms Lords and Commons aſſembled in the High Court of Parliament of Eng- 
land, having not long ſince diſpateht unto Tou Moſt High and Mighty Lords, 
4 Narrative of the proceedings upon the late Ambaſſy from Tour Lordſhips in the 
point of Imterpoſition between the King and the Parliament, the Supream Indicatare 
and Repreſemative Body of this Kingdom, are confident that Tour Lordſhips remain 
moſt fully poſſeſſed of our Real intentions, for 4 good Accommodation and Re- 
eſtabliſhment of this preſent diſtreſſed and diſtradted Kingdom in a bleſſed Peace: Nor 
do theſe deſires of ours, bound themſelves here at home; but it © well known (we 
hope) wnto Tour Lordſhips, with what Reality of ſincere affettion, we endeavor to 
Maintain all good Cerreſpondency and Amity with Tour Loraſhips and the United 
Provinces, according to Ancient and Modern Treaties and Alliances ,, as alſo with 
what readineſs we have always upon all occaſions, inclined to adminiſter Tuitice to- 
wards Teh and Tours.

Au- 
dience in both Houſes of Parliament, with their offers of mediation, pteſen- 
ted likewiſe a Paper Intituled, Ships Merchandizes and other Goods: of which 
the High and Mighty Lords, the States General of the United Provinces 
of the —— by — — — — and

A c ſent ro the Speakers of both the Houſes of —x ny — Paper 
of Demands) Intitu ed, Cantinuation: other Ships, Merchandizes and Goods, 
whereof the Ambaſſadors of the United Provinces Demand Reſtitution and 
payment of z and in the Cloſe of that ſecond paper, made a Demand 
in theſe words following f 

That the Parliament would pleaſe to give Letters of Licenſe or P to Tho: 
Cave, and Edward Man, we at Amſterdam, to withdraw their Mert han- 
dize und Goods, whichwerechen in the Town of Exeter, bought long ſince by their 
Order and for their Accoum and that they might lade them in 4 Ship and carry them 
thence : And that the like Licenſe and Liberty be granted to all the Subjects and in- 
habit eats of the limtea Provinces (bring dtfired) for the future, 

Upon Rereipt ot theſe Demands, we did with all Reality and Readineſs 
appoint a Stledt Committee of the Lords and Commons of both Houſes, 
with full power and Cotamiſhon do conſider thereof, and to Treat with your 
Lordſhips Ambaſſadors, touching the complaints of damages and matters 
aforeſaid : Hereupan, ſeveral conferences were by that Committee had with 
Your Ambaſſadors; and aſter ſeveral debates, the Demands concerning 
Reſtitution of Ships and Damages, were found by their Lordſhips own di- 
ſtinction, to be of theſe two ſeveral natures ; either concerning the publike 
intereſt of your State , or the =_ — intereſt of particular perſons. 

Under the firſt head they Reduced only four Ships, The Vtrecht, Capt. 
Kirckhoue , the Thomas Bonadventure, Thomas Sharper Maſter, the Paul, 
Maſter William Smicty; and the golden Parat, Maſter Driliffe Muller. 

This Ship Werecht,as was affirmed by Your ſaid Ambaſſadors, was a Frigot 
belonging to the States General, and by Order of the Counſel of the Admi- 
ralty at Aerdam, appointed to go Northward for the guard and Convoy of 
their Fiſhermen ; But the Ships in our Service meeting with her at Sea, up- 
on Examination found on board ber, one Colonel ogie, a man in Re- 
bellion , and very active againſt the Parliament, and other Paſſengers, 
wich Seventy Barrels of Powder and Merchandize to be carried to the 
Port of Scarbo then held out by the Rebels againk the Parliament, and 
had aboard her divers Lertets directed to the Marqueſs of Newcaſtle , 
Sir Hugh Cholmley, and other perſons in Armes againſt the Parliament. 
Although this action in it ſelf was moſt inconſiſtent with the condition 
we then wert in, and the ſame acknowledged by your Ambaſſadors, and 
the Laders were impriſoned and puniſhed by your Scare for that offence; 
yet being moſt willing to coacinue the Ancient Friendſhip and Amiry, or ra- 
ther ts oblige boch Scare in a ſtronger Alliance: Upon the bare Affirmation 
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of Your Ambaſſadors, that the Conveyance of theſe Rebles and Ammu- 
nicion in that Ship, was a matter covertly Tranſacted by the Captain and 
Company of the Yerick, without the leaft knowledge of the State, were moſt 
ready to give Credit thereunto. And thereupon gave power to that Com- 
mittee, to paſs an Order for her diſcharge, which was accordingly effected;

ders thereof, have been impriſoned and paniſhed for that Offence. This Committee in 
further Teſtimony of their great deſire to maintain all goed correſpondence with thoſe 
from whom they are ſent, and the good Amity between this Kingdom and that Staze, 
are well content the ſaid Ship, with her Tackle and Furniture, be reſtored. 
The next three Ships in order, were the Thomas Bonadventure, with her la- 
ding of Coals; the golden Parat, with her lading of Coals; and the Paul, 


with her lading of Corn; of which Ships, with their lading, your Ambaſſa- 


dors demanded Reſtitution, for that they were taken by the Ships in the ſer- 
vice of the Parliament, within the Boys and Iuriſdiction of that State. 

The firſt of theſe Ships, the Thomas Bonad venture, upon proot, appeared 
to be a Ship of Newcaſtle, taken by the Ships in our ſervice, as ſhe was co- 
ming with her lading of Coals from Nemcaſtie, then in the height of hoſtility 
and Rebellion: Theſe Coals, upon proof, appeared to have been laden by Sir 
Fohn Marley, the then Mayor of Newcaſtle, to be ſold, and the return to be 
made him in Powder, Arms, and Ammunition : The Maſter, Tho: Shar er, a 
known Incendiary, and very active againſt the Parliament; againſt — 
we had juſt cauſe ro have proceeded upon a Charge of high Miſdemeanors, to 
have brought him to exemplary condigne puniſnment. 

The ſecond of theſe three, the Golden Parat, upon proof, was found to have 
carried from Dankirk, Sadles, Match and Bandaliers for Nemcaſtle, then in 
Rebellion, and returning with the proceed of the ſame in Coals, was taken 
and condemned for good prize, and ſold two moneths before this Demand. 

The laſt of theſe Ships (the Paul) was taken laden with Corn to be carried 
to Dublin, ſince the pretended Ceſſation there, and had a Paſs from the Eatl 
of Ormond, one of the chief Rebels of that K ingdom; and therefore was 
taken and brought in as Prize, though ſince diſcharged. 

My Lords, We doubt not, but that the bare Repeating of the ſeveral caſes of 
theſe 3. Ships, doth give full ſatisfaction to your Lordſhips in point of Judg- 
ment, that they, with their lading, were lawfully taken, & might as juſtly have 
been detained; and it did at firſt ſeem ſomthing ſtrange unto us, that your Am- 
baſſadors ſhould intereſt themſelves in the ſhips, goods and perſons of men in 
rebellion againſt the Parliament: but becauſe they affirmed, that thoſe 3.ſhips 
were taken in places within the Boyes of that State, ani repreſented the ſame 
as an infringement to the Liberties, and Derogation to the Honor of that 
State: although it appeared by your own written Laws then produced to your 
Ambaſſadors, That the taking of thoſe ſhips & goods in thoſe places, did not 
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render them n prize; but was only a perſonal offence in the taker to Your 
State, for which he had received puniſhment in Your State: Vet we being 
unwilling to allow of any act that might in the leaſt maner prejudice either 
the Honor or Intereſt of that State, Our Ancient Friends and Allies, and to 
demonſtrate how careful We were in all things to a good Compliance, not 
only yielded to Reſtitution of thoſe three Ships with damages; but alſo out 
of ſpecial Reſpects unto their Lordſhips, cauſed the ſaid Mr. Tho Sharper 
to be releaſed out of Priſon where he lay, and his perion delivered up to their 
Lordſhips for their diſpoſal. | 

The reſolutions of the Committee, concerning reſtitutĩions of rheſe 
three ſhips, delivered on the 30. of CAHng. 1644. to your Ambaſſadors in 
writing, were in her verba.

free liberty to proſecute their intereſts in the High Court of Admiralty of 
this Kingdom, for ſuch as had not been before that time ſentenced, or by 
way of Appeal for ſuch as had been adjudged there; In which Courts we 
ſnould have taken care for Right to be done them with all expedition. The 
Parliament ſtill reſerving and engaging themſelves by promiſe to ſupply 
any defects of Juſtice in any the ſaid Courts upon further treaty thereon wich 
your Ambaſſadors, the equity of which Courſe, and form of proceedings, 
we ſhall not need here to inſiſt on, it being obſerved by your Lordſhips and 
all other States and Republiques in Europe. : 

And as we thus indeavored by all means both juſt and honorable, the re- 
moving of obſtructions, and clearing all miſunderſtandings for the time paſt, 
ſo no leis careful were we for the continuance of ' Amity, anda good cor- 
reſpondence for the time to come: And theteupon taking into conſideration 

-your Ambaſſadors deſires of free licence to the Merchants of your State, 
for the wichdrawing of their goods from the parts and places under the pow- 
er of the Enemy in Rebellion againſt the Parliament, did by a publique De- 
claration dated the 30. of Auguſt, 1644 provide, that notwichſtan ing our 
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Ay Lords, In ſum, the Utrecht, though bound with Ammunition to an 
Enemies Port, is reſtored ; The Thomas Bonadventure, though belonging to 
perſons in Rebellion; The Golden Parrat, though having furniſhed the Ene- 
mies with Arms; The Paul, though going with Corn for their aſſiſtance , 
are all aſſented to be reſtored, or the value ot them, with damages legally 
proved; The Maſter of the Thomas Bomad venture releaſed; the goods of the 
Tigæ delivered to the Claimers, though 1500 pounds loſs accrue thereby 
to this State, and themſelves never ſo much as endeavoured to make good 
their claim to this day; All other demands put into a legal way for reliet in 
a Court of Juſtice, would your Ambaſſadors have acknowledged the Courts 
of Juſtice under the power of the Parliament, which they from time to 
time refuſed, though to the prejudice of their own claimes, and parties in- 
tereſſed: But my Lords, we muſt tell you, That the men who have traded - 
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the Enemies Ports, have added fuel to our inteſtine fire, and ſhould your 


| s by your wiſedom prevent them for the future, it may with 
Gods bleſſing be a means much conducing to the re-eſtabſiſhmem of Peace 
amongſt us. | 

My Lords, Having thus cleared all things that concerned your Lordſhips,

A Copy of a Letter in Cypher. 
Honorable Sir, 


1 are ſome paſſages which we omitted in our Letters to the Com- 
mittee, becauſe we judge it expedient to expreſs them in Cypher; the 
Rebels grew higher in their demands fince the Kings affairs have been in a 
declining condition, which with their abufing the Kings and au- 
thority in the taking our Gariſons in Connag h, and turning the Engliſh out 
of ſome of them, hath ſo incenſed the Marqueſs of ormond, that he deſires 
but power and opportunity to break off all Treaty and fall upon them; and in 
order thereunto, we have had an Overture by one that came from him to us, 
for the Britiſh and Scots Forces to joyn with him againſt the Rebels upon 
theſe conditions. 

Firſt, that the Treaty between England and Scotland ſhould be obſerved. 

Secondly, that the Covenant ſhould not be preſt upon the Forces under 
his Lordſhips Command, and that it ſhould be left free for thoſe of them 
that would to uſe the Common - Prayer book, and the eſtabliſhed Govern- 
ment. till the King and Parliament ſettle ſome other. 

Thirdly, that the Brittiſh Army be left to the chief Governor for the time 
being, he appointing them a Governor of their one chufing. 

Fourthly, that every party out of his eſtate or charge be reſtored, 

Fiftly, that none be ſent out of the Kingdom without conſent on both parts.

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Sixthly, that ſome Ammunition be lent to them of Dablin. 
Seventhly, for our 3 Drogheda ſnould be given into our hands, we 
giving aſſurance that uſe ſhould not be made of it againſt his Lordſhip. 
Eighthly, both parties to ſwear to perform. We ſuppoſe ſome good effect 
might be produced from theſe beginnings, but without the Scots Commiſ- 
ſioners we have no power, and therefore expect your directions therein, and 
deſire that in the mean while they may be kept ſecret, for if any notice of a 
tranſaction in this kinde come to the Rebels, it would hazard the putting 
Dublin and thoſe parts into their hands; the propoſition is the more confider- 
able, becauſe your Armies here will much want a Port in Leinſter for a Ma- 
azine, but we ſhall do nothing in it till we here from you, but what may 
eep them on having nothing more to advertiſe you of at preſent, we

"Ir, The ſame Letter which we have written to the Committee of both 
Kingdoms, we have alſo written to the Lords and Commons, and if 
either give redreſs to the wrongs complained of, it is well: What we wrote 
to you of the nineteenth of this Moneth in Character, might as well have 
been done with leſs trouble, for Maſter Galbreth that delivered to us the ſame 
under an injunRion of great Secreſie, hath ſince communicared it to moſt 
of the Colonels of the Brittiſh Army, ſo that ir was evidently a Plot to 
draw this Army under the Command of the Marqueſs ; I was jealous of it 
at firſt, and we took bonds of him to appear before the Committee, when 
the Scots Commiſſioners ſhall land, but it was not thought fit to commit 
him till then, becauſe there be divers other Malignants whom we intend at 
that time to lay up together, who perhaps would not appear then, if there 
were any very ſtrict courſe taken now. 

We think the ſtrength of the Army ſtands well effected, but both Armies 
have known Malignants in them, who being removed, there will be no 
danger. Since my former, Sir Patrick Wemys is come from Dablin, and 
brought his whole Family with him. I think he hath done his part exceed- 
ing well, and if it be not effectually proſecuted, you ſhall plainly know 
where the fault lies; We want our money and meal extreamly, without 
them we are as it were wind- bound; We intend to viſit the Major General 
ſhortly , he faith he hath no Commiſhon to command the Army, but you 
may ſee by his Warrant that we have ſent to the Committee, he wants not a 
Commiſſion to leavy Money; Our Letters lie here for want of a Veſſel to 
waft them over, nor have we heard a word thence ſince our landing, but] will 
forbear that further trouble till there be more cauſe.

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The News from Sligo; 


ON the Lords day Ofober 17. 1645. the Rebels (before the fer Forces 
from the Laggean were come to Sligo) ſurrounded the Town with about 
Two thouſand Foot and Three thouſand Horſe. The Gariſon ſeeing little 
hopes of the U/ſter-mens advance (not knowing they were then at Bundrows ) 
conceived it of abſolute neceſſity to hazard 2 with the Rebels with 
their own ſtrength and Sir William Coles Troop, rather then to loſe them - 
ſelves and the out · Gariſons, which were in a maner all blocked up by the Re- 
bels lying between them and Sligo. Captain Richard Coot and Captain Cole 
commanded the Horſe, being neer Two huudred, and after ſome skirmiſhing 
with the Rebels Horſe, fell pel|-mell into their ſeveral Diviſions of Foot, 
routed them and purſued them: And Lieutenant Colonel Sanderſon ſallyin 
out of che Town with his Foot, and Sir Francs Hamilton coming in the nick 
of time with his Troop, they had all execution upon the Rebels for five 
miles; and at the end thereof, left ſlain the Popiſh Archbiſhop of Tuam, 
the Rebels Preſident of Connanghe, tor a memorable mark. They took One 
hundred and fifty Horſe, with . Arms, their Tents, and all other Bag- 
gage and Ammunition, and had much ſpoil; Several Colours of Horſe 
and Foot, and many Officers of note, to the number of about Twenty 
eight, Priſoners ; about Two hundred killed: And our loſs but of one man, 
and ſix hurt. Many more of the Rebels might have been killed, but that 
our Foot left the chaſe and fell to plunder, 

Their whole Army being thus defeated, One thouſand Foot and Three 
Troops of Horſe that were coming to joyn with them, upon the news 
thereof returned. And our men, with the Laggan Army joyned with them, 
have ſince entred the Barony of Tereragh, taken Thirteen Caſtles there 
well provided of Corn, which was our chief want, and like to be the loſs 
of that whole Province, if God in this miraculous maner had not ſupplyed 
it. The Oxon which drew the Enemies Waggons, drew our Ordinance 
for the taking in of the ſaid Caſtles. And now our men have good Quarters 
for this Winter about the ſaid Caſtles, which keep the Countrey under 
Contribution. a | 

The Archbiſhop of Tuam was a principle Agent in theſe Wars, and one 
of rhe ſupreme Councel of Kilkenny ; He attended their Army at this time 
to viſit his Dioceſs, and to put in execution an Order tor the Arrears of his 
Biſhopiick, granted to him from the Councel at Xi/keyny, Which Order, 
together with the Popes Bull, and ſeveral other Letters of Correſpondence 
berween him and his Agents from Rome, Pars, and ſeveral parts of this 
Kingdom, were found about him: The particulars of which Letters (in 
order to the Iriſh affairs) are as followeth. . * 

That the Pope wonld not at the firſt engage himſelf in the you of 4 Nuntio 
for Ireland, till the Iriſh Agents had 172 ſatisfied him that the eſtabliſhment of the 
Catholique Religion was à thing feaſible and attainable is this Kingdom; whereupon 
he was content to ſolicite their Cauſe with Florence and Venice, &. and alſoto 


' delegate Farmano his Nuntius to attend this Kingdom: Who the ſaid Nuntius, 


after ſome delays in France, was at laſt expedited thence by expreſs Order 
from the Pope; and he arrived at the River of Kilmare, ina Frigot of one 
and twenty Pieces, Six and twenty Italians of his retinue, Secretary Belinges, 
and divers regular and ſecular Prieſts, 0ob. 22. The Iriſh are much en- 
couraged with theſe ſupplies which he hath brought, the Liſt whereof found

Theſe Letters likewiſe inform us that the Kings hopes are from the Iriſh 
Nation; and if they deſert Him, He is like to be in a hard condition very 
ſpeedily. Several other things they contain concerning Prince Rupert, Co- 
lonel Legg, the Kings Loſſes at Briftol and Cheſter. Somrhing there is alſo 
of the Treaty of Peace. Ormond (ſays one) is found a Machevillian : 
Dillon, Mwuckerry,Talbot are for Peace: Conditionibus quibuſcung, iniquis ſays a 
another: Our publique Affairs are in via, nen in termino, ſays a third: The 
Propoſitions high, the Anſwers high and ſly. There are ſome myſteries of 
State in this buſineſs, which I cannot commit to Paper. Yer morally cer- 
tain it is, there will be Peace, ſaith a fourth. It ſeems alſo there were ſome 
differences amongſt the Rebels themſelves , as between Hmukerry and 
Brown, inſomuch that Brownis diſparched from Dublin to Kilkenny between 
Caſtle- Haven and Preſton; inſomuch that Father Scaramppe went from the ſu- 
preme Councel to reconcile them. There was alſo a private Letter of ſuſpi- 
tious informations againſt Dominics Spinola an Agent in Ireland, wherein he 
is ſaid to hold Correſpondence with the Queen of England in France, and 
to be a loyer of their Enemies. :

That party of our Horſemew'ſpecdilyrerurning to 'Baleſhanon,” whence 
with the Corner,” the reſt of rhe Aid Troop, ſome of che Foot Soldiers on 
horſeback.” and Captain Fallior, accompanied with as many horſemen 
as he could make, haſtned towards the North-end of thit Iſland; which is 
diſtant from the South. end thereof Three Engliſh Miles. But the E- 
nemy having driven che Prey of Cows; Horſes and Mares forth at 
the South end, our Horſemen, with Captain Falliot; followed by Ter- 
mon- Caſtle; whence they marched through very inacceſſible Woods and 
Boggs in che night ro the Cd ( diſtant ſixteen miles from Balleſhanyy ) 
being the firſt place that they could guide rhemſelves by the track of the 
Enemy and prey, which they ſtill purſued with cheerfulneſs ro Loweher- 
ſtemn, where overtaking them about One of the clock in the morning 
of Nov.27. 1645) their Trumpet ſounding a Charge, they followed it home 
ſo reſolutely, that after a fierce Confliction, in a ſhort time, they routed the

land for the time being s That ſuch Towns and places as ſhall be recovered 
from the Rebels by the Scoriſh army, ſhall be ar che diſpoſing of the Com- 
manders thereof, during their abode for that fervice Mtheſe parts where 
ſuch Towns and places ae; andif ir chall be found for the good of the

d, and his Army; In hat caſe the General of the Scotim Army 
ſh; a9 cede to the ——— and receive in 2 free 
and honorable way Inſtructions from him, or in his abſence from the Lord 
Deputy, or any other who ſhall have the chief Government of chat King- 
dom for the time, by authority derived from the Crown of E and 
ſhall precede all others. And that he only ſhall give Orders to the Officers 
of his own army, and that the armies have the right and the left hand 
Van and Rere, Charge and Retreat ſuceeſſively, and ſhall not mix in quar- 
rerings nor marchings; And when it ſhall be „ ſit to ſend Troops out 
of either army, that the perſons to be ſent out of the Scotiſh army, ſhall 
be commanded out by their own General, the Lieutenant of ireland pre- 
ſcribing the number, which ſhall not exceed the fourth part of the whole 
Foot of the Scotiſh army, nor of the Horſe —— to joyn with them, 
whereunto they ſhall return when the ſervice is done. And that no Officer 
of the Scotiſn army ſhall be commanded by one of his own quality; and if 
the Commanders of the Troops fo ſent out of either army be of one quality, 
that they Command the party by turn: And it is nevertheleſs provided, 
That the whole Scotiſh army may be called out of the Province of Uſer, 
and the Horſes appointed to joyn with them by His Majeſties Lieutenant of 
Ireland, or other chief Govemor or Governors of that Kingdom for the 
time being, it he or they ſhall think fit, before the Rebellion be totally 
ſuppreſſed therein. | 

Beventhly, It is agreed, That the Scotiſh army ſhall be entertained by the 
Engliſh for three Moneths from the twentieth of Fune laſt, and ſo long after 
till they be diſcharged, and that they ſhall have a Moneths pay advanced 
when they are firſt muſtred in Ireland, and thereafter ſhall be duly paid from 
Moneth to Moneth; and that there ſhall be one Muſter-maſterappointed 
by the Engliſh Muſter-maſter General, to make ſtrict and frequent Muſters 
of the Scotiſh army; and that what compunien of men ſhall be ſent out of 
Scotland (within the compaſſe of the Ten thouſand men) ſhall be paid upon 
their Muſters in Ireland, although they make not up compleat Regiments. 

Twelfthly, It is agreed, That the Scotiſn army ſhall receive their diſ- 
— pon the King and Parliament of England, or from ſuch perſons as 
ſhall be appointed and authorized by His Majeſty and both Houſes of Par- 
liament for that purer and there be a Moneths warning before hand 
of their disbanding, which ſaid diſcharge and Moneths warning ſhall be 
made known by His Majeſty, and then to the Councel of Scotland or the 
Lord Chancelor a Moneth before the r ; and that the 
common Soldiers of the Scotiſh army, at their diſmiſsion ſhall be allowed 
Fourteen days pay for the carrying ot them home: 

Thirteenthly, It is provided and agreed, That at any time after the three 
moneths now agreed upon for the entertainment of the Scotiſſi army ſhall be 
expired, and that the two Houſes Parliament, or ſuch perſons as ſhall be 
authorized by them, ſhall give notice to the Councel of Scotland, ox to che 
Lord Chancelor there, That after one Moneth from ſuch notice given, the 
ſaid two Houſes of Parliament will not pay the. ſaid Scotiſh army now in 
Ireland any longer, then the {aid two Houſes of Parliament ſnall not be ob- 
liged to pay the ſaid army any longer then during the ſaid Moneth, Any 
thing in this Treaty to the contrary notwichſtanding. ä 


The jaſt double of this was ſent to the King the ſeventh 7 July, but was returned 
with fve Amendments,and the laſt Article added by t 2 
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Articles of the Treaty agreed upon betwixt the Commiſsioners 
of both Houſes of the Parliament of England, having power 
and Commiſsion from the ſaid Honorable Houſes, and the 
Commiſsioners of the Convention of the Eſtates of the 
Kingdom of Scotland, authorized by the Committee of the 
faid Eſtates, concerning the Solemn Leagueand Covenant, 

and the Alsiſtance demanded in purſuance of the ends ex- 


| preſſed in the ſame. 


V Hereas the two Houſes of the Parliament of England, ont of a juſt and 
V acep ſence of the great and imminent danger of the true Proteſtamt Reli- 
gion, inregard of the great Forces of Papiſts, Prelates, Malignants and their 
adherents, raiſed and impioyed againſt the conſtant profeſſors thereof in England 
and Ixcland thought fit to ſend their Commiſſioners untothe Kingdom of Scotland, 
to Treat with the Convention of Eitates and General Aſſembly there, concerning 
ſuch things as might tend to the preſervatian of Religion, and the mutual good of 
both Nations; And to that end, to deſire a more neer and firitt Union betwixe 
the Kingdoms, and the aſiiſtance of the Kingdom of Scotland, by a conſiderable 
ftrength to be raiſed and ſent by them into the Kingdom of England. And whereas 
upon 4 conſultation held betwixt the Commiſcioners of the Parliamem of England, 
the Committees of the Convention of Eitates and General Aſſembly, no means was 
thought ſo expedient to accompliſh and ſtrengthen the Union, as for both Nations ro 
enter into a Solemn League and Covenant, And a form thereof drawn and 

» ſented to the two Houſes of the Parliament of England, the Convention of Eſtates 
and General Aſſembly of Scotland, which hath accordingly been done, and re. 
ceived their reſpective approbation. And whereas the particulars concerning the 
aſciitance deſired by the two Houſes of the Parliament of England, from their Bre. 
threnof Scotland, were delivered in by the Engliſh Commiſſioners Auguſt 19. 
to the Convention of Eftates , who did thereupon give power to their Committee to 
gonſider and debate further with the Engliſh Commiſſioners, of what other Propo- 
ſirlons might be added or concluded, whereby the aßßiſtance deſired might be made 
more effect ual and beneficial; And in purſuance thereof, theſe Propoſitions following 
were conſidered of, and debated by the Committee and Commi ſioners aforeſaid, 10 
be certified with all convenient ſpeed to the two Houſes of the Parliament of Eng- 
land, and the Convention of Eſtates of Scotland by their reſpective Committees 
and Commiſcioners, to be reſpectively taken into their conſideration, and proceeded 
with as they ſhould finde cauſe , which being accordingly done, and theſe enſuing 
Propoſitions approved, agreed and concluded of by the Honſes of the Parliament 
of England, and the Committee of the Eſtates of Scotland reſpectiwely, and 
_ them given to their reſpective Committees and Commiſſioners formally to 
agree and canclude the ſame, as may appear by the Votes of both Houſes, Dated the 
firſt of November, and the Order of the Committee, bearing Date the 17 of No- 
vember. We the ſaid Commiſſioners and Committee according to their Votes and 
Orders, 2 conclude and agree npon theſe Articles following, And in con- 
fir mation thereof, do mutualiy Subſcribe the ſame.

,  Nianthly, That the Publique Faith of the Kingdom of Scorland ſhall be 
iven to their Brethren of England, that neither their entrance into, nor 

— continuance in the Kingdom of England, ſhall be made uſe of to any 
other ends then are expreſſed in the Covenant, and in the Articles of this 
Treaty; And that all matters of difference that ſhall to ariſe be- 
eween the Subjects of the two Nations, ſhall be reſolved and determined by 
the mutual advice and conſent of both Kingdoms, or by ſuch Gommit- 
tees as for this purpoſe ſhall be by them appointed, with the ſame power 
as in the precedent Article. 

Tenthly , That in the ſame maner, and upon the ſame conditions as the 
Kingdom of Scotland is now willing to ayd and affiſt their Brethren of 
England, the Kingdom of England doth oblige themſelves to ayd and aſſiſt 
the Kingdom of Scotland in the ſame or caſes of ſtraights and ex- 
tremities. 

Eleventhly, And laſtly, It is agreed and concluded, That during the time

all which ſhall be maintained ar the charge of the Kinedom of England, to 
be imployed for the defence of the Coaſts of Scot under ſuch Com- 
manders as the Earl of Warwick for the time of his being Admiral ſhall 
nominate, with the approbation of the Committees of both Kingdoms, 
which Commanders fhall receive from the ſaid Earl general Inſtructions, 
that they do from time to time obſerve the directions of the Committees 
of both Kingdoms.

doms in this Common danger of Religion and Liberty, and conceiving it neceſſary

to the contrary part, or to give our ſelves to a deteſtable indifferency or neu- 
trality in this Cauſe, which ſo much concerneth the glory of God, the 
good of the Kingdoms, and the Honor of the King; but ſhall all che days 
of our lives zealouſly and conſtantly continue therein, againſt all oppoſi- 


tion, and promote the ſame according to our power, againſt all Lers and Im- 
pediments whatſoever, and what we are not able our ſelves to ſuppreſs or 
overcome, we ſhall reveal and make known, that it may be timely pre- 
vented or removed; All which we ſhall do as in the fight of God. 


And becauſe theſe Kingdoms are guilty of many ſins and provocation 
againſt God and his Son Jeſus Chriſt , as # too maniſeſt by our preſent 
diſtreſſes and dangers the fruits thereof; We profeſs and declare before 
God and the World, our unfeigned deſire to be bumbled for our own fins, and 
for the fins of theſe Kingdoms, eFpecially that we barve not as we ought 
walued the ineſtimable benefit of the Goſpel , that we harve not labored for 
the purity and power thereof; and that we harve not endeavored to receive 
Chriſt in our hearts, nor to walk worthy of him in our lives, which are the 
cauſes of our ſins and tranſgreſSions, ſo much abounding among ft us; And 
our true and unfeigned purpoſe, deſire and endearvor for our ſelrves , and all 
others under our power and charge, both in publike and in private, in all du- 
ties we owe to God and man, to amend our lives, and each one to go before 
another in the example of a real Reformation, that the Lord may turn away 
his Wrath and bearoy Indignation, and eſtabliſh theſe ( burches and Ring- 
doms in Truth and Peace. And this Covenant we make inthe preſence 
of Almighty God, the ſearcher of all hearts, with a true intention to per- 
orm the ſame, as we ſhall anſwer at that great Day, when the ſecrets of 
all hearts ſhall be diſcloſed, Moſt humbly beſeeching the Lord to ſtrengthen 

us by his holy Spirit for this end, and to bleſs our defires and proceedings 
with ſuch ſucceſs as may be delicverance and ſafety to his people, and in- 
couragement to other (Þriſtian Churches, groaning under, or in danger of 
the yoke of Antichriſtian Tyranny, to joyn mm the ſame, or like Aſſociation 
and Covenant, to the glory of God, the inlargement of the Kingdom of Je-

Ir, In my laſt, which was but yeſterday by the Poſt, I gave you an ac- 

count of the Agreement made for the delivery up of Mount-Edgecomb, 
and the disbanding of the Regiments raiſed in thoſe parts, and of the com- 
ing of Mr. Ceriten and divers other Gentlemen of quality, which is every 
day more apparent then other, by their hourly ſending to the General to be 
received into t he protection of the Parliament, which is now in ſome mea- 
ſure made known to the Countrey, who had this day a meeting upon Bod- 
man Downs: It was bur yeſterday they had notice, and one Hundred of 
the four had not the notice come to them, yet about eight hundred or nine 
hundred appeared; And now for the occaſion the meeting was deſired, 
which was or this purpoſe, to let them know the Army was come to pro- 
ret them, not to ruine them; Thar the Soldiers horſe and foot had charge 
to defray their Quarters ; That if any Soldier offered violence unto them, 
upon complaint it ſhould be redreſſed; That the Gentlemen of the Country, 
naming ſuch and ſuch perſons, were come in to the Parliament, which 
did very much incourage the commonalty to be the more forward to harken 
to what might be for the ſervice of the publique, and defence of their own 
County : And that which wrought the impreſſion deepeſt upon their hearts, 
was Mr. Perers his publiſhing to them the packets taken in the Iriſh Veſſel, 
which I mentioned unto you in the laſt Letter, which he not only ſhewed 
unto them, bur read the ſame, and permitted ſuch of them as deſired it to 
read them, and told them they ſhould have * of Glamorgans Articles, 
and his other Letters, if they deſired them, which abundantly gave them 
ſatis faction; and that which put it out of doubt was, That the ſhip and 
packets were ſeized on, and taken by the aſſiſtance of the Inhabitants at Pad. 
fow wit hin their own County but the day before: And indeed it was a very 
ſeaſonable and remarkable accident as could have hapned for the Uniting of 
this County to the Parliament, for the very thoughts of Iriſb and French 
are hateful unto them : Thoſe Letters that were moſt conſiderable miſcar- 
ried in the water; which was the Earl of Glamorgans to the Prince, Sir 
Edward Hide, and to another, which Capt. Allen, an 1riſh Papiſt and 
Merchant of Waterford confeſſeth he had from the hands of the Earl of 
Glamorgan to deliver as aforeſaid : Upon his Examination he ſaid further, 


That the three hundred 7rifh defired for the Princes Lifegard were =_ 
thus 
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thus diſpoſed, an hundred to be put into the Mount, an hundred to Nudennis, 
and the other hundred co bea gard to the Prince : The General hath ſent poſt 
ro Capt: Moulton Admiral of the Friſh Coaſts, to give him notice in What 
forwardneſs the 1riſh were to be tranſported, That they may keep out ſhips at 
Sea for prevention: The Trumpet that went with the Summons to the 
Lord Hopten it not yet returned. To morrow early the whole Army horſe 
and foot advances towards Trwo : All paſſes, By-lanes and Fords being 
for the moſt part barricadoed or blockt up; ſo that if the Enemy ſhould ſlip 
by (which we no ways fear) their marches will be ſo flow, That their Rear 
will be ingaged before they get half through the paſſage. Before this come 


to your hands, without peradventure the buſineſs will be very near decided 


by a Treaty or retreat into the Sea: There came ſeven or eight of the Princes 
ſervants this day for paſſes to go home, much lamenting the ſudden cary- 
ing the Prince on ſnipboard when they dreamed not if it: At Fey we took 
thirteen pieces of Ordnance mounted, beſides Arms and Powder ; the firſt 
night the Town ſtood upon their guard, but the next morning repented of 
their folly, and without diſpute admitted our forces to come in: Be pleaſed 
to haſten down Moneys to the Army, and Match and Powder with all ſpeed 
to Lime: Neither of theſe will admit of delay: And haften recruits that 
chey may meet us when we face about.

To Sir Edward Hide Chancellor of the Exchequer. 


My dear Chancellor, 
1 Seize with much joy this occaſion that flatters me with the hopes of con- 

veying ſafe unto you, and by you unto the reſt of my Friends there an 
Accompt of my Adventures, fince you heard from me; theſe incloſed pa- 
pers will give you a very particular relation of all matters of Fact, I'make 
no queſtion but my unſucceſsfulneſs in that imployment will give occaſion 
ro my Enemies to accuſe me of a great diſ-ſervice to the King, in having 
been the loſſe of ſo many of his Horſe, not in the conduct of them (orf 
apprehend not malice it ſelf in that point) but in —— them upon ſo de- 
ſperate a Deſign. This point I defire you to cleer, by letting all with whom 
you ſhall finde the Objection, know, That although I was of opinion, that 
the King himſelf ought to have ventured, when he was at Welbeck, the 
paſſage into Scotland, in caſe there had been a certainty of my Lord of 
eMontroſſes being on this fide Forth, yer when that was once diverted , 
upon both my Intelligence and advice, I had afterwards the leaſt ſhare of 
any man in the Councel of adventuring any part of the Kings Horſe upon 
ſo hopeleſſe a Defign as that of Scotland was, while we were doubtful of m 
Lord of Montroſſes condition; but the Northern Horſe being diſguſted 
with Gerrard, retuſed abſolutely to march back Sourhward to Welbeck , and 
ſo rather then they ſhould disband, it was thought fit to try whether they 
would be ingaged to adventure to Montreſf, who in all his Letters had ſeemed 
much to reſent the negle& of him, in not fending him a ſupply of Horſe, 
aſſuring, That with the help but of 1000. he could carry through his work: 
The Propoſition being made to Sir Marmaduke Langdale, he ar firſt — 
blanck refuſed it, as an undertaking which had by Gerrard and all the reſt 
been declared deſperate, even with all the Kings Horſe; but upon ſecond 
thoughts, finding that all his Horſe would disband if they were drawn 
Southward, he and all the Northern Gentlemen came to the King, and told 
Him, That if he would lay His Commands upon me to take the charge and 
to go along with them, they would adventure it, otherwiſe not: where- 
upon, I having declared my obedience to whatſoever the King ſhould im- 
poſe upon me, His Majeſty commanded me poſitively to that charge, uſing 
beſides His pleafure, this Argument to me, Thar if I — in it 1 
ſnould reap much Honor; If not, I could incur no prejudice by failing in 
that which was at firſt given for deſperate: and ſo at half an hours warning, 
having (I proteſt to God) not dreamt of the matter before, I marcht off 
from the Rendezvouz, with an Addition onely to the Northren Horſe, of 
ſuch as would voluntarily chuſe to go with me, which proved to be a mat- 
ter of Three Hundred, with which I made that progreſs, which you will 
finde related in the incloſed Papers: But here I am ſure you will wonder, 
how I holding that place I did neer the King, and having the Honor of ſo 
great a part in His Truſts, eſpecially at a time when he had ſcarce either 
Councellor or Pen. man about Him, ſhould be put upon ſo extravagant and 
deſperate an imployment: To this I muſt let you know, and ſuch onely as 
you ſhall think fir, That though I had no — of the preſent Action, 
yet the King and I had long before (that is ever ſince His Affairs were made 


ſo deſperate by the loſſe of Briſtol) concluded it moſt for his ſervice, That 
I ſhould abſent my ſelf from Him for ſome time, in cafe I could finde a fair 
and honorable pretence for it: I believe the accidents ſince befaln at Newark 
with Prince Rupert and Gerrard ,. will have given you a light of ſome reaſons 
of my remove. The truth; Here follows many lines of Character,

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thought it then high time to watch an opportunity of freeing His Majeſty 
from an Attendant ſo pernitious to His Honot and Intereſt; And this, my 
deareſt Friend, is as much as I think neceſſary to ſay to you upon this ſubject, 
hoping chat by your dextrous conveyance of it to His Highnes the Prince of 
Wales, it will have the ſame impreſſion with him, which I cannot doubt of 
with you. 

Since my coming out of Exgland, I ſtaid a Moneth for a wind at the Iſle 
of Man, which time I cannot think miſ- ſpent, having there received great 
civilities from my Lord of Derby, and had the means of a particular ac- 
quaintance with his Noble Lady, whom I think one of the wiſeſt and ge- 
nerouſeſt perſons that I have known of her Sex: From thence, I and my 
company were very ſecurely conveyed hither in a light Frigot of his Lord- 
ſhips, where I found all things ina great forwardneſs, the concluſion of 
which was expected within few days, and great Forces (as was pretended ) 
already in a readineſs for England under the command of the Earl of Gla- 
morgan the Confederates great General and Favorite; but his Lordſhip being 
ſent for by — Lord Lieutenam and my ſelf, to confer about the ways of 
diſpoſing thoſe Ayds moſt to the —— of His Majeſties ſervice, the 
bufineſſes contained in the incloſed Papers brake forth in ſuch maner, as you 
will finde there ſet down, and obliged me to that part in the Kings Vindica- 
tion, which was thought could not fo properly be n my 
ſelf, you will finde the whole buſincis ſo fully ſtated in the TranfaRions 
themſelves which I ſend you, and in my Letter to my Brother Secretary, 
that I ſhall need to ſay no more upon the ſubject, onely let me ask you, whe- 
ther according to the rules af Policy I have not carryed my body ſwim- 
mingly, who being before fo irreconciſiably hated by rhe Puritan party, 
have thus ſeaſonably made my ſelt as odious with the Papiſts : well, my 
comfort is, that the very few honeſt men that are in the world will love me 
the better, and vrhil'ſt I do the part of a man of Integrity and Honor, I 
am willing to truſt God with the reſt. I muſt not conclude without telling 
you, that if I had been brought hither by far greater misfortunes, I coul 
not have repined at any _ had given me the happineſs of ſo particular 
a knowiedge of, and friendſhip with the Marques of ormond, who (if I can 
judge at alf of men) is not onely the wiſeſt yong man, but the moſt ſteady, 
generous, and vertuous perſon that Þ have ever known. I conjure you, as 
you love vertue, and as you love me, who have ſo little a ſnare of it, build 
carefully by the diligent application upon thoſe grounds which I have laid 
for a friendſhip betwern you; for indeed, I love him ſo much, as I cannot 
be at reſt till we makeup the Triangle equal on all ſides; to that perfection 
wherewich-I am :

r will receive by this diſpatch a particular accompt from my Lord 
Lieutenant of the ſtate of the Treaty here, and of thoſe Conditions upon 
which he was hopeful ſuddenly to have concluded ſuch a Peace as would 
have afforded His Majeſty powerful and timely ayds from this Kingdom, 
had not the unfortunate madneſs (for I can give it no other name) of my 
Lord of Glamorgan, and the neceſſary proceeding thereupon , caſt all 
things back into a poſture, as uncertain and more dangerous then ever : You 
will receive from my Lord Lieutenant and the Councel here, a punctual 
relation of the matter of Fact, and it is referred to me ro convey unto you, 
and by you to His Majeſty , the Circumſtances and Reaſons of the whole 
proceeding againſt his Lordſhip. 

About ten dayes ſince, matters of the Treaty growing near to a conclu- 
ſion, and in confidence thereof preparations being made by my Lord of 
Glamorgan , and the Iriſh (as they aſſured us) for the ſpeedy ſending over of 
three thouſand men for the relief of Cheſter, which were to be made up ten 
thouſand before the beginning of March. It was thought neceſſary that we 
ſhould confer with the ſaid Earl of Glamorgas and ſome of the Iriſh Com- 
miſſioners, to the end that before my Lord Lieutenants final conſent to the 
Articles of the-Treaty, the buſineſs of the Kings ſupply might be reduced 
from diſcourſe to a certainty, and directed in the moſt advantagious way 
for his ſervice; to which end (we little ſuſpecting then what was ſince 
diſcovered) the ſaid Earl of Glamorgan and ſome of the Iriſn Commiſſio- 
ners then at X:lkenny were earneſtly invited hither both by my Lord Lieu- 
tenant and my ſelf. | 27735 

Upon Monday laſt, the day before the ſaid Earl of Glamorgan was expect- 
ed in Town, my Lord Lieutenant received out of the North from an 
honeſt and well affected perſon, the copy which is ſent you of my Lord of 
Glamorgans Articles and Oath with the Confederare Catholiques, aſſured 
to have been found in the, titulary Archbiſhop of Tuams pocket, killed in 
october laſt at Sligo. Ar firſt the thing appeared ſo impoſſible, as that we 
were apt to think ir a Forgery and plot againſt the King of the Parliamentary 
Rebels, till conſidering the circumſtances , formalities and punctualities 
thereof, we grew to apprehend ſome what more in the matter, and ſoon 
after a ſecond and third copy of the ſame coming to other perſons, all with 
Letters to the effect of this incloſed, it was then thought high time to 
rake the buſineſſe into moſt ſerious conſideration; which being done 
by my Lord Lieutenant and my ſelf, aſſiſted by ſome of the wiſeſt and 
beſt affected perſons here, wee ſoon concluded, Thar if theſe things 
were once publiſhed, and that they could be believed to be done by His 
Majeſties Authority, they could have no leſſe fatal an effect then to make 
all men ſo believing, conclude all the former Scandals caſt upon His Ma- 
jeſty of the inciting this Iriſh Rebellion true, Thar he was a Papiſt, and 
deſigned to introduce Popery even by wayes the moſt unkingly and per- 
fidious; And conſequently, that there would be a general revolt from him 
of all good Proteſtants, with whom this opinion could take place. 

Now when we conſidered the circumſtances convincing the truth of this 
Tranſaction on my Lord of Glamorgant part, and how impoſſible almoſt ir 
was for any man to be ſo mad, as to enter into ſuch an Agreement without 
powers from His Majeſty, and there being ſome kinde of a formal Authori- 
ty vouched in the Articles themſelves, we did alſo conclude, Thar _ 

the

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the greateſt part of the World,who had no other knowledge of His Majeſty 
then by out ward appearances, would believe this true, and do according to 
that belief, unleſs His Majeſty were ſuddenly and eminently vindicated by 
thoſe who might juſtly pretend to know him beſt. Upon this ground it 
was alſo concluded by us, That leſſe then an Arreſt of the Earl of Glamorgan 
upon ſuſpition of High · Treaſon could not be a Vindication of His Majeſty 
eminent or loud enoughʒ and that this part could not properly nor effectually 
be performed by any other perſon then my ſelf, both in regard of my Place 
and Trufts necr His Majeſty, That the buſtnefs of Ireland had paſs'd for the 
moſt part through my hands, That I attended His Majeſty about the time 
of the date of His Majeſties pretended Commiſſion, That ſince that time I 
had by His Majeſt ies command written to the Iriſh Commiſſioners a Letter, 
whercof I ſend you a Copy ſo Diamitrally oppoſite to the {aid Earls Tranſ- 
actions; And laſtly, ingegard that my Lord Lieutenant, ro whom other- 
wiſe His Majeſties Vindication in this kinde might properly have belonged, 
was generally thought to be unworthily conſened and abuſed in the matter, 
in caſe there were any ſuch ſecret Authority given by His Majeſty to the 
Earl of Glamorgan. 

This being our unauimous judgement of what was fit to be done, and by 
whom, the onely Queſtion then remaining, was to the point of Time, in 
which we were alſo of opinion, That if it were deferr'd till the buſineſs 
growing publique other ways, ſhould begin to work its miſchief, His Maje- 
flies Vindication would lofe much of irs force, and be thought rather ap- 


. plyed to the notarieting then to the impiety of the thing, and rather to the 


pernitious effects then to the deteſtable cauſe it ſelf: Notwithftanding I 
muſt confeſſe unto you, that the conſideration of fruftrating the ſupplies ol 


three thouſand men, which were ſo confidenely affirmed to be in redineſs for 10 | 
the relief of Cheſter, in caſe the condition of that place could not bear the de- 


lay which this might occaſion, wrought in us a very great ſuſpenſion of judg. 
ment, Whether the proceeding againſt my Lord of Glamorgan ſhould not 
be forborn till that ſo neceſſary ſupply were ſent away; but the caſe being 
more ſtrictly examined, We found, firſt, that by the Lo. of Glamorgans Oath, 
the Forces were not to be hazarded till His Majeſties performance of the 
ſaid Earls Conditions: And ſecondly, that the faid ſupply was never in- 
tended by my Lord of Glamorgan and the Iriſh, till the Articles of Peace 
were conſented to, which rhe Lord Lieutenant durſt in no wiſe do without 
a preceding Vindication of the Kings Honor, fince this Tranſaction of my 
Lord of Glamorgans was known unto him, and known to be known unto him 
by thoſe who wanted neither Art nor Malice to make uſe of it; ſo that the 
neceſſary forbearance to conclude the Treaty, fruſtrating as much the relief 
of Cheſter, as the ſudden and vigorous proceeding againſt my Lord: of 
Glamorgan could do, our Reſolutions did in the end determine upon 
that courſe, when at the inſtant to remove all Objections, Information was 
brought us, That the thing was already publique throughout the Town, and 
began to work ſuch dangerous effects, as in truth I do not believe that my 
Lord Lieutenant, or any of the Kings faithful Servants could have been 
many hours ſafe in the delay of this His Majeſties and their Vindication, 
which hath now been ſo reaſonably applyed, as that it hath wrought here 
not onely a general ſatis faction in all moderate men; but even ſuch a con- 
verſion in many leſſe well inclined, That whereas before a Peace with the 
Iriſh, even upon rhoſe unavoidable Conditions, upon which my Lord 
Lieutenant muſt needs within few days have concluded, it would hardly 


have been publiſhed in this place without very much danger; mens mindes 
are 
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ate ſo ſecured and ſettled by this proceeding, as that I believe the Peace 
now would be embraced upon thoſe, and perhaps upon harder terms, 
without much mutiny or repining. This being ſo, our chief remaining 
fear is, leſt what hath been done againſt my Lord of Glamergan ſhould ſo 
far incenſe the Iriſh, as to drive them to ſudden extremes; Things here on 
His Majeſties part being in ſo ill a condition to enter again upon a War unto 
this danger, the beſt preventives we could think of are applied, This in- 
cloſed Letter written to my Lord of Muckerry by my Lord Lieutenant; 
Apt perſons imployed to Niltenm, to acquaint them with the reaſons and 
neceſſities of this proceeding; And laſtly, the Articles of Peace ſent unto 
them with my Lord Lieutenants aſſent, in the very terms propoſed, and 
acquieſt in by themſelves in the laſt reſults of this long Treaty; which in 
all probability will have one of theſe two effects, either to make them con- 
clude a Peace (notwithſtanding this intervening accident) whereby Cheſter 
may be ſpeedily relie ved, and His Majeſty further ſupplied this ſpring, or make 
it break ſo foully on their ſide, as to divide from them the moſt conſidera- 
ble of their party. Whatever the event be, my Lord Lieutenant and I ſhall 
comfort our ſelves with this ſatisfaction, That we have done what belong' d 
to men of Honor, faithful to their King, and to their Religion, and as wiſely 
as ours and our friends beſt underſtandings could direct us, leaving the reſt 
ro God Almighty, whom we beſeech (to direct) His Majeſty to that courſe 
herein on His part, which may be correſpondent to our faithful endeavors; and 
that he will bleſs them with as good effects upon the mindes of all honeſt 


men, toward His Majeſties Vindication in that Kingdom, as I make no 


doubt but what we have done will have in this, when ſeconded and purſued 
by thoſe further directions from His Majeſty, which I am ſure His own 
Wiſdom and Princely Indignation to finde His Honor, Conſcience and 
and Piety thus infamouſly traduced, will dictate unto Him without further

Y deareſt heart, I hope theſe will prevent any news ſhall come unto 
you of me, ſince my commitment to the Caſtle of Pablin, To which

S the Tin, Sit William Boſwel and I muſt both proceed together 
for many Reaſons, and the courſe which is as yet thought beſt, is to put

intentions in that kinde before, I did believe this buſineſs would nor be un- 
acceptable to him, and a good expedient to finde ſome part of a preſent for 
him; he hath undertaken al ſo to bring Allen and Haſdoucł ſafely out of Dun- 
kirk ; But hath for the preſent ordered me to write to them to go forth, if 
they can, within theſe ten days, there being no Holland ſhip there totrouble 
them in that time or more. If there were ſo much wit and duty in thoſe 
that govern about Falmouth and Traro, they ſhould do well to keep any Tin 
from coming out until this be ſold, if they be but as miſchievous to others 
as to the Queen. 

The Queens Letters are gone to the Duke of Carland for the aſſiſting of 
the Marques of <Hontroſs, I hope to good purpoſe; But it is neceſſary to 
ſend the Copy of the Queens Letter to the King of Denmark , for free 
paſſage for his ſhips through the Zound; and a Letter of Credence in the 
Queens own hand to Monſier Vicford, who from time to time may do the 
King good ſervice by it with him. But the thing which gives Sir William 
Boſwel and me moſt pain in this p! ace, is the fear of the next intereſt day for 
the Jewels, <2May 16. on which it is neceſſary to continue the credit begun; 
But above all to redeem choſe parcels which lie ſo-dangerouſly in Cletchers 
hands, . beſides the acquitting our ſelves of the multiplied promiſes made to 
Monſier Yicford, for the redemption of his; it is evident that nothing in the 
World is of ſo great importance for the Kings ſervice, as to finde Money 
for the ſhips for Dorp , But in the next place, theſe occaſions mentioned 


muſt be ſerved, and therefore it is very unfit to defer any longer the ratifi- - 


cations and procurations which Webſter deſires; And how to tranſmit them 
to England, and receive them from thence, I know not, ſince the Am- 
baſſadors of Holland are come away: if you pleaſe to let the King knowthe 
fieneſs of doing the thing, this week Sir William Boſmel and ] will prepare 
the Inſtruments,and ſend them ſeveral ways, but the liklieſt is by P to you, 
unleſs we may addreſs our ſelves to the Portugal Ambaſſador, which yer hath 
not been done. I ſhall obey your order in ſending Saint Ib als Jewels by Mr. 
D Eſtrade, though they might be of uſe here: But if that deſign be purſued, 
as it muſt be, unleſs Peace can be made, you will as eaſily ſend them back, 
and more money with them by D' Eſtrade, as together with them the orders 
from France, for preparing the ſhips in the King of Frances name. Mr. Hem- 
fler and the Lady Stanhope are very thankful to you for the buſineſs of their 
ſon, hoping that it ſhall be repreſented in the form defired, that is, for the 
title of Lord Wotton, which will be the greateſt contentment to them in the 


world.

T* Prince of Orange was very inquifitive this week after my Letters from 
Paris, hoping to be reſolved preciſely concerning the ſum of the Portion, 
as I perceived by his diſcourſe ; For that point, I gave him this anſwer, 
that the Portion alone could not be of that confideration as to conclude the 
Marriage, unleſs it were able to give the King ſuch ſuccors as might probably 
reſtore 
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reſtore His affairs, which the ſum demanded could not do; And that 
therefore I was ordered to aſſure him, that if the other Articles were ac- 
corded, the Treaty ſhould not break off upon the ſum of the Portion: From 
thence we came off of the other particulars, and the reſolution was this, that 
the affairs of the Duke of Lerrain was to be purſued with all vigor, and for 
that end ſhips ſhould be ſent from hence to meet at the time prefixt, that 
when the Ambaſſadors are returned, all endeayors ſhall be uſed to induce 
the ſtates to a League defenſive and offenſive, and that Mr. D*Efrade ſhall 
return home fully inſtructed in theſe particulars, that is, to remonſtrate the 
impoſſibility (as they call it) of the paſſage for Holland, and to facilitate 
the other to and from Deiy; And for the ſecond, to perſwade the ſending 
of an Ambaſſador from France hither to that purpoſe; Which yet notwitli- 
ſtanding the Prince of Orange thinks will be very difficult, by reaſon of the 
King of Deumar is War, to which the Hollanders are violently carried; How- 
ever the rumors, all endeavors are and ſhall be uſed to bring them to our 
deſires, for which end I propoſed that in the mean time we might ar leaſt 
have Juſtice from them, and ſuch Acts of amity, as by their paſt Alliance 
they were bound unto : ſuch as are, Firſt, the liberty of their Ports to our 
men of War, and the freedom of them now detained. 2. The liberty to 
ſell our Prizes here as we may do in Flanders, at leaſt that both ſides may ſell 
in their Ports. 3. The diſmiſſion of Strickland, 4. The permitting of 
Arms and Money to be exported for the King both from hence and from 
Duykirk, with the denial of the ſame to the Rebels. 5. An open and pub- 
lique Declaration of the diſlike of the Rebels late Propoſitions ſent to the 
King, according as in conſcience they are bound to declare, thereby to pre- 
ſerve this people from the Falle of approving the Rebellion in England; 
That in ſo doing they ſhould declare no War againſt the Parliament, and 
it would be a great preparation for the work in hand: This the Prince of 
Orange ſeemed very much to approve of, and hath ordered me to prepaie 
my Papers in this kinde againſt the time that their Ambaſſadors come from 
England; And began to ask me concerning the deſign, and whether I had 
received any Orders about it, for that I told him I ſhould be particularly 
inſtructed by the next Poſt , he likes this very well, and D'Zftrade ſhall be 
inſtructed about it: This was all that paſt ſince the receipt of yours, beſides 
that for conclufion the Prince of orange would know, whether if the Duke 
ſhould fail us, our Treaty were at an end: I anſwered, No, for it the 
States would be brought to declare for the King, and with ſhipping, and 
in other particulars , as ſhould be preſented to them, I did not doubt but 
the King would quickly ſubdue the Rebels, which was the end we purſued 
in this affair; To which when he replyed with more cheerfulneſs then has 
been uſual of late, That all endeavors ſhould be uſed, I took my leave of 
bim, md doof your . xxx em 

There's no danger in diſcourſing as you finde, concerning the Portion; 
For the conditions for the Princeſs muſt be proportionable to it; And if 
other things be accorded, they will be ſolicitous themſelves to inlarge the 
Portion: For that end the Princeſs of Orange is very civil to me, and 
deſires much the buſineſs ſhould go on. I ſhould be inſtructed what to 
ſay concerning the condition and habitation of the Princeſs before her go- 
ing into England.

Will doubt not but that all my Letters of laſt week are received; and if 
ſo, your Lordſhip dorh perceive the whole Negotiation here depends up- 
on full Inſtruione how to proceed in the particular Treaty of the Mariage; 
wherein the ſeveral circumſtances being underſtood and agreed, it will quick- 
ly appear what the Prince of Orange is at, and willing to do with the States 
for the Kings aſſiſtance, without the actual performance whereof, it is to be 
declared, that the private Articles ſhall not be Signed. For this purpoſe, if 
the Copies of former Treaties cannot be had, it were neceſſary to ſer down 
particularly what Houſes and what Dowry the Queen will preſcribe for the 
Princeſs, and for the Portion, the loweſt Sum that muſt be admitted of, 
with the times of payment. Yet herein ir cannot be prejudicial to leave 
much unto Debate here, it being reſolved, That nothing ſhall be concluded 
till the States do fully declare in Defence of the King, whileſt their hands 
are buſie againſt Denmark (whither they are now —— —— men of War, 
and Six thouſand Foot) it cannot be expected that they ſhould be induced to 
ſupply the King with any Forces preſently, but yet theſe things following 
will be in their power, and may be expected from the Prince of Oranges Ne- 
gotiation with them, as ſoon as their Ambaſſadors return: 1. To enter into 
a League Offenſive and Defenſtve with the King, againſt all Enemies what- 
ſoever: And though the effe& hereof cannot be the preſent preparing and 
ſending of Forces by Sea and Land, yer they will be brought by it, a2. To 
publiſh a Declaration of diſlike of the Rebels later Propoſitions ſent to the 
King; together with the ill uſage of their Ambaſſadors. 3. To ſet at li- 
berty thoſe Ships of ours which are now detained, and to offer the liberty 
of their Ports hereafter. 4. To permit the ſelling of our Prizes in their 
Ports; and for that end, ſuch Officers for the King as ſhall be neceſſary. 
5. To cauſe Arms and Powder to be Exported for the King, with denying 
the ſame to the Rebels. 6. To —— of repriſal to ſuch of theit own 

eople as have been injured by the Parliament. 7. To permit the King to 
ire or buy men of War in theſe Countreys, to ſet to Sea againſt the Rebels. 
8. To admit of no Agents from England and Scotland that are not ſent by 
the King, and to diſmiſs tbem that pretend from the Parliament of either: 
And in purſuance of theſe points, if His Majeſty pleaſe to put out of His 
Protection all ſuch of His Subjects which dwell or Trade here, as have aſ- 
fiſted the Rebellion in England, the States may proceed to ſuch Confiſca- 
tions and Penalties as they ſhall think fit, whereby the King may finde a 
conſiderable profit, and they be invited to a more vigorous ConjunQion 
with Him; and if this be done for the preſent (France concurring in the 
ſame particulars) it is apparant, by Gods bleſſing, that the King muſt needs 
overcome the Rebels, it He can but keep His Perſon and the Princes out of 
their hands, tilt His Friends that are joyned in League with Him can fend 
more powertul aſſiſtance. | 

Though the Portion with the Princeſs were as much as was demanded, 
and paid by feveral parts,as the Prince of Orange ſhould be able, ie were not 
poſſible by that to ferve the King to any effect, unleſs theſe things men- 
tioned were together obtained, whereby London might be impoveriſhed, 
which is and will be the fountain of all this miſchief: And on the other ſide, 
let the Portion be never ſo 1 Nee yet if theſe things be done, 
ant the King by vertue of this Mariage enabled to borrow Money, or by any 


means to appear ſtronger at Sea then they, and at Land with the ſame power

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He hath formerly done, by Gods bleſſing, He will be quickly reſtored, which 
will give all the world full ſatisſaction conceming this Treaty, and make the 
conditions Honorable beyond all queſtion. Upon theſe confiderations, I 
believe your Lordſhip may approye what I wrote by Mr. D' Effrade,and ſend 
ſome Orders accordingly for ptoceeding in che Treaty of the Mariage apart 
from other things. | 

And for them, beſides what Lam inſtructed to do already with the Prince 
of orange, it will be very neteſſary to write to Sir Mill: Boſwel, that upon 
the coming of the Holland Ambaſſadors from England, he according to his 
Office be inſtant with the States, to perform the duties of theit former Al- 
liances with the King; and that he make ſuch other Propoſitions to them as he 
ſhall judge fit: But when the Prince of Orange ſhall finde matters ſucceed 
well, it will be neceſſary that your Lordſhip in the quality of an Ambaſſador 
appear here, to make a firm and quick concluſion. 

In the mean time, it is the opinion of the Prince of orange, that the bu- 
ſineſs of Shipping is without queſtion the ſole rhing which ny > to be in- 
tended by the Queen, and may probably reſtore the Kings Affairs again, 
though the Duke of Lorrains Voyage, and the Prince of Orange's Endeavors 
ſhould fail. When I wrote from Rotterdam, I was not clearly ſatisfied in the 
advantages on the Kings part, and ſince that the ſickneſs of Dory (who is now 
perfectly recovered again, and fixedly diſpoſed as he was) kept me from the 
particular purſuit of that Argument, wherein your Lorefhip had juſt cauſe 
to be little encouraged with what I wrote before; if it be poſſible to provide 
Money, it will prove an excellent Deſign, forthe whole execution is to be 
diſpoted of by the King as abſolutely as it they were Engliſh Ships, and the 
Commanders Engliſh, the intention being not for P. and 9. but for Honor 
and the Service of the King, for which purpofe Dorp defires to have large 
and particular Inſtructions; alſo fome perſon of truſt and courage to be a 
Shipboard with him by whom he might correſpond with the Queen ; and 
that His Majeſty would appoint ſome Ports to which all Prizes might be 
brought, and there judged, which he defires ſhould be principally 1. 
and there Officers of truſt to be eſtabliſhed, which proved far from His Ma- 
jeſty, as they do here for the States, or ar for all which ſhall 
be particularly ſer down under His own Hand, and before concluſion of the 
matter be made, be conſidered by the Prince of Orange, who takes off this 
particular with pleaſure : The condition for himſelf is very ſhorr, but very 
great to preſcribe nothing, but truſt the King and Queen in that point: but 
for his Officers, he expects liberal pay and Reward, as it ſhall be deſerved: 
So that in all reſpects, this is to be eſteemed His Majeſties Royal execution; 
but that the Commanders and Maſters are ſtrangers, and Ships hired. And 
it is here pronounced by all that have knowledge of their Majeſties Affairs, 
and — and endeavors for their reſtitution, that this is ſo neceſſary 
to be dene, that without it all other good ſucceſſes will but ſerve to protract 
the War, and not at all to procure Peace; for till Landen be humbled, the Re- 
bel can never be reduce d to reaſonʒ but I know atguments in this Kinde are not 
ſo needful as prayers, that God would ſend ſome means to provide the mony.

T* Dutch Ambaſſadors have been here theſe five days, wherein they 
have begun their Report, and behaved themſelves ſo well, that His Ma- 
jeſty cannot wiſh it better: That the King may receive fruit of their Re- 
port, it hath been propoſed to the States, to eſtabliſh a Committee to hear 
and examine the particulars, and to reſolve what ought to be done: The

V Hen Her Majeſty ſhall be well enough to ſpeak of buſineſs, I hope 
your Lordſhip wilt finde means to inſtruct me more particularly 
concerning the private Treaty by the return from England, which I do moſt 
humbly beſcech Her Majeſty ta to, for now is the time if ever tò operate 
ſtrongly upon this Countrey, not only becauſe the Prince of Orange is 
taking the field, where the things uſeful to us cannot be effected: But for 
that the Ambaſſadors do ſo plentifully declare the Juſtice of the Kings cauſe, 
and neceſſity of the States concernment in it, That if the Prince of orange

Have diſcovered this laſt week, a thing which hath perhaps given me all 
¶ che impediments I have met with, and is without doubt the cauſe of char 
ſudden and poſitive demand, which Hagh made me from the Prince of

I Wrote to you yeſterday by Colonel Fitz Williams, I conceive you will 
finde cauſe to take the buſineſs that concerned him into conſideration: I 
have ſent you now a Copy of Dr. Goffs Diſpatch out of Holland, by vrhich 
you will ſee the ſtate of that buſineſs reduced to this only hope, That the 
return of the Ambaſſadors out of England may not only give Prince orange 
a diſpoſition to ſer on foot that which before he was not confident enough of 
his own ſtrength to attempt, but alſo afford him ſome hopes of effecting it; of 
this we ſhall ſee a ſudden iſſue; the other advantages we expect from thence, 
as the Ships from the Duke of Lorrain. e of money by the Mariage 
are in an eſtate not much to be relied on; for the buſineſs of the Duke, I 
much fear will away; the money of the Mariage will not be conſiderable 
enough to conclude it; for that reaſon it may be we may ſingle that advan- 
tage from the reſt, even without the confideration of the Mariage: So that 
we have no more to do, but to attend the iſſue of the hopes of the Declara- 
tion, and according to that, proceed or let fall the whole buſineſs, and look 
after ---- as a thing to be managed according to the means we ſhall finde here, 
to go through with it. We ſhall know next week what to depend upon for 
the Duke of Lorrain, which 1 we ſhall preſume our pretentions here 
for moneys in place of that which that expedition would have coſt them 
here: The Clergy aſſembles next week, with whom we ſhall ſet on foot 
the liberty the French Queen Regent hath given us to try their Inclinations 
for the ſupport of the Affairs of England. Traudunł is gone from Dunkirk 
three weeks ſince with four Ftigots, 6040, Muskets, 2000. pair of Piſtols, 
1200. Carabines, Swords, 400. Shovels, 27000. pounds of Match, and 
50000, pounds of Brimſtone. I hope he is arrived before now: His Arms 
were all embarked before Allen arrived there; ſo that I cannot aſſure you that 
Allen will be provided with that proportion which I ſent you word would be 
ſent ro Marqueſs cMontroſi, The Queen hath ſent 400. Barrels of Powder 
ro Dart mou: h; ſhe hath adviſe of the arrival of 200. and hopes the other 
will ſpeedily arrive: She could not get the Merchants to undertake the car- 
riage of them, without ingaging her ſelf for them, in caſe they were not 
paid in England: The Queen hath now received, as I wrote before, the 
Kings Order for ſhipping for the Tin from time to time; whereupon laſt 
week ſhe gave Order for 4000. pounds Sterlin to be ſent to Falmonth, for 
that proportion which ſhe was advertiſed by Sir Nicholas Criſp would be 
ready there at the end of Nay, and hath demanded a Ship of the Prince of 
Orange for that purpoſe: She had adviſed laſt week, that the Ship is accorded 
ſo, that it is undoubtedly upon the way. The Kings Order concerning the Tin 
was but during pleaſure; therefore, pray have a care there be no change, 
without giving the Queen timely adviſe of it. Her Majeſty having been 
ſerved by Sir Nicholas Criſp at her coming out of England with affection and 
diligence, is deſirous to make him ſome return ; and therefore intreats you 
to aſſiſt him in his Affairs, as he ſhall preſent them to you particularly, for 
the Tranſportation of ſome Wools: the proceed of which he undeit kes 
to return in Ammunition.

1 I received yours of April the twenty ninth from oxford, where- 
by I muſt needs obſerve to you, ours are received in halt the time that 
ours are comitig hicher ; now you are removed from Oxford I fear it will yet 
harder for you to ſend to London about all things, the Queen recommends 
it to you; I ſend you here encloſed Dr. Goffs laſt Diſpatch word for word, by 
that you will ſee the eſtate of that buſineſs. Sir H. de Vic. is now here, yeſter- 
day arrived with the Dukes laſt demands; ro morrow he attends Cardinal 
MAE. and as ſoon as the anſwer is gotren, and Queen Regents reſolntion in a 
ſupply of Arms and Ammunition we have now demanded,to which already 
we have ſome promiſes advanced; Petit ſhall be diſpatched, who is ſtaid for 
that end, and to return to us with ſome Information of the ſtare you are in, 
where the laſt Letters ſpeak ſo — that we are in much pain.

gaging the Hollanders in the War. Six Keneim Dighy writes hopefully of 
ſupplys of Money from Rome , but concludes nothing, the Iriſh troubſi 
x ft. ſolas, until the Peace be made with them, I fear all Catholique help 
will be drawn that way : Upon this purpoſe I muſt tell you with what 
amazement the delays of the Peace in Ireland is conſidered here, and you 
leave us ſo ignorant of the condition of the Treaty, that we know not 
what to ſay of it. Pray by the return of this bearer, or the firſt likely 
paſſage, ſend me the ſtate of it, their demand, the King of England his offers, 
and what you know ot the difficulties; If yet it be not concluded, it is not 
like that ever it will be, by thoſe that manage it now: And therefore it ſeems 
to me for ſatisfaction of thoſe that ſo much preſs it, of the Iriſh, and to 
ſatisfie this State, who are much of chat opinion, and to ſecure our hopes at 
Rome, and laſtly to put that buſineſs into à poſſibility of being concluded, 
that the Propoſition long ſince made to the King, of having the Treaty made 
here by the Queen and Queen Regent, were not unfitly reſumed.

which concerns this bearer, whois a brave man, and hath ſerved in the 


Wars of this Countrey with great reputation, he doth perſwade himſelf, 


that if the Peace be made in Ireland, that he ſhall be able to raiſe there for 
the King, and bring into England, ten or twelve thouſand men, upon the 
conditions that you will finde here encloſed. ſigned by the Queen, which 
he deſired his Majeſty ſhould Sign for this end, that the King might ſee it was 
her opinion that the King upon this deſign of his ſhould fign ſome others 
to him to the effect, ſo that you are to keep the Papers Signed by the Queen, 
and to propoſe to the King the Signing of ſomthing to che ſame effect; if

you ſee, and that upon my word I am not negligent init, which I deſire you to 
repreſent to the King. The buſineſs of the Duke of Lorrain is not in the 
ſame ſtate which the reſt are, our hopes of money here, or break with the 
Duke; The paſſing over of them, if it be obtained will be of ſo reat en- 
pence here, that we cannot with any appearance of ſucceſs preſs them for 
any more ſupplies of Money for Arms and Ammunition; All I can fay is 
yet gone, is Naſdauls proportions, conſiſting of 6040. Muskets, 2000. pair 
of Piſtols, 1200. Carabines, 150. Swords, 400. Shovels, 27000. pounds 
of Match, 50000. pounds of Brimſtone, this Brimſtone will I hope enable 
you in England to make good ſtore of Powder, for Mills, Saltpeter, Coal, 
and men that know how to make, may every where be had; 400. Bartels of 
Powder I have ſent to Dm, having undertaken to pay for it here, if it be 
not paid for there, for fear preſently there ſhonld be want: I have News of 
the arrival of 200. of the Barrels, and am confident the others will be very 
ſhortly there ; and T ſhall give Calimere ſuch helps for his effecting laſt un 
dertakings, that I am con you ſhall receive good quantities of Powder 
from him : I ſhall wricero you to morrow by the Ordinary, and preſently 
afcer by an Expreſs, therefore now I will hold you no longer. 

There is a yong Gentleman, one Captain Cayrerer, a Ferſie man, taken Pri- 
ſoner lately, pray do me the favor to ſpeak he may be examined, he was lately 
taken as I remember near Warwick. |

My Lord, | 


[| Do not think it very neceſſary to put my Letter wholly in Cypher, having 
ſo ſecure a Bearer as Sir Nicholas Byron; yet have (I ſuppoſe) ſo Cyphered 
it, as not to be underſtood but by your ſelf: At my coming here I finde all 
things contrary to what your Lordſhip expected, and much more to the Arti- 
cles paſt between the Queen and me: For in thoſe, free uſe of Religion, a free 
Parliament, and the penal Laws to be taken off; this were granted: But 
there is only of theſe a free Parliament granted, and Incapacities taken off; 
wirhal, an Article propoſed by the Marqueſs of ormond and the Councel, 
that no Propoſitions ſhall be hereafter made by the Triſh Parliament, but 
Tuch as they ſhall now propoſe at the making of the Peace, if they can agree; 
by which I finde the Iriſh addes many trivials which elſe they would leave 
out. I have had ſame with Marqueſs ormond, who tells me he never had or- 
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der from the — to grant to the Iriſh either the penal Laws to be taken off, 
or that they ſhould keep any of the Churches nom in their poſſeſſion: 0x 
contr aire the reſtitution of them is deſired back, being the only principal 

nts inſiſted on by the Iriſh. Truly, my Lord, had you told me of this 
— my coming from you, I could have told you, that in all probability 
there would be no Peace, having heard much of the Iriſh reſolutions before 
ere my coming out of France, and declare the ſame unto the Queen, which 
cauſed Her to condeſcend that the three demanded points as by the Articles 
Signed by the Queen to me you may ſee. I alſo finde by Marqueſs or mond. 
that if the King inſtead of referring all —_ touching Peace to the Marqueſs 
of ormond, do not order the granting of the ſaid demanded points, vi. 
free exerciſe of Religion, a free Parliament, all penalties to be taten off, 
wich ſuch other points as are already condeſended unto; That the Marqueſs 
of Ormond is reſolved never to condeſcend to the demands of the Iriſh, and 
by the Iriſh, that they are reſolved to have them or periſh, . I propoſed to 
the Maqueſs of ormond the condition the King was in, and how neceſſary 
it was for him to have from the Iriſh incontinent Army from hence, and 
how the abſolute ruine and deſtruction of the Iriſh depended on the leaſt loſs 
the King ſhould ſuſtain in England for want of Army; I ſaid as much to the 
Iriſh , Both have promiſed me a brief of the obſtacles, on perſuſal of 
which I ſhall quickly diſcover whether the Iriſh have or not, a juſt pretence 
to except againſt ſuch offers as hath been made bythe Marqueſs of Ormond 


on the behalf of the King, and if found fatisfaRory, I am very confident 


you will very ſpeedily have what you expect, and the Character the King, 
the Queen &c. gave of me, will render him to you very ſerviceable, and to 
&c. but if — go croſs, I conceive it were not amiſs (if the King intends 
as the Queen did) to ſend what here is mentioned to the Marqueſs of or- 
mond, and in caſe _ be cone luded ere its coming, that it may lye dor- 
mant elſe to be put in uſe. L have enquired of the particular affaits ſpoken 
of, and finde all feizible: But for the preſent, there is nothing to be ſaid. 
If you think fit, I pray recommend this to him who recommended me to 
your Lordſhip. Be alſo pleaſed to preſent my moſt humble ſervice to Prince 
Rupert and Prince Mawrice, and be mindeful and deſire them, according to 
Prince Rwperts promiſe, to be ſo alſo of me touching Titbery; I doubt 
alſo by means of it and the helps offered to me in that Country, to reduce 
the beſt part of the Morelands for the King however affairs goes; I beſeech 
your Lordſhip to let the King know, that I will live and dye faithful to 
Him, and to believe that my endeavors ſhall ever be, to ſinde occaſions to

For Gods ſake haſten Powder and Match 
in plenty to the Northern Coaſt, and what Muskets and Piſtols you can, 
but Ammunition in the firſt place; let them be directed to Burlington or 
Whitby, for Scarborough is loſt, but yet with ſome caution, as to enquire before 
they put in, leaſt by any accident the Enemy ſhould have Gariſon thoſe 
before we come thither.

We are advertiſed from London that there are ſome Letters intercepted from

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From the Lord George Dighy to the Lord Iermin.,. 


IH is a great comfort to us to hear by this Expreſſe, that Her Majeſty pre- 
ſerves Her health, notwithſtanding that trouble of minde which our miſ- 
fortunes muſt needs: have given Her, and that in ſtead of deſpairing, Her 
Majeſty and you do rather improve your diligence to procure us ayds; God 
hopes may ſucceed, for my part, I think there is more pro- 
ability in that of Denmark for Man, now the Peace is concluded with the 
Swedes, and for Money from Rome, then any other way; the buſineſs of Ire- 
land hath hung long in ſuſpence, although the King hath long fince given 
my Lord of Ormond power to conclude Peace there, upon the very utmoſt 
conceſſion that can poſſibly be yielded unto, without cauſing a revolt, not 
only of all his party herc, but alſo ſuch a one of his Army, and all His 
Proteſtant Subjects there, as would make it impoſſible for the Iriſh co afford 
us any ayds, they would have ſo much to do within themſelves againſt 
choſe that would not ſubmit to Peace upon ſuch terms; the truth of it is, 
the Iriſh have proceeded hitherto, as if they had no good intention, having 
not been contented with the offers of more then their Agents did profeſs to 
expect, and inſiſted upon thoſe demands, the granting of which they could 
not bur ſec would be abſolutely deſtructive to His Majeſty, that is, thegrant- 
ing unto them the Proteſtant Churches in ſuch Pariſhes where the number 
of the Catholiques was greater, that is in effect all through Ireland. And 
whereas you write, that perhaps my Lord of ormond is not the fit perſon 
to conclude that buſineſs, but that che management of it ſhould be remitted 
to 
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to the Queen, I am much afraid that the expectation of that in the Iriſh 


hath much retarted the hoped for iſſue of the Treaty, but God be thanked 
we received mens Nowahe certain news that the Peace there is concluded, 
and that an Expreſſe from my Lord of Or mond is upon his way from Chefeer, 
with all the particulars, the utmoſt extent of my Lord of 0rmonds Power 
to grant, was the ſuſpention of Peinings Act, as to the paſſing of ſuch Bills 
as ſhould be firſt agreed on; The repeal of the penal Laws, and the allow- 
ing the Papiſts ſome Chappels in private places for the exerciſe of their 
Religion, but you may not take notice that he had ſo large a power, for 
happily he may have obtained a Peace upon a better bargain , thus much for 
that buſineſs : His Majeſty, approves very well of the courſe propoſed by 
E. for ſuch ayds as may be obtained from Denmarł, but above all things, 
et the matter of money be labored in, for without ſome competent ſtoc k 
of that againſt the next Spring, it will be impoſſible for us ever to have a 
reſource again. My former Letters will have acquainted you with our pro- 
greſs ſince our retreat from Wales, and the reaſons of it, and I make no 
doubt but you will be ſatisfied, that the Kings buſineſs hath been as well 
eonducted in that retreat from Wales and ſince, as the deſperateneſs of our

condition could admit of, and that in fine, we are likely to have gained the 


only thing we could hope for, which was to preſerve His Majeſtics perſon 
ſafe, till the ſeaſon of the year ſhould ſecure him in any of His principal 
Gariſons from the danger of a Siege; Tis true, I could have wiſht that 
the Rebels had — us ſome leiſure, either in the North or at Huntington, 
vrhere we have done them ſome miſchief, and gained ſome reputation, and 
not obliged us to go to Oxford yet this fortnight, but preſſing us as they have 
done, and do, it is not to be avoided, but I hope it is not poſſible, that 
thay can ny ways endanger Oxford beforg the Winter relieve it; You write 
to me to tell you freely our condition without flattering you or my ſelf, 
ou will finde in my Letters of late, eſpecially by Porter, that I have not 
$a, guilty of that fault, nor ſhall I now, but the freedom which I ſhall at 
this time uſe in ſtating to you the greateſt myſtery of our misfortunes, I de- 
fire may be received by you as the breathings out of my ſoul unto niy deareſt 
friend by way of prediction. It is moſt true, that as deſperate as our con- 
dition ſeems, I have no apprehenſion, but that having got thus far in the 
ear, we ſhall be ſafe till the next from any further great miſchiefs, and 
that probably by helps from Dzx wars and Ià B IAN, and mo- 
neys from you, our Quarters being well managed for the preſervation 
and Recruit of our remaining Forces, we may poſſibly have a freſh

The Lord Ges. Digbies Letter to Her Majeſty. 
Madam, 

VVE live here in great diſquiet, till we here how your Majeſty hath di- 
| geſted out late miſ- fortune, God be thanked we have loſt already the 
ſharp ſenſe of ir. We have had many little ſucceſſes ſince, and are likely to 
finde our ſelves now within one fortnight in a poſture fit ro have a day, for 
all which certainly the Rebels will give us in the Weſt, whither they have 
drawn all they have, even the Scots themſelves; force us to fight proba- 
bly they cannot till we are ready for them: and I believe as we ſhall order the 
matter, they will be likely to waſte for want of Proviſions, whilſt we in- 
creaſe in numbers from Wales; I have writ to my Lord Fermin at large of the 
ſtare of our Affairs here, of which I reckon the Clubmen not to be the leaſt 
comfortable part: And this bearer Mr. F. Rogers p_ through the Weſt, 
where eyery day may — great alterations to the better, will bring your 
Majeſty the freſheſt intelligence from thence, he is a modeſt and diſcreet 
yorg man, and certainly will deſerve your Majeſties encouragement. I 
teve by this time your Majeſty hears much noiſe from Zonden of the Pa- 
pers taken in the Kings Cabinet, it was unfortunatel and heedleſly loſt, to

F. the aboliſhing of Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and p2oviding foz the payment 
of the juſt and neceſſary debts of the Aingdom, into which the ſame hath 
ben dawn by a War, mainly pzomoted by and in favoz of the ſaid Archbiſhops 
and Biſhops, and other their Adherents and Dependants: Be it D2dained, 
and it is Dzdained by the Loꝛds and Commons in Parliament aſſembled, and by 
the authozity of the ſame, Chat the Name, Title, Stile and Dignity of Archbiſhop 
of Canterbury, Archbiſhop of York.

the Publique Faith, may foz every ſum of Poney he wall further lend foz the 
advancement of the ſaid ſum, be ſecured alike ſum moze out of the Keceipt of 
the Grand Excize in courſe, and the ſale of the Withops Lands, (except Avvoiv- 
ſons and Imp3zopziations) which ſhall firſt happen, together with the Jntereft;af- 
ter the rate of eight per centum per angum, to be paid every ſix moneths out of 
the Receipts of the Excize, till Pzincipal and Intereiſt be fully diſcharged : As 
foʒ example, If there be owing to any perſon 100 1.

Concerning the perſonal Treaty deſired by Your Majeſty, There having been ſo much 
innocent blood of Your good Subjects ſhed in this War, by Your Majeſties Commands 
and Commiſlions,Iriſh Rebels brought over into both Kingdoms, and endea vors to bring 
over more into both of them, as alſo Forces from Foraign parts : Your Majeſty being in 
Arms in theſe parts, the Prince inthe head of an Army in the Welt, divers Towns made 
Gariſons, and kept in Hoſtility by Your Majeſty againſt the Parliament of England: 
There being alſo Forces in Scotland againſt that Parliament and Kingdom by Your Maje- 
ſties Commilſsion : The War in Ireland ſomented and prolonged by Your Majeſty, where- 

the three Kingdoms are brought neer to utter guine and deſtruction: We conceive, 
That until ſatisfaCtion and ſecurity be firſt given to both Your Kingdoms, Your Maje- 
ſties coming hither cannot be convenient, nor by us aſſented unto. Neither can we ap- 
prehend it a means conducing to Peace, That Your Majeſty ſhould come to Your Parlia- 


ment for a few days, without any thoughts of leaving it; eſpecially with intentions of re

Kingdoms were ſpeedily to be ſent to Your Majeſty, which We conceive to be the only 
way for attaining a happy and well-grounded Peace, and Your Majeſties aſſent unto 
thoſe Propoſitions, will be an effectual means for giving ſatisfaction and ſecurity to Your 
Kingdoms: will aſſure a firm Union between the two Kingdoms, as much defired by each 
for other as for themſclyes ; And ſettle Religion and ſecure the Peace of the Kingdom of 
Scotland, whereof neither is fo much as mentioned in Your Ma jeſt ies Letters. | 
And in proceeding according to theſe juſt and neceſſary grounds for the putting an 
end to the bleeding Calamities of theſe Nations, Your Majeſty may have the Glory to be 
a Principal Inſtrument in ſo happy a Work; and We (however miſinterpreted) ſhall ap- 
prove our ſelves to God and the World, to be real and fincere in ſecking a ſafe and well- 
grounded Peace. ,
